Extracts  From  The 

RULES    AND    REGULATIONS 

Of  Beebe  Town  Library 


Art.  3.— Any  resident  in  town  over  fourteen  years  of  age, 
may  take  books  from  the  Library.  Children  under  fourteen 
may  take  books  on  presenting  Application  Card  signed  by 
their  parents  or  guardians,  whom  the  trustees  will  hold 
responsible  for  the  safe  return  of  the  volumes. 

Art.  4.— Every  person  so  entitled  to  borrow  books  from  the 
Library  shall  receive  from  the  Librarian  a  primed  Application 
Card,  to  be  regularly  filled  out  and  returned,  and  in  exchange 
for  the  same  the  Librarian  will,  if  satisfactory,  give  a  Call 
Card,  to  be  retained  as  filled  out  by  the  Librarian.  On  this 
shall  be  stamped  the  date  of  "Loan"  and  "Return"  of  each 
book  taken. 

Art.  5.— No  person  shall  be  allowed  more  than  one  book  at 
one  time;  and  no  book  can  be  exchanged  on  the  same  day  on 
which  it  is  taken  out. 

Art.  6.— If  a  "Call  Card"  be  lost,  another  will  not  be  issued 
to  the  same  person  until  the  expiration  of  two  weeks  from  the 
time  the  Librarian  is  notified  of  the  loss,  except  on  payment 
of  ten  cents. 

Art.  7.— No  book  shall  be  kept  from  the  Library  over  two 
weeks  under  penalty  of  two  cents  for  every  day  delayed.  Un- 
labeled books  renewable  for  two  weeks.  Labeled  books  not 
renewable.  The  librarian  shall  notify  any  person  witholding 
a  book  beyond  the  time  allowed;  and  the  expense  of  such 
notice  shall  be  added  to  the.  fine. 

Art.  8.  -If  any  book  shall  be  lost  or  materially  injured,  the 
person  to  whom  it  stands  charged  shall  either  pay  the  appraised 
value  thereof,  or  replace  it  by  a  new  volume  or  set  (if  it  belongs 
to  a  set)  of  the  same  or  a  later  edition,  and  of  equal  value, 
besides  paying  all  fines  that  may  have  accrued  on  said  book. 

Art.  9.— The  Librarian  shall  withold  the  use  of  the  Library 
from  those  persons  from  whom  fines  are  due:  and  from  all 
persons  w'io  misuse  or  damage  books,  and  shall  appraise  the 
amount  of  damage  done  to  books,  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
Trustees.

TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  9,  1903. 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  moderator,  by  ballot,  to  preside  at 
said  meeting. 

Thomas  G.  O'Connell  was  elected  moderator. 
All  articles  involving  the  appropriation  of  money  were, 
by  the  moderator,  declared  referred  to  the  town  Finance 
Committee. 
Voted.     That  the  articles  be  taken  up  in  regular  order  as 
printed  in  the  warrant. 

Art.  2.  To  act  upon  the  reports  of  town  officers  as  pub- 
lished. 

Voted.  To  accept  the  reports  as  printed  and  lay  on  the 
table. 
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Art.  3.  To  choose  all  town  officers  not  required  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot. 

Voted.  That  the  moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to 
nominate  town  officers  not  chosen  by  ballot,  said 
committee  to  report  at  the  next  session  of  this  meeting. 
The  moderator  later  in  the  evening  appointed  the 
committee,  as  follows  :  Wr.  A.  Cutter,  Albert  R.  Per- 
kins, Rev.  T.  W.  Illman,  John  A.  Meloney,  George 
M.  Tompson. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  treasurer  to 
hire  money  to  pay  all  demands  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Voted.  That  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  temporary  loans 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  town  of  Wakeiield  the  Town 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  with  the 
approval  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the 
txaes  of  the  present  municipal  year,  and  to  execute  and 
deliver  the  note  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor.  Any  debt 
or  debts  incurred  by  a  loan  or  loans  to  the  Town  under 
this  vote  shall  be  paid  from  the  said  taxes  of  the  present 
municipal  year. 

Art.  5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  following 
appropriations  and  for  which  the  town  voted  to  raise 
and  appropriate  :

Highways,  concrete  sidewalks,  stone  crossings  and 
edgestones,  voted  $4,000  and  the  street  railway  tax. 

Poor  Department,  voted  $6,000,  receipts  of  farm  and 
all  other  receipts. 

Police  Department,  including  expense  of  a  horse, 
voted  $1,800. 

Night  Watch,  voted  $1,800. 

Fire  Department,  voted  $4,500  and  earnings  of  the 
department. 

Forest  Firewards,  voted  $350. 

Park  Department,  voted  $500. 

Rental  of  Hydrants,  for  year  ending  June  1,  1903, 
voted  $3,825. 

Street  Sprinkling,  voted  $800,  abutters  to  pay  $400.

We,  found  from  the  examination 
we  could  make  that  the  bottom  of  the  lake  opposite  is  a 
flat  table,  the  surface  appearing  to  be  coarse  gravel  and 
sand,  with  stones  scattered  about.  There  is  a  row  of 
willow  trees  skirting  the  lake  at  this  place,  and  the 
beach  ends  at  the  last  tree  of  this  row  on  the  west. 
Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  interest  is 
such  in  this  project  that  ample  funds  would  be  donated 
by  the  public  to  provide  facilities  in  the  nature  of  a 
bathhouse,  cleaning  out  the  beach,  etc.,  to  accommo- 
date 100  boys  and  provide  25  lockers  for  25  other 
persons,  which  we  estimate  could  be  done  for  a  sum 
within  $500,  provision  being  made  at  present  for  men 
and  boys  only. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee  of  live  be 
appointed  to  serve  until  the  next  annual  town  meeting 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  wTho  shall  have

"These  Wiley  Fishes,  to  deceive, 
Drop  sweetest  morsels,  so  sublime, 
We,  departing,  ne'er  shall  leave 
Foot-prints  on  the  sands  of  time,,, 


In  the  beginning  God  said  :  < '  Let  the  water  bring  forth 
abundantly  the  moving  creature  that  hath  life,  and  the 
fowl  that  fly  above  the  earth,  in  the  open  firmament  of 
heaven,"  and  God  saw  that  it  was  good. 
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And  God  blessed  them,  saying:  "  Be  fruitful  and  multi- 
ply and  fill  the  waters  in  the  seas ;  and  let  fowls  multiply  in 
the  earth."  "And  the  evening  and  the  morning  were  the 
fifth  day.1' 

"The  crust  of  the  earth  is  a  mighty  burial  ground,  and  all 
that  tread  the  globe  are  but  a  handful  to  the  tribes  that  slum- 
ber  in  its  bosom." 

The  remains  of  human  activity  lie  buried  between  the 
surface  and  sixty  feet  of  earth  below — 

"But  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  these  civilizations  were 
preceded  by  dynasties  of  other  beings  which  existed  upon 
the  earth  for  long  ages  before  human  life  appeared.  The 
kinds  of  animals  and  plants  which  occupied  the  earth  were 
many  times  changed,  the  lower  giving  way  to  the  higher 
forms  which  were  better  adapted  to  the  advancing  conditions 
of  the  earth.  There  were  dynasties  of  fishes,  of  reptiles 
and  of  mammals  before  any  patriarch  ruled  his  family  or 
any  chief  exercised  a  controlling  power.  The  first  lands 
that  were  elevated  above  the  surface  of  the  primeval  sea 
were  very  small,  and  the  only  life  the  world  had  then  known 
was  exclusively  marine.  As  plains  were  extended,  as 
mountains  were  elevated,  and  as  new  lands  appeared,  other 
species  of  beings  were  formed  which  took  their  respective 
places  in  the  waters  and  on  the  lands.  Those  were  long 
ages  and  the  advance  was  a  slow  one.  The  events  were  not 
of  yearly  occurrence  but  were  the  changes  of  periods  of  time 
which  were  so  long  that  our  human  reckoning  by  years  is 
inadequate  to  tell  the  story  of  the  geologic  ages." 

Origin  of  Angling. 

It  is  a  far  cry  from  Adam  to  Jonah  and  Zebedee's  children, 
and  from  Izaak  Walton  to  Daniel  Webster  and  Grover 
Cleveland ;  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  fish  hooks  have- 
been  used  for  more  than   2700  years,    some   with  barbs  and 
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some  without.  Doubtless  all  fish,  but  especially  all  officials 
of  the  S.  P.  C.  A.,  would  consider  the  one  as  barbarous 
as  the  other.  (If  any  of  our  angling  friends  fail  to  see  the 
point,  just  drop  us  a  line.) 

The   First   Angler. 

In  all  human  probability,  Adam  was  the  first  angler. 
After  he  was  locked  out  and  so  lost  his  sinecure,  he  had  to 
earn  his  living  by  the  sweat  of  his  brow.  His  biographer 
tells  us  that  his  wide  domains  were  bounded  by  four  beau- 
tiful rivers,  all  teeming  with  trout  and  salmon — at  any  rate, 
with  toothsome  fish.  Near  the  banks  grew  Cain,  and  one 
other  able-bodied  son,  and  it  is  more  than  revelation  re- 
veals or  reason  can  allow,  that  Adam  did  not  cut  a  cane, 
draw  a  line  from  some  fibrous  plant  or  tree,  a  pin  from  his 
wife's  boudoir,  and,  with  a  grass-hopper  for  bait,  did  not  go 
a-fishing  on  the  first  rainy  day. 

The  Great  Nazarene 

loved  the  common  people,  and  associated  with  fishermen  of 
Galilee.  He  sometimes  borrowed  their  boats,  was  inter- 
ested in  their  tackle  and  trade,  and  once,  at  least,  went  out 
with  them  in  the  day  time,  contrary  to  their  usual  custom, 
and  showed  them  where  they  could  secure  the  largest  catch. 
He  built  a  fire  once  on  the  shore,  cooked  some  fish  and  ate 
with  them,  like  the  true  Brother  that  he  is.  He  seemed  to 
place  more  value  on  fellowship  than  on  tithes  and  sacrifices, 
in  His  view  of  life. 

Survival  of  the  Fittest. 

s 

Review  the  centuries,  and  one  may  find  the  record  of 
marvellous  monsters,  now  extinct,  and  stories  of  catches  far 
beyond  belief,  or  that  present  day  privileges  can  afford. 
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Quality  and  Quantity. 

That  the  size  and  quantity  of  latter-day  fishes,  including 
lobsters,  have  greatly  been  reduced  since  50  years  ago, 
even,  is  a  well  known  and  accepted  fact.  This  is  due,  in 
large  measure,  to  excessive  pounding,  netting,  weiring, 
poaching,  spearing  and  dynamiting,  and  to  other  and  natu- 
ral enemies.  Nothing  but  timely  and  wise  legislation, 
watchful  and  tireless  activity  on  the  part  of  commissioners 
and  committees,  together  with  the  hearty  cooperation  of  all 
true  sportsmen,  can  save  our  inland,  and  even  our  marine 
fisheries,  perhaps,  from  further  deterioration  and  possible 
extinction . 

The  Tkolling  Spoon. 

We  sometimes  say  of  a  man  :  "He  was  born  with  a  silver 
spoon  in  his  mouth,"  and  often,  since  the  days  of  pre-historic 
man,  a  fish  has  been  caught  with  a  silver  spoon  in  its 
mouth.  Once,  at  least,  a  fish  has  been  taken  with  a  silver 
coin  in  his  cheek,  the  record  of  which  may  be  found  in 
Holy  Writ.  Jewelry,  and  other  articles  of  value  have  been 
found  in  the  stomachs  of  sharks,  and  of  some  other  large 
fishes,  not  to  mention  Jonah  and  the  whale. 

The  spoon  hook  is  a  tempting  lure  to  pickerel  and  bass, 
and  now  and  then  to  yellow  and  white  perch.  It  has  been 
used  with  success  in  the  w  iters  of  Lake  Quannapowitt.  We 
are  happy  to  record  a  catch  of  31  pickerel,  in  a  few  hours, 
by  deputy  Parker  and  Maj.  Win.  S.  Greenough.  Also  a 
total  catch,  during  the  season,  of  67,  by  Miss  Carolyn  Cogs- 
well, matron  of  the  Parker  House,  Lakeside,  corner  of 
Cordis  street.  Two  young  fish-hogs  took  away  138  pouts 
and  42  eels  in  one  evening's  catch.  They  violated  no  law 
in  so  doing,  but  such  as  they  are  no  law  unto  others,  having 
not  been  a  law  unto  themselves.  "Who  that  holds  the 
plunder,  heeds  the  pain." 

Many  ladies  availed   themselves  of   the   fishing  privilege 
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and  thereby  proved  that  they  could  paddle  their  own  canoe, 
if  need  be,  and  cast  a  fly  or  bait  as  skilfully  and  successfully 
as  their  brothers.  There  is  no  more  healthful  exercise  than 
rowing,  and  no  more  beautiful  spot  than  Wakefield  in  which 
to  enjoy  it.  With  Wiley's  livery  at  the  foot  of  the  lake, 
nearest  the  village,  and  Rosson's  at  the  upper  end,  a  mile 
away,  there  are  always  ample  facilities  available  for  all 
comers. 

QlJANNAPOWITT    FYSHE. 

Some  men  named  Fish  take  out  their  i  and  spell  it  with  a 
y,  but  however  wise,  it  does  not  look  well  to  the  eye,  and 
certainly  would  not  be  swallowed  by  any  true  Fish. 

We  do  not  have  in  our  waters  the  fish  with  four  legs 
(Mexican  axotel),  nor  the  fish  which  wriggles  out  on  to 
land  and  climbs  a  bush,  nor  the  fish  so  full  of  fat  that  its 
flesh  can  be  lighted  with  a  match  and  used  as  a  candle,  nor 
the  kind  that  suckles  its  young,  but  we  do  have  the  tooth- 
some yellow  perch  in  abundance,  noted  for  its  tough  thick 
skin  and  red  and  white  fins.  We  have  the  German  carp, 
widely  known  for  its  greedy  appetite  for  vegetables,  its 
great  size  and  weight  and  remarkable  fertility.  The  eel  is 
found  everywhere,  is  good  to  eat  and  is  notorious  for  its 
lubricity.  Pouts,  with  two  fixed  horns,  one  on  each  side  of 
the  head,  just  back  of  the  ears,  and  which  sometimes  make 
an  ugly  wound,  abound.  Their  meat  is  fine  grained,  of  a 
dark  shade  of  pink,  and  is  often  sold  to  the  uninitiated  as 
trout. 

The  Bass. 

In  the  southern  tier  of  states  the  bass  is  almost  universally 
called  a  trout. 

Last  season  a  man  hooked  a  fish,  being  after  pickerel. 
He  was  using  a  small  cod-line.  Afer  playing  the  fish  awhile 
it  broke  away.  Two  days  later  a  large  bass  was  washed 
ashore,  evidently  having   bled  to  death  from  an  ugly  wound 
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in  the  gullet.  It  weighed  7i  lbs.,  and  was  the  largest  bass 
ever  caught  in  these  waters.  The  cat  at  the  head  of  this 
report  illustrates  fully  this  almost  incredible  stoiy.  Many 
persons  have  asked;  "How  old  is  Ann?"  but  what  your 
committee  would  like  to  know  is,  How  old  was  this  big  fish? 


Pomoxis  sparoides,   Calico  Bass,  Strawberry  Bass, 

We  have  called  him  Moses  because  he  was  a  valiant  leader, 
and  because  he  was  drawn  out  of  the  water  near  the  bul- 
rushes. 

He  may  have  been  one  of  the  original  settlers  planted 
twenty-five  years  ago.  At  any  rate  he  probably  was  not 
less  than  ten  years  old.  He  fell  a  prey  to  greed,  and  so 
met  his  Water-loo  at  last.  The  bass,  bites  sharply,  and 
fights  bravely  to  the  point  of  exhaustion.  This  fable  teaches 
that  only  by  using  line  upon  line  and  bait  upon  bait,  fishing 
here  a  little  and  there  a  little,  can  equally  large  fish  be 
brought  to  net ;  and  that  what  is  now  covered  (by  water) 
will  eventually  be  made  manifest  and  brought  to  the  light  of 
a  warm  autumn  day. 
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There  are  just  as  good  fish  in  the  lake  as  ever  were  caught, 
including  the  well-remembered  6 J  lb.  pickerel  taken  in  the 
fall  of  1893. 

The  Song  of  the  Reel. 

Aa  angler's  freedom  from  restraint, 
A  hunter's  plain  and  simple  fare ; 

Goodfellowship  our  patron  saint, 
And  when  in  camp  begone  dull  care. 

(With  apologies  to  the  author.) 

Growth  of  Fishes. 

Reliable  data  are  always  welcome.  Mr.  J.  R.  Reed, 
president  of  the  Mass.  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Associa- 
tion raised  a  half-pound  trout  from  a  iingerling  in  six 
months.  Brook  trout-fry,  planted  in  Avild  waters  in  the 
streams  of  Montana,  have  attained  a  weight  of  two  pounds 
in  one  and  one  half  years,  and  three  pounds  in  three  years. 
One  of  ten  pounds — thirty  inches  in  extreme  length — was 
taken  lately  in  a  tributary  of  the  Yellowstone,  near  Living- 
stone, Mont.  It  was  one  of  many  fingerlings  planted  in  con- 
necting waters  in  the  year  1890.  Growth  much  depends  upon 
temperature,  food-supply  and  character  of  soil  and  water. 

Edible  Fish. 

An  effort  was  made  last  season  to  secure  pike-perch  for 
Lake  Quannapowitt,  but  the  State  fish  commission  was  un- 
able to  satisfy  all  requests  by  reason  of  unavoidable  delays. 
It  is  expected  that  a  consignment  for  planting  will  be  re- 
ceived next  season.  Lake  Suntaug,  South  Lynnfield,  is 
now  stocked  with  them. 

Fish- ways. 

Two  of  the  several  fishways  along  the  Saugus  river  have 
been  rebuilt,  as  promised,  More  legislation  is  needed  to 
secure  from  the  city  of  Lynn  the  right  of  way  for  fish  from 
the  ocean  to  the  lake.  There  is  not  much  doubt  but  that 
they  all  will  be  re-established,  in  the  near  future. 
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Pickerel  Ice  Fishing. 

Fishing  through  the  Ice,  on  Lake  Quannapowitt,  is  al- 
lowable, but  with  one  line  and  hook  only,  for  each  person. 
(See  vote  of  town,  Nov.  14,  1895,  accepting  the  Act  of 
1888,  chap.  331.)  As  many  holes  may  be  cut  as  desired, 
and  there  is  no  law  as  to  number  and  total  weight  to  be 
taken.  "Enough  is  as  good  as  a  feast"  ;  but  unfortunately, 
some  fishermen  are  not  satisfied  unless  they  get  everything 
that  swims  their  way.  Many  fine  pickerel  were  taken 
weighing  from  one  half  pounds  to  four  and  one  half  pounds 
each.  Several  fine  strings  were  caught  at  Crystal  lake;  also 
a  few  small  bass.  An  effort  is  being1  made  to  save  all  pickerel 
less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  and  to  limit  the  total  weigh| 
to  ten  pounds  per  day  for  each  angler. 

The  Work. 

Your  committee  have  not  planted  any  trout-fry  the  past 
season,  nor  have  they  been  able  to  secure  any  food  fish  for 
either  lake,  under  a  recent  act  providing  for  restocking  great 
ponds.  Both  lakes,  and  Saugus  river,  have  been  carefully 
policed  by  deputies  Parker  and  Poland.  One  member  of 
the  committee  was  not  on  the  ground,  but  spent  the  whole 
summer  by  the  sounding  sea,  among  the  blue-fish,  weak-fish 
and  crabs.  The  majority,  however,  were  on  deck  and  per- 
formed their  perilous  and  arduous  duties  to  the  entire  satis- 
faction of  the  minority,  thus  enabling  him  to  write  this 
report.     Had  he  been  here  it  would  have  been  longer. 

Your  committee  have  often  consulted  the  State  Fish  Com- 
mission, and  have  done  many  other  things  which  seemed  to 
them  to  be  helpful  and  of  interest  to  the  public  at  large. 
On  all  sides  we  have  heard  reports  of  excellent  catches,  from 
which  we  conclude  that  the  waters  of  Quannapowitt  and 
Crystal  lakes  are  still  alive  with  fish,  and  that  all  the  condi- 
tions   favorable   to    the    preservation   of    our  valuable   and 
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widely  prized  privileges   are  being  carefully  observed   and 
faithfully  guarded. 

The  New  York  City  Aquarium. 

Whoever  would  view  some  wonders  in  ornamentation  of 
fish  should  visit  the  aquarium  on  the  Battery  at  the  lower 
end  of  New  York  city. 

This  is,  in  many  respects,  the  largest  and  best-arranged 
collection  in  the  world,  and  is  open  free  to  the  public  every 
week-day  from  10  a.  m.  till  4  p.  m.,  but  on  Sunday  in  the 
afternoon  only.  Its  most  notable  collection  is  from  Bermuda, 
and  other  southern  waters.  It  is  a  rare  treat  to  go  behind 
the  scenes  and  view  the  fish  from  above  the  tanks,  with  the 
sunlight  full  upon  their  colors. 

The  Fish's  Mouth. 

In  all  living  creatures  the  mouth  is  one  source  of  expres- 
sion. 

The  expressions  which  have  fallen  from  the  the  mouths 
of  some  critics  of  these  reports  reminds  one  of  the  mouth 
of  a  fish — the  least  beautiful  of  all.  It  is  safe  to  say  that 
they  have  never  wet  a  line,  much  more  a  whistle,  and  doubt- 
less would  flee  from  the  solitude  of  the  woods  and  from  their 
own  thoughts.  They  have  no  just  or  adequate  conception 
of  the  indignation  of  an  ardent  angler  who  is  discredited  as 
to  facts  or  limitedas  to  the  length  and  enthusiasm  of  his  story. 
This  confession  is  made  more  in  sorrow  than  in  anger ;  and 
confession  is  good  for  the  soul.  "If  you  distill  dry  bones,  all 
you  will  have  for  your  pains  is  water." 

The  Massachusetts  Commission. 

The  following  extract  from  the  report  of  1903  of  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  on  Fisheries  and  Game  will  indi- 
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cate  the  important  position  held  by  this  state  in  the  ancient 
industry  of  fishing',  especially  as  it  is  a  matter  of  historical 
record  that  when  King  James  was  first  approached  by  the 
agents  of  the  pilgrims  who  sought  a  charter  for  their  antici- 
pated new  home  in  America,  he  enquired  "  What  profit 
might  arise?"  The  single  word  "  fishing,"  was  the  reply 
given,  for  at  that  time  the  gathering  of  the  sea's  treasures 
was  the  highest  commercial  anticipation  of  those  who  sought 
"  a  faith's  pure  shrine,"  in  the  land  beyond  the  sea.  "  So 
God  have  my  soul  'tis  an  honest  trade,  'twas  the  Apostle's 
own  calling,"  exclaimed  the  King,  who  promptly  granted  the 
wish  of  the  applicants,  and  from  that  day  to  this  the  fishery 
has  been  of  large  consequence  in  the  commerce  of  this 
Commonwealth . 

"  The  importance  of  the  sea  fisheries  of  this  state  has  al- 
ways been  recognized,  for,  since  the  beginning  of  American 
history,  Massachusetts  has  held  a  premier  position  in  the 
fishery  industry.  She  is  the  foremost  state  today  in  sea 
fishery.  There  are  not,  however,  any  recent  statistics 
available  which  show  comprehensively  the  present  status  of 
the  fisheries  from  the  shores  of  this  Commonwealth.  An 
idea  of  them  can  be  gained,  however,  from  a  consideration 
of  the  food  products  landed  by  fishing  vessels  in  Gloucester 
and  Boston.  *  *  *  During  the  year  ending  Oct.  31,  1903, 
162,758,383  pounds  of  fish  products,  with  a  value  at  prices 
paid  the  fishermen  of  $4,443,383,  were  landed  at  those  two 
ports,  by  the  fleets  marketing  their  catch  there."

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Report  of   the  Board  of  Health. 


The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submit  their  annual  report : 

The  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported  to  the  board 
are  as  follows: 

Diphtheria,  10;  Scarlet  fever,  14;  Measles,  4;  Typhoid 
fever,  6.     Total  number  of  cases,  34. 

Number  of  applications  approved  for  boarding  children,  7. 

Number  of  complaints  investigated,  167. 

The  number  of  contagious  diseases  the  past  year  indicates 
that  our  town  has  had  a  remarkably  healthy  period,  there 
being  only  34  cases  against  226  the  previous  year. 

On  September  16,  1903,  a  written  complaint  was  re- 
ceived by  the  board,  from  a  resident  of  Valley  street,  in 
regard  to  the  flooded  condition  of  their  land,  caused  by  the 
overflowing  of  the  Saugus  river. 

On  October  12,  1903,  the  board  gave  a  hearing  on  the 
question,  which  was  attended  by  six  residents  of  Valley 
street,  who  testified  to  the  flooded  condition  of  their  land 
and,  in  some  cases,  cellars,  as  a  result  of  the  stream  being 
choked  with]  brush,  fallen  trees,  hassocks,  etc.,  stopping 
the  flow  of  water. 

The  board  went  in  a  bpdy  and  viewed  the  premises,  and 
found  the  conditions  as  bad  as  had  been  stated  at  the 
hearing.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  clean  the  stream  out, 
which  was  done  at  a  total  cost  of  $145.  The  work  proved 
satisfactory  as  the  water  was  lowered  to  its  proper  level. 

The  total  expenses  of  the  board  for  the  year  amounted 
to  $1,317.95. 
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The  board  would  suggest  that  all  parties  on  line  of  the 
sewer  should  make  connections  with  sewer  at  their  earliest 
convenience,  thereby  rendering  our  town  more  cleanly  and 
healthful.

On  March  19,  the  board  received  the  resignation  of 
Thomas  J.  Skinner  as  town  treasurer;  he  had  served  the 
town  for  many  years  most  faithfully  and  efficiently,  and  his 
resignation  was  most  reluctantly  accepted  March  26.  Mr. 
Skinner,  having  signified  his  willingness  to  serve  until  his 
successor  was  elected  and  qualified,  was  appointed  treasurer 
pro  tern.  He  was  relieved  from  his  duties  on  May  4,  by 
Albert  W.  Flint  who  had  been  elected  town  treasurer  April 
27,  and  qualified  May  4.  On  the  same  date  the  resignation 
of  Albert  W.  Flint  as  auditor  was  accepted  and  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  boards  of  selectmen  and  auditors  elected 
Arthur  E.  Stone  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Everett  W.  Eaton 
resigned  from  the  board  of  auditors  May  7,  and  on  May  14 
Walter  E.  Skulley  was  elected  and  resigned  August  16, 
William  O.  Abbott  being  elected  in  his  place  Sept.  3. 
Arthur  E.  Stone  resigned  October  1,  and  Arthur  L.  Wiley 
was  chosen  October  8. 

The  resignation  of  Wesley  T.  Harris  as  a  member  of  the 
board  of  registrars  was  accepted  October  1,  and  Fred  E. 
Bunker,  republican,  was  elected  to  the  vacancy  October  8. 

Fifty-two  regular  meetings  and  eight  special  meetings 
were  held  during  the  year,  and  2932  orders  have  been  drawn 
on  the  town  for  the  aggregate  amount  of  $183,332.10. 

Ninety-  two  building  permits  have  been  issued  for  build- 
ings, estimated  value  $109,000. 

Hearings. 

On  September  3d,  your  board  petitioned  the  board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  to  provide  better  means  of  protec- 


76 

tion  against  accidents  and  loss  of  life  at  the  Upper  Station 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad. 

A  hearing  was  held  on  September  23d,  at  which  your 
board  and  Town  Counsel  appeared  with  citizens  of  our  town 
and  outlined  the  dangerous  condition  existing  at  this  point. 

As  a  result  of  our  efforts  a  man  is  now  on  guard  at  the 
depot  to  give  warning  to  all  persons  of  the  approach  of 
trains. 

We  believe  that  this  will  aid  in  averting,  to  a  great  de- 
gree  the  danger  of  any  serious  accidents  occurring  in  the 
future. 

A  point  that  was  brought  out  at  the  hearing  was  that, 
while  the  engineers  of  trains  approaching  a  station  where 
another  train  is  receiving  or  discharging  passengers  is 
ordered  to  reduce  speed  and  not  to  enter  or  pass  the  station 
until  the  other  train  has  left  it,  yet  it  has  been  a  common 
practice  for  the  engine  of  an  incoming  train  to  pass  the  rear 
car  of  the  departing  train,  so  near  as  to  suddenly  expose 
persons  to  great  danger.  The  Railroad  Commissioners  in 
their  report  of  January,  1904,  to  the  General  Court,  write 
upon  this  matter  as  follows  : 

Danger  at  Stations. 

A  rule  commonly,  in  force  upon  our  railroads  requires  the 
engineer  of  a  train  which  is  approaching  a  station  where 
another  train  is  receiving  or  discharging  passengers  to  re- 
duce speed,  and,  if  necessary,  to  stop  his  train  so  as  not  to 
enter  or  pass  the  station  until  the  other  train  has  left  it. 
The  observance  of  this  rale  is  of  the  utmost  importance. 
Companies  should  insist  upon  a  more  literal  obedience  to  it. 
A  train  upon  approaching  a  station  may  be  held  back  until 
a  train  which  has  been  standing  there  has  left  it,  and  yet  the 
engine  of  the  incoming  train  pass  the  rear  car  of  the  depart- 
ing train  so  near  the  station  that  persons  crossing  the  track 
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find  themselves  suddenly  exposed  to  extreme  and  unexpected 
danger.  On  more  than  one  occasion  fatal  accidents  have 
occurred  in  this  way.  Companies  should  require  that  the 
approaching  train  be  held  in  check  at  a  sufficient  distance 
from  the  station  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  creating  this 
unnecessary  peril. 

The  board,  after  exhausting  every  means  in  our  power  to 
arrange  the  question  of  street  railway  transfers  according  to 
our  understanding  of  the  rights  of  our  citizens  under  the 
franchise  granted  to  the  Street  Railway  company,  petitioned 
the  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  on  October  20,  1903,  the 
Board,  accompanied  by  the  Town  Counsel  and  a  number  of 
citizens,  appeared  before  the  Commissioners.  We  stated  our 
case  and  the  Board  went  into  it  very  fully,  and  finally  took 
the  case  under  advisement.  They  later  served  notice  on  the 
board  that  our  counsel  must  file  a  brief  of  the  whole  matter ; 
and  these  briefs  were  argued  by  the  Town  Counsel  on  Jan- 
uary 4,  1904,  and  we  are  now  waiting  for  the  decision  of 
the  Railroad  Commissioners. 


Legal  Department. 


The  work  of  this  department  is  in  charge  of  the  Town 
Counsel.  The  present  incumbentjias,  owing  to  the  intro- 
duction of  the  sevverage  department  and  the  purchase  of  the 
water  plant,  given  an  unusual  amount  of  time  and  consider- 
ation to  all  matters  referred  to  him.  Settlements  are  made 
when  in  his  judgment,  and  that  of  the  board,  we  are  liable, 
without  the  cases  being  brought  to  trial,  and  in  almost  all 
cases  to  the  advantage  of  the  town.  We  desire  to  record 
our  appreciation  of  the  assistance  he  has  given  us  by  his 
advice  and  counsel.

A  large  number  of  "trustee"  suits  have  been  brought,  in 
which  the  town  had  no  direct  interest,  but  they  each  required 
and  have  received  attention. 

Opinions  on  various  matters  have  been  furnished  the 
different  boards  of  the  town  when  requested,  and  I  have 
attended  almost  every  meeting  of  your  board  and  many  of 
those  of  the  sewer  commissioners. 

Because  of  the  probability  that  a  number  of  cases  will  be 
tried  in  the  courts  during  the  coming  year,  I  think  it  only 
proper  to  suggest  that  your  board  recommend  the  passage  of 
a  vote  by  the  town,  substantially  as  follows  : 

That  the  salary  of  the  Town  Counsel  be  $500,  and  such 
additional  amounts  for  the  trial  of  actions  as  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  may  deem  just. 

The  $50  held  by  me,  in  trust,  has  been  paid  to  the  admin- 
istrator of  the  estate  of  Thomas  Stringer.

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Police  Department. 


This  department  has  done  efficient  work  during  the  year. 
The  town  has  been  notably  free  from  crime  and  the  laws 
have  been  enforced  in  a  manner  that  merits  commendation. 
On  July  23,  the  selectmen  instructed  the  chief  of  police  to 
enforce  the  dog  warrant,  and  his  determined  efforts  resulted 
in  an  increase  in  the  dog  tax  of  $301.20. 

Our  town  has  for  many  years  been  overrun  with  tramps. 
Chief  Cate,  acting  under  instructions  received  from  the  judge 
of  district  court  and  with  approval  of  the  board,  has  this  year 
adopted  vigourous  measures  to  rid  the  town  of  this  nuisance 
with  decided  success.  The  wayfarers,  when  known  to  be 
worthy,  should  be  received  with  charity,  but  in  no  case 
should  they  be  allowed  to  beg  from  door  to  door.  When 
they  do  so,  it  should  be  reported  to  the  police  at  once  and 
they  should  be  arrested  and  prosecuted.  We  believe  that  a 
continued  and  vigorous  enforcement  of  these  suggestions 
will  relieve  the  town  of  this  undesirable  element.

Fire  Department. 


This  department  continues  in  the  same  excellent  condition 
as  last  year,  and  we  have  been  comparatively  free  from 
serious  fires.  The  engineers  have  made  quite  a  study  of  the 
work  in  their  department,  the  result  of  which  is  very  appar- 
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ent.  We  believe  that  it  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  depart- 
ment if  schools  of  instruction  were  held  under  the  supervision 
of  the  engineers  to  study  the  different  methods  of  fighting 
fires,  the  location  of  hydrants,  boxes,  etc.,  in  order  that  the 
department  may  reach  the  highest  possible  efficiency. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  department,  the 
driver  and  horses  have  been  employed  on  the  highways  and 
in  street  watering.  This  has  resulted  in  a  considerable 
saving  to  the  town  and  for  which  the  department  should  be 
credited.

This  leaves  but  1600  feet  for  a  change  after  a  fire.  There 
should  be  added  to  the  department  at  least  1000  feet  the 
coming  year.  We  also  have  about  2950  feet  of  condemned 
hose  that  is  of  no  use  in  case  of  fire. 


Horses. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  one  of  the  department 
horses,  "Ben,"  that  was  used  on  H.  &  L.  truck  and  died 
December  3,  of  chronic  colic.  Since  that  time  we  have  had 
the  use  of  one  of  the  Middlesex  Traders'  horses  for  his 
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keeping.  The  steamer  and  hose  wagon  horses  are  in  first- 
class  condition  and  have  proved  a  good  investment  for  the 
town.  We  have  worked  the  truck  horses  on  the  watering 
cart;  they,  with  the  driver,  have  earned  $451). 50,  at  the  rate 
of  $4.00  per  day,  which  is,  we  believe  less  than  the  town 
could  hire  the  work  done  elsewhere.  They  worked  whole 
or  part  of  141  days,  making  a  total  of  114  days,  7  hours. 
The  steamer  horses  have  worked  on  the  highways,  and  make 
a  splendid  financiql  showing. 

The  earnings  of  the  department,  in  addition  to  taking  the 
apparatus  out  for  practice,  responding  to  alarms  of  fire, 
which,  if  the  town  did  not  own  their  own  horses,  would 
mean  a  large  amount,  and  the  fact  that  there  are  horses  in 
the  engine  house  sixteen  out  of  every  twenty -four  hours 
when  at  work  and  all  the  time  when  not  at  work  is  of  great 
importance  to  the  town  in  case  of  fire.  One  man  and  horse 
are  kept  in  the  house  for  the  hose  wagon  all  the  time, 
and  during  the  year  he  has  responded  to  27  still  alarms  in 
addition  to  box  alarms. 

The  earnings  of  the  department  is  as  follows  :  1  man  and 
2  horses,  highway  work,  $720.75  ;  1  man  and  2  horses, 
street  sprinkling,  $459.50;  also  street  sprinkling  for  high- 
way department,  $15 ;  2  men  and  2  horses,  snow  work, 
1902-3,  $35.     Sale  of  manure  to  Poor  department,  $28.75. 

Resignations. 

Capt.  Henry  W.  Stoddard  resigned  from  the  department 
May  1,  on  account  of  his  work.  It  was  with  regret  the 
board  accepted  the  same,  as  we  considered  him  a  valuable 
member  of  the  department  and  a  capable  officer. 

Capt.  T.  F.  Ringer,  of  Greenwood,  has  also  resigned  from 
the  department,  to  take  effect  Feb.  1.  Capt.  Ringer  has 
taken  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  department  and  fire  pro- 
tection for  Greenwood,  and  we  regret  his  resignation. 
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Accidents. 

While  removing  snow  from  the  roof  of  the  Central  Fire 
Station,  George  W.  Hutchinson  fell  on  the  roof  and  seriously 
injured  his  shoulder,  and  he  has  been  unable  to  attend  to 
department  work  since  that  time. 

Improvements. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  the  interior  of  the  engine 
house  finished.  The  walls  have  been  painted,  the  ceilings 
whitened  and  the  wood  work  varnished.  This  work  has 
been  done  from  our  regular  appropriation.  All  the  hose  has 
been  tested,  new  couplings  put  on  where  needed.  This 
work  has  been  done  by  the  permanent  drivers.  900  feet  of 
hose  has  been  relined.  The  Greenwood  hose  company  has 
added  to  the  department"  a  valuable  horse  and  handsome 
pung ;  these  are  at  no  cost  to  the  town  and  show  commend- 
able public  spirit  on  the  part  of  the  company. 

Permanent  Man  for  Greenwood. 

At  the  November  meeting  the  board  was  instructed  to 
appoint  a  permanent  driver  for  the  Greenwood  hose  wagon. 
Before  doing  so  it  was  necessary  to  make  some  alterations 
in  the  building.  A  portion  of  the  lower  room  was  parti- 
tioned off  and  fitted  up  for  a  sleeping  room.  The  stall 
doors  were  tinned  over,  a  grain  chest  built,  and  we  also  had 
the  electric  wiring  altered,  putting  in  a  switch  that  lights  the 
house  on  the  alarm.  The  Municipal  Light  Board  have  also 
placed  a  house  gong  there.  We  also  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Greenwood  hose  company,  that  in  considera- 
tion of  the  town  appointing  a  permanent  man,  the  Green- 
wood hose  company  would  place  in  the  house  a  horse,  said 
horse  to  be  the  property  of  the  town,  to  be  used  for  fire 
purposes  and  any  other  town  service  in  that  section  of  the 
town. 
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On  December  16,  we  appointed  James  P.  Goodhue  to  the 
position  of  driver.  Mr.  Goodhue  has  been  the  spare 
driver  of  the  department  for  some  years,  and  is  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  department  work. 

Hydrants. 

For  several  years  the  Board  of  Engineers  have  called  the 
attention  of  the  town  to  the  need  of  more  hydrants.  As 
the  town  has  now  the  control  of  the  water  plant  we  hope  an 
effort  will  be  made  to  place  some  in  various  parts  of  the 
town  where  they  are  urgently  needed.  We  include  a  list  of 
hydrants,  showing  their  location,  for  your  consideration.

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Recommendations  . 

We  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  a  pair  of  horses 
for  the  Hook  and  Ladder  track,  one  to  replace  the  one  that 
died,  and  the  other  to  take  the  place  of  the  older  one  now 
in  use,  as  in  our  judgment  it  would  be  better  to  have  a  pair 
of  young  horses,  rather  than  an  old  and  a  young  one.  We 
also  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  1000  feet  of  hose, 
and  that  about  15  new  hydrants  be  placed  in  various  parts 
of  the  town,  as  per  list  to  be  submitted  later.  We  also 
recommend  that  a  fire  alarm  box  be  placed  somewhere  in  the 
vicinity  of  Bellevue  park  ;  also  one  on  Main  street,  between 
Salem  and  Cordis. 

Conclusion. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  return  to  your  Honorable 
Board  our  thanks  for  your  hearty  cooperation  and  advice. 
Also  to  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  their 
courteous  treatment  and  interest  shown  in  the  needs  of  the 
department;  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  depart- 
ment for  their  prompt  response  and  faithful  work.  Also  to 
Chief  Cate  and  his  officers  for  services  rendered,  and  to  the 
Municipal  Lteht  Board  for  turning  on  lights  on  alarms  of 
fire  at  night.

Wakefield,  Mass.,  January  30,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen- 

Gentlemen  :  —  The  Forest  Fire  Wards  most  respectfully 
submit  the  following-  report: 

During  the  year  ending  Dec.  30,  1903,  there  have  been 
55  fires  attended  by  this  system,  45   brush    or    wood   fires, 
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burning  over  an  area  of  about  125  acres,  and  10  building 
fires  where  the  pumps  have  been  the  means  of  assisting  the 
regular  fire  department.  We  have  purchased  120  pails  and 
12  new  Johnson  pumps.  The  new  pumps  have  been  placed 
in  the  different  school  buildings  around  town  so  that  there 
are  now

We  have  found  conclusively  that  10  of  the  woods  fires 
have  been  set  by  boys,  and  notified  the  parents  of  the  same, 
and  in  the  case  of  six  of  the  fires  have  held  hearings  at 
which  the  boys  and  their  parents  have  been  present,  and 
hope  by  this  method  to  greatly  decrease  the  number  of  fires 
hereafter.  We  have  been  greatly  assisted  in  this  work  by 
Chief  of  Police  Gate  and  his  oflicers.  The  town  of  Lynn- 
field  called  upon  Mr.  Parker  of  the  board  for  assistance  to 
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put  out  a  bad  woods  fire  in  that  town,  and  paid  expenses, 
amounting  to  $37.50,  on  the  same.

Highways. 


The  work  on  the  highways  has  been  carried  on  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner,  considering  the  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation. Owing  to  the  introduction  of  sewerage  and  the 
miles  of  streets  we  have  within  our  bounds,  twice  the  amount 
could  be  expended  to  advantage.  The  board  has  made  an 
earnest  effort  the  past  year  to  secure  an  allotment  of  the 
highway  appropriation  and  the  matter  is  now  being  consid- 
ered by  the  State  highway  commission ;  we  believe  there  is 
good  prospect  of  success,  and  would  suggest  that  the  incom- 
ing board  take  up  the  matter  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

We  recommend  that  Main  street  at  Lakeside  be  macadam- 
ized and  that  the  highway  appropriation  be  increased  suffi- 
ciently to  cover  the  same.  The  placing  of  edgestones  along 
our  sidewalks  should  be  encouraged  in  every  way ;  they  not 
not  only  give  full  width  to  the  street,  but  greatly  improve 
the  condition  of  the  sidewalks  and  gutters.  This  work  will 
be  greatly  appreciated  and  will  benefit  more  people  than  an 
equal  expenditure  in  almost  any  other  department.  The 
watering  of  macadamized  streets  in  the  centre  of  the  town 
has  been  satisfactorily  done  by  the  fire  department.  Late 
in  the  spring  the  condition  on  Main  street  from  the  centre  to 
the  Melrose  line  became  unbearable  ;  the  board,  acting  un- 
der a  vote  of  the  town,  purchased  a  new  watering  cart  which 
has  since  been  used  in  watering  that  section ;  as  there  was 
no  appropriation  for  this  work,  it  was  taken  from  the  high- 
way appropriation.     In  order  to  get  the  greatest  benefit  from 
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the  cart,  new  stand-pipes  should  be  erected  or  hydrant  con- 
nections made  at  convenient  points  so  that  the  driver  will 
not  be  obliged  to  return  a  considerable  distance  with  empty 
cart  for  water. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  make  an  extra  appropriation  to 
continue  this  work  the  coming  year. 

With  the  exception  of  double  tracking  on  Water  street  to 
Saugus  line,  which  franchise  expires  October  3,  1904,  all 
street  railway  franchises  have  been  completed  and  lines  in 
operation.  There  still  remains  some  work  to  be  done  on 
Main  street  before  the  county  commissioners  will  accept  the 
street  and  pay  to  the  town  its  share  of  the  expense  of  widen- 
ing.

In  reviewing  the  work  done  by  this  department  daring 
the  past  year,  it  is  known  to  your  board  and  must  be  appa- 
rent to  the  citizens  of  the  town,  that  substantial  and  perma- 
nent improvements  have  been  made  in  many  of  our  principal 
streets.  Water  street,  from  Main  street  east  to  the  railroad 
crossing,  was  made  over  to  a  proper  grade  ;  two  sand  catch- 
ers put  in  for  drainage  ;  edgestones  placed  on,  both  sides  of 
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the  street ;  the  roadways  macadamized  ;  gutters  paved  and 
sidewalks  built  up,  extended  and  made  complete  with~gravel 
and  crushed  stone,  on  the  south  side.  Edgestones  have  also 
been  set  on  Water  street,  east  of  the  railroad  crossing,  front 
of  Hey  wood  Bros.  &  Wakefield  Company  property,  a  little 
over  600  feet. 

Albion  street,  from  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.  crossing  to  Lake 
street,  including  the  square  front  of  the  Harvard  Knitting 
Mill,  also  Gould  street,  from  the  square  to  Emerson  street, 
was  thoroughly  made  over  and  macadamized. 

Main  street,  from^Crescent  street  to  Salem  street,  which 
was  in  a  bad  condition,  was  reconstructed  and  macadamized, 
sand  catchers  put  in,  the  sidewalk  raised  and  concreted  in 
front  of  Mrs.  J.  H.  Carter's  premises. 

Mechanic  street  and  a  portion  of  Parker  road  were  treated 
to  a  coating  of  crushed  stone,  which  was  much  needed,  and 
is  greatly  appreciated  by  a  large  number  of  people. 

The  new  street  known  as  Preston  street  was  constructed 
and  suitably  graded.  The  [cost,  including  labor,  material, 
and  land  damage  of  one  hundred  dollars,  was,  as  voted  by 
the  town,  paid  from  the  general  appropriation  for  highways. 

The  town  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March,  authorized  the 
expenditure  of  five  hundred  dollars  from  the  general  appro- 
priation for  sidewalk  and  repairs  on  Lowell  street ;  also  four 
hundred  dollars  for  Nahant  street.  The  instructions  have 
been  followed  and  sidewalks  made  on  both  streets  as  di- 
rected. 

At  the  town  meeting  in  Novemeber  a  special  appropria- 
tion of  one  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  repairs  on 
Oak  street.  Work  was  started  under  this  appropriation 
and  three  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents 
of  the  appropriation  expended,  when  the  severe  winter 
weather  made  it  advisable  to  suspend  operations  and  post- 
pone  the  completion  of  the  work  until  spring. 

The   department   was  fortunate  in    obtaining  the  gravel 
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used  for  work  done  on  Vernon  street  and  Greenwood  street 
free  of  charge. 

The  tire  department  horses  have  been  employed  on  the 
highways  this  year  to  a  greater  extent  than  in  any  former 
year.  When  there  was  any  teaming  within  a  reasonable 
distance  of  the  engine  house  that  could  be  done  by  these 
horses  to  the  advantage  of  the  town,  they  were  at  all  times 
given  the  preference ;  and  while  the  cost  to  the  highway 
department  is  in  no  way  made  less  by  the  employment  of 
these  horses,  the  money  paid  out  for  their  use  is  indirectly 
returned  and  saved  to  the  town. 

In  former  years  the  highway  department  have  not  been 
required  to  bear  the  expense  of  street  watering  to  any  great 
extent.  In  the  spring  and  early  summer  there  developed  a 
necessity  for  street  watering  on  Alain  street,  from  Nahant 
street  to  the  Melrose  line.  A  watering  cart  was  procured 
by  your  board  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operating 
same  was  by  vote  of  the  town  taken  from  the  appropriation 
for  highways.  Eight  hundred  and  seventy  one  dollars  and 
eighty-nine  cents  was  expended  for  this  purpose.  If  it  is 
the  wish  of  the  town  Sthat  street  watering  be, continued  and 
paid  for  from  the  appropriation  for  highways,  it  would  be  an 
element  of  expense  to  be  considered  when  the  appropriation 
is  made. 

The  numerous  large  snow  storms  and  severe  cold  weather 
that  has  prevailed  during  the  winter  has  made  it  very  dim- 
cult  and  expensive  for  the  department  to  keep  the  streets 
and  sidewalks  in  <rood  condition. 

Some  arrangements  should  be  made  to  provide  the  high- 
way department  with  a  building  conveniently  located  in  the 
centre  of  the  town  that  would  be  suitable  for  the  storage 
of  tools  and  supplies,  including  sand  for  winter  use. 

List  of  property  belonging  to  the  town  is  as  follows :

tools  such  as  wrenches,  etc.,  concrete  outtit  consisting  of 
3  rollers,  2  tar  cauldrons,  2  ladles,  2  sand  screens,  5  wheel- 
barrows.

Town  Hall. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  the  hall  have  been  unsatisfac- 
tory and  unhealthful  for  years.  Especially  has  this  been  so 
in  the  basement.  They  have  been  repeatedly  condemned  by 
the  Board  of  Health  and  their  removal  recommended  by  for- 
mer Boards  of  Selectmen.  With  the  completion  of  the  town 
sewerage  system,  your  Board  believed  that  the  time  had  come 
for  a  thorough  renovation  of  the  plumbing  system  of  the 
hall.  This  has  been  attended  to,  sewerage  connections  made, 
and  a  toilet  and  smoking  room  with  modern  conveniences 
has  been  fitted  up  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  basement. 
A  water  closet  and  sink  has  been  placed  in  the  cell  room  for 
the  convenience  of  prisoners. 

The  old  lavatories  under  the  basement  stairs  have  been  re- 
moved and  the  corridor  thoroughly  cleansed  and  fumigated. 
The  he  Board  i>  indebted  to  Plumbing  Inspector  Mr.  G.  S. 
Tukey  for  assistance  rendered. 

By  order  of  the  State  Inspector,  the  boiler  in  the  basement 
has  been  retubed  and  put  in  thorough  condition. 

The  front  entrance  doors  to  the  hall  have  been  fly-hinged, 
allowing  them  to  swing  both  ways,  thus  permitting  easy 
egress  in  case  of  panic  or  conflagration. 
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The  walls  of  the  cells  and  guard  room  in  the  lock-up  have 
been  repainted,  and  new  mattresses  provided. 

The  town  voted  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  instructing  the 
Selectmen  to  increase  the  rental  rates  of  the  hall ;  also  to 
look  into  the  matter  of  providing  better  lighting  facilities. 

Rates  for  the  hall  have  been  established  by  the  Board  as 
follows  :

We  have  made  necessary  investigations  toward  providing 
better  lighting:  facilities  for  the  hall.  We  do  not  believe  it 
to  be  good  economy  for  the  town  to  incur  any  great  expense 
either  by  addition  to,  or  alteration  of,  the  present  system, 
other  than  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  it  in  first  class  con- 
dition. We  are  of  the  opinion  that  when  a  change  is  made 
a  modern,  up-to-date  system  of  lighting  should  be  installed, 
and  believe  that  in  the  long  run,  this  will  prove  to  be  the  most 
satisfactory  way  to  dispose  of  this  proposition. 

We  had  the  gas  burners  put  in  first  class  condition,  and  a 
noticeable  improvement  in  the  quality  and  quantity  of  light 
furnished  has  resulted. 

Military. 

The  arming  of  our  militia  with  the  latest  United  States 
magazine  rifle  of  high  power  will  probably  necessitate  some 
changes  in  Co.  A's  rille  range,  but,  unless  they  be  radical, 
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we  believe  they  can  be  made  within  the  regular  appropria- 
tions. 

Soldiers'  Relief — We  believe  it  to  be  the  wish  of  the  citi- 
zens that  the  Selectmen  should  be  liberal  in  disbursing  relief 
to  veteran  soldiers,  sailors  and  their  dependents,  but  the^ 
inequality  in  distribution,,  caused  by  the  frequent  change  of 
boards,  the  lack  of  proper  records  and  the  infrequency  of 
investigation  is  unjust  to  soldier  and  town  alike. 

With  the  desire  of  making  the  cases  more  equal,  the 
chairman,  acting  under  instructions  received  from  the  Select- 
men, August  6th,  investigated  all  relief  cases  for  which  our 
town  is  responsible.  This  resulted  in  some  changes  and  a 
saving  to  the  town  of  several  hundred  dollars,  and  without, 
we  think,  doing  any  one  an  injustice.  We  would  recom- 
mend that  relief  cases  be  investigated  in  the  future,  at  least 
once  a  year.

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Report  of  Inspector  of  Milk. 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Wakefield  Massachusetts  : 

Mr.  Simonds,  collector  of  samples,  has  delivered  to  me 
for  analysis,  during  the  year  ending  January  31,  1904, 
ninety-one  samples  of  milk. 

These  have  been  tested  by  the  gravi  metric  method  for 
milk  solids ;  the  Babock  process  for  butter  fat,  and  by 
chemical  tests  for  adulteration. 

The  average  percentage  of  total  milk  solids  of  all  samples 
examined  is  13.35  per  cent.,  which  is  somewhat  of  an  im- 
provement over  any  previous  year. 

I  believe  that  in  most  respects  the  commercial  quality  of 
milk  sold  in  Wakefield  is  of  as  good  standard  as  can  be  ex- 
pected, and  that  future  improvement  must  be  mainly  in  the 
direction  of  better  sanitary  conditions  in  care  of  stables  and 
storing  of  the  milk,  conditions  not  within  the  province  of 
this  department. 

Four  cases  have  been  prosecuted  in  court  during  the 
year,  three  for  milk  "not  of  good  standard  quality,"  one 
for  the  addition  of  a  foreign  substance,  viz  :  Formaldehyde. 
For  the  addition  of  formaldehyde  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  was 
imposed ;  in  one  case  for  milk  not  of  standard,  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars,  and  two  cases  were  adjudged  guilty  and  placed  on 
file.  These  fines  or  some  portion  revert  to  the  town  of 
Wakefield. 

The  producers  and  dealers  deserve  credit  for  the  excellent 
quality  of  milk  marketed,  and  several  in  particular  I  would 
like  to  commend  in  this  report  for  their  excellent  record, 
showing  the  possibility  and  practicability  of  producing  milk 
of  better  than  legal  standard  at  all  times. 

Mr.  Simonds,  collector  of  samples,  deserves  credit  for 
the  efficient  way. in  which  he  has  performed  his  duties.

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Report  of 
Cemetery  Commissioners. 


The  Cemetery  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  first 
annual  report : 

The  commissioners  organized  March  21,  1903,  as  follows: 
Oliver  Walton,  chairman  ;  Franklin  Nickerson,  treasurer, 
William  H.  Butler,  secretary.  Weekly  meetings  have  been 
held  during  the  year,  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Walton 
at  his  office,  where  plans  of  the  cemetery  can  be  seen  and 
lots  purchased. 

The  cemetery,  comprising  33  acres  north  of  Lowell  street, 
we  found  covered  with  a  thick  growth  of  wood  and  shrubs, 
with  no  means  of  access  owing  to  the  land  fronting  on 
Lowell  street  being  low.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
some  of  the  property  is  low  it  can  be  made  into  an  attractive 
cemetery,  with  very  little  expense,  as  most  of  it  is  com- 
prised of  high  rolling  land,  so  much  sought  after  in  estab- 
lishing cemeteries. 

Sixteen  cords  of  wood  and  a  large  quantity  of  underbrush 
were  cut  before  the  engineer  could  commence  work.  2 GOO 
feet  of  roadway  was  staked  out,  900  feet  of  it  being  built, 
the  loam  being  first  removed  and  then  brought  to  grade  with 
good  sandy  gravel  which  was  found  within  the  grounds. 

Four  hundred  feet  of  this  roadway  was  built  by  contract, 
the  balance,  500  feet,  was  completed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  commissioners  by  day  labor  at  established  wages.  71 
lots  in  section  A  were  staked  out,  and  141  lots  in  section  B, 
a  total  of  212  lots.  32  lots  were  cleared  of  stumps  and 
roots  and  graded  with  loam  and  sowed  down  in  lawn  seed.

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Report  of    the   Public  Bath=House 

Committee. 


The  committee  appointed  by  the  town  to  locate  and  con- 
struct a  public  bath-house  on  the  southern  shore  of  Lake 
Quannapowitt,  near  the  former  site  of  the  old  pound,  submit 
the  following  report : 

The  town  having  made  no  appropriation  for  the  purpose, 
but  having  simply  given  the  committee  authority  to  build 
and  maintain  the  bath-house,  they  solicited  subscriptions  to 
defray  the  cost,  and  at  once  found  a  ready  and  liberal  re- 
sponse. Nearly  three  hundred  citizens  contributed  sums 
varying  from  twenty-five  cents  to  twenty-five  dollars,  — 
scareely  a  refusal  being  given.  They  collected  quickly  three 
hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  sixteen  cents.  A  house 
40x20  feet  was  built  on  the  location  specified  at  a  cost  of 
three  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents.  It 
must,  however,  be  here  noted  that  all  who  performed  the 
work  or  furnished  the  materials  also  gave  most  generously 
both  in  labor  and  supplies,  so  that  the  above  figure  does  not 
represent  the  value  of  the  building.  The  bath-house  was 
opened  to  the  public  on  August  1,  1903,  and  your  commit- 
tee was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Frank  A. 
Nelson,  an  experienced  man,  as  care-taker,  who  gave  satis- 
faction to  all.  The  month  of  August  was  an  unprecedent- 
edly  cool  one,  and  not  conducive  to  bathing.  However,  the 
amount  received  during  the  thirty-nine  days  on  which  the 
house  was  open  ($35.24)  shows  that  it  was  fairly  well  pat- 
ronized even  in  cool  weather,  as  the  prices  charged  for  the 
use  of  suits,  trunks,  towels  and  soap,  were  moderate. 

The  bed  of  the  lake  adjacent  to  the  house  needs  some 
more  cleaning  and  scraping,  and  there  should  be  some  little 
cutting   out   of    roots.      While   the   committee  was  without 
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funds,  and  before  the  windows  could  be  boarded  in,  a  few 
of  them  were  broken,  but  a  small  sum  will  remedy  the  dam- 
age. Quite  a  little  complaint  was  made  by  the  neighbors  of 
the  noise  made  by  the  bathers  before  they  realized  that  order 
must  be  maintained.  This  can  be  obviated  in  the  future 
when  the  house  is  under  the  care  and  protection,  of  a  town 
board  who  can  make  an  example  of  a  few  offenders.  The 
committee  take  pleasure  in  turning  over  to  the  town  the 
property  consisting  of  bath-house,  2  flouts,  12  suits,  i)  pairs 
of  trunks,  1(>  towels,  1  tub,  1  wringer,  42  keys,  1  axe,  1 
rake,  1  box  clothes  hooks. 

Mr.  George  M.  Tompson  generously  furnished  the  com- 
mittee with  the  use  of  a  well-equipped  row  boat.  There 
were  but  three  accidents,  none  of  which  were  serious.  The 
subscription  list  and  vouchers  for  payments  have  been 
turned  over  to  the  town  treasurer.  The  committee's  ac- 
count stands  as  follows :

coming  season.

To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield  :  — 

Figures  quickly  tell  the  story  of  the  increasing  usefulness 
of  the  library.

This  steady  increase  means  just  so  much  more  pleasure 
and  profit  for  the  citizens  of  the  town,  and  that  is  what  the 
Board  of  Trustees  is  continually  striving  for.  But  to  secure 
best  results  we  need  not  only  the  sinews  of  war,  on  which 
there  is  an  ever-increasing  demand,  but  also  suggestions  to 
aid  us  in  our  work.  Give  us  both,  but  don't  forget  the  sug- 
gestions. The  book  and  reading  room  committees  especially 
may  be  greatly  helped  by  suggestions,  which  they  will  gladly 
carry  out  when  funds  are  available  and  the  scheme  prac- 
ticable. 

New  Books. 

Our  efficient  book  committee,  Chas.  F.  Mansfield,  chair- 
man, has  kept  pace  with  the  year's  press  output,  by  no 
no  means  a  light  task,  and  our  shelves  are  richer  by  many 
valuable  volumes.  As  proof  of  the  quickness  with  which 
new  subjects  are  seized  upon,  written  up  and  put  in  book 
form,  a  volume  giving  the  history  of  the  newly  discovered 
substance  "  radium "  is  already  offered  for  sale.  Never- 
ceasing  vigilance  on  the  part  of  our  book  committee  is  abso- 


lutely  necessary,  and  it  has  proved  itself  equal  to  the  task 
during  the  past  year. 

Among  the  more  noted  books  added  to  the  library  during 
1903,  not  including  fiction,  are  the  following  :  Story  of  my 
life,  Helen  Keller;  Northward  over  the  great  ice,  R.  E. 
Peary;  Life  of  Our  Lord  in  art,  E.  Hurl! ;  Life  of  Leo 
XIII.,  O'Reilly;  Indian  basketry,  James;  My  own  story, 
J.  T.  Trowbridge:  Hill  towns  of  Italy,  Williams;  Life  of 
Whittier,  Carpenter;  Boys'  second  book  of  invention,  Ray 
S.  Baker ;  Life  of  Gladstone,  el.  Morley  ;  Hawthorne  and 
his  circle,  J.  Hawthorne ;  Autobiography  of  70  years, 
Hoar;  Memoirs  of  M.  De  Blowitz ;  New  American  navy, 
J.  L).  Long;  Reminiscences  of  the  Civil  war,  John  B.  Gor- 
don; Life  of  H.  W.  Beechcr,  L.  Abbott;  Two  centuries  of 
costume,  A.  M.  Earle. 

Several  volumes  of  magazines  have  been  purchased :  — 
Arena,  1  volume  ;  Birds,  3  ;  McClure's,  5  ;  North  American 
Review,  12  ;  and  Popular  Science  Monthly,  13.  These 
complete  sets  already  in  the  library,  and  as  the  magazines 
are  referred  to  in  Poole's  Index,  which  is  in  constant  use, 
this  addition  is  a  valuable  one. 

One  of  the  most  notable  gifts  of  books  to  the  library  the 
past  year  is  "  HLvtorie  Booke,"  sent  by  the  Ancient  and 
Honorable  Artillery  Company  "  at  the  request  of  Sergt. 
William  L.  Coon,"  our  esteemed  townsman.  It  is  a  beauti- 
fully illustrated  account  of  the  visit  of  the  Honourable  Ar- 
tillery Company  of  London  to  the  United  States,  and  as  it 
is  intrinsically  of  great  merit,  and  only  2500  copies  were 
printed,  it  is  very  valuable,  and  the  town  or  person  possess- 
ing one  is  very  fortunate. 

Vital  records  received  from  the  State  are  those  of  Maiden, 
Westborough,  Medtield,  Leicester,  Lee,  Becket,  Southbor- 
ough,  Barre,  Sudbury,  and  Tyringham. 

Harris  M.  Dolbeare,  the  popular  editor  of  the  Item,  has 
contributed  two  volumes  of  his  valuble  paper. 
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In  all  we  have  added  a  total  of  548  volumes  to  the  library 
—  85  to  replace  worn  out  numbers,  74  bound  volumes  of 
magazines,  322  new  books  by  purchase  and  67  by  donation. 

Papers,  after  their  time  of  usefulness  in  the  reading  room, 
arc  sent  to  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department,  Wakefield  Home 
for  Aged  Women,  and  the  Danvers  Asylum. 

Library  Art  Club. 
The  Library  Art  Club  of  Massachusetts,  of  which  our 
library  is  a  member,  has  furnished  the  following  views  dur- 
ing the  year:  —  Alaska,  Sicily,  Canada,  views  on  the  Bos- 
ton &  M  line  R.  R.,  Australia,  Salisbury,  Eng.,  Munich, 
Venice,  Scotland,  scenes  of  the  American  Revolution,  and 
So  no  Old  Houses  of  New  England.  These  exhibits  are  of 
a  high  character,  appealing  especially  to  students  of  art,  and 
patrons  of  the  library  express  themselves  as  much  pleased 
with  them.  Printed  postals,  giving  notice  when  a  new  ex- 
hibit could  be  seen,  have  been  sent  to  teachers  of  the  public 
schaols,  and  many  pupils  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  the  pictures. 

Card  Catalogue. 

Work  upon  the  card  catalogue  has  been  continued  during 
the  year  by  Mrs.  S'aepard,  our  f.-ithful  and  efficient  libra- 
rian, under  the  supervision  of  Miss  A.  I.  Appleton.  It  is 
estimated  that  eards  have  been  written  for  a  little  less  than 
one-half  of  the  books  in  the  library.  Cards  for  all  the  books 
in  the  eight  bulletins  and  for  a  few  in  the  main  catalogue  are 
now  in  the  card  catalogue.  All  new  books,  after  being 
classified,  have  appropriate  cards  written,  which  are  at  once 
placed  in  the  catalogue  case,  thus  keeping  it  up  to  date. 
The  present  case  of  drawers  is  nearly  full,  and  an  additional 
one  will  very  soon  be  needed. 

Lists  of  the  new  books  are  printed  in  the  local  papers  as 
they  are  added  each  month,  and  cards  for  them  are  written 
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and  placed  in  the  card  catalogue  at  the  time  the  books  are 
ready  for  delivery.  Monthly  bulletins  have  been  issued 
(with  the  exception  of  August)  and  mailed  to  the  principals 
of  the  schools,  with  the  request  ft  hat  they  be  posted  in  some 
conspicuous  place. 

The  "  waiting  list "  system  as  regards  the  new  books,  in- 
stituted last  year,  is  still  used  and  gives  general  satisfaction, 
some  500  postal  cards  having  been  used  during  the  year. 
This  system  prevents  in  a  great  measure  the  feeling  that  each 
one's  turn  is  a  long  time  coming  for  the  new  fiction,  and 
does  away  with  the  idea  that  any  favoritism  is  shown. 

The  picture  of  Mrs.  Harriet  N.  Flint,  presented  by  Mr. 
Harvey  B.  Evans,  has  been  hung  in  the  library,  and  is  a 
happy  reminder  of  one  who  in  life  was  ever  known  as  a  doer 
of  good  deeds,  and  who  Avas  one  of  the  library's  warmest 
friends. 

With  the  greatest  pleasure  we  record  the  return  of  our 
esteemed  co-laborer,  Dr.  Richard  Button,  from  his  sojourn 
in  the  Adirondack  wilds,  with  his  health  perfectly  restored, 
and  his  enthusiasm  in  the  success  of  the  library  and  reading 
room  unabated. 

READING    ROOM. 

The  newspapers  and  magazines  are  in  continual  use  and 
during  these  colder  months  space  at  the  tables  is  in  almost 
constant  demand  during  the  busiest  hours. 

Miss  Ruth  Go  wen,  attendant,  has  done  most  satisfactory 
work,  and  under  her  administration  order  is  well  maintained  ; 
but  she  is  needed  during  all  the  hours  the  room  is  open  to 
the  public,  as  well  as  the  few  hours  for  which  our  funds  en- 
able us  to  secure  her  services.  This  question  of  a  constant 
attendant  is  a  most  pressing  one,  and  one  which  should  be 
settled  in  the  near  future.

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Report  of  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  herewith  submit  their  annual 
report : 

The  farm,  stock  and  buildings  are  all  in  good  condition. 
All  of  the  buildings  with  the  exception  of  the  barn  have 
been  recently  painted.  We  have  made  permanent  improve 
ments  to  about  $300.  The  farm  has  produced  40  tons  of 
hay,  250  bushels  of  potatoes,  30  bushels  turnips,  28  bush- 
els carrots,  20  bushels  parsnips,  19  bushels  beets,  besides 
other  vegetables  and  grain  used  on  the  farm.  There  has 
also  been  cut  and  delivered  at  the  tramp  house,  28  cords  of 
cleft  wood.  We  have  lodged  and  fed  11)20  tramps  at  a  net 
expense  of  $333.47.  Through  the  activity  of  our  police  de- 
partment, and  the  cooperation  of  the  court,  we  are  being 
greatly  relieved  of  the  tramp  nuisance.  We  are  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  an  unexpended  balance  of  $1,336.80,  which 
has  been  returned  to  the  Town  Treasurer.

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Water  Commissioners'  Annual 

Report. 


The  Wakefield  Water  Board,  in  making  its  first  report, 
has  no  yearly  account  to  render,  but  its  first  bow  to  the  pub- 
lic must  be  of  interest  to  our  citizens. 

The  committee  that  was  our  predecessor  labored  for  years 
with  well  directed  effort,  and  its  work  was  fruitful  of  good 
to  the  town,  success  having  crowned  its  efforts;  and  in  the 
future,  whatever  of  advantage  accrues  to  this  community 
from  the  ownership  of  the  Water  Plant,  and  of  an  element 
so  indispensiblc  to  a  community,  that  committee  ought  to 
be  held  in  grab  ful  remembrance  ;  for,  in  season  and  out  of 
season,  its  members  labored  to  bring  about  the  ownership 
of  the  Water  Plant  at  a  reasonable  price,  and  succeeded  in 
the  face  of  every  obstacle  that  could  possibly  be  placed  in 
their  way. 

Their  work  was  a  strenuous  one,  and  their  principal  re- 
ward must  be  their  own  consciousness  of  work  well  done  for 
the  community. 

It  is  a  reasonable  statement  to  make,  that  no  town  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  acquired  the  ownership 
of  a  water  plant  under  more  favorable  terms,  being  freed 
from  the  annoyance  and  cost  of  litigation,  so  often  incident 
to  the  taking  of  a  gas  or  water  plant. 

The  Wakefield  Water  Act  passed  the  Legislature  and  was 
signed  by  Governor  Crane,  dune  19,  1902. 

Negotiations  were  entered  into  between  the  Water  Com- 
pany and  the  Committee,  through  the  Jaw  lirm  of  Hurlburt, 
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Jones  &  Cabot,  and  finally  a  price  was  obtained  of  $220,- 
000  for  the  water  plant  and  franchises,  $10,000  for  thirty 
acres  of  land  bordering  on  Crystal  Lake,  and  $5,000  for 
house  and  land  bordering  on  Lake  Quannapowitt,  a  total  of 
$235,000. 

This  offer  was  made  on  July  16,  1903,  as  follows  : 
"  Voted,  that  the  Wakefield  Water  Company  hereby  offers 
and  agrees  to  sell  and  convey  to  the  Town  of  Wakefield  all 
its  rights  to  take  water  from  Crystal  Lake  and  all  other 
sources  for  supplying  the  town  of  Wakefield  and  its  inhabi- 
tants with  water,  and  all  of  its  property,  real  and  personal, 
situated  within  said  town,  and  all  of  its  property  in  the 
town  of  IStoneham,  free  from  incumbrance,  and  also  the 
land  recently  conveyed  to  Frederick  Brooks  by  trustees  of 
the  estate  of  the  late  Amos  Stone,  bordering  on  Crystal 
Lake,  all  for  the  sum  of  $230,000  ;  this  offer  to  remain  open 
until  August  1,  1903. 

"  Voted,  tint  the  president  and  treasurer  of  this  Com- 
pany be  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  instructed,  in  case 
the  foregoing  offer  l>e  accepted,  to  execute  in  the  name  and 
behalf  of  the  company,  all  deeds  deemed  necessary  and  suit- 
able to  convey  the  property  and  rights  referred  to  in  the 
foregoing  vote,  and  to  deliver  the  same  upon  payment  there- 
for beini>'  made. 

"THE  WAKEFIELD  WATER  COMPANY, 

*'  By  John  Brooks,  President, 
44  Alfred  S.  Hall,  Treasurer." 

An  offer  from  the  Brooks  heirs  to  sell  the  land  of  the 
Brooks  estate  bordering  on  Lake  Quannapowitt  to  the  Town 
of  Wakefield  for  $5,000,  was  also  received. 

At  the  town  meeting  held  July  13,  1903,  the  Water  Com- 
mittee made  a  report  unanimously  recommending  the  pur- 
chase, by  the  town,  of  the  property,  rights  and  franchises 
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as  offered  by  the  Company,  and  concluded  their  report  as 
follows  :  ' 

"  Your  Committee  feels  that  its  lon£  and  somewhat  stren- 

V 

uous  labor  to  enable  the  Towm  of  Wakefield  to  own  the 
water  plant  at  a  reasonable  price,  and  on  a  sound,  profitable, 
business  basis,  has  not  been  in  vain,  and  unanimously  rec- 
ommend to  the  town  the  acceptance  of  the  Water  Act  and 
the  offer  of  the  Wakefield  Water  Company  to  sell  its  plant 
and  the  Stone  lands  for  $230,000,  and  land  of  the  Brooks 
estate  on  Lake  Quannapowitt  for  $5,000,  as  by  articles  in 
the  town  warrant.

An  issue  of  bonds  was  authorized  by  the  town,  of  $235,- 
000,  to  be  payable  in  thirty  years,

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On  September  28,  1903,  the  Board  of  Water  Commis- 
sioners were  elected,  as  follows  :  Charles  A.  Dean,  for  three 
years,  James  H.  Kimball,  for  two  years,  and  William  H. 
Butler,  for  one  year,  from  the  first  of  May  next  ensuing. 

Bonds  were  authorized  and  prepared,  as  by  vote  of  the 
town,  on  a  four  per  cent,  interest  rate,  for  which  a  premium 
of  $7,200  was  received. 

The  Water  Company  was  notified  to  be  ready  to  prepare 
the  necessary  papers,  and  the  Water  Board  authorized  Hurl- 
burt,  Jones  &  Cabot  to  take  the  legal  charge  of  the  transfer. 

Many  difficulties  were  met  in  getting  a  clear  title,  and  it 
was  found  to  be  impossible  to  fully  perfect  a  title  before 
Dec.  1,  1903,  as  named  in  the  offer. 

On  Dec.  2,  1903,  the  transfer  was  made,  and  the  town  ac- 
quired possession  of  the  plant.  Because  of  a  doubt  on  the 
title  of  the  land  on  which  the  pumping  plant  stands,  the 
Company  was  required  to  deposit  $1,000  in  cash  and  $15,000 
in  bonds  with  our  attorneys  until  all  doubt  was  removed ; 
this  has  been  accomplished  and  the  title  now  stands  clear  to 
the  town. 

In  taking  possession  of  the  plant  at  the  time  when  our 
office  work  called  for  the  immediate  issuing  of  water  bills, 
with  incomplete  data  of  water  takers  and  charges,  the  task 
was  difficult. 

We  found  that  the  citizens  generally  appreciated  the 
change  in  ownership,  and  responded  willingly  to  our  requests 
for  information  as  to  fixtures  and  charges,  and  very  few 
sought  to  take  advantage  of  the  situation. 

We  hope  to  have  a  thorough  inspection  made  before  the 
next  payments  are  due,  and  to  have  complete  and  exact  data 
from  which  to  send  out  bills. 

Mr.  Albert  R.  Perkins  was  elected  Clerk  on  Dec.  23, 
1903,  at  a  salary  of  $900  per  year;  he  is  bonded  in  the  sum 
of  $2,000  by  the  United  States  Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Co.,  of 
Maryland. 
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Mr.  Perkins  has  the  confidence  of  this  board  and  of  the 
community,  and  his  readiness  to  oblige  in  every  reasonable 
way  will  undoubtedly  be  appreciated ;  he  is  rapidly  gather- 
ing all  data  concerning  the  plant  and  patrons,  and. will  soon 
have  the  work  well  in  hand. 

In  Memoriam. 

Soon  after  taking  possession  of  the  plant,  the  foreman, 
Mr.  Peter  Quinn,  was  stricken  with  an  illness  that  proved 
fatal.  His  death  was  a  severe  loss  to  this  department.  He 
had  tilled  that  position  for  many  years,  and  his  experience 
and  knowledge  of  the  pipe  system  would  have  been  valuable 
to  the  town.  He  was  a  faithful,  quiet,  industrious  man  and 
a  good  citizen. 

Extensions  and  Services. 

Before  the  plant  came  into  the  possession  of  the  town,  re- 
quests came  to  the  Commissioners  for  extensions  of  pipes  on 
many  streets,  and  new  service  pipes  for  new  and  old  resi- 
dences ;  at  our  request  the  Water  Co.  commenced  laying  a 
two-inch  pipe  on  Stark  Avenue,  which  this  board  has  com- 
pleted, and  also  three  new  services  made  therefrom.

"       "  Georo-e  W.  Kimball,  Main       " 
the   latter  necessitated   by  the  widening  of  Main  Street  in 
Greenwood. 

The  severe  weather  put  an  end  to  further  new  work ;  in 
consequence  of  the  unusual  depth  of  frost,  many  service 
pipes  were  frozen  and  the  department  was  kept  busy  in  at- 
tending to  these  cases  and  in  taking  care  of  hvdrants,  these 
being  examined  every  very  cold  day  ;  in  addition,  after  each 
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storm  the  snow  is  cleared  from  the  hydrants,  that  they  may 
be  ready  in  case  of  fire. 

There  is  frequent  complaint  of  service  pipes  having  rusted 
and  choked  the  pipes  so  as  to  give  a  diminished  flow  of  water. 
These  will  undoubtedly  have  to  be  replaced  with  new  pipe 
services.

There  should  be  a  fourteen-inch  main  from  the  pumping 
plant  along  Broadway  to  Main  Street;  as  should  the  present 
main" from  the  pumping  station  break,  the  entire  town  would 
be  without  water,  and  in  case  of  tire,  this  would  be  a  grave 
condition. 

Should  this  main  of  1,400  feet  be  built,  there  would  be  a 
double  security  for  water;  there  is  just  as  much  need  of  a 
double  main  as  of  double  pumps,  in  case  of  a  break. 

The  need  of  this  main  was  strongly  urged  upon  us  by  the 
retiring  superintendent,  Mr.  Chadbourne,  who  very  kindly 
and  courteously  offered  us  his  assistance  and  advice  freely, 
and  the  board  feels  under  deep  obligation  to  him. 

The  entire  cost  of  these  extensions  and  repairs  will  exceed 
$10,000.  There  is  a  bond  premium  and  interest  of  $7,721, 
a  portion  of  which  might  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

There  should  be  an  indicator  placed  on  the  stand-pipe  to 
show  the  quantity  of  water  therein,  there  being  now  no  way 
for  the  engineer  to  tell  what  quantity  of  water  is  in  the  stand- 
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pipe,  and  frequently  it  overflows,  making  a  waste  of  water 
and  pumping,  also  damage  to  property,  leaving  the  town 
liable  to  suits  for  damages. 

In  the  books  of  the  department,  the  construction  account 
will  be  kept  entirely  separate  from  maintenance,  so  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  ascertain,  after  one  year  (or  perhaps  one 
term),  what  reductions  may  safely  be  made  in  water  rates. 
We  believe  this  to  be  a  more  business-like  method  than  any 
attempt  at  haphazard  rediu-tions,  before  it  is  possible  to  tell 
by  actual  data  what  is  the  net  surplus  over  maintenance ; 
neither  revenue  nor  maintenance  expenses  can  be  absolutely 
known  until  the  books  are  balanced  after  a  year  of  actual 
business. 

The  financial  business  is  conducted  on  the  same  system  as 
in  other  departments  of  the  town,  that  is,  all  moneys  received 
are  immediately  deposited  in  the  bank,  from  which  nothing 
can  be  drawn  except  by  draft  from  the  Selectmen,  by  whom 
all  bills  of  the  department  are  paid,  after  being  approved  by 
the  Water  Commissioners  and  passed  by  the  Town  Auditors.

To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield  : 

Your  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  report  for  the 
year  ending  Jan.  31,  1904  ;  it  being  their  fourth  annual. 

Forty-five  regular  and  eleven  special  meetings  have  been 
held,  all  hearings  on  sewer  legislation  relating  to  Wakefield 
have  been  attended  ;  frequent  visits  of  inspection  to  the  work 
under  construction  have  been  made,  and  in  cases  where  claims 
for  damages  have  arisen,  much  time  has  been  used  in  inves- 
tigation,  and  the  premises  have  been  viewed. 

Finances. 

construction. 

The  unexpended  balance  as  given  in  our  last  report  was 
$7, 655. £6  ;  in  Marcli  1903,  the  town  appropriated  $3,000, 
which,  with  other  credits  of  $277.1)0,  make  the  total  receipts 
for  the  year,  $10,933.70  ;  there  has  been  expended  $9,335.36, 
leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  $1,598.40.  This  balance  is 
pledged  for  settlement  of  contract  on  Outfall  sewer. 

MAINTENANCE. 

Appropriation,  $2,800,  other  receipts  amounting  to 
$277.90,  making  a  total  of  $3,047,17;  there  has  been  ex- 
pended $2,523.12,  leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  $524.05. 
A  detailed  statement  of  expenditures  is  given  at  the  closo  of 
this  report. 

Construction. 
The  Outfall  sewer,  under  contract  to  the  H.  A.  Hanscom 
Co.,  was  completed  about  the  time  of  our  last  report;  sub- 


236 

sequent  to  that  date  some  work  of  cleaning  had  to  be  done 
under, the  direction  of  the  Metropolitan  Board. 

On  Sections  4,  5,  6,  7,  a  small  amount  of  work  was  done 
under  the  same  authorities,  in  closing  the  hand  holes  to  the 
under-drains  at  the  lower  levels  ;  to  safeguard  against  possi- 
ble overflow  of  ground  water  into  the  sewer. 

Final  settlement  has  been  made  on  Section  8,  or  the  under- 
drain  outlet,  takings  made,  and  releases  secured. 

Settlement  with  the  contractors  on  the  Outfall  sewer  is  still 
pending ;  your  Commissioners  are  hopeful  of  an  early  settle- 
ment. 

Claims. 

land  damages. 

Claims  of  this  nature  have  been  made  where  the  sewer 
runs  through  private  land,  and  where  private  land  has  been 
temporarily  used  for  sewer  purposes.  These  matters  have 
received  careful  attention,  and  where  considered  proper  by 
this  Board,  just  and  equitable  allowances  have  been  made. 
Five  claims  have  been  paid  ;  eight  have  accepted  the  award, 
but  an  appropriation  is  needed  to  effect  settlement ;  two 
were  not  allowed  ;  two  are  to  be  heard  from  in  reply  to  offers 
made  them ;  and  five  are  under  consideration. 

WELL    CLAIMS. 

Six  claims  for  the  drying  of  wells  have  been  made,  and  in 
dealing  with  these  the  practice  of  last  year  has  been  followed 
of  either  piping  the  public  water  supply  into  the  house,  or  of 
paying  an  equivalent  sum.  Three  cases  have  been  thus  set- 
tled ;  in  two  the  Board  felt  there  was  no  cause  for  claim  ;  and 
in  one,  under  a  previous  agreement,  a  new  well  has  been  dug. 

ACCIDENT    CLAIMS. 

Three  claims  for  personal  injury  have  been  received,  viz  : 
Dennis   Dobbins,   for   injuries   received  on  Outfall   sewer ; 
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Elizabeth  Dunn  and  Mrs.  Dana  Dudley,  for  injuries  from 
falling  into  trench  on  Albion  Street,  where  house  connection 
was  being  made.  Under  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel,  these 
claims  have  been  settled  ;  in  the  case  of  Dobbins,  by  pay- 
ment of  bill  for  medical  attendance,  and  in  the  other  cases  by 
payment  of  nominal  amounts. 


Maintenance. 

Monthly  inspections,  cleaning  of  man-holes  and  occasional 
flushing  has  been  done.  About  twenty  man-hole  tops  have 
been  reset  on  account  of  changes  in  street  grades,  and  to 
prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  entrance  of  street  wash  into 
the  sewers.  In  the  course  of  the  monthly  inspections  a  de- 
posit of  mud,  sticks  and  twigs  has  been  found  in  the  man- 
holes and  removed.  It  will  be  necessary  this  year  to  provide 
some  method  of  preventing  this  material  from  entering  the 
sewer,  and  your  Board  is  now  considering  methods  of  so 
doing. 

Flushing  has  been  resorted  to  when  necessary.  No  serious 
case  of  stoppage  has  occurred,  but  a  tendency  in  that  direc- 
tion has  been  noted,  due  probably  to  the  limited  use  of  the 
sewer  at  present,  and  to  the  fact  that  many  substances  other 
than  sewage  find  their  way  into  the  sewer  through  improper 
use  of  plumbing.  It  is  hoped  that  we  may  be  able  this  com- 
ing season  to  perfect  a  plan  for  cleaning  and  flushing  by 
making  direct  connection  from  the  water  mains  to  certain 
man-holes,  and  thus  in  the  future  the  work  could  be  done  at 
much  Jess  expense. 

The  department  is  also  in  need  of  an  equipment  of  special 
sewer  tools,  and  these  should  be  provided  this  coming  season. 

An  examination  of  the  entire  system,  made  previous  to  the 
writing  of  this  report,  shows  that  the  sewers  were  in  a  clean 
and  serviceable  condition. 
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House  Connections. 

This  work  has  been  carried  on  throughout  the  year,  begin- 
ning early  in  the  spring  and  shutting  down  only  on  account 
of  freezing  weather. 

A  special  effort  has  been  made,  and  with  some  measure  of 
success,  it  is  thought,  to  do  all  work  in  a  thorough  manner 
and  at  low  cost. 

In  making  connections  this  department  has  in  almost  every 
instance  furnished  the  iron  pipe,  and  put  same  through  the 
cellar  wall,  which  has  added  about  fifteen  cents  per  linear 
foot  to  the  cost  of  connections. 

All  material  has  been  furnished  by  the  town  and  bought  of 
the  lowest  bidder,  and  only  the  actual  cost  thereof  charged 
the  applicants.

The  conditions  of  the  trust  are  such  that  any  young  man  of  our 
town  who  files  his  name  with  the  town  clerk  before  he  is  sixteen 
years  of  age  and  declares  his  intention  not  to  drink  intoxicating 
liquors  and  not  to  smoke  or  chew  tobacco  before  he  shall  have 
become  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  shall  have  kept  his  pledge 
until  that  time,  shall  receive  from  the  income  of  the  fund  the  sum 
of  ten  dollars  together  with  a  certificate  of  commendation  from 
the  selectmen. 

The  town  clerk  records  show  that  738  young  men  have  enrolled

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Report  of  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  you  have  intrusted  the  care  of 
the  public  schools  of  this  town,  hereby  respectfully  submits 
the  following  report  for  the  fiscal  school  year  ending  Janu- 
ary 31,  1904. 

This  report  is  designed  to  be  only  general  and  introduc- 
tory to  that  of  the  Superintendent,  since  his  report  and  the 
reports  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School  and  heads  of  de- 
partments give  in  sufficient  detail  the  work  of  the  year,  the 
present  condition  and  needs  of  the  schools. 

On  July  6,  1903,  the  Committee  voted  "that  children  who 
are  five  years  of  age  before  December  1,  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  first  grade  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  the 
fall  term*  and  that  no  admissions  be  made  to  the  first  grade 
in  April."  The  admission  of  beginners  to  the  first  grade 
twice  during  the  school  year,  the  Committee  believes,  is  not 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils  or  the  schools.  When 
the  little  ones  enter  the  school  for  the  first  time  they  need 
the  whole  time  and  attention  of  the  teacher.  When  an  April 
class  comes  into  a  first  grade  room  where  there  is  a  Septem- 
ber class,  the  teacher  is  unable  to  give  either  the  requisite 
amount  of  attention.  The  result  is  that  the  September  class 
is  prevented  from  making  the  progress  it  otherwise  would, 
and  the  April  class  doesn't  gain  enough  to  compensate. 

There  is  a  good  interest  in  the  stamp  savings  system  in  our 
schools,  which  was  introduced  by  the  recommendation  of  the 
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Kosmos  Club,  and  its  success  is  assured.  Not  all  of  the 
money  saved  by  the  pupils  has  been  deposited  in  the  bank, 
but  many  of  them  have  opened  accounts  and  have  adopted  the 
custom  of  making  their  deposits  directly,  without  resorting  to 
the  medium  of  the  stamps.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  teachers 
that  in  most  cases  the  money  withdrawn  has  been  wisely  ex- 
pended ;  at  any  rate  more  wisely  expended  than  it  would 
have  been  had  the  children  spent  it  penny  at  a  time  instead 
of  investing  in  stamps.  In  many  instances  the  money 
saved  is  used  by  the  children  for  buying  clothing  and  other 
necessities.  Even  if  the  children  do  withdraw  their  money 
and  spend  it,  much  good  has  been  accomplished  in  teaching 
the  habit  of  saving.  The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its 
appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  all  who  have  contributed  to  the 
success  of  the  stamp  savings  system.  As  an  indorsement  of 
the  system,  and  to  insure  its  standing  in  our  schools,  it  was 
voted  on  December  18,  1903,  "  that  the  Committee  approve 
of  the  stamp  savings  system  as  introduced  into  our  schools, 
and  that  the  teachers  shall  administer  the  same  in  conjunction 
with  the  Stamp  Savings  Society  of  Wakefield." 

The  Committee  believes  that  the  aesthetic  influence  on  the 
moral  tone  of  the  school  population  would  be  very  whole- 
some if  our  school  lawns  could  be  properly  graded,  and 
flowers,  shrubs  and  trees  planted  on  them.  There  can  be  no 
question  that  to  cultivate  in  children  a  love  for  growing  plants 
and  trees  is  most  beneficial  in  every  way.  To  encourage  this 
sentiment  the  Committee  on  January  27,  1904,  voted  "  that 
Arbor  Day  should  be  suitably  observed  in  the  schools." 

In  the  Boyntonville  section  of  our  town  the  no-school 
signal  can  not  be  heard.  As  long  as  the  present  system 
of,  giving  the  no-school  signal  is  maintained  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  signal  should  be  heard  in  every  part  of 
the  town,  otherwise  harm  is  done,  as  the  children,  in 
sections  where  the  signal  is  not  heard,  sometimes  go 
to  school  when  there  is  no  session ;    at  (other  times  they  do 
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not  go  when  the  school  is  in  session.  The  effect  on^school 
attendance  in  such  cases  is  very  demoralizing.  TheJCom- 
mittee  recommends  that  an  article  be  inserted  in  the  town 
warrant  asking  for  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  install  in 
Boyntonville  a  suitable  no-school  signal  in  connection  with  the 
present  fire  alarm  system. 

The  financial  statement  which  follows  is,  for  the  most  part, 
self-explaining.  The  necessary  outlay  on  the  new  Franklin 
School  during  the  past  year  was  $1,013.73,  a  somewhat  larger 
sum  than  the  Committee  anticipated.  At  Montrose  when  the 
electric  road  was  built  the  schoolhouse  was  left  "  high  and 
dry,"  the  front  of  the  school  lot  being  cut  off  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  approach  from  the  street  for  a  team  or  carriage  was 
impossible.  For  the  above  reason  it  was  necessary  to  build 
a  retaining  wall,  and  cut  a  suitable  driveway  from  the  street 
to  the  schoolhouse.  The  cost  for  repairing  the  damage 
caused  by  the  electric  road  was  $312.89.  Three  water  bills 
were  paid  during  the  year,  amounting  to  $429  ;  one  of  the 
three  bills  above  mentioned  being  brought  over  from  last  year, 
owing  to  some  complication  with  the  Water  Co.  The  amount 
expended  for  ordinary  school  incidentals,  text-books  and 
supplies  is  materially  less  than  usual.  The  following  state- 
ment shows  the  expenditures  for  the  last  fiscal  year :

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Report  of  Superintendent  of 

Schools. 


To  the  School  Committee  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  eleventh  in  the  series  of  such 
reports. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  quiet  progress.  No  radical 
changes  have  been  made  in  any  department  of  school  work. 
It  has  been  the  aim,  by  using  all  of  the  means  available,  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  our  schools,  and  to  make  them 
serve  the  future  welfare  of  the  community. 

The  school  committee  is  familiar  with  many  of  the  details 
of  the  separate  schools.  Hence  it  will  be  the  purpose  of 
this  report  to  direct  attention  to  some  phases  of  school 
work  in  which  the  inhabitants  of  this  town  are  directly 
interested. 

Teachers. 

It  has  been  truly  said  that  the  future  of  this  country  is 
more  then  ever  in  the  hands  of  the  public  schools.  The 
pupils  represent  all  classes  of  society  and  all  stages  of  social 
and  moral  development.  To  train  this  heterogeneous  col- 
lection of  human  beings  to  be  members  of  society  is  the 
work  the  schools  are  trying  to  perform.  The  teacher  makes 
the  school.  »  Arnold  gave  Rugby  its  fame.  Mark  Hopkins 
at  one  end  of  a  log  and  a  student  at  the  other,  was  said  to 
be  a  university.  It  is  as  impossible  to  have  a  good  school 
without  a  good  teacher  as  it  is  to  have  a  poor  school  with  a 
good  teacher.  Manifestly  the  success  of  any  school  system 
is  more  dependent  upon  the  selection  of  good  teachers  and 
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the  ability  to  retain  them,  than  upon  any  other  element  in 
school  administration.  Every  year  more  is  expected  of  the 
teacher.  His  professional  requirements  are  threefold  : — He 
must  have  an  expert  knowledge  of  the  subjects  he  expects 
to  teach  ;  he  must  have  an  expert  knowledge  of  the  pupils 
to  be  taught ;  he  must  have  an  expert  knowledge  of  the 
most  economical  way  of  bringing  pupil  amd  subject  together. 
In  addition  to  his  professional  requirements  he  must  have 
that  subtle  personality  which  inspires  children  with  respect. 
The  true  teaching  profession  certainly  embraces  all  others, 
as  it  comes  in  contact  with  and  developes  all  sides  of  life. 

Let  such  teachers  enrich  the  course  of  study  "with  the 
cultures  that,  make  for  a  nobler  citizenship,  but  let  the 
people  enrich  it  with  the  utilities  that  make  for  a  material 
success,  without  which  citizenship  is  a  mockery  and  democ- 
racy a  farce."  In  order  to  secure  and  retain  good  men  and 
good  women  as  the  teachers  of  our  children,  it  is  necessary 
to  pay  salaries  commensurate  with  the  ability  and  worth  of 
the  teachers.  During  the  past  year  five  per  cent,  of  our 
teachers  were  compelled  to  give  up  teaching,  temporarily  at 
least,  on  account  of  nervous  prostration ;  fifteen  per  cent, 
left  us  to  accept  more  lucrative  salaries  elsewhere.  It  is 
somewhat  demoralizing  to  a  school  system  to  have  one-fifth 
of  its  teachers  change  annually. 

In  the  matter  of  salaries  we  cannot  hope  to  compete  suc- 
cessfully with  the  larger  and  wealthier  places  about  us,  but 
we  can  and  should  pay  enough  to  prevent  smaller  towns 
from  taking  our  teachers.  For  several  years  our  salary 
schedule  has  not  been  raised,  therefore,  when  teachers  leave 
us  it  is  very  difficult  to  fill  .their  places  with  the  kind  of 
teachers  we  demand,  since  there  are  few  towns  in  which  the 
salarv  schedule  is  lower  than  ours.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
salary  question  is  the  one  to  which  attention  should  be 
especially  directed  at  this  time.  It  is  true  that  the  town  has 
been  called  upon  to  spend  a  large  amount  of  money  during 
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the  last  few  years.  However,  the  town  demands  good 
schools  and  good  schools  cost  a  great  deal  of  money,  but 
they  are  more  economical  than  cheap  schools. 

The  total  appropriation  for  schools  in  Wakefield  is  larger 
than  it  is  in  many  towns  of  about  the  same  population,  but 
the  cost  per  pupil  by  comparison  is  in  most  cases  less.  In 
Wakefield  the  number  of  children  in  the  public  schools  is 
very  large  in  proportion  to  the  population. 

During  the  past  five  years  the  average  annual  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupils  in  the  average  membership  of  our 
schools  is  ninety.  This  fact  is  significant  since  it  explains 
why  the  total  appropriation  for  schools  must  increase  each 
year. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  teachers  and  appropriations 
it  might  be  of  interest  to  quote  from  Mr.  Mosely,  the 
Englishman  who  brought  over  the  large  delegation  of 
British  educators  lately  in  this  country.  In  speaking  to  a 
gathering  of  educators  in  New  York,  where  teachers'  sala- 
ries are  more  generous  than  anywhere  else  in  the  country, 
he  said:  "You  do  not  offer  sufficient  inducement  for  per- 
sons to. take  up  the  work  of  teaching.  Better  inducements 
are  offered  in  other  lines  of  work,  and  the  teaching  profession 
is  therefore  left  in  many  cities  to  persons  who  cannot  secure 
profitable  employment  elsewhere.  Higher  salaries  are  paid 
to  teachers  in  England  than  in  this  country.  The  cost  of 
living  is  lower  there ;  the  wages  of  skilled  and  unskilled 
labor  are  lower  there  than  here,  and  yet  the  salary  of 
English  teachers  is  higher.  There  the  pay  of  teachers  is 
enough  better  than  that  of  other  employments  to  attract 
competent  men  and  women."  The  Englishman's  remarks 
were  very  pertinent  to  the  situation  in  this  country.  It  is 
true  in  teaching  as  well  as  in  any  other  calling,  that  as  much 
talent  can  be  secured  as  the  money  offered  will  pay  for. 
Unfortunately  in  this  country  a  person's  social  standing  and 
influence  is  too   often   based,  not  on  the  character  of   his 
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work,  but  on  the  amount  of  pay  that  he  gets  for  it.  Teach- 
ers will  receive  the  social  consideration  and  honor  due  their 
high  calling  when  parents  and  children  can  no  longer  look 
upon  teaching  as  a  ' 'cheap  job." 

We  have  at  present  a  corps  of  teachers  with  correct  and 
high  ideals  of  life  and  duty.  In  order  that  the  schools  may 
do  the  community  the  most  good  it  is  necessary  that  the 
salary  schedule  be  sufficiently  high  to  retain  such  teachers. 

School  Management. 

In  this  phase  of  school  work  the  School  Committee  and 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  who  is  the  executive  agent  of  the 
committee,  come  into  direct  contact  with  the  parents. 

We  have  in  our  schools  children  from  about  fifteen  hun- 
dred homes.  It  is  not  strange  that  the  schools  can  not  be 
administered  in  all  the  minor  details  to  the  entire  satisfac- 
tion of  so  many  homes.  No  set  of  rules  has  ever  been 
devised  or  ever  will  be  that  would  adequately  meet  every 
contingent  of  school  management.  Teachers  and  school 
officials  are  not  infallible.  However,  I  think  that  they  do 
their  work  at  least  as  conscientiously  as  mortals  generally 
do.  "The  man  who  never  makes  mistakes,  never  makes 
anything  else." 

Most  school  troubles  are  the  result  of  misunderstandings. 
In  such  cases  if  the  parent  would  go  at  once  to  the  teacher, 
calling  at  the  end  of  a  school  session  or  in  the  evening, 
before  calling  on  the  superintendent,  the  chances  are  that 
the  best  interests  of  all  would  be  subserved.  The  teachers 
are  not  the  natural  enemies  of  the  children  and  parents  as  is 
too  often  supposed.  The  children  and  parents  have  no 
better  or  truer  friends.  Parents  can  find  time  and  should 
find  time  to  see  the  teachers  in  the  interests  of  their  chil- 
dren. For  is  there  anything  nearer  or  dearer  to  a  parent 
than  his  children? 
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If  a  teacher  can't  succeed  when  he  has  the  hearty  cooper- 
ation- of  the  parents  he  is  not  worthy  of  his  position. 
Nearly  any  teacher  will  fail  if  he  hasn't  such  cooperation. 
It  is  not  sufficient  to  take  the  child's  word  for  what  trans- 
pires in  school.  Several  cases  have  come  under  my  obser- 
vation of  children  whose  veracity  I  could  not  doubt,  but 
whose  statements  about  their  school  were  untruthful.  The 
impressions  of  children  on  account  of  the  immatureness  of 
their  judgment  are  apt  to  be  colored  by  their  feelings  and 
sentiments.  I  urge  parents  to  see  the  teachers  first  in  cases 
of  misunderstandings.  The  teachers  have  the  interest  of 
the  children  at  heart.  A  little  timely  help  from  parents 
will  many  times  increase  the  teachers'  power  to  do  the 
children  good. 

There  is  a  source  of  complaint  for  which  no  remedy  has 
been  discovered  on  the  part  of  school  management.  That 
complaint  against  the  work  of  the  public  schools  and  their 
management  comes  from  homes  where  children  are  permitted 
to  have  free  range  in  the  matter  of  amusement  and  entertain- 
ment outside  of  school  hours ;  and  from  homes  where  boys 
are  allowed  to  lounge  on  street  corners  or  loaf  somewhere 
far  into  the  night.  These  children,  even  if  no  other  harm  is 
done,  on  account  of  the  loss  of  sleep,  irregular  hours  and 
waste  of  nervous  energy,  will  be  unfitted  to  perform  the  du- 
ties of  school  the  following  day.  As  a  result  of  such  living 
many  bright  children  fail  of  promotion  through  no  fault  of 
the  school.  School  work  is  so  exacting  that  few  growing 
children  have  the  strength  to  devote  to  social  functions  on 
school  day  nights. 

Parents  are  urged  most  earnestly,  if  they  would  have  their 
children  taught  habits  fitting  for  good  citizenship  and  success- 
ful home  and  business  life,  to  control  their  children  in  the 
matter  of  home  preparation  of  school  tasks,  in  regularity  of 
study  hours  and  retiring  hours,  in  amusements  and  evening 
recreations.     It  can  be  guaranteed  that  the  results  of  public 
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school  work  will  be  much  more  satisfactory  where  such  con- 
trol is  exercised. 

School  Accommodations. 

In  the  schools  below  the  High  the  pupils  are  so  arranged 
that  not  over  two  grades  are  in  any  room,  except  in  the 
Montrose  building.  There  it  is  necessary  to  have  three 
grades  in  each  of  the  two  rooms.  For  each  schoolroom  of 
the  town  there  is  an  average  of  thirty-nine  pupils.  A  teacher 
can  do  much  more  for  the  pupils'  good  if  there  are  not  over 
thirty-five  in  a  room.  It  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the 
schools  if  this  plan  could  be  carried  out. 

It  is  necessary  at  this  time  to  call  attention  to  the  needs  of 
two  of  our  buildings,  the  Lincoln  and  Greenwood.  It  is 
probable  that  accommodations  for  the  pupils  of  the  rest  of 
the  town  can  be  found  for  two  years  at  least. 

If  the  Woodville,  Montrose,  or  West  Ward  buildings 
should  be  crowded,  no  great  hardship  would  be  imposed  on 
anyone  by  transferring  the  older  pupils  to  the  larger  build- 
ings. If  the  Hamilton '  should  be  crowded,  there  is  plenty 
of  room  in  the  H.  M.  Warren.  In  the  F.  P.  Kurd  building 
a  few  more  can  be  accommodated.  For  the  relief  of  the  new 
Franklin,  which  is  now  about  full,  there  is  the  old  Franklin 
building,  which  can  be  repaired  and  put  into  commission 
again.     This  probably  will  have  to  be  done  in  a  year  or  two. 

The  eight  schoolrooms  of  the  Greenwood  building  are  now 
occupied  by  schools.  A  few  more  pupils  can  be  distributed 
through  the  rooms.  Possibly  the  increase  of  next  year  can 
be  taken  care  of.  The  distance  between  the  Greenwood 
building  and  the  other  buildings  makes  the  transferrins:  of 
pupils  from  the  Greenwood  school  impracticable  ;  therefore, 
it  seems  to  be  necessary  to  formulate  plans  immediately  for 
increased  school  accommodation  for  Greenwood. 

The  conditions  at  the  Lincoln  building  were  discussed 
somewhat  at  length  in  the  superintendent's  report  last  year. 
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The  situation  has  not  changed  for  the  better.  In  one  room 
are  sixty-one  pupils  ;  in  another,  fifty-two.  This  year  some 
of  the  older  pupils  in  the  Lincoln  district  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  F.  P.  Hurd,  Franklin  and  Hamilton  schools, 
but  the  building  is  still  overcrowded.  By  any  arrangement, 
it  is  impossible  to  give  children  the  attention  they  need  when 
there  are  fifty  or  sixty  in  a  room. 

As  stated  in  last  year's  report,  relief  for  the  Lincoln  can 
come  in  one  of  two  ways  :  either  the  Lincoln  building  must 
be  equipped  with  more  schoolrooms,  or  the  district  lines  must 
be  changed  on  the  west.  The  latter  plan,  it  seems  to  me,  is 
not  feasible.  I  think  that  the  sending  of  small  children  across 
the  railroad  tracks  will  never  be  recommended  until  different 
arrangements  are  made  to  safeguard  human  life  on  the  tracks 
between  Albion  and  Chestnut  streets.  It  seems  improbable 
that  adequate  arrangements  will  be  made  for  this  purpose  for 
many  years  at  least ;  therefore,  plans  must  be  made  for  more 
schoolrooms.  There  are  two  ways  in  which  more  school 
room  can  be  provided  :  An  addition  to  the  present  building 
could  be  constructed,  having  in  it  two  schoolrooms  and  a 
large  manual  training  room.  The  present  manual  training 
room  in  the  basement  of  the  Lincoln  school  is  not  large 
enough,  and  is  not  properly  heated  and  ventilated.  Now 
there  is  no  place  where  lathes  could  be  set  up  if  our  manual 
training  course  should  include  the  turning  and  boring  of  wood 
and  metal. 

In  the  third  story  of  the  Lincoln  school  it  would  be  possi- 
ble to  make  two  schoolrooms,  which  could  be  properly  heated, 
lighted  and  ventilated,  I  think.  If  this  plan  should  be  adopt- 
ed, it  would  be  necessary  to  equip  the  building  with  suitable 
fire-escapes,  as  it  would  not  be  wise  to  use  three  stories  of  a 
building  for  school  purposes  without  supplying  ample  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

In  the  long  run,  I  believe  it  would  be  economy  for  the 
town  to  build  the  addition,  although  the  first  cost  would  be 
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somewhat  greater.  The  wisdom  of  building  schoolhouses 
with  room  beyond  immediate  needs  has  been  fully  demon- 
strated in  this  town. 

Fire  Protection. 

Our  fire  department  has  equipped  every  schoolhouse  in 
town  with  fire  buckets  and  hooks  on  which  to  hang  them. 
Our  janitors  keep  the  buckets  full  of  water  and  ready  for 
use.  In  case  of  a  suiall  blaze  the  bucket  would  do  valuable 
service.  The  first  thought,  however,  is  for  the  safety  of  the 
children.  Fire  drills  are  held  in  every  school  in  town.  In 
teachers'  meetings  methods  have  been  discussed  and  plans 
devised  for  the  proper  handling  of  pupils  in  case|  of  fire  or 
panic.  We  have  no  schools  above  the  second  story  except 
in  the  high  school,  and  in  the  high  school  very  few  pupils  at 
a  time  are  in  the  third  story.  There  is  no  situation,  in  any 
of  the  large  schoolhouses  in  this  town,  in  which  a  pupil  could, 
be  placed  where  he  would  not  have  access  to  at  least  two 
exits  from  the  building.  It  seems  to  me  that  every  possible 
precaution  has  been  taken  for  the  safety  of  our  pupils  in  case 
of  fire  or  panic. 

Medical  Inspection. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  necessary  very  many 
times  to  call  on  our  Board  of  Health  and  local  physicians  for 
assistance  and  advice  respecting  the  physical  welfare  not 
only  of  individual  pupils  but  of  whole  schools.  For  this 
gratuitous  service  and  cooperation  of  our  medical  friends  we 
are  very  thankful.  The  benefit  that  has  been  derived  on 
such  occasions  strengthens  my  belief  in  the  need  of  some 
form  of  systematic  medical  inspection  for  our  schools.  In 
my  report  of  last  year  I  gave  my  own  views  respecting  this 
matter.  In  order  that  this  important  phase  of  our  school  re- 
sponsibility may  not  be  lost  sight  of,  I  wish  to  quote  from 
President  Eliot  of  Harvard  : 
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"Next  to  this  improvement  in  schoolhouses  and  school 
yards  comes  improvement  in  the  sanitary  control  and  man- 
agement of  schools.  This  Control  requires  the  service  of 
skilful  physicians,  and  such  a  physician  should  be  officially 
connected  with  every  large  school.  It  should  be  his  duty  to 
watch  for  contagious  diseases,  to  prevent  the  too  early  return 
to  school  of  children  who  have  suffered  from  such  diseases,  to 
take  thought  for  the  eyes  of  the  children,  lest  they  be  injured 
in  reading  or  writing  by  bad  postures  or  bad  light,  to  advise 
concerning  the  rectification  of  remediable  bodily  defects  in 
any  of  the  children  under  his  supervision,  to  give  advice  to 
the  homes  about  the  diet  and  sleep  of  children  whose  nutri- 
tion is  visibly  defective,  and,  in  short,  to  be  the  protector, 
counselor  and  friend  of  the  children  and  their  parents  with 
regard  to  health,  normal  growth  and  the  preservation  of  all 
the  senses  in  good  condition.  Such  medical  supervision  of 
school  children  would  be  costly,  but  it  would  be  the  most  re- 
.warding  school  expenditure  that  a  community  could  make, 
even  from  the  commercial  or  industrial  point  of  view,  since 
nothing  impairs  the  well-being  and  productiveness  of  a  com- 
munity so  much  as  sickness  and  premature  disability  or 
death.  As  in  an  individual,  so  in  a  nation,  health  and 
strength  are  the  foundations  of  productiveness  and  prosper- 
ity." 

Gifts. 

Many  valuable  gifts  have  been  received  by  the  several 
schools.  In  behalf  of  the  schools  I  wish  to  thank  the  donors, 
The  spirit  of  giving  to  the  public  schools  is  commendable  and 
should  be  encouraged.  There  are  many  things  the  schools 
actually  need,  which  it  is  not  expedient  to  supply  from  the 
public  appropriations  for  obvious  reasons.  There  is  no  dif- 
ference of  opinion  that  it  is  a  good,  thing  for  pupils  to  have 
in  the  schoolhouses  good  statuary,  pictures,  flowers,  plenty 
of  good  books  for  reference  and  wholesome  reading,  pianos, 
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etc.  The  only  way  they  can  have  them  at  present  is  through 
private  generosity.  Gifts  to  the  High  school  have  been  duly 
and  publicly  acknowledged  by  the  principal.  The  following 
gifts  are  gratefully  acknowledged,  and  I  wish  to  express 
thanks  for  any  others  to  which  my  attention  has  not  been 
called  :

To  each  of  our  schoolrooms  :  A  beautiful  silk  flag  from 
the  Woman's  Kelief  Corps. 

The  flags  in  the  schoolrooms  help  to  keep  alive  that  spirit 
of  patriotism  which  forms  the  very  kernel  of  good  citizenship 
and  is  the  real  hope  of  the  state.  Our  pupils  give  the  flag- 
salute  at  least  once  a  week,  when  they  pledge  loyalty  and 
devotion  to  the  flag  which  stands  for  noble,  courageous  and 
manly  citizenship.  It  is  well  to  keep  the  story  of  the  flag 
before  the  rising  generation  ;  it  is  instructive,  patriotic,  edu- 
cational and  soul-inspiring. 

Following  this  report  and  supplementary  to  it  are  the  re- 
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ports  of  the  heads  of  the  several  departments  of  our  school 
system.  With  the  exception  of  the  military  department,  the 
work  remains  under  the  same  supervisors  as  last  year. 
Lieut.  Harvey  Gr.  Brockbank,  who  succeeded  Lieut.  Walton 
in  the  military  department,  takes  hold  of  the  work  with  an 
earnestness  and  zeal  which  is  very  assuring.  The  High 
school  principal's  report  gives  much  valuable  information  re- 
specting this  very  important  department  of  our  system. 
Lengthy  comment  on  these  reports  seems  unnecessary  at  this 
time.  I  am  in  perfect  accord  with  all  that  is  contained  in 
them,  and  recommend  them  to  your  consideration. 

Conclusion. 

The  school  is  only  one,  though  a  very  important  one,  of 
the  educational  forces  of  a  community.  The  home,  the 
church,  the  public  library  and  the  press,  each  has  its  part  in 
creating  the  influences  that  are  making  or  spoiling  American 
children.  The  credit  for  whatever  progress  has  been  made 
belongs  in  a  measure  to  each  of  the  above  agencies.  .  I  take 
great  pleasure  in  publicly  acknowledging  my  appreciation  of 
the  assistance  these  agencies  have  given  in  the  educational 
work  of  our  town. 

I  owe  and  wish  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  all  with 
whom  I  have  been  associated  for  their  help  and  encourage- 
ment. The  success  which  has  been  achieved  is  due  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  hearty  cooperation  which  they  have 
given  me  in  our  common  work.  I  wish  to  thank  the  public 
and  School  Committee  for  courtesies,  assistance  and  unfail- 
ing support  during  the  year  just  closed.

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High  School  Principal's  Report. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : — 

Sir: — My  ninth  annual  report  and  the  twelfth  in  the 
series  of  high  school  principals'  reports  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  history  of  the  school  for  the  past  year  has  differed 
very  little  from  that  of  the  past  few  years.  Two  depart- 
ments only  call  for  special  mention.  The  science  department 
of  the  school  was  strengthened  at  the  opening  of  the  school 
year  by  the  purchase  of  additional  working  apparatus,  and 
as  a  result  interest  has  been  stimulated  in  classes  that  hith- 
erto it  has  been  impossible  to  reach. 

The  commercial  department  is  meeting  a  want  and  we 
find  an  increasing  number  of  pupils  making  the  best  of  the 
opportunities  offered.  It  is  common  experience  that, 
as  between  shorthand  and  typewriting,  pupils  fail  to  acquire 
the  desired  proficiency  in  typewriting,  owing  to  inability  or 
lack  of  inclination  to  practise  sufficiently.  With  a  view  to 
making  it  possible  for  practically  every  pupil  to  secure  the 
opportunity  for  additional  practice  on  the  typewriting 
machines,  the  typewriting  room  has  been  opened  each  after- 
noon from  1.30  to  4.15,  so  that  now  there  is  no  reason 
why  everyone  who  desires  to  cannot  become  proficient. 
Following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  sent  to  the  parents  of 
all  the  commercial  students  : 

"We  are  anxious  to  make  our  commercial  department  of 
still  greater  service  to  its  pupils  and  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  from  1.30  to  4.15  p.  m.,  the  typewriters  of 
the  department  are  at  the  service  of  any  of  the  typewriter 
students  on  condition  that  application  for  the  privilege  be 
made  at  recess.     The  seven  machines  will  give  opportunity 
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for  a  generous  amount  of  practice  in  addition  to  the  regular 
work  of  school,  each  week. 

"There  is  no  doubt  that  the  student  of  average  ability,  with 
the  added  practice  on  the  typewriter  that  this  afternoon  ses- 
sion will  afford,  can,  by  the  time  of  graduation,  render 
himself  a  competent  operator,  and  satisfy  the  demands  of 
the  ordinary  office.  We  hope  that  your  child  may  make 
use  regularly  of  the  afternoon  privilege  thus  offered,  some 
portion  of  the  week. 

"It  goes  without  saying,  of  course,  that  every  person  who 
tries  stenography  and  typewriting  can  not  become  proficient. 

"There  are  some  people  who  never  could  master  it,  no 
matter  how  much  they  might  practice,  just  as  some  people 
never  can  become  musicians  or  artists  or  mathematicians. 
However,  for  the  person  who  "takes  to"  the  work  in  even  a 
fair  degree  only,  there  is  every  hope  of  success,  and 
especially  if  every  opportunity  for  practise  is  taken  advan- 
tage of.  Practice,  and  a  lot  of  it,  is  the  only  road  to 
success." 

At  the  time  of  the  introduction  of  the  commercial  course, 
the  fear  was  expressed  that  pupils  would  flock  into  it  in 
large  numbers  and  deplete  the  other  courses  and  lower  the 
standard  of  the  school.  I  believe  that  our  experience  shows 
the  fear  to  have  been  without  foundation.  From  a  compar- 
ison of  the  percentages  of  pupils  pursuing  the  different 
branches  of  study  this  year,  with  those  of  the  previous  year, 
it  will  be  found  that  the  percentages  of  pupils  taking  com- 
mercial subjects  this  year  are  as  likely  to  be  less  than  those 
of  last  year  as  greater,  and  that  some  of  the  traditional 
subjects  of  the  curriculum  like  Latin,  geometry,  etc.,  have  a 
larger  following  now  than  a  year  ago. 

Teachers. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  last  June,  the  school  suffered  (I 
almost   said  "as  usual"),    by   the   loss    of   several    of   its 
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teachers.  Mr.  Bailey  accepted  a  science  position  in  the 
Brockton  high  school,  Miss  Benson  is  now  teaching  in  the 
Bridgewater  high  school,  while  Miss  Staples  and  Miss  Brit- 
ton  have  left  the  ranks  of  teachers.  The  places  thus  made 
vacant  were  filled  during  the  summer  by  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Sumner  W.  Gushing,  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater 
normal  school  and  Harvard  University,  Miss  Carrie  M. 
Searle,  a  Boston  University  graduate  and  a  graduate  student 
of  Brown  University  in  Pedagogy  and  German,  Miss  M. 
Hannah  Wait,  of  our  own  High  school  and  Radcliffe  and 
Miss  Alice  L.  Nye  of  Colby  University,  a  teacher  of  expe- 
rience in  the  Mt.  Hermon  school,  Northfield,  Mass.,  and 
Marion  (O.)  High  school. 


Afternoon  Work. 

We  often  hear  the  fear  expressed  that  the  boys  and  girls 
of  the  present  day  are  less  in  earnest  and  less  self  reliant 
than  in  the  days  of  old.  From  the  district  school  and  the 
farm  came  a  strong  and  sturdy  manhood.  This  we  know. 
We  cannot  know  what  the  product  of  the  present  day  system 
will  turn  out  to  be.  It  is  yet  to  prove  itself.  However, 
there  are  indications  which  may  possibly  assist  in  the  forma- 
tion of  a  fair  estimate.  It  occurred  to  me  to  make  a  poll 
of  the  boys  of  the  High  school  with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
how  many  of  them  worked  afternoons  and  evenings  regu- 
larly and  what  wages  were  received.  The  boys  were 
requested,  but  not  required,  to  give  their  names  with  their 
returns  as  a  guarantee  of  good  faith.  The  returns  from  the 
119  boys  making  replies  to  my  questions  were  somewhat  of 
a  surprise  and  very  gratifying.  I  am  satisfied  from  my 
personal  knowledge  of  the  boys  making  returns,  the  figures 
annexed  are  conservative  rather  than  otherwise,  under  rather 
than  beyond  the  truth. 
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In  the  youngest  class  in  school,  16  work,  22  do  not.

The  average  amount  received  by  the  first  year  class  is 
$2.04  per  pupil  per  week,  by  the  2d  year,  $1.75,  by  the  3d, 
$2.02,  and  by  the  4th,  $2.81. 

At  the  above  rates  the  total  earnings  of  the  66  boys  for  a 
week  is  $135,  and  for  a  school  year  of  40  weeks,  $5,400. 

The  above  facts  must  be  reassuring  to  our  townspeople. 
They  afford  sufficient  evidence  that  school  boys,  certainly 
in  Wakefield,  are  at  least  ambitious  to  help  themselves. 
They  are  sufficient  answer  to  the  statement,  thoughtlessly 
made  sometimes,  that  High  school  boys  are  loafers.  Un- 
fortunately some  do  loaf,  though  not  nearly  so  many  as 
is  sometimes  supposed,  and  it  is  this  inconsiderable  number 
that  give  the  name  to  the  whole  body. 

Outside  Organizations. 

For  the  two  or  three  years  just  passed,  two  very  healthy 
societies  have  been  maintained  in  school,  one  by  the  boys 
and  one  by  the  girls.  The  two  societies  jointly  are  respon- 
sible for  the  school  paper  "The  Debater,"  a  very  creditable 
monthly.  The  societies  are  worthy  the  interest-  of  all 
Wakefield  citizens. 

Athletics  were  never  in  a  healthier  condition,  and  the 
clean  playing  of  our  teams  has  commended  them  to  the 
favorable  attention  of  many  of  our  citizens.  The  elegibility 
rules,  framed  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  any  from  play- 
ing on  the  teams  who  would  attend  school  principally  for 
that  purpose,  and  for  the  protection  of  bona  fida  students, 
have  been  closely  adhered  to.  The  relations  between  the 
teams  and  the  authorities  are  all  that  could  be  desired.

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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music. 


Me.  Alfred  C.  Thompson,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir  : — As  Supervisor  of  Music  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  progress  of  musical  instruction  in  our 
public  schools. 

The  work  in  all  grades  for  the  last  year  has  been  very 
satisfactory,  and  the  teachers  have  given  me  their  hearty 
support  which  contributes  very  much  to  make  the  study  of 
music  a  success.  The  pupils  have  manifested  a  lively 
interest  in  the  work  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest  grades. 

In  the  first  and  second  grades  careful  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  cultivation  of  tone  perception  combined  with 
voice  and  ear  training,  whereby  the  pupils  are  taught  to 
distinguish  and  recognize  the  different  tones  of  the  scale  and 
their  relation  to  each  other,  and  a  pure,  sweet  tone  is  cul- 
tivated from  the  very  first  lesson. 

Good  thorough  work  has  been  accomplished  in  these 
grades. 

The  third  and  fourth  grades  have  made  good  progress  in 
reading  and  singing  songs  and  exercises  in  all  of  the  nine 
keys,  different  time  signatures  and  key  signatures  have 
been  studied  and  the  names  of  the  different  characters  used 
in  musical  notation  have  been  learned. 

It  is  in  these  grades  that  the  foundation  is  laid  for  future 
reading  and  singing. 

In  grades  five  and  six  good  work  has  been  done,  and  the 
pupils  have  shown  excellent  results  from  the  years'  work  in 
sight  reading  and  good  intelligent  singing  of  two  .part  and 
in  some  rooms  three  part  singing ;  chromatic  tones  and 
intervals  have  been  introduced  and  learned,  and  more  difficult 
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time  exercises  studied.  The  interest  of  teachers  and  pupils 
in  these  grades  is  of  the  very  best. 

Grades  seven,  eight  and  nine  have  taken  up  the  more 
advanced  studies  of  major,  minor  and  chromatic  scales,  scale 
and  staff  intervals,  chords  and  their  inversions,  exercises  in 
all  keys  in  three  and  four  part  harmony. 

It  is  in  these  grades  when  the  pupil's  voice  is  undergoing 
what  is  termed  a  "change  in  voice,"  that  it  taxes  the 
patience,  skill  and  tact  of  the  teachers  to  get  the  pupil  to  try 
and  make  an  earnest  effort  to  take  part  in  the  exercise. 
Nevertheless  the  teachers  are  in  earnest  and  have  been  suc- 
cessful to  a  good  degree,  as  the  music  in  these  grades  will 
show. 

There  is  much  need  of  supplementary  music  in  all  the 
rooms  and  at  a  small  expense  it  might  be  provided  for  them. 

The  music  in  the  High  school  is  up  to  the  usual  standard, 
and  for  the  time  allowed,  only  one  period  a  week,  I  think 
the  pupils  are  doing  good  work. 

A  new  music  reader  must  be  furnished  for  this  school. 
The  present  reader  has  been  in  use  for  over  twenty-five 
years  and  teachers  and  pupils  are  desirous  for  some  new 
materia]  to  interest  and  stimulate  them  to  more  earnest 
work.  I  have  always  had  a  most  hearty  cooperation  from 
the  principal,  and  he  has  ably  seconded  my  efforts  to  make 
the  singing  a  success. 

It  is  not  expected  that  every  pupil  in  our  public  schools 
will  be  a  musician  or  a  good  singer,  but  if  a  majority  of 
them  learn  to  sing  and  cultivate  a  taste  for  it,  and  learn  to 
love  music  and  to  listen  to  it,  we  have  awakened  in  the  child 
something  that  is  uplifting  and  ennobling,  and  the  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  it  are  far  beyond  our  comprehension. 

The  youth  sent  out  into  the  world  with  some  years  of 
school  music^mingled  with  the  rest,  is  not  merely  polished  a 
little  brighter  in  one   spot,  he   is  alive  farther  in ;  there  is 
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more  of  him.     All  the  rest  has  come  to  its  true  value  with 
the  music  present. 

In  conclusion  permit  me  to  thank  you  and  the  music 
committee  of  the  school  board,  for  the  uniform  kindness 
that  you  have  at  all  times  shown  me,  and  the  aid  given  me 
to  make  the  work  pleasant  and  efficient.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of 
Drawing. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  :— 

The  subject  of  design  received  special  impetus  this  year, 
owing  to  an  invitation  from  the  president  of  the  Eastern 
Art  Teachers'  Association  to  illustrate  this  subject  by  pupils' 
work,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  at  Baltimore, 
April  22-24.  Supervisors  of  drawing  of  twenty  cities  and 
towns  were  asked  to  send  work  in  nature  and  object  draw- 
ing, manual  training,  basketry  and  other  subjects  for 
display  at  this  convention.  This  request  was  considered  a 
great  honor  by  teachers  and  pupils,  and  all  were  ambitious 
to  be  represented.  As  the  exhibition  was  limited  in  extent 
and  only  elementary  design  requested,  the  work  of  the 
grammar  grades  alone  was  represented. 

In  June,  a  loan  of  this  exhibit  was  asked  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Summer  school  for  teachers  in  Knoxville,  Term., 
which  was  attended  by  more  than  twenty-five  hundred 
people.  Eollowing  this  a  request  was  also  received  that  it 
might  become  a  part  of  a  permanent  exhibit  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Tennessee. 
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The  designs  included  rug  borders,  decorations  for  bowls, 
vases,  book  covers,  surface  patterns  for  textile  fabrics, 
stained  glass  windows  and  other  similar  subjects. 

The  whole  course  in  drawing  is  planned  to  give  as  much 
variety  and  scope  as  possible,  not  only  to  develop  artistic 
ability  and  the  love  of  beauty,  but  to  train  in  mechanical 
accuracy,  neatness  and  skilled  execution  along  many  lines 
of  work.  In  the  primary  grades  a  good  portion  of  the  time 
is  devoted  to  nature  drawing,  representing  with  colored 
crayons  bright  leaves,  flowers  and  fruit.  Manufactured 
objects  of  attractive  form  and  bright  color,  as  Japanese 
lanterns,  miniature  umbrellas  and  toys  are  drawTn  with  much 
pleasure  and  develop  considerable  power  of  observation. 
Brush  work  is  begun  in  the  third  grade  for  nature  drawing 
and  simple  design,  and  is  continued  through  all  the  grades 
with  increasing  interest  and  facility,  greatly  enriching  and 
extending  the  course  in  drawing  within  a  few  years.  Object 
drawing  is  considered  more  fully  in  the  higher  grades,  with 
drill  in  the  simpler  perspective  principles,  of  foreshortening 
and  convergence.  Groups  of  interesting  objects  are  repre- 
sented with  colored  crayon  pencils,  to  illustrate  composition 
and  arrangement.  Mechanical  drill  is  given  in  each  grade, 
working  drawings  for  the  Sloyd  models  being  the  work  in 
the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades.  More  pupils  in  the 
upper  classes  of  the  High  school  have  elected  drawing  than 
ever  before,  and  should  include  all  who  intend  to  pursue 
normal  or  technical  courses. 

No  concerted  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  beautify 
the  schoolroom  walls,  but  some  of  the  teachers  and  pupils 
in  the  Franklin  school  have  made  a  favorable  beginning  in 
that  new  building.

Mr.  Alfred  C.  Thompson,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir  : — In  this  department  the  system  of  work  as 
outlined  in  previous  reports  has  been  followed  with  but 
slight  variation. 

Only  fourteen  classes  began  sewing  when  it  was  intro- 
duced, while  the  past  year  there  have  been  twenty-five  classes. 
The  time  (four  days  each  week)  has  been  so  completely  oc- 
cupied that  several  classes  have  been  given  lessons  only  every 
other  week. 

Our  purpose  during  this  one  hour  a  week  is  to  teach  the 
pupils  to  make  only  such  things  as  they  can  measure,  plan 
and  do  for  themselves  under  direction,  and  in  this  way  in- 
terest and  ambition  are  easily  aroused,  and  almost  without 
realizing  that  they  are  working  hard,  they  will  discover  that 
they  can  use  hand,  eye  and  brain  to  make  articles  of  real  use 
and  value. 

We  feel  that  our  efforts  have  been  appreciated,  and  while 
there  is,  of  course,  still  room  for  improvement,  we  have  rea- 
son to  feel  gratified  with  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  work 
done  in  our  schools.

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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Sloyd. 


Mr.  A.  C.  Thompson,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir  : — In  presenting  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
Sloyd  department,  I  am  pleased  to  note  progress. 

The  two  upper  grades  are  working  more  independently 
and  more  rapidly,  and  are  doing  quite  as  accurate  work  as 
these  grades  did  last  year. 

There  are  about  two  hundred  pupils  receiving  instruction 
in  this  department — the  boys  of  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth 
grades,  several  High  school  boys,  and  four  ninth  grade  girls. 

The  course  introduced  last  year  remains  practically  the 
same.  Some  extra  models  have  been  introduced  to  suit  in- 
dividual interests  and  capabilities. 

Some  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  teachers  are  taking  card- 
board construction  with  the  boys  while  the  girls  of  these 
grades  have  sewing.  The  boys  are  interested  in  the  work, 
and  it  gives  a  good  preparation  for  the  bench  work  in  the 
higher  grades. 

I  think  it  is  quite  desirable  that  the  manual  work  be  ex- 
tended into  the  lower  grades.  Courses  of  hand  work  in  dif- 
ferent  material  might  be  furnished  at  very  slight  expense. 

I  want  to  emphasize  the  need  of  improvement  in  the  Sloyd 
room.  The  present  room  is  not  properly  heated  or  ventilated 
and  a  wooden  floor  is  much  needed. 

The  material  results  of  the  year's  work,  as  shown  at  the 
exhibition  in  June,  received  many  favorable  comments  and 
was  attended  by  a  large  number  of  parents  and  friends. 

The  value  of  Sloyd  or  educational  manual  training  is  now 
very^generally  accepted.     It  should  fit  for  more  complete

living.  It  should  train  the  hand  to  act  in  harmony  with  the 
mind.  By  this  training  of  the  hands  and  muscles  a  skill  and 
mastery  of  the  whole  body  is  acquired  that  would  otherwise 
be  wanting.

Dear  Sir  : — My  report  for  the  year  ending  Jan.  31,1 904, 
is  herewith  submitted. 

Number  of  cases  investigated,  83,  of  which  23  were  cases 
of  truancy,  39  negligence  of  parents,  15  cases  of  sickness, 
and  6  cases  of  non-attendance. 

During  the  year  I  have  called  on  the  Sweetser  Charity 
many  times  for  shoes  and  clothing,  and  have  always  found 
them  only  too  willing  to  assist  poor  children  so  they  could 
attend  school  regularly. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  public  for  the  many 
contributions  of  clothing  in  answer  to  my  appeal  in  the  Daily 
Item  in  December,  1903. 

During  the  year  two  cases  have  been  taken  to  court.  One 
case  was  placed  on  file;  the  other  was.  committed  to  the 
Middlesex  County  Truant  school  at  Chelmsford  for  a  term 
of  two  years.

I  find  officers,  non-coms,  and  privates,  as  a  rule,  willing 
and  anxious  to  learn,  as  well  as  quick  to  grasp  the  meaning 
arid  proper  execution  of  both  marching  movements  and  man- 
ual of  arms.  This  year,  as  in  the  past,  this  line  of  study  is 
optional  with  the  students,  but  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  battalion  a  system  of  marking  has  been  introduced  hav- 
ing a  bearing  on  each  boyfs  standing  as  a  student,  as  in  other 
branches  of  study,  which  is  of  great  benefit  in  all  ways. 

The  time  devoted  to  drill  each  week,  one  period  (about 
thirty  minutes  actual  working  time) ,  is  not  sufficient  to  give 
the  best  results.  Each  company  should  have  its  separate 
period,  making  two  drill  periods  each  week,  for  the  first 
three  months  of  each  school  year  at  least. 

Portable  arms  racks  have  been  provided,  which  greatly 
facilitate  the  work  at  the  armory.  It  is  my  aim  this  year  to 
turn  out  two  companies  of  soldiei%s,  well  versed  in  both 
marching  movements  and  manual  of  arms,  and  having  the 
set-up  of  the  soldier. 

I  would  here  take  occasion  to  thank  the  School  Committee, 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Principal  of  the  High  school 
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for  their  earnest  and  helpful  cooperation  with  me  in  this 

work.

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Report  of 
riunicipal  Light  Board. 


The  Municipal  Light  Board  begs  to  submit  its  annual  re- 
port for  the  town  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1904  : 

The  Light  Plant  for  the  past  year  has  been  operated  under 
extremely  unfavorable  conditions,  as  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing: 

Our  receipts  have  been  decreased  materially  by  the  recent 
reduction  in  the  prices  of  both  gas  and  electricity. 

The  price  of  coal,  representing  our  largest  item  of  ex- 
pense, has  also  continued  at  an  abnormally  high  figure. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  main  items  in  both 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  have  been  adversely  effected, 
and  to  a  marked  degree. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  have  lost  Stoneham  as  a  con- 
sumer, also  one  of  our  largest  customers  in  Wakefield,  the 
latter  having  displaced  gas  for  illumination  by  electricity, 
operated  by  a  private  electric  plant. 

Discounts  are  also  allowed  on  all  bills,  whereas  in  the  pre- 
vious year  only  such  bills  were  subject  to  it  as  represented  a 
monthly  consumption  of  1,000  feet. 

The  arc  lights  are  also  run  up  to  1  a.  m.,  instead  of 
12.30,  as  previously. 

We  are  pleased  to  state,  however,  that  irrespective  of  the 
above  facts  a  more  favorable  condition  of  affairs  has  existed, 
a  healthy  increase  in  the  business  being  shown  in  both 
departments. 

Whereas  in  the  electric  department  .it  will  be  noticed  that 
the  gross  income  from  all  sources  is  less  than  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  the  gross  sales  of  electric  current  show  a  good 
increase.     The  amount,  however,  by  which  we  should  have 
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benefitted,  is  considerably  reduced  by  discounts  not  hereto- 
fore allowed.  Notwithstanding  these  facts,  a  net  gain  of  10 
per  cent,  is  shown. 

The  gas  consumption,  as  compared  with  that  of  Wakefield 
alone  last  year,  also  shows  an  equal  increase  of  10  per  cent. 

There  is  still  a  growing  demand  for  gas  stoves,  as  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  we  have  installed  an  even  greater  number 
than  in  the  past  year. 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  present  management 
to  make  promptly  such  repairs  as  were  necessary  to  maintain 
the  efficiency  of  the  plant,  and  to  this  item  of  repairs  we  have 
annually  devoted  about  $2,500  of  our  income.  We  feel  that 
we  are  justified  in  saying  that  the  plant  is  now  in  a  better 
condition  than  ever  before  in  its  history. 

The  quality  of  our  gas  is  sometimes  criticised,  where  in 
reality  it  is  a  defective  or  poor  grade  of  mantle  that  is  at 
fault. 

As  has  been  customary  for  the  past  few  years,  we  have 
asked  for  no  appropriation  for  maintenance  other  than  the 
receipts  of  the  plant. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  carry  over  some  unpaid  bills, 
which  will,  however,  be  materally  reduced  by  the  first  of 
March. 

We  feel  that  the  natural  increased  receipts  of  the  plant 
will  be  sufficient  to  cover  our  expenditures  for  the  coming 
year. 

In  view  of  the  increased  consumption  of  gas,  however,  we 
find  that  the  present  benches  of  3's  are  entirely  inadequate  to 
take  care  of  the  business  at  the  time  of  renewing  retorts  in 
the  bench  of  6's,  and  we  consequently  recommend  an  appro- 
priation of  $3,300,  to  replace  these  with  a  new  bench  of  6's, 
an  article  for  which  will  appear  in  the  town  warrant.

Gentlemen  : — The  tenth  annual  report  of  the  manager 
showing  the  operation  of  the  plant  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1904,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  sales  of  electric  current  are  larger  than  last  vear. 
The  sales  of  gas  are  less,  owing  to  the  discontinuance  of  the 
supply  to  Stoneham  and  of  a  large  consumer  in  Wakefield. 
Outside  of  these  two  instances  a  gain  is  shown. 

A  horse,  wagon,  sleigh  and  harness  were  purchased. 
Retubed  one  boiler,  repaired  main  steam  pipes,  placed  six 
new  retorts  in  bench  of  sixes  and  made  repairs  on  pole  lines 
and  appliances  as  required  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the 
plant.  Fifty-three  ranges,  twenty  heaters  and  fifty  services 
have  been  connected. 

The  street  lights  (145)  were  operated  1652  hours.  Moon- 
light schedule,  1220  hours. 

The  incandescent  service  is  operated  4811  hours.

Auditors'  Final  Statement.

We  have  examined  the  vouchers  for  these  payments  and 
have  also  verified  the  arithmetic  of  all  bills  coming  before 
the  board  of  selectmen  for-  payment  during  the  year,  and 
our  report  upon  them  wil^be  found  arranged  in  the  depart- 
ments to  which  they  belong. 

We  have  verified  the  accounts  of  such  departments  as  pay 
money  to  the  treasurer ;  we  have  examined  the  books  of  the 
collector  of  taxes,  and  of  Albert  W.  Flint,  treasurer  of  the 
library  and  reading  room,  and  find  them  correct.  We  have 
also  examined  the  accounts  of  Mr.  Flint  as  town  treasurer, 
and  find  them  correct,  with  the  proper  vouchers  for  all  pay- 
ments made  by  him  and  that  he  has  a  cash  balance  of 
$11843.39  in  the  Wakefield  National  bank. 

We  also  certify  that  he  has  securities  and  deposits  repre- 
senting the  various  trust  funds  now  in  his  charge. 

The  unexpended  balance  of  Cemetery  Committee,  Common 
and  Park,  Water  and  Railroad  street  land  damages,  School, 
Sewerage  System,  Municipal  Light  Plant,  Highway  and 
Bridges,  Oak  street,  Public  Library,  Town  Hall,  Richardson 
Light  Guard  and  Grading  at  Greenwood  Hose  House,  are 
available  for  next  year  either  on  account  of  contracts  pend- 
ing,  or  by  past  votes  of  the  town. 
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The  overdraft  on  Main  street  land  damages  will  be  refund- 
ed to  the  town  by  the  county. 

After  the  report  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  had  been 
made  out  and  printed,  and  the  Auditors'  account  of  their 
expenses  had  been  closed  up  and  sent  to  press  as  well, 
$25.00  was  turned  over  by  the  commissioners  to  the  Town 
Treasurer.  This  accounts  for  the  larger  amount  which  ap- 
pears on  the  Treasurer's  balance  sheet,  and  makes  their  ac- 
count that  much  the  better. 

To  avoid  either  lapsing  the  Jan.  payment  or  overdrawing 
Soldiers'  Relief,  a  balance  of  $145  of  Military  Aid,  and 
$41.64  available  in  the  Miscellaneous  Appropriation  was 
transferred  by  Selectmen  to  Soldiers'  Eelief . 

We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Municipal  Light 
Plant  and  find  them  to  be  correct. 

All  payments  made  by  this  department  are  paid  by  orders 
drawn  by  the  selectmen  and  vouchers  for  same  are  on  file  at 
the  Town  Hall  where  they  may  be  seen  at  any  time. 

We  invite  any  citizen  who  desires  a  closer  knowledge  of 
bills  and  accounts  of  the  town  to  make  application  to  this 
board  and  same  will  be  gladly  answered. 

In  compliance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  we  have  compiled 
the  annual  town  report  and  submit  the  same.

Resignations  and  Appointments. 

Chief  of  Police  John  M.  Cate,  resigned  the  duties  of  his 
office  April  21.  His  letter  of  resignation  was  laid  upon  the 
table  for  one  week  when  it  was  taken  up  and  accepted. 
The  board  was  particularly  fortunate  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  T.  O.  D.  Urquhart  of  Manchester,  Mass.,  to 
fill  this  important  position.  Mr.  Urquhart  commenced  his 
duties  as  chief  of  the  police  of  Wakefield  May  1,  receiving 
the  same  salary  as  his  predecessor,  Mr.  Cate.  On  Nov.  25, 
Chief  Urquhart's  resignation  was  received  asking  to  be  re- 
lieved from  the  duties  of  his  office,  on  or  before  Jan.  1, 
1905,  as  a  much  larger  salary  had  been  offered  him  at  Ar-, 
lington.  On  Dec.  29,  the  board  voted  to  accept  his  resig- 
nation to  take  effect  Jan.  1,  as  requested — and  unanimously 
passed  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he 
had  performed  his  duties  as  chief  of  police  of  Wakefield. 
By  vote  of  the  board  one  of  oar  popular  night  watchmen, 
Mr.  James  A.  McFadden,  was  appointed  acting  chief  of 
police  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.  On  May  12,  Chief  of 
Police  Urquhart  was  appointed  lock-up  keeper,  the  duties 
of  the  office  naturally  devolving  upon  this  official,  salary 
$50  per  year.  On  Oct.  20,  Allen  Bouve  resigned  as  Dept. 
Inspector  in  Prec.  1,  and  S.  Alex.  Dearborn  was  appointed 
to  fill  his  place. 

On  Dec.  1,  George  W.  Linnell's  resignation  as  a  member 
of  the  board  of  auditors  was  received  and  accepted,  and  on 
Dec.  22,  Charles  S.  Emerson  was  duly  elected  to  fill  his 
place. 
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The  board  of  selectmen  have  held  52  regular  and  3  special 
sessions.  During  the  year  3135  orders  have  been  drawn 
on  the  town  treasurer,  amounting  to  $210,057.56.  Appli- 
cations for  89  building  permits  have  been  granted  with  an 
estimated  value  of  $90,000.  This  is  one  of  the  healthful 
signs,  and  speaks  louder  than  words  for  our  town's  growth 
and  prosperity. 

Licenses. 

The  subject  of  licenses  has  claimed  and  received  consid- 
erable attention.  The  large  number  of  applications  for 
peddlers'  licenses,  shows  how  desirable  such  grants  aie. 
The  large  number  of  ' '  tradesmen  "  of  our  town  who  con- 
tribute so  largely  to  the  support  of  our  institutions,  and  by 
their  taxes  help  to  pay  our  bills,  feel  that  non-residents, 
seeking  licenses  to  do  business  in  Wakefield,  should  be 
required  to  pay  for  such  privilege,  a  reasonable  fee.  This 
matter  is  being  discussed  in  trade  circles,  and  the  town  will 
undoubtedly  be  asked  to  protect  her  tradesmen  tax  payers 
by  establishing  an  equitable  license  fee  for  all  non-resident 
applicants. 

In  past  years  the  number  of  peddlers'  licenses  has  no^ 
been  restricted.  A  smaller  number  of  licenses  and  a  larger 
fee,  would  seem  to  be  the  right  solution  of  this  problem. 
The  board  voted  to  restrict  the  number  of  junk  dealers'  licen- 
ses to  five,  and  a  fee  of  $10  was  established.  Victualers' 
licenses  seem  to  be  self -regulating,  and  show  an  increasing 
number  who  are  ready  to  abide  by  the  law's  requirements, 
and  cater  to  the  public  as  their  wants  may  require. 

Military. 

Nothing  has  occurred  to  check  or  mar  the  prestige  of  our 
military.  Company  A  still  maintains  her  lead  under  the 
close  personal  attention  of  her  gallant  captain,  J.  H. 
McMahon.     During   the   year  a  change  in  conditions    has 
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occurred  at  the  rifle  range — Mr.  Thos.  Cox  having  sold  the 
land  occupied  by  the  R.  L.  G.  as  a  rifle  range,  to  the  Bay 
State  Rifle  Association,  subject  to  the  lease  held  by  the  town, 
a  committee  of  conference  was  held,  and  favorable  and 
satisfactory  arrangements  were  made,  and  a  contract  drawn 
up  giving  Company  A.  the  use  of  what  will  be,  when  com- 
pleted, one  of  the  finest  rifle  ranges  in  the  state,  at  the  same 
cost  to  the  company  as  they  were  paying  under  the  Cox 
lease.  The  buildings  that  were  used  by  Company  A  were 
sold  to  the  B.  S.  R.  association  for  what  was  considered 
their  full  value,  $100,  and  the  money  turned  in  to  the 
town's  treasury.  The  roof  of  the  drill  shed  of  the  armory 
has  been  newly  covered  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the 
town,  and  some  repairs  made  on  the  roof  of  the  main  build- 
ing. Sewer  connections  will  undoubtedly  have  to  be  made 
in  the  near  future  to  conform  to  the  ordinances  of  the  board 
of  health. 

Soldiers'  Relief. 

The  good  work  done  by  the  preceding  board  in  causing  a 
personal  investigation  of  each  beneficiary,  and  adjusting 
relief  to  meet  the  requirements  of  each  individual  case,  was 
continued  under  the  direction  of  the  present  board.  In- 
equalities found  by  the  former  board  were  not  so  apparent 
to  the  committee  on  military  (who  has  charge  of  this  depart- 
ment) in  his  visits  this  year,  conditions  are  constantly 
changing,  the  old  are  growing  older  fast,  and  each  year 
there  will  be  added  to  the  list  new  names,  those  who 
have  heretofore  battled  for  themselves,  but  who  now  find 
their  health  and  strength  failing,  and  they  turn  in  the 
direction  from  which  succor  should  rightfully  come.  Others 
who  have  partly  sustained  themselves,  or  received  help 
from  friends,  find  themselves  unable  longer  to  do  so,  and  will 
rightfully  expect  to  receive  such  help  as  their  necessities 
may  demand.     The  board  held  a  special  meeting  on  May 
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26,  and  gave  one  evening's  attention  to  the  committee's 
report  on  our  soldier  beneficiaries,  adjusting  them  where 
necessary  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  applicants. 

Street  Railroads. 

There  yet  remains  an  uncompleted  section  of  street  rail- 
way, the  franchise  for  which  was  granted  to  the  Boston  & 
Northern  Street  R.  R.  Co.,  in  1901,  that  of  double  tracking, 
straightening  and  widening  Water  street  to  the  Saugus  line. 
The  1901  franchise  expired  Oct.  3,  1904,  and  has  been 
renewed  for  one  year  with  assurance  of  its  completion 
within  that  time.  This  line,  if  completed  as  contemplated, 
(viz.  double  tracking  to  Lynn),  will  make  this  section  of 
street  railroad  one  of  the  important  links  in  our  railway 
system.  The  building  of  the  elegant  new  baih  house  at 
Lynn  Beach  by  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission,  plans 
for  which  have  been  completed  and  accepted,  and  the  con- 
nection with  the  new  electric  car  line  to  Nahant  will  insure 
patronage  that  can  only  be  handled  satisfactorily  by  a  double 
track  road. 

Town  Hall. 

The  installing  of  an  arc  light  over  the  main  entrance  to  the 
hall  and  the  discarding  and  removal  of  the  antiquated  lamp 
po^ts  from  the  sidewalk  in  front  affords  the  public  a  much 
better  lighted  entrance  and  materially  improves  the  appear- 
ance and  surroundings  of  the  hall.  Similar  lights  should  be 
installed  over  the  north  and  south  entrances,  thus  giving  a 
much  needed  light,  both  to  the  hall  and  the  streets  adjacent. 

Having  complied  with  all  requirements  as  ordered  by  the 
Inspection  Department  of  the  District  Police,  the  Board 
filed  an  application  for  a  hall  license  in  accordance  wTith  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  450,  Acts  of  the  year  1904.  "  An 
act  relative  to  the  licensing  and  inspection  of  theatres  and 
public  halls."

The  application  was  favorably  acted  upon  and  a  license 
has  been  duly  issued  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Four  tire  extinguishers  have  been  purchased  and  put  in 
commission,  making  seven  of  these  machines  now  ready  for 
use  in  the  hall. 

Railings  have  been  built  on  the  north  and  south  balcony 
stairs. 

All  steam  pipes  coming  in  contact  with  wood  work  have 
been  protected  by  means  of  metal  sleeves  or  bushings. 

All  exits  have  been  properly  marked  and  all  obstructions 
at  ways  of  egress  removed. 

Everything  has  been  done  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  pub- 
lic and  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  any  danger  from  panic  or 
conflagration,  all  having  successfully  passed  the  careful 
scrutiny  and  received  the  approval  of  the  State  Inspectors. 

Heakings  and  Petitions. 

There  have  been  eight  petitions  presented  by  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  asking  to 
locate  and  relocate  poles  and  to  lay  conduits.  Hearings 
have  been  granted  after  due  notice  had  been  given  to  the 
abutters,  and  with  the  exception  of  Yale  avenue,  their 
requests  have  all  been  granted. 

The  Town  of  Lakeville's  hearing,  held  at  State  House, 
April  27,  relative  to  Great  Ponds  and  their  supervision  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  was  attended  by  the  chairman 
and  Rep.  G.  M.  Poland.  The  committee,  after  a  two  days' 
hearing,  decided  not  to  restrict  the  State  Board  of  Health 
supervision  over  the  Great  Ponds  and  water  supply  of  our 
State. 

November  17  there  was  a  hearing  before  the  Legislative 
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Sewerage  Committee,  acting  under  a  resolve  of  the  Legis- 
lature  of  1904,  introduced  by  Rep.  G.  M.  Poland.  Wake- 
field's interests  were  fully  represented,  and  her  right  to  an 
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equitable  adjustment  of  the  expense  of  her  trunk  sewer  was 
ably  presented  by  our  town  council,  M.  E.  S.  Clemons, 
and  other  town  officials.  The  report  of  this  committee  has 
been  made,  and  is  adverse  to  the  contention  made  by  the 
town  and  her  interests. 

On  December  28  the  subject  of  State  roads  was  discussed 
by  the  Board.  As  a  result,  N.  E.  Cutler,  chairman,  and 
John  A.  Meloney,  committee  on  streets,  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  arrange  for  a  hearing  before  the  Massachu- 
setts  Highway  Commission.  A  conference  was  secured  for 
Thursday,  January  5,  at  which  time  N.  E.  Cutler,  chair- 
man, J.  A.  Meloney,  Representative  Poland,  and  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets  Mr.  Cutter,  were  present,  when  a  State 
road  for  Wakefield  was  considered.  After  much  discussion 
and  comparing  of  notes,  and  listening  to  the  plans  of  the 
commissioners,  and  suggestions  that  were  made,  that  a  sec- 
tion of  State  road  running  from  Wakefield  to  Salem,  through 
Lynnfield  and  Peabody,  if  petitioned  for,  would  be  consid- 
ered, it  was  decided  to  postpone  the  hearing  for  three  weeks, 
and  we  Avere  asked  to  secure  the  attendance  of  those  inter- 
ested at  this  adjourned  meeting.  The  towns  and  cities 
through  which  the  road,  if  built,  will  run,  all  signified  their 
willingness  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  secure  the  building 
of  this  road. 

This  section,  if  secured  and  completed,  will  eventuate  in 
a  continuous  State  road  from  Wakefield  to  the  city  of  New- 
bury port,  passing  through  Beverly  and  Beverly  Farms. 
Wakefield  has  been  long  suffering  and  expectant,  waiting  to 
secure  a  section  of  State  road.  The  route  above  outlined, 
if  built,  will  give  us  about  two  miles  of  State  highway  with- 
in our  boundaries,  and  a  pleasant  drive  into  Essex  County. 
Owing  to  the  severity  of  the  weather  and  the  bad  roads, 
Peabody  and  Salem  were  not  represented  at  this  hearing, 
and  a  furthur  postponement  of  one  week  was  agreed  upon, 
to  be  held  February  2,  at  2  p.  m. 
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Feb.  2,  1905. — The  adjourned  hearing  before  the  Mass. 
Highway  Commission  was  held  this  afternoon.  Wakefield's 
interests  were  looked  after  by  Nathaniel  E.  Cutler,  John  A. 
Meloney  and  Thomas  Gr.  O'Connell,  representing  the  board 
of  Selectmen.  The  town  of  Lynntield  was  represented  by 
Geo.  M.  Roundy,  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen. 
Peabody  by  Andrew  N.  Jacobs  and  Frederick  Culien. 
Mayor  Wallace  of  Beverly  was  also  present.  After  a  full 
discussion,  and  the  claims  of  each  town  were  fully  presented, 
the  committee  took  the  matter  under  advisement,  to  report 
their  conclusions  as  soon  as  considered  by  them. 

On  Aug.  11,  a  petition  was  presented  to  your  board 
signed  by  E.  K.  Bowser,  Esq.,  and  others,  calling  the  Kail- 
road  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  inequalities  of  fares 
demanded  by  the  Boston  &  Northern  Street  R.  R.  Co.,  from 
Maiden  to  Wakefield.  At  a  later  meeting  of  the  board  a 
conference  was  held  with  Mr.  Bowser,  and  on  Sept.  1  the 
board  petitioned  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  with  a  view  of 
securing  a  more  equitable  adjustment  of  the  fares  noted, — 
it  costing  5  cents  more  to  board  the  cars  at  the  Fells  for 
Wakefield,  than  from  Maiden  square.  A  hearing  was  held, 
and  while  the  contention  was  not  denied,  the  commissioners 
decided  that  the  rates  established  were  not  oppressive  or 
unreasonable,  and  gave  the  petitioners  leave  to  withdraw. 
The  case  for  the  petitioners  was  ably  presented  by  our  town 
counsel. 

On  Nov.  3,  a  letter  received  from  the  fish  and  game 
commissioners  (in  answer  to  a  petition  from  }Tour  board, 
asking  to  have  Lake  Quannapowitt  stocked  with  edible 
fish),  stated  that  they  had  complied  with  the  request, 
and  that  the  lake  had  been  stocked  with  rainbow  trout,  which 
when  full  grown  attain  a  large  size,  ranging  from  4  to  8 
pounds.  The  usual  restrictions  on  fishing  were  imposed, 
and  our  fish  commissioners  were  instructed  to  see  that  strict 
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compliance  with  the  laws  were  enforced,  a  copy  of  which 
has  been  printed  and  posted  about  the  lake. 

On  Nov.  3,  a  petition  having  been  received  from  resi- 
dents of  Yale  avenue  and  vicinity  asking  for  better  and 
safer  facilities  for  getting  on  and  off  the  electric  cars  on 
North  avenue  at  the  junction  with  Yale  avenue,  it  was 
voted  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  chairman  to  take  up  with 
the  street  railway  officials,  with  a  view  to  allowing  passen- 
gers to  board  and  leave  the  cars  on  the  east  side  of  the 
street,  (the  west  side  at  this  point  being  deemed  unsafe  to 
be  so  used.)  The  street  railway  company  readily  granted 
the  petition  and  instructed  the  conductors  to  open  the  gates 
and  allow  passengers  to  board  and  leave  the  cars  as  asked 
for. 

Legal  Department* 


This  department  has  been  directly  under  the  control  of 
our  town  council,  M.  E.  S.  Clemmons,  Esq.,  and  it  is 
needless  to  say,  many  matters  have  been  turned  over  to 
him,  and  have  received  his  prompt  and  efficient  attention. 
The  amount  and  character  of  his  work  will  be  found  in  his 
detailed  report,  showing  that  every  year  there  is  an  increas- 
ing demand  for  his  services.

Liquor  Law  Enforcement. 

There  have  been  ten  liquor  search  warrants  procured 
from  the  court  during  the  year  and  served.  Of  this  num- 
ber nine  raids  were  successful,  and  as  a  result  on  June  3, 
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a  warrant  was  issued  for  Madame  Franciska.  She  was 
arrested  for  keeping  a  disorderly  house  (a  place  resorted  to 
for  the  purpose  of  prostitution  and  drinking.)  She  was 
found  guilty  at  the  District  Court  and  fined  $50 ;  she 
appealed  and  at  the  Superior  Court  pleaded  guilty,  and  was 
later  defaulted. 

July  12,  a  warrant  was  issued  for  Dominic  Cardello  for 
keeping  a  liquor  nuisance  ;  he  was  tried,  found  guilty  and 
fined  $50.  He  appealed  and  after  a  trial  at  the  Superior 
Court  he  was  again  found  guilty  and  fined  $100,  which 
he  paid. 

August  3,  W.  C.  Jordan,  William  J.  Brown,  and  Henry 
M.  Goodwin  were  summoned  to  court  on  the  charge  of 
keeping  a  liquor  nuisance  at  the  Jordan  Pharmacy  on  Main 
street ;  Brown  and  Goodwin  assumed  proprietorship  of  the 
place  and  they  each  paid  a  fine  of  $50.  The  case  against 
Jordan  was  nol  prossed. 

August  10,  Ralph  L.  Gamaldo,  of  26  Water  street,  was 
arrested  for  keeping  a  liquor  nuisance  ;  after  a  trial  he  was 
found  guilty  and  fined  $100,  which  he  paid. 

August  18,  Dennis  Murphy,  house  off  Green  street,  near 
Main,  was  arrested  for  keeping  a  liquor  nuisance,  and  at 
the  District  Court  he  pleaded  guilty  and  paid  a  fine  of  $50. 

August  29,  Rose  Blake,  on  Elm  street,  and  Albert  Taylor 
were  arrested  for  keeping  a  liquor  nuisance.  At  court  Rose 
pleaded  guilty  and  claimed  that  she  was  the  sole  proprietor 
of  the  establishment.  The  court  continued  her  case  for 
sentence  and  she  was  defaulted.  The  case  against  Ta}rlor 
was  nol  prossed. 

November  9,  Jonathan  B.  Hennigar  was  summoned  to 
court  to  answer  to  the  charge  of  keeping  and  maintaining  a 
liquor  nuisance  and  pleaded  guilty,  and  on  the  promise  to 
never  again  sell  liquor,  his  case  was  continued  for  sentence. 

Dec.  9,  a  search  warrant  was  served  on  John  Cross, 
110   Water  street,   and   300  gallons   of  wine  in  7  barrels 
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seized,  and  on  the  same  date  a  warrant  was  served  on  Joseph 
Sullo,  61  Valley  street,  and  50  gallons  of  wine  and  20  gal- 
lons of  cider  seized. 

Owing  to  the  large  quantity  seized,  the  matter  will  be 
heard  at  the  superior  court. 

Dec.  31,  a  warrant  was  served  on  Ralph  L.  Gamaldo,  26 
Water  street,  and  20  bottles  of  lager  beer,  1  quart  of  whis- 
key and  2  quarts  of  port  wine  were  seized. 

Gamaldo  was  arrested  on  the  charge  of  keeping  and  ex- 
posing liquors  for  sale  and  pleaded  guilty,  and  upon  his 
signing  a  written  agreement  to  keep  within  the  laws,  and 
especially  the  liquor  law,  while  he  remains  a  resident  of 
Wakefield,  he  was  fined  $50,  to  be  paid  Feb.  4,  1905. 

There  is  no  question  but  what  8  out  of  every  10  cases 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  police  is  caused  directly  by 
liquor. 

That  evidence  can  be  procured  and  convictions  obtained, 
has  been  amply  demonstrated,  but  no  person  can,  be  he 
ever  so  alert,  wholly  eradicate  this  evil.  The  business  can, 
however,  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  with  no  great  effort. 

In  the  gathering  of  evidence  we  have  not  at  any  time 
employed  outside  help,  the  evidence  has  been  collected  in 
all  cases  by  members  of  the  police  department,  and  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  various  cases  at  court  we  have  not 
engaged  counsel  but  have  prosecuted  our  own  cases. 

The  amount  of  fines  imposed  for  the  violation  of  the 
liquor  law  was  $450.00. 

The  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  the  last  eight  years 
is  as  follows:  1897,  56;  1898,  72;  1899,  63;  1900,46; 
1901,  61;   1902,  54;   1903,  52;   1904,  49.

The  Tramp  Question. 

So  much  has  been  said  and  so  little  done  on  this  subject 
to  relieve  this  long  suffering  community,  that  perhaps  it  is 
not  best  to  say  too  much  on  this  matter,  but  we  have  been 
asked  so  many  times  as  to  what  methods  are  applied  that 
perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  give  you  some  facts  regarding 
this  class  of  people. 

These  people  should,  to  my  mind,  be  handled  through  the 
police  and  the  poor  departments,  and  they  should  work 
together  on  this  subject  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town  ; 
this  has  not  always  been  done. 

In  the  first  place  charity  begins  at  home,  and  to  handle  this 
question  you  cannot  let  sympathy  overrun  better  judgment, 
as  has  been  done,  but  you  can  by  common  sense  and  business 
methods  reduce  this  element  from  the  thousands  you  have 
been  having  to  less  than  a  hundred. 

You  cannot  with  justice  invite  this  wandering  fraternity 
to  partake  of  the  hospitality  of  your  poor  department  for  a 
night  and  have  them  turned  loose  early  in  the  morning  to 
annoy  the  good  housewife  and  in  turn  have  complaint  after 
complaint  lodged  with  the  police  about  their  conduct. 

If  it  is  the  duty  of  the  poor  department  to  lodge  these 
people  without  question,  it  is  also  their  duty  to  see  to  it 
that  the  citizens  of  the  town  are  not  annoyed  by  them. 

The  experience  that  was  had  by  many  places  last  winter 
with  some  of  this  class  should  be  an  everlasting  lesson  to 
any  community  to  use  the  greatest  precaution  about  harbor- 
ing this  class,  and  the  many  breaks  and  robberies  and  at 
least  one  murder  were  easily  traced  to  the  door  of  those 
hobos  who  first  put  up  at  night  at  the  local  tramp  house  in 
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order  to  get  next  to  local  conditions  and  movements  of  the 
local  police. 

With  these  facts  in  view  the  overseers  of  the  poor  called 
your  chief  of  police  to  confer  with  them  and  see  if  by  a 
united  effort  the  town  could  not  be  gotten  rid  of  this  unde- 
sirable element,  and  as  a  result  of  that  meeting,  on  the  12th 
of  December  the  police  took  charge  of  the  putting  up  the 
tramps  without  additional  cost  to  either  department.  A  slip 
was  printed  with  the  following  questions  which  were  asked 
of  each  person  that  applied  for  lodgings  ;  the  questions  are 
as  follows:  What  is  your  name?  How  old  are  you? 
Where  were  you  born  ?  Your  home  is  where  ?  When  were 
you  there  last?  Who  did  you  work  for  last?  When? 
How  long?  Where  did  you  stop  last  night,  and  for  the 
three  preceeding  nights  ? 

As  a  result  of  these  questions  and  investigations  as  to 
their  truthfulness,  numerous  arrests  were  made  for  vagran- 
cy, so  that  now  no  tramps  have  desired  to  stop  in  your 
tramp  house  since  December  13,  1904. 

The  tramp  has  found  out  that  the  police  are  determined 
to  make  it  warm  for  them  and  are  giving  the  place  a  wide 
berth. 

Recommendations  . 

Complaint  has  been  made  on  several  occasions  during  the 
year  in  regard  to  Sunday  picnics,  and  of  trouble  on  other 
days  at  what  is  known  as  Rosson's  Grove. 

Large  parties  from  other  places  hold  gatherings  there 
without  the  knowledge  of  the  proper  authorities  and  without 
license,  making  police  interference  at  times  necessary. 

That  such  conditions  ma}^  not  again  arise,  I  recommend 
that  the  town  accept  the  provisions  of  chapter  102,  sections 
178,  179  and  180  of  The  Revised  Laws  of  Mass.,  relatingto 
picnic  groves,  thereby  giving  the  selectmen  authority  to 
grant  licenses  and  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they 
deem  proper  for  the  management  of  the  same. 
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It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  on  some  of  the  principal 
streets  of  the  town  that  the  awnings  are  so  low  that  they 
are  an  obstruction,  and  a  person  of  medium  stature  cannot 
pass  under  without  rubbing  them,  which  on  rainy  days  is  a 
very  great  nuisance  I  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  by-law  : 

No  person  shall  establish  or  maintain  over  any  part  of  any 
street  any  awning  or  shade,  unless  the  lowest  part  of  the 
same  shall  be  at  least  seven  feet  above  the  street,  and  unless 
the  same  shall  be  securely  fastened  to  a  building. 

The  police  department  consists  of  a  chief  of  police,  with 
a  night  watch  of  two  men,  officers  James  A.  McFadden  and 
Edward  F.  Poland,  and  in  regard  to  the  night  watch,  I  wish 
to  state  that  two  more  faithful  or  conscientous  men  never 
donned  a  uniform  and  they  have  performed  their  various 
duties  with  honor  to  the  town  and  credit  to  themselves. 

Besides  the  above,  there  is  a  list  of  some  18  or  20  special 
police  officers,  of  which  a  very  few  only  are  obtainable  in 
case  of  an  emergency  during  the  day. 

Some  of  them  should  never  receive  a  commission,  and 
more  care  should  be  used  in  the  selection  of  these  men 
who  by  virtue  of  the  office,  are  given  almost  unlimited 
powers. 

A  police  department  is  one  of  the  most  essential  things  in 
any  community  ;  to  it  is  intrusted  the  care  and  moral  wTelfare 
of  the  community  and  by  it  the  moral  condition  of  the  com- 
munity is  represented. 

The  primary  duty  of  a  police  officer  is  to  prevent  crime 
and  failing  this  to  procure  its  punishment. 

For  this  purpose  he  is  invested  with  broad  powers  and 
may  perform  any  act  consistent  with  the  rights  of  others  and 
with  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion  on  his  part. 

But  it  should  be  understood  that  neither  the  state  nor  the 
municipality  whose  officer  he  is  assumes  any  responsibility 
for  his  wrongful  action. 
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Physical  and  mental  ability  and  moral  character  should  be 
considered  and  politics  eliminated. 

The  town  has  year  after  year  neglected  to  provide  suitable 
police  protection  for  its  inhabitants,  and  I  want  to  simply 
repeat  what  other  chiefs  have  often  told  you,  that  is,  the  town 
should  have  at  its  command  a  police  department,  I  will  not 
enter  into  detail  in  this  matter,  but  I  will  say  this,  however, 
that  no  man  who  has  the  best  interests  of  this  town  at  heart 
can  help  but  see  that  this  is  true. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  town  adopt  so  much  of  chap- 
ter 19  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of 
police  officers  under  the  civil  service ;  and  that  you  have  a 
police  department  to  consist  of  five  patrolmen,  and  a  chief, 
and  that  for  the  maintaining  of  such  a  department  the  sum 
of  $5500.00,  together  with  the  court  fines,  be  appropriated. 
I  would  also  recommend  that  not  over  four  special  police  be 
assigned  for  the  extra  police  work  and  that  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  all  specials  the  right  to  carry  fire-arms  and  billies 
should  be  discouraged. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  your  honorable  board  for 
the  kindly  assistance  and  advice  given  me  during  the  year. 

To  his  Honor  Judge  Bruce,  and  his  assistants  Judges 
Libby  and  Sweetser,  and  also  to  the  Clerk  of  the  District 
Court,  William  N.  Tyler,  and  his  able  assistant,  Wilfred  B. 
Tyler,  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  kind  and 
courteous  treatment  accorded  me  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  special  police  officers  who  have  contributed  to  the 
success  of  this  department,  you  have  my  thanks.

Gentlemen :  — The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  pre- 
sent their  annual  report,  giving  the  details  of  the  force  of 
the  department,  and  apparatus,  records  of  the  fires  which 
have  occurred  during  the  year  ending  January  31,  1905» 
with  losses  and  insurance  as  nearlv  as  can  be  ascertained  ; 
also  the  financial  report  of  the  department.

Horses,  Apparatus  and  Hose. 

The  horses,  (seven)  of  the  department  are  in  good  con- 
dition and  have  been  used  in  highway  work  and  street 
sprinkling  when  possible.  We  also  take  care  of  four  snow 
plows.  One  man  and  one  horse  are  kept  in  the  Central  Fire 
Station  all  of  the  time,  and  during  the  year  have  responded 
to  23  still  alarms,  besides  37  box  alarms.  AH  of  the  appa- 
ratus is  also  in  good  condition.  Repairs  have  been  made 
when  needed.  The  department  is  well  supplied  with  hose, 
and  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  purchase  any  this  year. 

Recommendations  . 

We  recommend  that  a  fire  alarm  box  be  located  at  or  near 
the  corner  of  Pleasant  and  Lawrence  streets.  Also  one  at 
or  near  Main  street  and  the  Boston  &  Main  R.  R.  bridge,  at 
Greenwood. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  town  install  twelve  addition- 
al hydrants,  the  same  to  be  located  by  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers. 

Accidents. 

While  harnessing  the  steamer  horses  in  responding  to  an 
alarm  from  Box  9,  April  18,  Mr.  Harry  Ayscough,  driver 
of  the  steamer,  was  kicked  by  one  of  the  hook  and  ladder 
horses  and  quite  badly  injured. 
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In  responding  to  the  same  fire,  Mr.  William  Logan  in  at- 
tempting to  mount  the  hook  and  ladder  truck,  fell  and  dis- 
located his  shoulder  and  was  laid  up  for  several  weeks. 

At  the  fire  in  S.  E.  Verschoor's  dry  goods  store  on  Main 
street,  Dec.  21,  Mr.  Fred  Graham  of  the  steamer  company, 
and  Mr.  John  Husson  of  the  hook  and  ladder  company, 
were  painfully  cut  by  falling  glass. 

Reduction  in  Department. 

We  have  reduced  the  number  of  members  of  the  Green- 
wood Hose  Company  from  ten  men  to  six,  without  any  ap- 
parent injury  to  the  department. 

The  town  voted  to  place  ten  members  of  the  Montrose 
Hose  Company  on  the  pay  roll.  After  careful  consideration 
we  decided  to  try  the  experiment  of  appointing  but  seven 
men,  believing  that  a  saving  might  be  made  without  any 
detriment  to  the  property  holders  in  that  district.  The 
total  saving  from  these  reductions  will  be  $245  per  year. 

Financial  Report. 

The  financial  report  is  here  given,  showing  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  department.  All  bills  have  been 
paid  and  we  have  no  outstanding  accounts.  We  also  return 
to  the  town  an  unexpended  balance  of  $335.14.

Wakefield,  Mass.,  Jan.  14,  1905. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : — 

Gentlemen :  —  The  Forest  Fire  wards  most  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report. 

During  the  year  of  1904,  there  have  been  47  fires  attended 
by  this  system,  a  decrease  of  8  over  last  year,  10  of  which 
have  been  building  fires  and  of  the  remaining,  37  grass  or 
brush  fires,  6  of  the  same  have  been  started  in  adjoining 
towns  and  city  and  allowed  to  run  in  on  us.  We  are  trying 
to  eliminate  the  small  boy  fire  as  much  as  possible,  and 
had  two  bo}^s,  with  their  parents,  in  court  this  year  before 
Judge  Bruce  ;  they  pleaded  guilty  and  at  the  board's  request 
their  cases  were  placed  on  file.  There  has  been  burned 
over  a  total  of  about  174  acres  in  the  37  brush  fires  this 
year. 

We  desire  through  you  to  urge  upon  the  citizens  the 
usefulness  of  the  Johnson  pump  in  cases  of  small  fires, 
whereby  the  property  of  neighbors  may  be  saved  by  quick 
responses  and  a  little  judgment,  and  call  their  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  oft-repeated  assertion  of  Mr.  Kendrick  that 
a  bucket  of  water  and  a  Johnson  pump  in  the  early  stages 
of  a  fire  are  worth  considerable.  (Keep  your  pumps 
handy.) 

We  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  fire  department 
for  their  willing  services  during  the  year  and  trust  the 
pleasant  relations  now  existing  may  continue. 
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We  have  in  our  charge  at  the  present  time

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The  report  of  the  superintendent  of  streets,  Mr.  Frank 
P.  Cutter,  shows  that  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been 
accomplished  during  his  administration,  and  many  perma- 
nent improvements  have  been  made,  yet  on  the  whole  the 
streets  of  Wakefield  are  not  up  to  the  standard  of  favorable 
comparison  with  other  towns  and  cities  that  surround  us. 
Their  condition  in  many  cases  is  unavoidable,  owing  to  the 
excavations  that  have  been  necessary  in  installing  our  sewer 
system,  and  the  extension  of  water  and  gas  pipes  through 
our  streets.  The  town  is  expending  large  sums  of  money 
each  year  for  this  department,  and  a  large  share  goes  for 
repairs,  that  are  made  necessary  each  year,  by  the  lack  of 
proper  drainage,  together  with  substantial  stone  paved  gut- 
ters, with  over  60  miles  of  streets  in  our  town  a  large  pro- 
portion of  them  hilly.  No  permanent  repairs  can  be  made 
until  this  important  feature  is  established. 

Centre  Pond. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  that 
never  failing  source  of  complaint  the  "  Centre  pond"  and 
its  tributaries.  Whilst  the  area  of  the  "  pond  "  is  gradually 
growing  less,  there  yet  remains  the  troublesome  question, 
how  to  dispose  of  this  natural  stream  of  water  so  as  to 
relieve  abuttors  to  the  west  of  Main  street,  and  eradicate 
the  nuisance  so  long  tolerated  by  residents  of  the  ' '  Centre  " 
district.  On  Nov.  17th,  a  conference  was  held  with  Supt. 
Merritt  and  Division  Road  Master  Curtis  of  the  B.  &  M., 
Mr.  Chauncy  Coon,  representing  the  Wakefield  estate,  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  relation  to  the  best  method  of 
taking  care  of  this  water,  and  prevent  if  possible  the  over- 
flowing of  the  Lake  street  section  during  and  after  excessive 
rainfalls.     Three  propositions  were  considered. 
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1st.  A  covered  drain  on  the  line  of  the  present  water 
course. 

2d.  An  open  "rip-rap"  drain  following  the  present 
channel. 

3d.  Taking  water  as  it  passes  under  Main  street,  straight 
through  to  the  easterly  side  of  the  railroad,  pipes  being  laid 
parallel  with  the  R.  R.,  running  north  to  Water  street, 
and  entering  the  outlet  in  the  Heywood-Wakefield  Rattan 
yard.  Estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  several  plans  were 
promised  by  Mr.  Merritt,  representing  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R. 
The  lateness  of  the  season  when  conference  was  held  has 
prevented  the  solution  of  this  ever  present  trouble,  and  we 
hope  the  succeeding  board  will  complete  this  or  find  a  better 
plan.

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By  a  vote  of  the  town,  the  sidewalk  on  Albion  street, 
between  Harvard  square  and  Byron  street,  has  been  resur- 
faced and  guard  rail  built  near  Byron  street.  On  Elm 
street  gutters  have  been  plowed  out  and  sidewalks  brought 
up  to  grade  where  needed.  A  twelve-inch  drain  has  been 
laid  across  Elm  street  to  take  water  from  Prospect  street. 

On  Traverse  street  fencing  has  been  put  up  and  sidewalk 
built. 

Valley  street  has  been  graded  and  a  ten-inch  culvert  laid 
across  the  street. 

On  Forest  street  a  large  amount  of  ledge  has  been  re- 
moved and  the  street  repaired. 

Surface  Drains. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  surface  drains,  as  I 
believe  that  in  order  to  make  a  good  road  the  water  should 
be  taken  care  of  first.  There  still  remains  much  work  to 
be  done  in  laying  drains  and  building  more  basins. 

Macadam. 

Main  Street. — Salem  street  to  Lawrence  street. 

Grade  raised  and  catch-basin  built  and  connected  with 
eight-inch  drain  across  park  into  culvert,  cross-walk  laid  at 
foot  of  Lawrence  street. 

Salem  Street.— Pleasant  street  to  Yernon  street. 

Cobblestone  gutter  built  on  south  side  and  catch-basin 
built  at  foot  of  Lawrence  street  to  take  water  from  Law- 
rence street. 

Crescent  Street. — Main  street  to  Centre  street. 

Grade  raised  and  macadamed. 

Centre  Street. — Macadamed,  edgestones  laid  and  side- 
walk raised  and  concreted.     Iron  grate  placed  over  culvert. 

The  following  streets  also,  have  been  repaired  with  broken 
stone  : 

Common    Street.  —  Avon    street    (also   gutter   paved). 
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Chestnut  street,  Berlin  terrace  to  Prospect  street,  Park  ave- 
nue, Dell  avenue. 

Additional  catch-basins  and  drains  have  been  built  as 
follows  : 

Bryant  street  (2)  of  cement  concrete,  connected  with  ten- 
inch  drain  laid  across  the  common  into  stone  culvert. 

Main  street  (Greenwood),  catch-basin  of  stone,  con- 
nected with  fifteen-inch  drain  through  this  street. 

North  avenue  (north  of  Church  street),  catch-basin  of 
stone,  connecting  with  twenty-four-inch  pipe  culvert  drain- 
ing into  lake. 

Chestnut  street  (corner  Fairmount  avenue)  catch-basin 
built  of  cement  concrete,  drains  by  ten-inch  pipe  into  Cedar 
street  drain.  Also  another  catch-basin  on  south  side  of 
street. 

Grates  placed  over  culverts  on  Nahant,  Main,  Gould  and 

Albion  streets. 

Sidewalks. 

On  the  following  streets  sidewalks  have  been  resurfaced 
with  gravel : 

Salem  street,  Main  to  Vernon  streets,  Wave  avenue, 
West  Water  street,  Charles  street,  Gould  street,  Emerson 
street,  Prospect  street,  Byron  street,  Vernon  street. 

Concrete  Walks. 

Concrete  walks  were  let  out  by  contract  as  follows  :    New 

work  55  cents  per  yard  ;  top-dressing  35  cents  per  sq.  yd. 
Old  work  has  been  top-dressed  on  the  following  streets  : 
Park  street,  Franklin  street,  Yale  avenue,   Main  street, 

east  side. 

Gravel  Roads. 
The  following  streets  have  been  resurfaced  : 
Salem  street,  from  Old  Salem   street  to  Saugus  line,  in 

places  most  needed.     Two  ten-inch  culverts  have  been  laid 

to  replace  stone  culverts. 
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Lowell  street,  Spring  street,  Gould  street,  Byron  street, 
Water  street 

Guard  Eail. 

Guard  rails  of  spruce,  planed  and  painted,  have  been 
erected  as  follows  : 

Water  street,  130  feet;  Main  street,  (Greenwood),  1024 
feet;  Salem  street  (Lynnfield  line),  555  feet;  Albion  street, 
116  feet;   Greenwood  avenue,  26  feet. 

Old  railings  have  been  repaired  where  needed. 

Crusher  Stone. 

I  believe  that  ledge  stone  wears  longer  and  gives  better 
satisfaction  than  field  stone.  This  year  the  town  ledge  has 
been  worked  more  and  a  smaller  quantity  of  field  stone 
bought.  


A  locker  has  been  built  in  Town  Hall  basement  where  all 
tools  of  the  department  are  kept.  This  is  a  great  conveni- 
ence and  will  make  a  saving  in  cost  of  tools. 

A  new  snow  plow  has  been  purchased.  This  plow  makes 
a  wider  path  than  the  old  ones  and  gives  general  satisfac- 
tion. I  recommend  that  more  plows  of  the  same  style  be 
purchased  the  coming  year. 

Principal  streets  should  be  macadamed  first — Main  street, 
Lawrence  street  to  Beebe's  Cove,  Albion  street  from  Lake 
street  to  Byron,  and  from  Parker  road  to  Stoneham  line, 
Eailroad  street  (Main  to  Albion).  The  above  mentioned 
should  be  macadamed  the  coming  vear. 

Other  streets  needing  repairs  are  :  Emerson,  Pearl,  Park, 
Church  and  Eaton  streets. 

A  surface  drain  is  needed  on  Main  street  at  the  Junction. 
One  is  needed  on  Lake  street  to  take  the  water  from  Har- 
vard square  into  culvert  on  Lake  street. 

The  custom  of  having  the  abutters  petition  for  and  assume 
one-half  the  cost  of  edgestone  and  concrete  work  should  be 
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changed  for  this  reason  :  the  laying  of  edgestones  and  build- 
ing of  concrete  walks  is,  under  the  present  arrangement, 
governed  more  by  the  caprice  of  the  abutter  than  by  the 
necessity  of  the  street.  They  are  not  laid  where  most 
needed  nor  are  they  Jaid  to  any  established  grade  or  line. 

On  account  of  sewer  construction  the  appropriation  for 
streets  has  been  small.  Sewer  work  now  being  complete, 
the  appropriation  should  be  increased  to  keep  up  with  the 
growth  of  the  town.  No  frills,  repairs  or  makeshifts  of 
any  kind  should  be  tolerated  by  the  taxpayers.  We  should 
have  solid,  substantial  and  long  lived  work — the  least  ex- 
pensive in  the  long  run. 

A  special  appropriation  should  be  made  for  surface  drains 
and  catch- basins. 

The  street  department  needs  a  yard  in  the  centre  of  the 
town  for  storage  purposes. 

Greenwood  bridge  must  be  replanked  and  the  iron  work 
painted  the  coming  year. 

Brick  i  sidewalks  on  Main,  Lincoln,  Water  and  Smith 
streets  will  have  to  be  relaid.  This  work  should  be  done 
this  spring.

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Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk* 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Wakefield  : 

Mr.  Symonds,  collector  of  milk  samples,  has  collected 
from  wagons,  stores  and  dairies,  during  the  year  ending 
Jan.  31,  1905,  and  delivered  to  me  for  analysis,  one  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  (119)  samples  of  milk. 

These  samples  were  carefully  tested  by  the  approved 
methods  for  solids,  and  butter  fat  and  adulterations. 

The  average  percentage  of  total  milk  solids  in  the  samples 
examined  was  found  to  be  thirteen  and  seven  hundredths 
per  cent.  (13.07  per  cent.)  and  the  average  percentage  of 
butter  fat  three  and  eighty-five  hundredths  per  cent.  (3.85 
per  cent.)  I  consider  this  to  be  a  good  showing,  as  the 
highest  standard  in  operation  daring  the  year,  the  winter 
standard,  requires  13  per  cent,  total  solids — 3.7  per  cent, 
butter  fat.  Milk  of  the  most  exceptional  quality  does  not 
greatly  exceed  the  minimum  legal  standard,  and  it  is  but 
justice  to  say  that  the  production  and  marketing  of  milk 
that  will  at  all  times  meet  the  requirements  of  strict  inspec- 
tion, calls  for  carefulness  and  honesty. 

The  most  noticeable  thing  in  the  conduct  of  the  inspec- 
tion is  the  increase  in  carefulness  on  the  part  of  handlers  of 
milk,  their  recognition  of  the  proper  object  of  the  standard 
and  their  efforts  to  maintain  it.  There  have  been  no  prose- 
cutions during  the  year  up  to  the  writing  of  this  report,  but 
there  is  at  this  time  a  case  pending  which  cannot  be  in- 
cluded in  this  report. 

Forty-nine  licenses  to  peddle  milk  have  been  issued  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  there  are  in  force  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  registrations  as  "  booths,  stands  and  market-places." 

I  wish  to  commend  Mr.  Symonds,  collector  of  samples, 
for  efficient  service.

Four  cattle  have  been  shipped  into  Wakefield  from  out  of 
the  State,  which  were  tested  for  tuberculosis  and  found  free 
from  the  same. 

Three  horses  have  been  killed  with  contagious  disease 
known  as  glanders,  and  the  stables  were  thoroughly  disin- 
fected. 

I  made  the  general  fall  inspection  of  all  neat  cattle,  sheep 
and  swine,  and  found  same  free  from  contagious  diseaser,  as 
far  as  could  be  determined  bv  a  physical  examination.

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Report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  herewith  submit  their  annual 
report :  The  farm,  stock  and  buildings  are  all  in  good  con- 
dition. We  have  made  permanent  improvements  to  about 
$75.  The  farm  has  produced  45  tons  of  hay,  200  bushels 
of  potatoes,  15  bushels  turnips,  28  bushels  carrots,  15 
bushels  parsnips,  12  bushels  beets,  20  tons  green  feed, 
besides  other  vegetables  and  grain  used  on  the  farm.  The 
receipts  from  the  farm  were  increased  $323  09  over  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  the  expense  were  $82  15  less.  There  has 
been  considerable  wood  cut  for  use  at  the  farm,  and  also  for 
the  outside  poor.  The  net  expense  of  tramp  house  has  been 
$220  42.  We  have  asked  the  aid  of  the  Police  Department 
in  looking  out  for  the  tramps,  and  through  their  very  effi- 
cient help  we  are  practically  having  no  tramps  apply  for 
lodgings.  Our  appropriation  for  the  year  was  $6000,  and 
we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  balance  of  $402  20,  to  be 
returned  to  the  treasury.  By  the  sudden  death  of  Mr. 
Horatio  Bumpus  on  Dec.  31,  our  board  lost  a  valued  mem- 
ber, and  the  town  a  faithful  official.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Commissioners, 


The  cemetery  commissioners  herewith  submit  their  sec- 
ond annual  report.  From  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  wood  and 
lots  we  were  able  to  remove  stumps  and  roots  from  114  lots 
in  section  B,  grade  and  prepare  same  for  sale,  extend  road- 
way around  section  B  a  distance  of  about  960  feet. 

We  again  call  the  attention  of  the  town  to  the  necessity 
of  beautifying  the  entrance  to  the  cemetery  and  grading 
lots  in  rear  of  same  as  this  portion  of  the  cemetery  must  be 
made  presentable  before  any  large  sale  of  lots  can  be  ex- 
pected. We  feel  satisfied  that  the  nature  and  location  of 
this  cemetery  will  make  it  possible  for  us  to  make  it  one  of 
the  most  attractive  cemeteries  in  the  state. 

We  earnestly  desire  and  must  have  to  accomplish  this 
end  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  the  people  of  the  town, 
and  as  a  step  in  this  direction  we  would  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  $500  and  receipts  of  cemetery.

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Sewer  Commissioners'  Report. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield  : — 

Your  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  fifth  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1905. 

FINANCES. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

The  balance  unexpended,  as  given  in  our  last  report  was 
$1598.40  ;  this  is  retained,  being  pledged  for  settlement  of 
contract. 

In  March  1904,  $1700  was  appropriated,  which,  with  other 
receipts  amounting  to  $112.13  make  the  total  $1812.13; 
there  has  been  expended  $1474.22,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$337.91,  which  reverts  to  the  treasury. 

Maintenance. 

Appropriation,  $2100,  other  receipts  amounting  to 
$107.57,  make  a  total  of  $2207.57  ;  there  has  been  expended 
$1785.04,  tranferred  to  the  Richardson  Street  Sewer  account 
for  cement  $27.30,  leaving  a  balance  of  $395.23  to  revert 
to  the  treasury. 

Richardson  Street  Sewer. 

Appropriation,  $3750,  other  receipts  $142.11,  transfer 
from  Maintenance  Account  for  sale  of  cement  $27.30,  make 
a  total  of  $3891.91;  there  has  been  expended  $3446.76, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $445.15  which  reverts  to  the  treasury. 

Construction. 

On  May  3,  1904,  the  town  voted  to  construct  a  sewer  in 
Richardson  street,  the  necessary  preliminary  work  being 
completed,  on  May  the  work  was  advertised  and  bids  called 
for,  the  following  being  received  :      (see  table) 
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The  contract  was  awarded  to  James  L.  Bryne,  the  lowest 
bidder,  who  after  filing  the  required  bond,  commenced  work 
on  June  1st,  and  completed  his  contract  August  22nd,  when 
the  sewer  was  ready  for  use. 

An  under-drain  was  laid  the  entire  length  which  discharges 
into  the  general  sub-drain  outlet. 

The  street  grade  for  a  length  of  five  hundred  feet  had  to 
be  raised  to  afford  adequate  protection  to  the  pipe,  the 
expense  being  borne  by  this  department. 

Claims. 

Ten  claims  for  land  damages  have  been  settled  during  the 
year  and  releases  have  in  all  cases  been  taken  ;  five  other 
claims  are  now  before  us ;  in  three  awards  have  been  made 
but  are  not  yet  accepted  ;  suit  has  been  entered  in  one  and 
in  another  the  claim  was  not  allowed. 

Maintenance. 

This  work  is  largely  routine  and  precautionary  in  its 
nature  ;  monthly  inspections  of  the  entire  system  are  made, 
manholes  cleaned,  pipes  inspected,  covers  re-set  and  fre- 
quent flushing  done  with  the  intent  to  keep  the  sewers  in 
good  condition  and  repair  at  all  times,  believing  that  the 
troubles  and  disorders  to  which  sewers  are  subject  and  liable 
are  best  remedied. 

This  season  we  have  placed  in  each  manhole  a  wooden  in- 
vert cover  to  prevent  the  material  which  gets  through  the 
holes  in  the  covers  from  getting  into  the  invert  and  pipe. 
They  have  proved  of  great  benefit  and  have  accomplished 
their  purpose. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Water  Department  we  have  con- 
nected twenty-six  man-holes  with  the  water  mains,  these 
connections  made  at  advantageous  points  enable  us  to  flush 
the  entire  system  and  have  greatly  simplified  and  lessened 
the  cost  of  this  work.

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Report  of  the  Library  Trustees. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield  :  — 

Another  year  has  been  added  to  the  history  of  the  Beebc 
Town  Library  during  which  the  Trustees  have  endeavored 
to  use  to  the  best  advantage  the  funds  at  their  disposal  and 
to  make  the  Library  as  useful  as  possible  to  the  greatest 
possible  number.  The  work  of  the  Library  is  performed 
under   many  difficulties.     The  work    of   administration    is 

dly  hampered  by  lack  of  space,  for  which  it  is  hoped  a 
partial  remedy,  at  least,  may  be  found  the  coming  year. 
The  shelf  room  available  for  new  books  is  also  fast  filling  up, 
especially  now  that  some  attempt  is  made  at  classification  on 
the  shelves.  Some  relief  in  this  latter  direction  has  been 
found  by  fitting  up  with  stacks  a  room  in  the  upper  story  of 
the  building,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Trustees  by  the 
Selectmen,  and  removing  thereto  the  United  States  and 
Massachusetts  public  documents  and  numerous  volumes  of 
duplicates.  These  public  documents,  some  four  hundred 
volumes,  while  in  small  demand,  are  yet  valuable  and 
necessary  to  the  Library  and  worthy  of  preservation  and 
they  are  now  well  stored  for  the  time  being.  These  Gov- 
ernment publications  are  a  mine  of  information,  which  could 
be  made  available  by  card  cataloguing.  In  this  room  also 
have  been  arranged  the  duplicate  copies  of  Wakefield  Town 
Reports  for  past  years,  which  are  now  readily  accessible 
when  wanted. 

All  the  above  but  emphasizes  the  need  for  a  building,  in 
which  shall  be  found  ample  room  for  all  the  varied  work  of 
a  modern,  up-to-date,  free  public  library.  The  times  do 
not  yet  seem  ripe  for  this,  but  the  Trustees  have  faith  that 
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matters  will  so  shape  themselves  in  the  future  that  this 
much-desired  end  may  be  accomplished. 

Mrs.  Harriet  A.  Shepard  has  served  faithfully  another 
year  as  librarian,  as  has  also  her  assistant,  Miss  Ruth 
Gowen.  It  will  no  doubt  be  necessary  the  coming  year  to 
have  additional  help  both  in  the  Library  and  Reading  Room. 

The  fullest  possible  co-operation  with  the  work  of  the 
schools  is  the  special  study  of  library  experts  of  today,  and 
the  Trustees  have  sought  to  follow  on  this  line,  so  far  as 
circumstances  would  permit.  A  large  part  of  the  popula- 
tion of  any  community  consists  of  children,  who  are  conse- 
quently large  users  of  the  Library  and  as  such  entitled  to 
great  consideration.  With  more  modern  facilities,  much  bet- 
ter work  could  be  done  in  this  direction.  A  separate  chil- 
dren's room  is  now  considered  almost  indispensable.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  public  library  must  be  the  school  for  the  great 
mass  of  people  above  the  age  of  fifteen,  whose  further  train- 
ing and  education  must  depend  on  their  own  efforts.  In 
short,  the  library  is  for  the  entertainment,  improvement 
and  education  of  the  people  and  a  successful  administration 
must  keep  these  varied  ends  in  view. 

Not  so  many  new  books  as  usual  have  been  purchased 
during  the  year,  the  appropriation  having  been  needed  in 
other  directions,  but  286  volumes  have  been  added  at  a  cost 
of  $400,  an  average  cost  per  volume  of  $1.40.  Forrebind- 
ing,  repairing  and  replacing  worn  out  books  $125  have  been 
expended  and  much  more  could  be  profitably  used  for  this 
purpose.  The  Trustees,  as  in  past  years,  have  continued 
to  add  current  fiction,  believing  it  should  have  a  place  in  a 
library  of  this  character,  but  have  made  no  effort  to  supply 
the  immediate  great  demand  for  well  advertised  books,  leav- 
ing this  for  the  commercial  circulating  libraries.  Bulletins 
for  free  distribution  have  been  issued  as  books  have  been 
added.  Books  are  sometimes  suggested  for  purchase  which 
it  does  not  seem  wise  to  add,  sometimes  on  account  of  the 
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cost,  sometimes  because  of  the  very  limited  circle  to  which 
they  would  appeal,  and  sometimes  because  the  subject  is 
covered  by  volumes  already  on  the  shelves  ;  but  the  Trus- 
tees are  always  glad  to  receive  suggestions  in  regard  to 
books  or  other  matters  relating  to  the  Library.  Among 
the  more  notable  additions  the  past  year  are  the  following  : 
"  Nature's  Invitation"  by  Bradford  Torrey ;  "Ameri- 
can Natural  History",  Wm.  T.  Hornaday ;  "Getting 
Acquainted  with  the  Trees",  J.  EL  McFarland ;  "Journey 
to  Nature",  J.  P.  Mowbray;  "  Working  with  the  Hands", 
Booker  T.  Washington;  "Old  Time  Schools  and  School- 
masters",  Clifton  Johnson;  "  Memoirs  of  Henry  Villard"; 
"Life  of  John  A.  Andrew";  "Autobiography  of  Herbert 
Spencer"  ;  "  Educational  Reform",  Chas.  W.  Elliot ;  "  The 
Neighbor",  Nathaniel  S.  Shaler ;  "New  England  in  Let- 
ters", R.  R.  Wilson;  "The  Oligarchy  of  Venice",  Geo. 
B.  McClellan  ;  "  Thomas  Nast,  his  Period  and  his  Pictures." 
There  was  also  added  in  October  a  special  list  of  thirty-four 
books  for  younger  readers. 

As  usual,  the  Library  has  been  remembered  by  its  friends 
during  the  year.  Papers  have  been  received  from  Mr.  E. 
M.  Grover,  now  in  Missoula,  Montana,  whose  efforts  in 
behalf  of  the  Reading  Room  when  resident  here  will  be 
recalled.  Miss  A.  I.  Appleton  has  given  a  volume  of  the 
periodical  "  Public  Libraries";  Dr.  Azel  Ames  has  given 
several  pamphlets,  reprints  of  articles  contributed  by  him 
to  various  Societies  and  Associations  ;  Dr.  W.  R.  Jones 
has  given  several  volumes  of  the  "  Scientific  American  "  and 
Mr.  H.  M.  Dolbeare  has  again  favored  the  Library  with 
bound  volumes  of  "  The  Daily  Item  "  for  the  year.  To  these 
and  all  other  friends,  the  Trustees  express  their  appreciation, 
and  also  to  the  gentlemen  of  the  local  press  for  kindnesses 
and  courtesies  oft  repeated. 

The  circulation  of  the  Library  gains  steadily  from  year  to 
year,  but  compared  with  the   population  of  our  town  yet 
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seems  small.  A  beginning  has  been  made  in  increasing  the 
usefulness  of  the  Library  by  the  establishment  of  a  delivery 
twice  a  week  at  Greenwood.  Books  are  sent  down,  with 
an  attendant,  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons,  to  the 
Greenwood  schoolhouse  and  there  delivered  to  applicants. 
This  plan  has  been  in  operation  only  a  short  time,  but 
already  about  sixty  application  cards  have  been  signed  and 
from  sixty  to  seventy  books  are  delivered  weekly.  This 
will  make  its  mark  on  the  figures  of  circulation  another  year. 
The  thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  extended  to  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  and  the  School  Committee  for  their  co-opera- 
tion and  also  to  Miss  Wilkins,  principal  of  the  Greenwood 
School,  for  courteous  attentions.  Details  as  to  circulation 
and  additions  will  be  found   in  the  report  of  the  Librarian. 

Work  on  the  card  catalogue  has  been  continued  under  the 
able  direction  of  Miss  A.  I.  Appleton,  who  has  been  con- 
nected with  the  matter  from  its  inception.  Progress  is 
necessarily  slow  as  the  work  is  done  without  interruption 
to  the  general  work  of  the  Library  and  all  the  cards  are 
written  by  the  Librarian.  Probably  some  three  thousand 
cards  yet  remain  to  be  written.  It  became  necessary  to  buy 
an  additional  cabinet  to  accommodate  the  increasing  num- 
ber of  cards,  and  this  with  expenditures  for  cataloguing 
exhausted  the  special  appropriation,  and  the  work  done  since 
has  been  paid  for  out  of  the  regular  library  funds.  There 
has  also  been  added  to  the  card  catalogue,  by  purchase,  a 
set  of  cards  for  the  * '  Warner  Library  of  the  World's  best 
Literature",  about  one  thousand  cards,  which  it  is  expected 
will  add  greatly  to  the  usefulness  of  these  thirty  volumes. 

A  catalogue  of  books  in  print  in  the  United  States  Jan- 
uary 1,  1902,  each  book  entered  under  author,  title  and 
subject,  in  one  alphabet,  together  with  a  supplement  and 
cumulative  book  index,  bringing  the  information  down  to 
November  15,  1904,  has  been  purchased,  for  assistance  in 
cataloguing  and  in  the  selection  of  books. 
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Since  the  establishment  of  the  Greenwood  delivery,  the 
desirability  of  a  supplementary  printed  catalogue,  to  con- 
tain all  books  added  since  1898,  the  date  of  the  last  cata- 
logue, has  become  apparent.  The  card  catalogue  is  com- 
plete to  date  at  all  times,  but  there  is  a  necessity  for  a 
catalogue  for  home  use.  This  would  entail  an  expense  of 
about  $250.  It  is  hoped  to  at  least  make  a  beginning  on 
this  the  coming  year. 

Membership  in  the  Library  Art  Club  has  been  continued 
and  ten  sets  of  views  have  been  on  exhibition  during  the 
year,  namely:  —  South  Kensington  Museum,  Perugia, 
Venice,  Holland,  California,  Canterbury,  National  Gallery 
Assisi,  Hawaiian  Islands  and  Yachts.  Notice  of  these 
exhibits  is  sent  to  the  schools  and  to  the  local  papers  and 
much  interest  is  manifested  in  the  pictures. 

The  Heading  Room  continues  to  be  well  patronized  by 
the  public.  It  is  open  on  week  days  whenever  the  Town 
Hall  is  open  and  on  Sunday  afternoons  from  3  to  5  o'clock, 
while  the  hours  of  the  attendant  have  been  from  3  to  5  on 
week  day  afternoons  only.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to 
place  an  attendant  in  the  Room  Sunday  afternoons.  A 
separate  room  for  children  would  no  doubt  result  in  a 
larger  use  of  the  Reading  Room  by  adults,  but  this  does  not 
seem  possible  at  present.  The  room  is  well  supplied  with 
the  local  and  city  daily  and  weekly  newspapers  and  the  best 
serial  publications,  some  of  which  are  afterwards  bound  for 
the  Library  and  others  distributed  to  the  Old  Ladies'  Home, 
the  Engine  Houses  and  the  Danvers  Insane  Asylum.  The 
reference  books  on  the  shelves  are  much  in  use  and  many 
inquirers  are  guided  by  the  attendant  to  the  information 
wanted. 

The  Greenwood  delivery,  the  preparation  of  a  catalogue, 
additional  assistance  in  the  Library  and  Reading  Room  and 
other  improvements  in  contemplation,  all  mean  additional 
expense.      The    Trustees    have    reason,  however,  to    think 
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that  their  efforts   to  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  Library 
have  in  the  past  met  the  approval  of  the  citizens  and  voters 
generally,  and  they  believe  the  time  has  come  when  a  larger 
appropriation  should  be  made  for  this  branch  of  the  educa- 
tional system  of  the  town.     The  town  is  fortunate  in  having 
funds  amounting  to  $6,500,  which  have  been  given  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Library,  which  yield  an  income  of  $260  and 
reduce  by  so  much  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  yearly. 
It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  town  to  vote  the  amount  of 
the  dog  tax  for  the  use  of  the  Library  and  to  appropriate  an 
additional  sum,  which  has  varied  from  $200  to  $500,  the 
amount  last  year  being  $200.     For   the  year  to  come,  the 
Trustees  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  amount  of  the 
dog  tax  and  the  sum  of  $400   for  the  use  of  the  Library, 
$100  for  the  card  catalogue  and  $250  for  the  Reading  Room.

Said  of  Old. 

"  They  take  up  all  of  them  with  the  angle,  they  catch  them 
with  their  net,  and  gather  them  in  their  drag:  therefore,  they 
rejoice  and  are  glad." 

These  words  were  spoken  more  than  2700  years  ago,  and 
formed  a  < « part  of  the  burden  which  the  prophet  Habakkuk 
did  see."  They  present  a  good  picture  of  the  modern  fish- 
hog —  the  pseudo  sportsman  of  all  ages.  They  refer,  how- 
ever, not  to  fishers,  but  to  the  Chaldeans  who  inflicted 
fearful  vengeance  upon  the  victorious  but  afterward  lawless 
armies  of  God,  and  by  His  permission. 

The  Arm  of  The  Law. 

Two  men  fishing  near  Philadelphia  unlawfully  caught  366 
fish;  it  cost  them  just  $366  to  settle.  A  young  sportsman, 
of  Newburyport,  shot  one  partridge  out  of  season,  and  it 
cost  him  $20  to  settle.  Would  that  ever}^  violator  of  fish 
and  game  laws  could  be  made  to  suffer  the  law's  just  recom- 
pense of  reward.  The  spread  of  protective  and  conserva- 
tive game  legislation,  throughout  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  has  been  both  rapid  and  wise.  Thousands  of 
dollars  are  annually  expended  by  these  governments,  by 
game  clubs,  and  by  private  citizens,  in  the  rearing  and  dis- 
tribution of  food  and  game  fish. 
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Our  Own  Bailiwick. 

Wakefield,  with  its  two  beautiful  lakes,  is  but  an  infini- 
tesimal part  of  our  great  and  beloved  country,  but  it  is  an 
important  part,  nevertheless,  and  should  receive  the  same 
careful  and  thoughtful  oversight  of  its  fish  and  game  privi- 
leges as  the  broad  lakes,  dancing  streams  and  woods  of 
Maine  or  New  Hampshire  receive.  Suppose,  for  the 
moment,  that  Crystal  Lake  should  be  pumped  dry,  or  that 
Lake  Quannapowitt  should  be  drained,  (events  not  impos- 
sible,) would  not  there  be  weeping  and  wailing  and  gritting 
of  teeth  such  as  was  not  heard  since  the  days  of  old  Chief 
Quannapowitt  ? 

The  little  that  any  committee  can  do  to  preserve  and 
improve  the  attractions  of  the  great  lakes  of  our  beloved 
commonwealth  should  be  done  gladly,  and  should  be  sup- 
ported by  liberal  appropriations,  safeguarded  by  wise 
restrictions  on  the  part  of  the  several  municipalities  and 
state  legislatures. 

"  Let  the  waters  be  gathered  into  one  place  and  let  the  dry 
land  appear." 

Our  lines  have  fallen  in  pleasant  places  when  we  go 
a-fishing  on  Crystal  Lake.  Just  when  its  gravelly  hills 
were  piled  up,  or  when  the  finger  of  Grod  graved  upon  the 
stone  tables  of  Hart's  Hill  the  letter  and  law  of  His  wise 
decrees,  we  know  not,  neither  is  it  important  now  to  con- 
jecture. But  we  do  know  that  it  is  a  part  of  a  grand 
architecture  "'not  made  with  hands;"  and  that  there  is 
enough  in  this  bit  of  landscape  and  waterscape  to  suggest, 
at  least,  one  of  the  higher  services  appointed  to  the  hills : 
"to  stimulate  the  restless  thirst  of  the  human  heart  for  the 
beauty  of  God's  working."  The  wayfaring  man,  though  a 
fool,  need  not  err  therein  as  he  passes  by  or  lingers  near 
this    spot.     "It   has   been   asserted   that   the   beauties    of 
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Nature  are  as  much  an  incentive  to  the  angler  as  the  fishing 
itself." 

No    FlSHING. 

The  vote  of  the  town  not  to  allow  fishing  in  Crystal  Lake 
was,  in  our  opinion,  unwise,  unconstitutional,  and  unlawful. 
The  laws  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  recognize  that 
ponds  or  lakes  of  an  area  exceeding  twenty  acres  are  so- 
called  "great  ponds  of  the  state,"  and  are  available  to  the 
citizens  thereof  for  fishing  and  other  purposes,  but  espe- 
cially for  fishing.  Our  belief  that  citizens  have  the  consti- 
tutional right  to  fish  in  great  ponds  of  the  state,  and  cannot 
be  legally  prevented  from  so  doing,  is  based  to  a  consid- 
erable extent  on  an  opinion  of  the  late  Attorney-General 
Hosea  M.  Knowlton,  given  to  the  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
mission under  date  of  December  6,  1900,  in  a  case  precisely 
similar  to  that  we  have  to  deal  with  in  Wakefield.  This 
opinion  relates  to  Cape  Pond,  Gloucester,  the  waters  of 
which  were  taken  by  the  town  of  Rockport  for  a  water 
supply  under  an  act  of  the  Legislature.  This  opinion 
states,  among  other  things,  that "  it  is  well  settled  that  the 
statute  authorizing  the  town  to  take  Cape  Pond  does  not 
take  away  any  public  rights  in  said  pond,  excepting  so  far 
as  they  are  necessarily  lost  in  the  exercise  of  the  right  con- 
ferred upon  the  town  to  use  the  waters  of  the  pond  as  a 
source  of  water  supply.  The  right  of  fishing  remains 
unimpaired,  as  well  as  all  other  public  rights,  subject  to  the 
limitations  I  have  stated." 

If  this  opinion  is  of  any  value,  and  it  is  based  upon  a 
decision  of  a  high  court  of  the  State,  then  the  action 
recently  taken  by  the  town  is  illegal,  and  should  be  imme- 
diately revoked.  It  is  unwise  and  mischievous  to  keep  on 
the  records  any  regulations  which  are  ineffective  and  mis- 
leading ;  and  certainly  the  town  has  no  authority  to  take 
action  which  is  unconstitutional,  and  which,  in  effect,  is  an 
attempt  to  ride  rough-shod  over  the  rights  of  the  State. 
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Previous  Lack  of  Prohibition. 

If  so  astute  and  able  a  lawyer  as  was  a  former  president 
of  the  Wakefield  Water  Company  did  not  assume  to  prohibit 
fishing  in  Crystal  Lake  at  the  time  he  had  printed  and 
posted  a  notice  prohibiting  all  nuisances  on  and  around  said 
lake,  why  should  it  be  assumed  now  that  a  reasonable 
amount  of  quiet  fishing  is  contrary  to  law  and  right ;  and 
why  should  it  be  assumed  that  a  valueless  vote  of  the  town 
in  this  particular  should  result  in  the  punishment  of  individ- 
uals who  are  guilty  of  no  other  offence  than  the  attempt  to 
pull  out  a  few  fish  from  the  waters  of  the  lake?  Any  one 
who  cares  to  go  to  nearby  Winchester  and  make  inquiries 
can  there  learn  that  the  venerable,  respected  and  long-time 
Commissioner  of  Fisheries  and  Game,  Hon.  E.  A.  Brackett, 
has,  at  the  request  of  the  town,  for  years,  issued  fishing 
permits,  and  the  system  adopted  has  resulted  in  fishing 
being  carried  on  without  complaint,  or  without  contam- 
ination of  the  waters. 

A  Real  Nuisance. 

We  do  not  know  what  the  arguments  in  favor  of  this 
prohibitive  vote  were,  if  indeed,  there  were  any ;  but  did  it 
occur  to  one  of  the  speakers  that  more  than  a  score  of  both 
horses  and  men  are  employed  on  the  frozen  surface  of 
Crystal  Lake  every  winter?  Here  is  richness  and  flavor 
indeed,  not  to  mention  the  pigpens  and  cowpens  on  the 
Stoneham  side.     A  real  nuisance,  is  it  not? 

O  Tempora  !     O  Mores  ! 

As  far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west  so  far  is  the  so-called 
nuisance  of  fishing  and  boating  removed  from  the  real 
nuisance  of  the  icemen,  the  pig  men  and  the  cow  men. 

"  O,  consistency!  thou  art  a  jewel,"  and  more  than 
Crystal  clear  art  thou. 
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Too  Many  Fish. 

Crystal  Lake  has  but  one  contributory  stream,  fed  by 
perennial  springs,  insignificant  in  size,  yet  an  important 
supply,  nevertheless.  It  has  no  open  outlet.  There  is  no 
chance  for  fish  to  escape  to  any  other  waters,  neither  are 
many  of  them  caught.  Consequently,  large  schools  of  all 
grades  must  flourish  and  grow  more  numerous  as  the  years 
go  by,  until,  at  last,  it  will  be  imperatively  necessary  to 
remove  some  of  them  by  means  of  nets  and  drags  such  as 
suggested  in  our  opening  sentence.  How  much  better  is  a 
bamboo  or  Bristol  rod  for  catching  fish  than  a  drag-net ; 
and  how  simple  and  reasonable  a  thing  it  would  be  to  allow 
the  fish  to  be  taken  with  the  angle,  without  stirring  up  so 
much  sediment  and  filth. 

"  The  Simple  Life.'' 

There  are  multitudes  of  men  who,  having  nothing  else  to 
do,  will  not  even  go  a-fishing  when,  by  simply  and  fre- 
quently looking  at  nature  they  might  reap  to  themselves 
knowledge  and  riches  which  neither  time  nor  eternity  can 
take  away  nor  destroy.  If,  as  has  been  said,  "  Charity 
begins  at  home,"  let  us  all  be  charitable  to  ourselves  and  £0 
a-fishing  as  frequently  and  as  heartily  as  possible.  "  Nature 
never  did  betray  the  heart  that  truly  loved  her."  The  late 
B.  B.  Burbank,  Win.  U.  MacQuinn,  James  A.  Day,  Joseph 
Morton  and  James  H.  Carter, — if  we  may  be  pardoned  a 
personal  allusion — were  men  of  this  stamp,  and  it  was 
always  a  great  pleasure  to  be  with  them  in  camp  or  on  the 
water.  They  are  in  the  * 'Happy  Hunting  Ground,"  now, 
but  we  miss  them  sadly. 

The  Gentle  Art. 

"The  passion  does  exist — nay,  is  spreading;  man  is  learning 
more  and  more  that  this  life  is  not  all  for  work." 

Many  who  are  inclined  to  go  a-fishing  are  prevented  by 
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the  mistaken  idea  that  they  cannot  get  away.  Now,  we 
believe  that  fishing  "is  the  wisest,  virtuousest,  discreetest 
and  best  sport  ever  sported,"  and  that  he  or  she  who  takes 
a  month  off  in  the  open,  can  do  more  and  better  work  in 
eleven  months  than  in  twelve.  "  Let  us  make  the  best  of 
the  time  yet  allotted  to  us  and  regain  and  retain  what  of 
youth  is  possible — let  us  go  a-fishing."  If ,  as  some  of  our 
critics  maintain,  we  seem  to  occupy  more  time  and  space  in 
making  our  report  than  is  needed,  and  thereb}7  cause  unne- 
cessary expense  to  the  town,  let  it  be  borne  in  mind,  and 
remembered,  that  after  all  we  have  said  and  done,  the  half 
has  not  been  told. 

The  Roll  of  Honor. 

"Whatsoever  hath  not  fins  or  scales  in  the  water,  that  shall  be 
an  abomination  unto  you." 

The  first  in  rank  of  all  edible  fish  is  the  kingly  salmon, 
and  next  the  lordly  trout.  Then  comes  the  bounding  bass, 
ann  the  mammoth  muscalonge,  with  his  natural  congener 
the  perfect  pickerel.  White  perch  and  yellow  perch  supply 
a  long  felt  want,  wThile  the  horned  pout  and  the  slippery  eel 
fill  up  the  creel  with  food  fit  for  a  king.  These  are  the 
kinds  that  we,  for  the  most  part,  are  familiar  with,  and  which 
abound  in  our  own  or  not  far  distant  waters.  If  we  go 
afield,  we  shall  find  the  white  fish,  the  pike  perch,  the  cat- 
fish, and  many  other  kinds  which  we  might  mention. 
"They  all  wait  upon  Grod,"  and  then  proceed  to  devour 
each  other  ad  lib,  in  seeming  contravention  of  all  human 
conceptions  of  trust.  But  then,  a  fish  lays  a  thousand  eggs  ; 
a  hen  but  one. 

Rainbow  Trout. 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Fish  Commissioners  planted  1,000  trout  in  the  waters  of 
Lake  Quannapowitt  last  fall.     This  trout  is 

"A  variety  or  sub-species  of  the  California  Salmo  gairdneri, 
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specifically  called  Salmo  iridens.  It  is  closely  related  to  the 
brook  trout  of  Europe,  but  not  to  that  of  the  United  States,  and 
has  been  widely  distributed.  In  the  breeding  season  its  colors 
are  resplendent,  giving  rise  to  the  popular  name." — Century 
Dictionary. 

"And  now,  having  caught  three  brace  of  trout,  I  will  tell  you 
a  short  tale  as  we  walk  towards  our  breakfast." — I.  Walton, 
Complete  Angler,  p.  99. 

The  Bass. 

"As  teachers  of  patience  in  fishing,  black  bass  stand  at  the 
head  of  the  list,  and  in  their  intercourse  with  fishermen,  espe- 
cially in  its  early  stages,  they  are  the  most  aggravating  and 
profanity-provoking  animal  that  swims  in  fresh  water." 

Grover  Cleveland. 

We  do  not  know  anything  about  the  last  qualification  of 
the  bass,  but  we  can  speak  of  the  patient  skill  required  to 
land  a  three-pounder.  The  chairman  of  this  committee, 
with  the  aid  of  his  secretary  (who  had  made  a  journey  from 
Philadelphia  for  the  purpose)  caught  and  landed  a  three- 
pound  bass  on  Lake  Quannapowitt,  early  in  September.  It 
was  skilfully  cooked  by  the  chef  of  the  ''Parker  House," 
Miss  Carolyn  Cogswell,  and  a  better  fish  was  never  tasted. 
Many  people  don't  eat  bass,  however  well  cooked. 

The  Record. 

Life  is  a  fish-rod 
Therefore  you  should  know, 
Where  to  anchor,  how  to  cast  and  throw. 
Get  thee,  then,  a  safe  boat — 

Learn  to  row. 

(with  apologies  to  Dr.  Henry  Van  Dyke.) 

If  we  travel  the  wide  world  round,  we  shall  find  that  the 
people  of  all  lands  eat  fish  about  once  a  week,  and  that  once 
is  sure  to  be  on  Friday.     But  why  on  Friday  and  not  on 
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Tuesday?     We  mean   fresh   fish,  of   course.     Salt  fish  is 
useful  every  day : 

"It  takes  hold  of  the  resisting  stomach,  and  induces  a  new 
thirst." 

That  is  why  it  is  kept  within  reach  on  all  * '  free  lunch  " 
counters. 

Can  Any  Man  Deny  This? 

"  The  string  of  fish  a  man  buys,  and  carries  home,  are  generally 
a  string  of  lies." 

The  following  strings  were  actually  taken  from  Lake 
Quannapowitt — making  all  due  allowance  for  human 
frailty  : 

Mr.  Eobt.  Randall,  more  than  500  pickerel. 
Mr.  Sawyer,  of  Melrose,  a  5-lb.  pickerel. 
Mr.  Stephens,  of  Reading,  61  fish. 

Mr.  Marshall,  of  Reading,  35  and  45  fish  at  several  dif- 
ferent times. 

Messrs.  Wheeler  and  Taylor  caught  more  than  600  perch, 
70  pickerel,  and  about  100  pout.  Their  best  single  day's 
catch  was  97  perch,  6  pickerel,  3  pout,  9  eels,  and  1  turtle. 
It  was  in  June,  and  not  much  of  a  day  for  fishing  neither. 
Some  other  day's  catches  were  76,  72,  67  and  61  fish  of  all 
kinds. 

"  There  in  the  stream  a  patient  fisher  stood, 
And  cast  his  line  across  the  rippling  flood, 
His  silver  spoil  lay  near  him  on  the  green, — 
1  Such  fish,'  the  courtiers  cried,  '  were  never  seen. 
Three  salmon  longer  than  a  cloth-yard  shaft, 
This  man  must  be  the  master  of  his  craft.'  " 

— "  The  Legend  of  the  Vain  King]'  by  Henry  Van  Dyke. 

Of  course,  there  were  many  other  good  strings  caught 
not  reported.  Pickerel  and  red  perch  were  abundant, 
ranging  high  as  to  weight  and  quality.  Black  bass  were 
not  plentiful,  but  several  fine  specimens  were  taken  weigh- 
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ing  f rom  3  to  4  pounds  each.  German  carp  are  seen  in 
these  waters,  though  rarely  taken  with  a  hook  because  our 
anglers  do  not  set  about  it  properly.  Carp  sell  for  15  cents 
per  pound,  and  pickerel  for  20  cents,  in  Boston  markets. 

"  All  flesh  is  grass,"  and  most  people  think  all  fish  is  fish. 
But  the  difference  in  the  value  of  food  like  fish  is  as  wide 
•as  the  sea,  and  is  measured  only  by  the  necessity  and  senti- 
ment of  the  eater.  We  have  seen  the  time  when  speckled 
trout  and  silvery  salmon  became  a  nauseating  nuisance, 
having  once  tasted  them  almost  daily  for  five  consecutive 
months.  How  we  longed  for  the  broiled  tail-end  of  a  cod, 
or  a  piece  of  bluefish  or  a  halibut  steak,  or  a  prosaic  mud- 
born  flounder,  disguised  as  fillet  of  sole.  Native  born 
Wakefield  fish  are  good  enough ;  and  that  they  are  held  in 
high  esteem  is  evidenced  by  the  large  number  taken  each 

season  for  food. 

Wild  Game. 

The  most  conspicuous  feature  of  the  hunting  season  of 
1904  around  Wakefield  was  the  scarcity  of  quail.  For  a 
number  of  years  quail  had  steadily  increased  and  their 
whistle  was  not  unfamiliar  even  in  the  more  thickly  settled 
parts  of  the  town.  The  extremely  heavy  snows  of  the  win- 
ter, however,  shut  them  off  from  their  usual  supplies  of 
food  and  almost  all  died  from  starvation  and  cold.  A  few 
remain,  however,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  survivors,  together 
with  quail  to  be  liberated  next  spring  by  the  Sportsman's 
Protective  Association  of  Eastern  Massachusetts,  will  in 
time  replenish  the  stock. 

A  few  woodcock  are  found  here  in  flight  time,  but  the 
main  reliance  of  the  bird  hunter  is  the  partridge.  The 
excessive  amount  of  hunting,  and  the  lessening  of  natural 
partridge  grounds,  are  slowly  reducing  their  already  small 
numbers,  but  the  greater  craftiness  and  cunning  of  the 
remaining  birds  requires  the  highest  possible  skill  with  the 
gun  and  so  makes  their  pursuit  the  more  fascinating  to  the 
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hunter  who  seeks  for  relaxation  from  business  in  real  sport, 
instead  of  in  mere  killing. 


In  Memoriam. 

Capt.  Jos.  W.  Collins,  Chairman  of  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  on  Fisheries  and  Game,  died  of  pneumonia,  at 
his  home  in  Brookline,  Mass.,  Monday,  Dec.  9.  In  his 
death  the  nation,  as  well  as  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  lost 
an  able,  intelligent  and  valuable  public  servant.  He  wTas 
an  eminent  authority  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  fisheries 
and  game,  especially  deep-sea  fishing.  He  was  a  veteran 
sea-faring  man,  and  a  fisher  in  many  waters.  He  was  a 
genial,  companionable  man  ;  and  his  uniformly  courteous 
and  kindly  reception  will  never  be  forgotten  by  anyone  who 
ever  had  business  to  transact  with  him. 


New  and  Amended  Fish  and  Game  Laws. 

Egypt  had  its  game  laws  long  before  the  flood,  probably, 
if  the  exact  truth  were  known,  but  America  is  just  waking 
up  to  a  hand-to-hand  struggle  with  annihilators  of  wild  life. 
We  urge  all  men  everywhere  to  think  on  these  things,  and 
decide  where  they  will  stand — with  the  annihilators  or  with 
the  protectors.  "  Most  men  know  little  about  wild  life  and 
care  less  ;  a  lesser  number  destroy  it  for  gain  ;  while  the 
real  sportsmen,  the  select  few,  shoot  wisely  but  too  well." 
They  aim  at  protection,  however. 

The  Massachusetts  Legislature  of  1904  enacted  a  law 
protecting  pickerel.  It  is  now  unlawful  to  take,  catch  or 
have  in  possession  any  pickerel  less  than  ten  inches  long. 
Penalty,  one  dollar  for  each  pickerel  so  caught,  or  had  in 
possession.  An  amendment  to  the  existing  law  on  bass 
removed  the  time  limit,  so  that  bass  may  now  be  taken  at 
any  time  of  the  year — the  legal  limit  of  eight  inches  being 
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retained.  The  penalty  for  taking  undersized  bass  is  ten 
dollars  for  each  fish.  Your  representative,  Geo.  M.  Poland, 
Esq.,  handled  the  pickerel  bill  in  an  able  and  successful 
manner  ;  and  your  Fish  Committee  had  a  hand  in  the  matter 
at  its  birth. 

Regulations  of  Law. 

Rules  and  regulations  regarding  fishing  and  hunting  have 
been  posted  in  conspicuous  places  by  Chairman  Samuel 
Parker. 

Lake  Quannapowitt  is  now  closed  to  all  fishing  from  Dec. 
1st,  to  June  1st,  of  each  year,  for  the  term  of  3  years — 
1905  to  1907 — and  is  open  for  fishing  on  Mondays, 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  only,  for  the  same  period  of  3 
years.  Deputy  Commissioner  Parker  arrested  five  men 
from  Salem,  for  illegal  fishing,  but  released  them,  it  being 
their  first  offence  and  without  knowledge  of  the  new  law. 

New  York  Aquarium. 

The  Aquarium,  in  Battery  Park,  New  York,  is  one  of 
the  largest  and  best  equipped  in  the  world,  and  is  controlled 
by  the  New  York  Zoological  Society.  Charles  H.  Town- 
send,  Esq.,  is  the  director  in  charge,  and  Mr.  L.  B.  Spencer 
is  one  of  the  principal  assistants.  The  Society  is  composed 
chiefly  of  business  men,  and  practical  women,  who  stand 
for  protection  of  wild  life  of  nearly  all  kinds,  everywhere, 
and  at  all  times,  except  the  lawful  open  season.  Entrance 
is  free  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Friday  and  Saturday  and 
Sunday.  The  first  quotation  of  this  report  is  painted  in 
letters  of  gold  around  the  base  of  the  dome  in  the  Aquarium.

The  sum  of  $20  as  interest  to  Dec.  1,  1904  has  been 
credited  to  library  account,  being  interest  at  the  rate  of  four 
per  centum  per  annum. 

Franklin  Poole  Library  Fund,  $500. 

This  fund  was  bequeathed  to  the  Beebe  town  library  and 
is  at  present  invested  in  a  temporary  loan  to  the  town  by 
note  dated  April  1,  1904,  and  payable  one  year  from  date 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  centum  per  annum. 
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The  sum  of  $20  as  interest  to  Oct.  1,  1904  has  been 
credited  to  library  account. 

Cyrus  G.  Beebe  Library  Fund,  $2000. 

This  fund  was  bequeathed  to  the  Beebe  town  library  by 
the  late  Cyrus  G.  Beebe,  and  by  the  terms  of  the  bequest 
the  income  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  books  and 
periodicals. 

The  fund  is  at  present  invested  in  a  temporary  loan  to  the 
town  of  Wakefield  dated  Jury  25,  1904,  payable  in  one  year 
from  date,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  centum 
per  annum.  The  interest  for  one  j^ear  to  Jan.  25,  1905, 
.00,  has  been  credited  to  library  account. 


Jonathan  Nichols  Temperance  Fund,  $1000. 

This  fund  was  a  gift  to  the  town  by  the  late  Jonathan 
Nichols.  The  conditions  of  the  trust  are  such  that  any 
young  man  of  our  town  who  files  his  name  with  the  town 
clerk  before  he  is  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  declares  his 
intention  not  to  drink  intoxicating  liquors,  and  not  to 
smoke  or  chew  tobacco  before  he  shall  have  become  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  shall  have  kept  his  pledge  until  that 
time,  shall  receive  from  the  income  of  the  fund  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  together  with  a  certificate  of  commendation  from 
the  selectmen. 

The  town  clerk's  records  show  that  770  young  men  have 
enrolled  their  names  under  the  pledge.  Four  have  been 
paid  $10  each  during  the  past  year,  making  a  total  of 
ninety-six  since  the  trust  was  received  in  March,  1883,  and 
others  are  now  on  the  waiting  list  who  will  be  paid  in  regu- 
lar order  as  the  income  permits. 

The  fund  is  now  invested  in  a  note  of  the  town  of  Wake- 
field, temporary  loan,  dated  Dec.  1,  1904,  and  due  Dec.  1, 
1905,  and  bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  centum  per 
annum.

Report  of  School  Committee. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield  : 

In  submitting  the  annual  report  required  by  law,  your 
committee  refer  to  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools,  the  principal  of  the  High  school  and  the  teachers  in 
the  special  departments,  and  bespeak  for  them  a  careful 
reading.  They  afford  the  information  in  reference  to  the 
work  of  the  school  department  for  the  past  year  which  most 
largely  interests  the  public.  The  statistics  herewith  sub- 
mitted show  the  expenses  of  the  department  and  the  chan- 
nels through  which  the  money  has  been  expended  and 
afford  valuable  information  as  to  the  management  and  work 
of  the  schools. 

As  our  system  is  now  organized  the  superintendent  has 
the  immediate  care  of  the  schools  and  is  the  executive  officer 
of  the  school  committee,  so  that  the  duties  imposed  upon 
the  committee  are  principally  to  look  after  the  property  of 
the  town,  the  finances  of  the  department,  consider  and 
establish  policies  and  see  that  they  are  carried  out.  In  all 
these  matters  they  have  received  the  cordial  assistance  of 
the  superintendent. 

Property. 

The  property  of  the  town  consists  of  the  land,  buildings 
thereon,  school  furniture,  books  and  incidental  supplies  for 
the  use  of  teachers  and  scholars. 

The  various  school  buildings  have  been  located  and 
erected  from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with  the  then  im- 
mediate needs,  and  as  a  consequence  they  are  not  located  in 
the  most  convenient  places  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
present  population.      There  has    been,  however,   no   such 
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change  in  the  location  of  the  population  as  to  require  the 
removal  of  any  buildings  or  to  cause  special  inconvenience 
to  the  pupils,  but  patience  and  forbearance  have  been  fre- 
quently demanded  both  from  them  and  their  pa  rents.  I 
should  be  realized,  however,  that  it  makes  but  little  differ- 
ence to  most  pupils  whether  the  school  room  is  a  quarter  or 
a  half  a  mile  from  their  residence.  It  is  much  more  essen- 
tial that  the  school  room  when  reached  should  be  convenient, 
safe,  well  warmed  and  ventilated,  and  in  a  sanitary  con- 
dition. In  these  particulars  your  committee  have  exercised 
care  and  think  that  the  town  has  no  substantial  reason  for 
complaint  but  the  time  is  not  far  off  when  some  extended 
improvements  must  be  carefully  considered. 

In  order  to  make  adequate  provision  for  all  pupils  in  the 
schools  we  have  been  obliged  to  make  several  transfers  from 
one  building  to  another,  resulting  in  slight  inconvenience 
and  some  complaint,  but  upon  investigation  b}r  those  most 
affected  they  have  become  satisfied  that  the  committee  have 
adopted  the  best  course  under  the  circumstances  and  these 
changes  have  been  complied  with  in  the  complaisant  manner 
which  has  always  characterized  our  people. 

Repairs. 

The  plastering  upon  the  ceilings  of  the  Warren  school 
building  was  in  such  a  condition  that  in  order  to  insure  the 
safety  of  its  occupants  it  became  necessary  to  remove  it  and 
this  has  been  done  and  the  ceilings  throughout  the  building 
have  been  replastered.  For  this  work  a  special  appropria- 
tion was  made  at  the  autumn  tov  n  meeting.  The  cost  ex- 
ceeded the  appropriation  by  a  small  amount.  Numerous 
repairs  have  been  required  on  the  Franklin  building  and 
others  are  imminent.  New  windows  have  been  inserted  in 
the  south  side  of  the  Hamilton  building  to  increase  the  light 
in  the  rooms  darkened  by  the  proximity  of  other  buildings. 
Substantial  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  High  school  and 
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Lincoln  buildings.  It  will  be  absolutely  necessary  in  a 
short  time  to  connect  the  Lincoln  building  with  the  sewer 
system  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  same  should  be  done 
at  an  early  dale  at  the  Hamilton  building.  The  grounds 
about  our  scho<  1  buildings  need  improvement  and  adorn- 
ment, and  we  hope  that  our  finances  will  permit  something 
to  be  done  in  that  line  during  the  next  year. 

Finances. 

The  auditors'  report  will  show  the  exact  amount  expended 
by  this  department  during  the  year  and  that  we  have  kept 
slightly  within  the  appropriation.  We  have  endeavored  to 
be  economical  but  not  parsimonious.  The  people  of  the 
town  demand  that  opportunities  and  means  for  education 
should  be  afforded  their  children  fairly  equal  to  those 
afforded  in  other  towns,  and  this  is  demonstrated  by  their 
readiness  to  respond  by  their  votes  to  the  reasonable  re- 
quirements of  the  committee.  The  committee  are  anxious 
to  meet  the  demand,  and  we  believe  that  our  schools  and 
school  surroundings  compare  favorably  with  those  of  towns 
similarly  situated.  The  expenditures  of  the  year  have  been 
as  follows  :

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We  do  not  expect  that  the  sums  suggested  for  contingent 
expenses,  books  and  supplies  are  sufficient,  but  any  deficit 
can  be  made  up  as  heretofore  from  the  income  from  tuition, 
which  is  estimated  for  the  year  ensuing  at  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  which  we  recommend  be  added  to  the  appropria- 
tion. 

It  wili  be  observed  that  these  sums  are  somewhat  in 
excess  of  last  year's  expenditures,  and  this  fact  arises  from 
several  causes,  the  most  important  of  which  are  that  it  will 
be  necessary  to  establish  at  least  one  new  school,  and  that  in 
pursuance  of  a  right  policy  established  some  years  ago,  the 
otoss  amount  of  the  salaries  of  teachers  will  be  increased.  It 
is  the  good  fortune  of  the  town  to  retain  in  its  employ  a  large 
number  of  teachers  who  have  not  reached  the  maximum,  and 
who  are  entitled  under  that  policy  to  an  increase  in  their 
salaries.  Substantially  the  same  appropriation  will  be 
required  for  incidentals,  and  a  slight  increase  for  fuel  for  the 
year  ensuing.  The  amount  received  for  tuition  varies  from 
year  to  year,  and  affords  a  substantial  help  to  our  finances. 
Any  surplus  in  this  fund  is  by  law  added  to  the  succeeding 
year's  appropriation,  and  is  not  turned  back  to  the  treasury 
of  the  town  as  are  other  appropriations. 

Policy. 

The  committee  have  endeavored  to  adopt  such  a  course 
as  would  tend  to  produce  trained  minds,  sound  bodies  and 
high  morals.  In  this  endeavor  they  have  avoided  as  much 
as  possible  all  display,  realizing  that  learning  loves  an 
opportunity  for  undisturbed  meditation  and  work.  In  the 
choice  of  subjects  and  matter  they  have  sought  those  things 
which  tend  toward  the  culture  of  the  mind  and  seem  best 
adapted  for  future  usefulness.  This  choice  demands  careful 
study,  observation  and  a  consideration  of  the  coming  civili- 
zation of  New  England.  Change  is  written  upon  the 
character  and  nationality  of  her  population.     The  sentiment 
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and  needs  of  today  are  not  those  of  yesterday,  and  will  not 
be  those  of  tomorrow,  and  it  is  only  the  prophetic  eye  that 
can  penetrate  the  veil  of  the  future.  Humanity  can  only 
critically  observe  the  present  and,  guided  by  the  "lamp 
of  experience,"'  endeavor  to  reveal  its  mysteries.  The 
middle  aged  of  today  easily  distinguish  the  difference 
between  the  New  England  life  of  the  past  and  present  gen- 
eration. The  agricultural  center  of  this  country  is  in  the 
great  west.  What  was  once  the  literary  center  of  the 
United  States  has  gone  beyond  the  borders  of  New  England. 
The  use  of  metal  in  ship  building  has  deprived  her  of  one 
of  her  foremost  industries,  and  today  we  see  her  multitudin- 
ous looms  weaving  their  products  nearer  to  the  producing 
point  of  the  raw  material.  Her  foreign  and  domestic  com- 
merce have  not  kept  pace  with  that  in  other  parts  of  the 
country,  and  her  people  are  brought  face  to  face  with  a  con- 
dition which  they  do  not  admire,  but  with  which  they  must 
cope  as  best  they  can. 

New  England  still  has  her  magnificent  universities,  her 
great  and  small  colleges,  her  public  school  system,  and 
still  rivals  the  world  in  the  intelligence  and  ingenuity  of 
her  people,  and  above  all  holds  in  her  tenacious  grasp  the 
spirit  of  good  morals,  and  a  liberal  and  enlightened  Chris- 
tianity. She  still  has  the  summer  sun  and  the  winter  snow, 
the  bracing  air  of  the  seashore  and  mountain,  the  sandy 
shores  and  granite  heights,  which  have  given  to  her  people 
the  active,  energetic  physical  and  mental  capacity  for  which 
they  have  been  for  so  many  generations  distinguished. 
While  acknowledging  losses  which  she  has  suffered,  it  is  the 
duty  of  all,  in  whatever  sphere  of  activity  engaged,  to  use 
all  those  advantages  which  she  retains  to  promote  her 
growth  in  intelligence  and  prosperity,  that  she  maintain  her 
supremacy  in  the  production  of  men  and  women. 

In  this  work  the  public  school  must  be  in  the  future,  as  it 
has  been  in  the  past,  a  paramount  factor,   and  the  work  of 
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the  educator  is  so  to  discern  the  demands  of  the  future  as 
to  enable  him  to  direct  the  efforts  of  the  present  to  meet 
those  requirements.  The  commonwealth,  by  its  laws,  aided 
and  directed  by  the  best  educators,  has  marked  out  the  lines 
and  courses  which  seemed  best  in  taking  the  child  from  the 
beginning  of  its  school  age,  carrying  him  along  through 
various  changes  and  grades  until  he  is  prepared  to  enter 
upon  such  activities  as  are  found  to  be  necessary  or  con- 
genial. Into  these  courses  and  along  these  lines  every 
municipality  lias  been  plunged  and  from  which  unaided  it 
cannot  rescue  itself,  however  desirable.  It  is  true  that  each 
has  its  own  little  sphere  of  influence  but  it  cannot  with  any 
hope  of  success  depart  from  the  general  scheme  adopted  by 
surrounding  communities,  but  it  can  recognize  that  it  is  a 
unit  which  helps  to  make  up  the  commonwealth  and  is 
entitled  to  have  its  own  voice  heard  and  its  opinions  con- 
sidered in  the  determination  of  the  general  policy.  Your 
committee,  while  not  advocating  any  radical  departure,  yet 
are  emphatic  in  their  views  upon  some  few  questions,  and 
they  venture  to  express  their  opinion  that  the  general  policy 
of  the  commonwealth  does  not  tend  to  make  the  young  self- 
reliant.  It  does  not  make  them  do  for  themselves.  It 
requires  the  municipality  and  the  teacher  to  do  too  much 
for  them.  It  tends  to  the  lassitude  of  mental  faculties.  A 
powerful  brain  or  high  moral  tendencies  can  no  more  be 
produced  without  exercise  than  a  muscular  forearm.  We 
raise  our  voices  for  a  more  practical  education  and  we  speak 
now  solely  for  our  own  community,  realizing  that  practical 
education  may  be  one  thing  for  one  community  and  another 
for  another  in  accordance  with  their  circumstances.  Out  of 
the  twenty-two  hundred  school  children  in  the  schools  of 
Wakefield  today  the  large  percentage  of  them  must  obtain 
their  livelihood  by  the  labor  of  their  hand  or  their  brain. 
Few  are  born  that  need  not  exercise  either  and  those  will 
prove  of  little  use  in  the  world.     Hence,  be}rond  the  train- 
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ing  of  the  mind  in  those  things  which  are  absolutely  essen- 
tial to  all,  the  tendency  of  the  teaching  should  be  toward 
such  subjects  as  will  best  fit  them  for  such  activities  as  they 
may  in  the  future  be  engaged  in.  Not  however  in  the  way  of 
professional  life  or  of  those  specialties  akin  thereto,  for 
those  are  beyond  the  scope  of  public  training.  There  is  a 
line  of  demarkation,  though  fine,  which  should  be  adhered 
to.  Public  school  money  should  be  expended  for  the  com- 
mon benefit  of  all,  with  such  incidental  specialties  as  the 
peculiar  trend  of  the  child's  mind  will  readily  indicate. 
Hence  we  endorse  the  thorough,  systematic  and  constant 
training  in  the  essentials  necessary  for  all  scholars  through- 
out their  lives,  and  hy  this  we  mean  a  constant  drill  therein 
throughout  the  school  age.  If  a  special  fitness  or  a  very 
earnest  desire  is  found,  opportunity  for  wider  culture  and  a 
thorough  fitting  for  the  university  or  technical  school  should 
be  afforded,  but  not  otherwise.  Too  many  excellent 
mechanics,  farmers  and  merchants  are  spoiled  to  make  poor 
ministers,  cheap  doctors  and  worse  lawyers.  If  a  boy  has 
mechanical  talent,  a  desire  for  a  knowledge  of  the  products 
of  the  earth,  an  interest  in  the  intricacies  of  commerec,  an 
ambition  to  explore  the  realms  of  science,  or  to  master  the 
elements  of  nature,  the  public  school  should  render  him 
assistance  and  give  to  him  at  least  the  elements  of  the  sub- 
ject toward  which  his  mind  tends.  If  a  girl  is  attracted  by 
the  art  of  needlework,  or  looks  forward  to  the  comforts  of 
her  own  home,  or  is  gifted  with  a  passion  for  music  or  art, 
or  anticipates  a  lifetime  spent  in  leading  others  in  the  paths 
of  knowledge,  or  aspires  to  the  professions  and  business  of 
a  more  masculine  type,  she  too,  in  addition  to  the  funda- 
mentals, should  be  inspired  to  greater  and  more  diligent 
effort  along  the  lines  to  which  her  mind  tends.  In  a  word, 
drill  fundamentals  to  all  and  such  special  training  as  time 
and  opportunhvy  will  permit.  While  not  teaching  all  such 
subjects  in  the  public  schools  of  our  town  as  a  part  of  the 
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regular  curriculum,  they  have  been  in  the  past  incidental 
and  suggestive  and  can  be  made  more  so  in  the  future. 
The  minds  of  the  pupils  may  be  easily  turned  toward  the 
natural  and  cultivated  products  of  the  earth,  toward  the 
mechanical  contrivances  which  they  see  about  them,  toward 
the  commerce,  the  arts  and  the  sciences  which  prevail  in 
the  latitude  of  New  England  and  they  should  be  stimulated 
to  a  study  of  such  subjects.  New  England  will  depend 
more  largely  in  the  future  than  in  the  past  upon  her  agri- 
culture, her  forestry  and  her  mechanics.  Thus  it  becomes 
more  necessary  that  the  child  should  be  equipped  to  meet 
the  conditions  which  will  surround  him  when  he  arrives  at 
mature  life. 

Thus  far  we  have  spoken  only  of  mental  education.  But 
no  substantial  mental  education  can  be  obtained  without  a 
trained  and  developed  body,  and  while  this  matter  is  and 
should  be  to  a  very  large  extent  left  to  the  individual  him- 
self and  those  in  charge  of  his  home  training,  yet  the  school 
does  and  should  exercise  a  supervision  and  a  powerful 
influence.  As  the  best  product  of  the  school  is  a  good  citi 
zen  it  must  look  as  well  to  physical  as  to  mental  training, 
and  while  our  town  has  not  established  what  may  be  prop- 
erly called  a  department  of  athletics,  yet  the  schools  have 
given  much  attention  to  the  matter  of  exercise  and  the  gen- 
eral development  of  the  body.  This  work  has  culminated 
in  the  High  school  in  the  military  drill  and  while  that  has 
not  escaped  censure  in  many  quarters,  we  think  that  it  has 
met  with  general  approbation  in  our  community.  It  is  not 
adopted  for  the  purpose  of  making  soldiers  or  of  encourag- 
ing war  or  warlike  tendencies,  but  it  is  adopted  as  one  of 
the  means  of  physical  culture  which  will  interest  and 
develop  the  boys  of  our  day.  It  has  a  pronounced  effect 
upon  the  mental  characteristics  of  those  who  participate  in 
it.  It  not  only  trains  the  hand,  foot  and  eye  but  it  encour- 
ages to  a  marked   degree  the   spirit  of  attention  and  readjr 
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obedience.      The  truth  of  this  ma}'  be  readily  observed  by 
any  spectator  at  the  annual  drill  of  our  battalion. 

The  cultivation  of  the  moral  side  of  a  child's  nature, 
while  left  primarily  to  home  and  church  influences,  yet  has 
a  pronounced  and  determined  place  in  schools.  Religious 
training,  so  far  as  doctrines  are  concerned,  is  rigorously 
excluded,  but  all  violations  of  human  or  divine  law  are 
vi^orouslv  discountenanced.  The  teaching  of  morals  consists 
not  alone  in  instruction  about  matters  and  things  expressly 
forbidden,  but  more  largely  in  inspiring  a  desire  for  high 
ideals  and  righteous  conduct.  The  mind  of  the  child  should 
be  projected  into  a  lively  knowledge  of  the  virtue  there  is  in 
"  whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things  are  honest, 
whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure,  what- 
soever things  are  lovely  and  whatsoever  things  are  of  good 
report."  But  the  most  powerful  component  of  morality 
teaching  in  our  public  schools  is  the  teacher  himself. 
It  is  not  what  or  how  he  teaches  that  gives  the  noblest  result, 
but  what  he  is  himself  as  he  goes  about  his  daily  work. 
Who  that  has  ever  sat  under  the  instruction  of  Principal 
Taylor  or  President  Bancroft  of  Andover,  touched  the 
ennobling  personality  of  President  Tucker,  observed  the 
conscientious  devotion  of  President  Harris,  wondered  afc  the 
pervasive  power  of  President  Eliot,  felt  the  impact  of  the 
life  of  President  D wight,  or  come  within  the  influence  of 
that  saintly  but  kingly  spirit,  President  Lord,  long  ago 
passed  to  the  great  beyond,  but  has  felt  the  glow  of  a 
spiritual  grace  which  teaching  alone  can  never  give.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Committee  : 

My  third  annual  report,  which  is  the  twelfth  in  the  series 
of  annual  reports  b}r  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  this 
town,  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

Teachers  and  Salaries. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  no  special  changes 
in  the  general  plan.  The  work  of  our  teachers  has  been 
characterized  by  earnest  enthusiasm.  In  justice  to  them  it 
is  fair  to  say  that  upon  the  whole  our  schools  have  made  a 
very  gratifying  progress.  This  is  the  more  commendable 
in  view  of  some  very  real  difficulties.  Last  September  the 
fall  term  began  with  twenty-four  per  cent,  of  our  teachers 
new  to  their  positions.  The  effect  upon  a  school  system  of 
so  material  a  change  in  the  teaching  force' is  obvious. 

In  my  last  annual  report  the  matter  of  salaries  was  dis- 
cussed. This  is  such  a  vital  factor  in  securing  and  retain- 
ing good  teachers  that  your  attention  is  most  earnestly 
called  to  that  portion  of  the  above  mentioned  report. 
Since  the  salary  question  was  so  fully  discussed  there,  it  is 
not  expedient  to  take  it  up  at  length  here.  A  few  facts  will 
be  given  which  were  published  during  the  current  month  in 
the  sixty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  State  board  of  educa- 
tion. Average  wages  of  male  teachers  per  month  for  the 
State,  $145.48.  Average  wages  of  female  teachers  per 
month,  $55.37.  For  Wakefield,  covering  the  same  period  : 
Average  wages  per  month  of  male  teachers,  $92.50:  of 
female  teachers,  $50.08.  From  the  above  it  is  apparent 
that  Wakefield  cannot  compete  successfully  with  the  average 
town  of  this  State  in  the  matter  of  salaries. 

The  general  public  many  times  falls  into  error  in  consider- 
ing teachers'  salaries.  It  looks  at  the  monthly  wage  and  its 
verdict  is  "  pretty  fair  pay."     It  must  be  remembered  that 
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the  teacher  has  to  divide  by  twelve  instead  of  ten  ;  that 
makes  the  monthly  wage  a  different  story.  Again,  the 
purchasing  power  of  a  dollar,  in  relation  to  living,  is  much 
less  now  than  it  was  a  few  years  ago.  Teachers'  salaries 
have  not  advanced  commensurately.  There  is  this  bright 
side  to  the  yearly  misfortune  of  losing  some  of  our  best 
instructors.  The  fact  that  they  leave  us  to  accept  better 
positions  at  increased  salaries  is  a  potent  argument  in 
encouraging  teachers  to  come  here. 

School  Accommodations. 

For  each  schoolroom  below  the  High  school  there  is  an 
average  of  thirty-eight  pupils.  The  classes  have  been  so 
arranged  that  there  are  not  over  two  grades  in  any  room 
except  at  Montrose.  There,  owing  to  the  small  number  of 
pupils,  it  has  been  necessary  to  have  three  grades  in  each 
of  the  two  rooms  of  that  school.  It  is  my  opinion  that  now 
the  grading  is  arranged  as  well  and  as  economically  as  it 
can  be  under  existing  conditions. 

The  matter  of  school  accommodations  for  the  town  was 
fully  dealt  with  in  my  last  annual  report ;  therefore,  it  is 
necessary  nowr  to  call  attention  only  to  schools  where  the 
conditions  have  changed.  The  number  of  pupils  in  the 
Greenwrood  school  have  not  increased  as  rapidly  as  there 
was  reason  to  expect.  The  eight  schoolrooms  of  the  build- 
ing are  occupied  with  schools,  but  it  is  probable  that  the 
increase  can  be  taken  care  of  for  another  vear  at  least. 

During  the  year  another  room  at  the  Franklin  school  has 
been  furnished  and  another  school  started.  The  eight  school- 
rooms of  the  new  Franklin  are  now  in  use.  A  few  more 
pupils  can  be  accommodated  by  distributing  them  through 
the  rooms.  If  the  school  population  of  this  district  in- 
creases as  rapidly  as  it  has  in  the  past  the  old  Franklin, 
which  was  closed  a  few  years  ago,  will  have  to  be  repaired 
and  put  into  commission  again  within  a  year  or  two. 
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At  the  present  time  the  greatest  need  of  room  is  at  the 
Lincoln  school.  The  building  is  overcrowded  from  the 
basement  up.  In  one  part  of  the  basement  is  the  supply 
room  for  all  of  the  schools  of  the  town.  It  is  not  a  suitable 
room  for  the  school  supplies,  as  they  get  dusty  in  the  winter 
when  the  heating  apparatus  is  running,  and  in  the  summer 
when  the  fires  are  out  papers  and  books  mildew.  The  sloyd 
room  is  in  another  part  of  the  basement.  Since  a  new  floor 
was  laid  the  room  serves  its  purpose  very  well,  except  more 
room  could  be  used  profitably  for  this  important  work.  On 
the  floors  above  every  room  is  in  use  ;  even  two  little  class- 
rooms which  were  not  designed  for  regular  school  rooms. 

In  the  first  grade  room  there  have  been  enrolled  this  year 
thus  far  seventy-one  pupils.  Of  course  it  has  been  impos- 
sible to  teach  so  large  a  number  together ;  therefore,  the 
group  system  has  been  tried.  The  school  was  divided  into 
five  groups  ;  each  group  was  assigned  a  morning  and  an 
afternoon  session  when  it  should  not  attend  school,  thus  the 
number  was  reduced  one-fifth.  This  scheme  has  worked 
very  well,  but  it  would  be  of  little  use  with  a  larger  number 
of  pupils.  In  fact  another  }7ear,  if  the  number  of  first 
grade  children  increases,  and  it  certainly  will  increase, 
judging  from  past  records,  it  will  be  necessary  to  divide 
the  children  into  favo  divisions,  snvinff  each  division  a  half- 
day  session,  unless  more  room  is  provided.  My  views 
respecting  increased  school  accommodation  for  the  Lincoln 
were  fully  set  forth  in  the  last  year's  report;  therefore,  I 
will  not  repeat  at  this  time.  This,  it  seems  to  me,  is  the 
most  important  matter  for  immediate  consideration. 

Medical  Inspection. 

Since  medical  inspection  has  received  attention  in  my  last 
two  annual  reports  it  seems  fitting  that  some  of  the  latest 
facts  should  be  given,  and  that  attention  should  be  directed 
again  to  the  much  needed  municipal  oversight  of  the  health 
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of  school  children  with  a  view  to  check  epidemics  of  con- 
tagious diseases  and  to  discover  defects  which  have  a  bear- 
ing  on  the  physical  and  mental  well-being  of  the  pupils  in 
our  public  schools. 

During  the  past  year  the  physician  on  our  school  com- 
mittee has  willingly  responded  to  all  calls  from  teachers  and 
superintendent  to  investigate  cases  in  the  schools  where 
contagious,  infectious  or  parasitic  diseases  were  suspected. 
Upon  his  advice  many  such  troubles  in  their  incipient 
stages  have  been  promptly  dealt  with.  This,  certainly,  is 
in  a  measure  responsible  for  the  remarkable  immunity  this 
town  has  enjoyed  from  contagious  diseases  during  the  last 
twelve  months ;  only  thirteen  cases  affecting  the  schools 
having  been  reported  to  this  office  during  that  time  by  the 
board  of  health.  This  is  a  most  forcible  argument  that 
medical  inspection  is  practical  and  profitable. 

The  above  mentioned  physician  has  given  this  invaluable 
professional  service  to  the  town  gratuitously,  in  behalf  of 
those  who  have  the  welfare  of  our  children  at  heart  I  wish 
to  thank  him. 

In  a  circular  recently  issued  by  the  Philadelphia  board  of 
health  and  board  of  education,  when  organizing  their  system 
of  medical  inspection,  the  objects  of  such  inspection  are 
concisely  stated  : 

(1).  The  identification  of  all  pupils  requiring  medical 
care. 

(2).  The  prompt  exclusion  from  school  of  all  pupils 
suffering  from  transmissible  diseases. 

(3).  The  exclusion  from  school  until  appropriate  medi- 
cal treatment  has  been  begun  of  all  pupils  suffering  from 
other  than  transmissible  diseases. 

(4).  The  detection  of  defects  of  sight  and  hearing  and 
of  deformities  that  may  be  corrected  or  improved  by  medi- 
cal aid. 

The   State  law  compels  children  to  attend  school  where 
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they  may  be  brought  into  contact  with  contagious  diseases. 
It  is  manifestly  a  duty  which  the  State  owes  its  children  to 
shield  them  from  harm.  From  any  standpoint,  it  seems  to 
me,  the  well-being  of  the  community  at  large  would  be  sub- 
served by  systematic  medical  inspection  of  our  schools. 

Such  inspection  was  begun  in  Europe  in  1800.  In  this 
country  Boston  first  adopted  daily  medical  inspection  in 
1894,  as  a  result  of  an  unusual  prevalence  of  diphtheria. 
Soon  after  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Chicago  and  Milwaukee 
instituted  a  system.  In  this  State  at  the  present  time,  as 
far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  there  is  a  partial  or  com- 
plete system  of  medical  inspection  in  Arlington,  Andover, 
Boston,  Brookline,  Cambridge,  Danvers,  Marlboro,  Maiden, 
Newton,  New  Bedford,  Plymouth,  Waltham,  Watertown 
and  Worcester. 

For  the  sake  of  our  children,  and  from  the  economic 
standpoint  of  preventable  losses  from  sickness,  deformity 
and  death,  I  recommend  this  matter  for  earnest  considera- 
tion. 

Manual  Training. 

In  our  manual  training  department  are  sewing  and  sloyd. 
Miss  Sarah  M.  Aldrich,  for  two  years  the  instructor  of 
sloyd,  left  us  last  September  to  accept  a  similar  position  in 
the  Boston  public  schools  at  a  large  increase  of  salary. 
Miss  Aldrich  was  a  valuable  teacher  for  us.  She  worked 
hard  and  faithfully  for  her  department  and  succeeded  in 
raising  it  to  a  high  standard  of  efficiency. 

At  the  present  time  the  supply  of  good  sloyd  teachers  is 
very  limited.  The  committee  was  most  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing for  this  important  position  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Trubey,  who 
is  a  skilful  worker  in  both  wood  and  metal,  and  has  received 
a  thorough  preparation  to  teach  sloyd.  Mr.  Trubey  has 
taken  hold  of  the  work  with  a  will  and  his  success  seems 
assured. 
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Although  sloyd  has  become  firmly  established  here,  it  is 
still  misunderstood.  One  can  get  a  fair  idea  of  what  the 
work  is  by  calling  at  the  sloyd  room  where  about  220  pupils 
receive  instruction  in  this  subject.  I  am  certain  that  per- 
sonal observation  will  convince  the  most  skeptical  of  the 
value  of  this  work.     Visitors  are  always  most  welcome. 

Gustaf  Larsson,  principal  of  the  Sloyd  Training  School, 
Boston,  a  teacher  who  is  doing  much  for  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion, thus  defines  sloyd  :  "Sloyd  is  tool  work  so  arranged 
and  employed  as  to  stimulate  and  promote  vigorous,  intelli- 
gent self-activity  for  a  purpose  which  the  worker  recognizes 
as  good. 

"The  aim  of  sloyd  is  to  provide  for  the  harmonious  de- 
velopment of  children  during  the  formative  age  from  eight 
to  fifteen." 

The  exercises  are  always  applied  on  objects  the  use  of 
which  can  be  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  worker.  No- 
body questions  the  value  of  teaching  pupils  the  proper  use 
of  fifty  or  more  hand  tools,  requiring  a  high  degree  of  mus- 
cular control,  in  making  such  useful  articles  as  the  penholder, 
hat-rack,  bread- board,  tabouret,  etc.  The  utilitarian  side 
is  important ;  still  more  important  is  the  moral  and  mental 
culture  which  may  be  derived  from  this  essential  department 
of  education.  A  prominent  educator  said  recently  :  "Pres- 
ent education  appeals  for  the  most  part  simply  to  the 
intellectual  aspect  of  our  natures,  our  desires  to  learn,  to 
accumulate  information  and  get  control  of  the  symbols  of 
learning:  not  to  our  impulses  to  do,  to  create,  to  produce, 
whether  in  the  form  of  utility  or  of  art."  Herbert  Spencer 
said  that  "education  is  a  preparation  for  complete  living." 
The  altruistic  aim  of  education  is  the  development  of  power 
beneficent  to  the  social  organism.  When  man  was  created, 
to  him  was  given  power  to  create  in  his  turn.  Every  child 
finds  his  highest  joy  in  creation.  Sloyd  helps  to  the  reali- 
zation of  that  joy  by  pointing  the  way  of  fashioning  the 
material  at  hand  into  simple  objects  of  beauty. 
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We  have  gone  by  the  period  when  the  three  E-'s  were 
considered  sufficient  for  the  accomplishment  of  an  education. 
To  the  three  R's  have  been  added  the  three  "royal  H's,  the 
Head,  Heart  and  Hand."  One  can  never  be  well  educated 
by  means  of  books  alone.  Words  can  never  take  the  place 
of  things.  Sense  and  motor  ideas  are  the  foundation  of 
all  knowledge.  Sloyd  gives  correct  motor  training  since  it 
measures,  co-ordinates  and  controls  muscular  activity. 
The  head  or  brain  is  the  controller  of  all  motor  activity  ; 
hence,  when  the  muscular  system  is  trained  by  means  of 
appropriate  exercises  the  motor  areas  of  the  brain  are  un- 
dergoing a  process  of  development.  Indeed,  sloyd  devel- 
ops the  highest  intellectual  powers,  since  it  requires  in  its 
application  the  planning  and  making  of  something  by  logical 
and  well-chosen  processes. 

That  which  he  creates  with  high  effort  the  child  loves. 
He  rejoices  in  the  work  of  his  own  hands.  It  is  natural  for 
the  child's  heart  to  be  in  his  work  when  he  recognizes  that 
he  is  really  doing  something  worth  doing.  Another  of  the 
many  advantages  of  sloyd  is  that  it  teaches  the  child  to  look 
ahead  and  to  be  more  thoughtful ;  that  results  must  be  con- 
sidered before  action.  Careful  planning,  exact  measure- 
ments, accurate  work  impress  upon  him  the  importance  and 
the  habit  of  carefulness,  patience  and  accuracy,  and  the 
moral  lesson  of  truthfulness  and  justice  inspired  by  the 
perfect  square,  tight  joints  and  matched  parts  cannot  be 
overlooked. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  manual  training  I  should 
like  to  call  attention  to  the  advisability  of  adding  to  this 
department  the  subject  of  housewifery  science  whenever  our 
finances  will  permit. 

In  the  case  of  boys  it  is  difficult  to  find  any  calling  which 
all  will  eventually  pursue.  With  girls  it  is  entirely  differ- 
ent. There  is  one  calling  which  is  a  part  of  the  future  of 
every  girl,  almost  without  exception,  no  matter  whether  she 
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is  rich  or  poor,  whether  she  marries  or  not,  her  life  certain- 
ly will  include  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  housewifely  cares, 
and  it  surely  will  remain  so  as  long  as  society  is  organized 
on  its  present  basis. 

Sewing  is  taught  in  our  schools,  and  this  is  a  long  step  in 
the  right  direction.  Other  branches  of  domestic  science, 
such  as  cooking,  home  decoration,  sanitation  and  hygiene, 
simple  principles  of  nursing,  etc.,  added  to  the  department 
of  manual  training  would  do  much  toward  giving  the  girls 
useful  aptitudes  to  perform  efficiently  the  duties  which 
maturity  will  bring.  We  must  believe,  with  Miss  Frances 
Willard,  that  "the  mission  of  the  ideal  woman  is  to  make 
the  whole  world  homelike,"  and  that  "  bad  cooking  is  re- 
sponsible for  much  crime."  It  may  be  said  that  girls  should 
be  taught  household  arts  at  their  homes.  They  are  not  so 
taught,  however,  and  it  is  manifestly  the  duty  of  the  school 
to  consider  things  as  they  are,  and  to  train  our  girls  to  fulfil 
successfully  their  mission  in  the  social  organism.  This  line 
of  education  would  not  detract  in  any  degree  from  a  girl's 
efficiency  in  any  of  the  activities  of  life  she  might  engage 
in  ;  on  the  contrary,  it  would  increase  her  power  to  do  good 
service  to  humanity,  and  put  her  in  better  accord  with  her 
environment. 

I  know  that  all  of  these  things  cost  a  good  deal  of  money, 
and  that  the  town  is  oppressed  with  a  burden  of  debt,  but 
in  the  proper  education  of  our  children  we  have  a  responsi- 
bility that  we  must  meet,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  who  have 
at  heart  the  future  welfare  of  the  community  to  consider 
carefully  the  best  methods  of  education  and  adopt  them  as 
far  as  circumstances  will  permit. 

Gifts. 

The  following  gifts  to  our  schools  during  the  year  have 
been  reported  to  this  office.  For  these,  and  for  any  others 
to   which  my   attention   may  not  have  been  called,  we  are 
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very  grateful,  and  in  behalf  of  the  schools  I  wish  to  thank 
the  donors  : 

To  the  Lincoln  school :  A  cast  of  "  Mercury  Running," 
from  pupils  of  the  fifth  grade. 

To  the  H.  M.  Warren  school:  A  picture  of  Lincoln, 
from  Major  W.  N.  Tyler.  A  picture,  "  Bridge  and  Castle 
of  St.  Angelo,"  from  the  graduating  class  of  1904.

To  the  Franklin  school :  A  silk  flag,  from  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps. 

To  the  Woodville  school :  A  silk  flag,  from  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps. 

To  the  Montrose  school :  Two  rock  maple  trees  (Acer 
saccharinum) ,  planted,  from  the  Montrose  Reading  Club. 

To  the  teachers  :  Subscriptions  to  "  The  School  Physiolo- 
gy Journal,"  from  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  Copies  of  "  Salutes  to 
the  Flair,"  from  the  W.  R.  C. 

Giving  to  the  public  schools  is  most  commendable.  To 
those  who  are  inclined  to  give,  I  suggest  that  they  make 
donations  of  such  things  as  cannot  be  supplied  from  the 
public  appropriations.  Pictures,  statuary,  flowers,  books  of 
reference,  wholesome  reading,  musical  instruments,  and 
money  are  most  acceptable  as  gifts.  The  good  which  gifts 
of  the  above  nature  will  do  cannot  be  estimated.  The  effect 
upon  the  life  and  character  of  children,  of  surrounding  them 
with  refining  influences  is  most  beneficial.  Anything  which 
tends  to  produce  a  higher  type  of  citizenship  is  a  worthy 
object  for  private  generosity. 

School  Exhibition. 

As  a  rule  I  do  not  approve  of  special  school  exhibitions. 
The  good  accomplished  is  hardly  commensurate  with  the 
effort  and  expense  involved.     Preparing  for  an  exhibition 
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must  in  some  measure  interfere  with  the  regular  work  of  the 
schools  for  several  weeks.  A  better  idea  of  what  the 
schools  are  doing  can  be  gained  by  personal  visits  to  the 
several  departments  when  the  pupils  and  teachers  are  en- 
gaged in  their  daily  tasks.  Parents  and  other  visitors  are 
always  welcome,  and  we  should  be  glad  to  receive  calls  very 
often.  We  hope  that  no  one  will  be  offended  if  he  receives 
little  attention  from  the  teacher  in  charge  during  a  call. 
Our  teachers  are  not  permitted  to  change  their  programs, 
or  to  leave  their  work  for  lengthy  consultations  with  parents 
during  school  hours.  The  best  time  to  see  teachers  is  at 
the  close  of  the  day's  session,  and  it  is  hoped  that  parents 
will  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  in  all  cases  of  mis- 
understanding. 

Last  June  a  special  invitation  was  sent  to  the  parents  of 
every  pupil  in  the  public  schools  below  the  High  to  attend 
an  exhibition  of  school  work.  The  object  of  the  exhibition 
was  not  to  display  the  best  work,  but  samples  of  work  from 
everv  pupil.  Many  who  attended  have  told  me  that  they 
were  well  repaid. 

This  year  no  exhibition  will  be  given,  as  the  interruption 
of  the  regular  work  makes  it  inadvisable  to  hold  one  oftener 
than  every  other  year ;  therefore,  parents  are  urgently 
requested  to  keep  in  touch  with  their  children's  school  work 
by  frequent  calls. 

Course  of  Study. 

On  pages  293,  294  and  295,  the  list  of  subjects  taught  in 
our  schools  from  the  first  grade  through  the  High  is  printed. 
On  the  timetable  for  the  schools  below  the  High  the  number 
of  minutes  per  week  given  to  each  subject  is  indicated. 
On  the  course  of  study  for  the  High  school  the  number  of 
periods  per  week  devoted  to  each  subject  is  given.  The 
length  of  the  period  is  about  forty-five  minutes. 

I  confess  that  I  am  perplexed  at  times  as  to  the  proper 
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subjects  to  be  taught  and  the  proper  amount  of  time  to  be 
given  to  those  subjects.  There  is  this  assurance,  however, 
our  schools  are  pursuing  practically  the  course  of  study  that 
is  pursued  by  all  of  the  schools  of  this  State.  We  are  at 
least  following  along  lines  approved  by  consensus  of  opinion 
of  educators  who  for  years  have  made  school  curricula  a 
study. 

Societies  are  multiplying,  having  for  their  object  the  dis- 
cussion of  problems  relating  to  the  intellectual  well-being  of 
the  community.  It  is  not  strange,  then,  that  there  should 
be  many  calls  for  the  modification  of  the  course  of  study  in 
schools.  Often  impatience  is  manifested  because  school 
authorities  delay  the  engrafting  of  special  features  upon  the 
school  curriculum.  Occasionally  there  is  a  strong  demand 
for  practical  studies,  arithmetic  being  regarded  as  the  chief 
one.  Others  urge  that  too  much  time  is  now  given  to  this 
study,  and  that  algebra  and  geometry  should  be  substituted 
therefor  in  the  higher  grammar  grades.  The  introduction 
into  grammar  schools  of  Latin,  French,  German  and  Span- 
ish is  urged.  Many  urge  the  importance  of  nature  study, 
and  the  necessity  of  a  special  teacher  in  this  branch. 
Recently  a  number  of  mothers  called  on  me  urging  me  to  do 
everything  in  my  power  to  secure  a  special  teacher  for  phy- 
sical culture.  Again,  skilled  instructors  in  penmanship  are 
demanded.  Very  many  have  urged  that  manual  training  is 
the  most  important  part  of  a  school  curriculum.  There  nre 
those  who  contend  that  the  so-called  scientific  temperance 
instruction  with  special  reference  to  the  injurious  effects  of 
alcohol  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system,  should  receive 
the  maximum  amount  of  time  given  to  any  subject.  Kin- 
dergartens, day  nurseries,  vacation  schools  and  evening 
schools  are  demanded.  Some  even  demand  that  the  High 
school  course  shall  embrace  many  subjects  taught  in  college, 
and  so  on.     The  advocates  of  each  particular  subject  believe 
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that   they  have    discovered  the   panacea  for  all  the   evils 
inherent  in  the  school  system. 

In  all  of  these  matters  it  has  been  my  aim  to  maintain  a 
conservative  attitude.  Effects  upon  the  conduct  and  char- 
acter of  pupils  and  results  have  to  be  considered  before 
action,  otherwise  there  might  be  foisted  upon  the  schools 
grievous  follies  in  the  way  of  educational  vagaries.  When 
anything  is  proved  to  possess  actual  merit,  and  its  intro- 
duction would  not  crowd  out  something  of  greater  merit,  it 
will  have  all  of  the  support  I  am  able  to  give  it. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  efficiency  and 
loyalty  of  all  with  whom  I  have  been  associated  in  the 
performance  of  my  duties.  There  have  been  manifested  at 
all  times  frankness,  cordiality,  earnestness  and  willingness, 
and  in  every  case  there  has  been  the  desire  to  carry  out  as 
wished  any  measure  for  the  good  of  the  service. 

I  thank  the  school  committee  for  the  support  so  freely 
accorded  me  during  the  past  year,  and  give  assurance  that 
it  will  be  my  earnest  endeavor  to  merit  the  continuance  of 
that  support. 

This  report  and  the  reports  of  the  heads  of  departments 
are  respectfully  submitted.

Notes. 

The  figures  at  the  right  of  the  studies  indicate  the  number 
of  recitations  per  week  in  that  subject. 

To  receive  a  diploma  a  pupil  must  successfully  do  the 
work  of  some  one  of  the  courses  laid  down  for  the  first  two 
years,  and  also  work  covering  sixteen  periods  per  week  for 
the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the  course. 

Drawing,  Penmanship  and  Typewriting,  requiring  little  or 
no  preparation,  are  rated  at  one-half  the  value  of  other 
studies.  In  making  up  the  sixteen  periods  of  work,  two 
periods  of  these  subjects  will  count  as  one. 

Pupils  electing  Book-keeping  and  Stenography  will  also 
take  Spelling,  Correspondence  and  Penmanship.  In  ad- 
dition, those  electing  Book-keeping  should  also  choose  Com- 
mercial Arithmetic,  and  those  electing  Stenography,  Type- 
writing. 

Only  those  pupils  electing  Book-keeping  or  Stenography 
will  be  allowed  to  select  the  other  commercial  subjects. 

Pupils  of  the  third  year  class  electing  three  languages 
should  choose  the  " College  English." 

In  case  the  number  of  pupils  selecting  a  subject  is  not 
sufficiently  large  or  if  the  arrangement  of  the  daily  pro- 
gram does  not  allow,  that  subject  will  be  withdrawn. 

No  change  of  subjects  can  be  allowed  after  choices  have 
been  once  made. 

Pupils  preparing  for  college  should  consult  the  Principal 
before  making  their  choice  of  subjects. 
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High  School  Principal's  Report. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  :

Teachers. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  teachers  have  left  the 
service  of  the  town  :  Miss  Searle,  who  is  now  teaching  in 
the  Hope  Street  High  school,  Providence,  K.  I.,  Mr.  Crush- 
ing, who,  after  a  very  successful  year,  accepted  a  position 
in  the  Waterbury,  (Conn.)  High  school;  Mr.  Dwyer,  of 
the  Commercial  Department,  who  sailed  in  the  latter  part  of 
June  for  Constantinople,  where  he  became  treasurer  of 
Robert  College  and  Professor  of  Finance  ;  Miss  Wilkins, 
retiring  for  Graduate  work,  and  Miss  Nye  and  Miss  Hoi- 
land,  who  are  no  longer  teaching. 

The  places  thus  made  vacant  were  filled  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  following :  Mr.  L.  L.  Workman,  a  Colby 
University  graduate  and  teacher  of  experience  in  Colby 
Acadeni}7,  New  London,  N.  H.  ;  Mr.  Franklin  Crosse, 
Dartmouth  College,  A.  B.  and  A.  M.,  Department  of  Ger- 
man and  Pedagogy,  and  teacher  in  Hanover,  N.  H.,  High 
school ;  Mr.  C.  H.  Mumma,  a  graduate  of  Millersville  Nor- 
mal school,  and  a  teacher  of  experience  in  Commercial 
work ;  Miss  Clara  H.  Frederick  a  graduate  of  Vassar,  and 
teacher  in  Mendon  High  school,  and  Miss  Flora  Marshall, 
a  Wakefield  High  school  graduate,  class  of  1904. 

Graduation  Expenses. 

In  the  past  five  or  six  years  comment,  more  or  less  pub- 
lic, has  been  passed  upon  the  expense  incurred  by  gradua- 
tion classes  in  connection  with  the  exercises  of  graduation 
and    the    reception   given    by  the  class.     The  opinion  that 
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these  expenses  have  been  needlessly  large  and  burdensome 
has  been  somewhat  frequently  expressed  and  also  that  some 
have  been  deterred  from  attempting  to  graduate  owing  to 
the  excessive  expenditure  involved.  With  a  view  to  ascer- 
taining just  what  the  facts  of  the  case  are,  a  series  of  ques- 
tions was  recently  sent  to  the  members  of  the  class  of  1904, 
asking  them  for  information  concerning  the  cost  of  the 
graduation  exercises  and  reception  of  last  June.  The  ques- 
tions covered  the  entire  cost  of  graduation,  including  dress, 
flowers,  class  dues,  class  pictures,  hack  hire,  and  presents 
received.  The  circular  also  solicited  an  expression  of 
opinion  as  to  the  desirability  of  reducing  the  expenses  of 
the  reception,  and  also  of  doing  away  with  flowers  at  grad- 
uation. 

Although  in  the  circular  I  declaimed  any  intention  of 
going  into  detail  in  my  discussion  of  the  graduation  expen- 
ses, yet  I  am  sure  that  I  shall  be  pardoned  for  presenting  a 
few  totals  from  the  returns.  The  sum  expended  for  gradu- 
ation and  the  reception,  including  the  items  enumerated 
above,  amounted  last  year  to  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
($2500),  for  a  class  of  55,  or  an  average  of  about  $46.00 
per  graduate.  There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  this  aver- 
age is  larger  than  it  has  been  for  several  years  past.  By 
far  the  larger  part  of  this  amount  was  for  dress,  of  course, 
and  cannot  be  altogether  charged  to  graduation  expenses. 
It  seems,  however,  a  very  fair  question  as  to  whether  the 
amount  is  not  too  large. 

From  a  careful  consideration  of  the  returns  the  following 
conclusions  seem  warranted. 

First.  The  custom  of  giving  flowers  at  graduation 
should  be  discontinued.  For  a  class  of  fifty-five,  the  cost 
last  year  was  about  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  or 
an  average  of  four  dollars  per  member.  Their  over-abund- 
ance precludes  any  display  of  their  beauty  and  in  their  dis- 
tribution, at  the  close  of  the  exercises,  the  feelings  of  those 
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who  have  been  overlooked  are  sure  to  be  hurt,  while,  on  the 
other  hand,  in  some  cases,  the  annoyance  that  comes  from 
the  prominence  due  to  the  receipt  of  an  excess  is  very  real. 
I  can  see  no  valid  reason  why  the  custom  should  be  con- 
tinued. Considerably  more  than  half  of  those  making 
returns  concur  in  this  opinion.  The  School  Committee  by 
vote  could  well  dispose  of  the  custom. 

Second.  Some  modification  should  be  made  in  the  cus- 
tom of  exchanging  class  pictures.  At  the  present  time  each 
member  exchanges  with  every  other.  When  the  classes 
were  small  the  expense  was  light,  but  as  the  classes  have 
increased  in  size  the  expense  has  become  correspondingly 
larger  for  each  pupil,  until  now  not  much  less  than  $10 
(if  any),  is  required  to  meet  this  demand.  It  is  a  fact  that, 
as  classes  increase  in  number,  there  is  a  tendency  for  them 
to  divide  into  groups,  composed  of  those  who  are  more  or 
less  intimate,  so  that  oftentimes  a  single  individual  has 
little  more  than  speaking  acquaintance  with  perhaps  the 
majority  of  the  class.  In  the  past  when  classes  were 
smaller,  all  were  well  acquainted  with  each  other,  a  good 
reason  why  each  should  exchange  pictures  with  the  entire 
membership,  but  under  present  conditions  there  seems  no 
good  reason  for  the  general  interchange  that  now  obtains. 

The  force  of  custom  compels  the  practice  rather  than  any 
real  desire. 

It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  in  more  than  a  single  case 
that  the  purchase  of  class  pictures  has  been  a  burden  and  a 
source  of  trial.  The  classes  should  devise  a  method  by 
which  each  member  would  exchange  with  only  those  whose 
pictures  he  or  she  really  cares  for. 

Third.  The  expenses  of  the  reception  should  be  re- 
duced. In  this  opinion  more  than  a  third  of  those  making 
reply  concur.  Ordinarily  from  $160  to  $175  covers  the 
expenses  of  the  reception,  the  main  items  being  the  invita- 
tions, orchestra  and  refreshments.     The  reduction  could  be 
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effected  by  the  use  of  printed  instead  of  engraved  invita- 
tions, and  by  simplifying  the  refreshments.  One  reply 
suggested  a  reduction  of  the  number  of  invitations. 

On  the  whole,  from  the  facts  as  found,  I  am  forced  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  expenses  are  needlessly  large  and 
could  readily  be  reduced  in  the  following  items  :  ( 1 )  flow- 
ers at  graduation,  by  dispensing  with  them  altogether  by 
vote  of  the  school  committee  ;  (2)  class  pictures,  by  modify- 
ing the  system  of  exchange  by  vote  of  the  classes,  so  that 
each  shall  exchange  with  those  only  with  whom  he  or  she 
cares  to  ;  (3)  class  dues,  by  providing  less  elaborate  invita- 
tions and  refreshments,  this  also  being  done  by  vote  of  the 

classes. 

College  Entrance. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  has  been  granted,  by  the 
New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board,  the  privi- 
lege of  certification  at  the  New  England  colleges  that  admit 
students  by  certificate.  To  obtain  this  important  privilege, 
a  statement  had  to  be  made  concerning  the  amount  of  work 
done  in  the  various  courses  of  the  school,  the  methods  of 
teaching  employed  and  a  list  of  those  pupils  who  have 
within  the  past  few  years  entered  colleges  from  the  school. 
Under  this  privilege  it  will  be  possible  for  our  pupils  to 
enter  by  certificate  any  of  the  following  colleges  :  Brown 
University,  Boston  University,  Wellesley,  Smith,  Mt.  Hol- 
yoke,  Dartmouth,  Bowdoin,  Wesleyan,  Amherst  and  Wil- 
liams. I  think  it  will  be  of  interest  to  the  people  of  Wake- 
field to  know  how  many  have  entered  college  from  the  last 
five  classes.

Military  Drill. 
I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  satisfaction  with  the 
condition  of  the  battalion.  Under  the  efficient  care  of 
Lieut.  Brockbank  it  is  in  excellent  shape.  The  system  of 
marking  the  drill  as  other  studies  are  marked,  inaugurated 
last  year,  has  been  helpful  in  bringing  about  this  very 
healthful  condition. 

Drawing. 

This  subject  is  being  elected  by  an  increasing  number 
from  year  to  year.  This  year,  owing  to  the  number  in  the 
course,  a  practical  difficulty  appeared  in  making  the  pro- 
gram. It  became  necessary  to  require  members  of  different 
classes  to  work  together  at  the  same  hour,  an  arrangement 
hardly  economical  of  effort.  If  the  number  electing  this 
subject  is  maintained,  it  would  appear  advisable  to  have  the 
services  of  a  drawing  instructor  for  more  than  the  present 
allowance  of  two-thirds  of  a  day.  A  full  day  would  be  none 
too  much.  It  is  a  question  whether  those  pupils  fitting  for 
normal  and  technical  schools  (like  M.  I.  T.),  and  others 
who  show  an  aptitude  for  drawing,  should  not  have  the 
opportunity  for  two  or  three  hours'  work  weekly,  instead  of 
the  single  one  as  at  present.

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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 


To    the    Superintendent   of  Schools,  Mr.  Alfred  C. 
Thompson  : 

Dear  Sir  : — In  the  department  of  music  the  same  steady 
progress  has  been  made ;  no  radical  change  of  importance 
has  taken  place.  The  teachers  have  become  familiar  with 
the  work,  and  what  they  are  expected  to  do  in  their  various 
grades,  so  that  each  will  supplement  the  other  to  make  a 
systematic  course  from  the  beginning. 

In  the  lower  grades  the  preparatory  work  of  tone  percep- 
tion, tone  relations,  ear  training,  scale  and  rote  song  sing- 
ing, has  been  carefully  done  with  excellent  results. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  every  teacher  to  secure  as  much 
individual  effort  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  as  the  short  time 
given  to  the  music  lesson  will  permit,  recognizing  the  fact 
that  this  must  be  done  to  counteract  the  effect  of  the  leaders 
which  every  class  contains,  so  as  to  get  the  individual  effort 
of  each  pupil. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  grades  excellent  work  has  been 
done,  with  exercises  in  rhythm  and  melody,  and  the  tone 
relations  of  the  chromatic  tones  to  the  regular  scale  tones. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  teachers  in  these  grades  who 
are  very  efficient  in  the  work. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  grades  have  accomplished  their  usual 
amount  of  work. 

More  difficult  exercises  in  time,  tune,  and  chromatics 
have  been  studied,  and  a  clearer  conception  of  music  is 
developed,  recognizing  that  to  properly  interpret  the  com- 
poser's ideal  in  music,  it  is  essential  that  each  pupil  must  be 
able  to  read,  and  properly  execute  the  music  from  the 
printed  page. 

Individual  reading,  writing  and  singing,  so  that  each 
pupil  may  know  the  keys,  signatures,  and  all  musical  char- 
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acters  used  to  represent  music,  are  practiced  daily  with 
good  results. 

The  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades  have  studied  ail 
major  and  minor  scales,  and  have  written  them  together 
with  scale  and  staff  intervals,  also  have  named  the  triads 
and  their  inversions  and  have  sung  them  from  dictation, 
and  are  able  to  name  them  if  played  on  the  organ,  thus  fur- 
nishing the  pupil  a  foundation  for  harmony  if  he  ever  wish 
to  pursue  the  study  farther  on. 

We  find  in  some  of  the  upper  grades  a  few  pupils, 
usually  boys,  who  do  not  take  as  much  interest  in  music  as 
it  is  their  priviledge  and  opportunity  to  do  so.  This  is 
very  often  caused  by  the  lack  of  home  encouragement.  I 
wish  it  were  otherwise.  It  is  an  ever  present  problem  to 
their  teachers  how  to  interest  them  and  awaken  them  to 
their  opportunities. 

It  is  ever  our  ardent  desire  to  so  direct  the  efforts  of  the 
pupils  that  they  may  enjoy  and  appreciate  the  good  and 
beautiful  in  music,  that  their  lives  and  those  with  whom 
they  come  in  contact,  may  be  enriched  thereby. 

In  the  High  school,  the  first  division  have  accomplished 
some  good  work.  These  pupils  are  using  the  old  book  that 
has  been  used  in  the  upper  room  for  a  great  number  of 
years,  but  as  the  book  was  new  to  these  pupils  they  have 
taken  a  very  good  interest  in  the  music,  and  have  sung  since 
September  1st,  twenty-five  or  more  selections. 

In  the  upper  division  which  contains  pupils  of  the  second, 
third  and  fourth  years,  not  so  much  has  been  accomplished, 
simply  for  lack  of  material,  not  more  than  six  selections 
have  been  used  since  September  1st,  and  some  of  them  were 
old  ones. 

If  seats  could  be  furnished  for  the  upper  hall  the  two 
divisions  could  then  come  together,  and  one  book  do  for  the 
two  pupils,  and  only  one  period  used  for  the  music  lessons, 
thus  saving  time  and  expense. 
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If  the  present  arrangement  is  to  be  continued,  a  new  book 
should  be  furnished  these  pupils,  containing  exercises,  glees, 
part  songs,  selections  from  oratorios,  and  a  number  of  good 
hymns. 

I  hope  that  this  recommendation  will  receive  more  than  a 
passing  notice. 

Acknowledging  my  obligations  to  you  sir,  the  school 
committee,  and  the  teachers,  who  have  contributed  to  the 
success  of  the  work,  I  respectfully  present  my  annual 
report.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Drawing* 


Mr.  A.  C.  Thompson,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir: — A  recent  article  in  the  "Journal  of  Educa- 
tion," states  that  an  investment  in  schools  often  brings  bet- 
ter returns  than  mines,  railroads  or  government  bonds. 
"  Teach  the  children  drawing  and  art  and  they  will  live  in 
better  houses,  will  take  better  care  of  them,  will  dress  bet- 
ter, will  earn  more,  will  spend  it  better,  will  make  a  larger 
tax  return.  Teach  the  children  in  your  city  drawing  and 
art  wisely  and  well,  and  they  will  return  in  the  increase  to 
taxable  property  ten  times  all  that  you  invest  in  them. 
Every  phase  of  the  great  public  school  system  that  broadens 
its  scope,  that  enlarges  the  aspirations  of  the  children,  in- 
creases the  rate  of  interest  and  improves  the  investment  as 
definitely  as  money  in  blooded  stock  is  better  than  in  mon- 
grel herds." 

It  is  with  a  desire  for  such  results  that  the  course  of 
drawing  in  our  schools  is  based.  Its  objects  are  not  only 
to  increase  a  love  for  beauty  and  appreciation  of  fine  art 
but  to  promote  habits  of   observation,  accuracy,   neatness, 
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originality,  good  judgment,  qualities  desirable  in  any  busi- 
ness or  profession,  in  other  words  an  "education  for 
efficiency." 

In  a  recent  discussion  on  the  teaching  of  drawing  from  a 
tradesman's  standpoint,  twro  business  men  testified  as  to  its 
value,  but  differed  widely  as  to  emphasis.  One  considered 
technical  accuracy  and  perfection  of  detail  the  essential  in 
the  training,  while  the  other  contended  that  ability  to  make 
"quick"  freehand  sketches  and  the  versatility  to  develop  an 
idea  in  several  different  ways  were  more  desirable.  We  of 
course  do  not  aim  to  fit  for  any  particular  profession  or 
school  but  only  to  lay  a  general  foundation  on  which  more 
special  work  may  be  raised. 

We  intend  to  be  progressive  and  to  make  such  changes 
in  the  course  from  year  to  year  as  seem  necessary  to  keep 
up  the  standard  for  good  work  as  shown  in  the  best  schools 
in  the  vicinity. 

An  occurence  this  fall  seems  to  show  that  we  are  working 
along  approved  lines.  In  a  competition  for  prizes  offered 
by  the  School  Arts  Book,  a  publication  for  teachers,  edited 
by  Mr.  H.  T.  Bailey,  formerly  State  Supervisor  of  Draw- 
ing, a  pupil  in  the  ninth  grade  of  the  Lincoln  School 
received  the  first  prize,  another  a  fourth  prize  and  three 
others  wTere  given  honorable  mention.  Teachers  and  pupils 
considered  this  a  great  honor  as  several  hundred  drawings 
were  entered  and  from  many  different  states.  The  subject 
called  for  in  the  competition  was  a  decorative  arrangement 
of  fruit  sprays  in  conventional  color,  by  no  means  a  simple 
test. 

The  usual  annual  exhibition  of  school  work  was  held  in 
the  different  school  buildings  at  the  close  of  the  school  year, 
but  the  weather  being  partly  unfavorable,  the  attendance 
was  very  small,  disappointing  the  teachers  who  had  devoted 
a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  arrangement  of  the  exhibit. 

The  pupils  of  Miss  Newton's  class  in  the  Lincoln  School, 
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aided  and  encouraged  by  the  enthusiasm  of  their  teacher, 
and  by  gifts  of  friends,  were  enabled  to  make  several  valu- 
able additions  to  the  pictures  in  their  room,  which  is  now 
one  of  the  most  attractive  schoolrooms  in  town. 

Two  classes  in  the  Franklin  school  were  also  interested  in 
a  similar  way  and  have  made  a  good  beginning  toward  the 
decoration  of  this  newer  building. 

The  class  which  was  graduated  from  the  Warren  school 
devoted  the  proceeds  of  a  garden  party  to  the  purchase  of  a 
picture  for  their  room,  a  very  large  and  beautiful  photo- 
graph of  a  scene  in  Rome.

The  course  of  work  is  practically  the  same  as  outlined  in 
previous  reports,  modified  as  occasion,  or  the  abilities  of 
the  pupils  seem  to  make  it  necessary. 

There  are  nearly  five  hundred  pupils  who  have  a  share  in 
the  instruction  of  this  department  and,  as  has  been  the  case 
for  the  past  two  years,  some  classes  have  one  lesson  each 
week,  while  others  receive  but  one  in  two  weeks.  If  some 
plan  could  be  arranged  for  all  to  receive  the  same  amount 
of  instruction  it  would  be  of  great  advantage. 

We  aim  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  excellence  and 
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endeavor  to  have  our  girls  realize  that  only  by  patient,  per- 
severing efforts  are  the  best  results  obtained  in  this  as  in 
any  other  branch  of  work.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  SloycL 


Mr.  Alfred  C.  Thompson,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  /Sir: — I  ask  your  consideration  of  the  following, 
my  first  report  as  supervisor  of  sloyd. 

The  pupils  in  this  department  as  I  found  them  in  October, 
showed  in  their  work  the  excellent  training  of  my  predeces- 
sor, Miss  Sarah  M.  Aldrich. 

There  are  two  hundred  ten  pupils  registered  in  the  sloyd 
department.  In  addition  to  the  boys  of  the  seventh, 
eighth  and  ninth  grades,  there  are  three  High  school  girls, 
four  ninth  grade  girls  and  one  girl  from  the  seventh  grade. 
These  pupils  are  divided  into  twelve  classes,  each  class 
receiving  instruction  once  a  week.  It  would  seem  advis- 
able to  make  more  provision  for  manual  training  for  High 
school  pupils. 

I  would  suggest  the  introduction  of  a  few  models  that 
would  correlate  with  laboratory  work  in  experimental 
science.

Last  year's  work  was,  I  think,  as  a  whole,  very  satisfac- 
tory. This  year  we  hope  to  improve  on  the  work  of  last 
year,  although  handicapped  by  the  changes  in  the  drill  regu- 
lations taking  effect  since  close  of  school  last  year.  The 
time  given  to  drill,  one  period  with  time  deducted  for  that 
taken  up  in  forming  and  marching  from  school  to  armory  is 
about  thirty  minutes,  and  is  not  enough  to  insure  the 
amount  of  improvement  desired  for  each  week.  The  school 
committee  have  purchased,  this  year,  forty  new  guns  to 
replace  those  broken  and  worn  out,  also  provided  sufficient 
new  drill  regulations  for  officers  and  non-coms'.  The  spirit 
manifest  in  the  Battalion  by  all,  with  the  few  usual  excep- 
tions, is  that  of  desire  and  willingness  to  get  all  possible 
benefit  out  of  the  time  given  to  this  line  of  study.  The 
system  of  marking,  as  in  other  subjects,  is  also  of  great 
benefit  to  all  concerned.  I  wish  to  thank,  especially,  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Principal  of  the  High 
school,  for  their  personal  attention,  and  the  courteous  treat- 
ment accorded  me  during  the  year's  work,  also  the  School 
Committee  for  their  willingness  in  supplying  all  equipment 
necessary  to  the  success  of  the  Battalion.

During  the  year  two  cases  have  been  taken  to  court,  both 
boys  were  committed  to  the  Middlesex  County  Truant 
School  at  North  Chelmsford  till  they  attain  the  age  of  six- 
teen years. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Superintendent,  and  also  the 
teachers  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  me  during  the  year.

The  registering  gauge  for  recording  the  amount  of  water 
in  the  stand-pipe,  has  been  placed  in  position  and  connec- 
tion by  poles  and  wires  completed.  The  apparatus  is  work- 
ing in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Two  additional  stand-pipes,  for  street  sprinkling  pur- 
poses, have  been  installed  on  Main  street  in  Greenwood. 

The  roof  of  the  stand-pipe  was  found  to  be  in  a  danger- 
ous condition  and  a  new  roof  was  constructed  by  Wana- 
maker  &  Webber. 

We  have  constructed  twenty-six  flushing  services,  to 
enter  the  man-holes,  for  flushing  the  sewerage  system  ; 
these  were  paid  for  by  the  sewer  department. 

The  cost  of  water  used  is  paid  as  an  income  to  this  de- 
partment, and  the  direct  services  are  a  saving  to  the  sewer 
department  by  reducing  the  expense  of  flushing,  materially. 

A  large  special  globe  fitting  was  used  in  connection  with 
the  Broadway  extension ;  this  was  made  from  drawings 
designed  by  an  engineer,  and  contained  one  16-inch  and 
three  12-inch  outlets.  There  are  also,  two  12-inch  gates, 
two  16-inch  gates,  one  16-inch  check- valve  and  two  16-inch 
"tees." 

There  have  been  eleven  6-inch  gates  placed  in  the  system 
as  supplementary  gates  for  hydrants.

Also,  a  new  roof  on  the  stand-pipe,  pumps  refitted  and  a 
registering  gauge  with  wire  and  pole  connections  from  the 
stand-pipe  to  pumping  station. 

Mr.  William  H.  Butler,  of  this  board,  had  charge  of  the 
construction  and  repairs,  for  a  period  of  six  months,  from 
July  1st  to  Dec.   31st,  1904. 

Under  his  energetic  supervision  the  work  was  well  and 
economically  done,  the  cost  of  laying  nearly  a  mile  of  six- 
inch  pipe,  with  hydrants  and  gates,  being  less  than  eighty- 
four  cents  per  running  foot. 

The  board  has  had  prepared  a  general  map  showing  the 
location  of  water  mains  and  hydrants  at  a  cost  of  $20.00. 
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The  work  was  done  by  Engineer  Harry  H.  Hawkesworth, 
and  gives  at  a  glance  the  underground  system  of  mains  and 
location  of  hydrants. 

The  clerk  of  the  department,  Mr.  Albert  R.  Perkins,  has 
in  preparation  a  set  of  detail  maps  of  the  water  system,  in 
eight  sections. 

He  has  completed  the  working  plans  of  four  of  these,  in 
addition  to  his  regular  duties,  during  the  past  year,  when 
complete,  the  work  will  be  a  valuable  one  to  the  depart- 
ment. 

Mr.  Perkins,  as  clerk  of  the  department,  has  been  an 
efficient  officer ;  his  term  expired  January  1st,  and  he  was 
re-appointed  for  the  ensuing  year.

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APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  THE  COMING  YEAR. 

The  commissioners  ask  for  the  same  amount  of  regular 
appropriations  as  last  year,  viz.  : 
For    operating,     maintenance    and    additional 

hydrants, $12,500  00 

For  extensions,     ......        5,000  00 

We  also  recommend  that  the  surplus  from  water  depart- 
ment revenue  in  the  town  treasury  be  appropriated  for 
emergencies,  the  principal  use  of  which  will  be  for  new 
boilers. 

We  have  received  orders  from  the  boiler  inspectors,  to 
reduce  the  pressure  from  75  to  65  pounds,  if  the  present 
boilers  are  to  be  used,  which  is  not  sufficient  pressure  to 
run  the  pumps.  We  believe  that  on  the  score  of  economy 
and  safety,  new  boilers  should  be  installed  at  once.  The 
boilers  have  served  for  twenty-two  years  and  have  outlived 
their  usefulness.* 

*  Since  writing  the  above,  we  have  received  the  following  letter  from  the 
Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspection  and  Insurance  Co.: 

Gentlemen  : — In  the  report  of  our  inspection  covering  the  two  boilers  in 
your  pumping  station,  made  May  11-17,  1904,  attention  was  called  to  the  long 
service  and  generally  worn  condition  of  the  boilers,  and  it  was  then  advised 
that  in  the  interests  of  safety  it  would  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  pressure  to 
65  pounds  on  and  after  November  1st,  1904. 

We  are  aware  that  it  is  difficult  for  you  to  get  along  with  these  boilers  with 
a  pressure  much  less  than  that  heretofore  allowed,  i.e.  75  pounds. 

Therefore,  we  have  not  insisted  upon  having  the  reduction  made  during  the 
winter  season,  but  as  the  boilers  have  seen  a  service  of  some  twenty-two  years, 
were  originally  of  light  construction,  and  in  view  of  the  changes  in  the  physi- 
cal properties  of  the  metal  which  must  have  followed  so  long  a  service,  and 
taking  into  the  consideration  the  visible  deterioration,  we  feel  that  the  boilers 
have  seen  about  all  the  service  th^y  should,  consistent  with  safety.  There 
fore,  kindly  advise  us  if  it  is  your  intention  to  have  these  boilers  replaced  in 
the  eaily  spring.

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We  have  received  a  petition  from  the  Smith  &  Anthony 
Co.,  and  Winship,  Boit  &  Co.,  for  an  eight-inch  main  from 
our  Broadway  extension  to  the  end  of  the  six-inch  main  on 
Foundry  street,  for  better  fire  protection. 

We  have  placed  a  "tee"  on  Broadway  to  facilitate  this 
being  done,  and  recommend  that  the  town  construct  such 
main,  without  requiring  a  guarantee  of  five  per  cent  income. 

The  petition  is  as  follows  : 

Wakefield,  Mass.,  June  22,  '04. 
To  the  Honorable  Board    or   Water  Commissioners, 
Wakefield,  Mass  : 

Gentlemen : — We  understand  that  you  are  laying  a  large 
water  pipe  along  Broadway,  at  the  foot  of  Foundry  street. 
We  were  speaking  to  one  of  the  Commissioners  and  he 
thought  that  they  might  leave  a  tee  in  that  pipe  facing  up 
Foundry  street.  As  you  are  well  aware,  there  is  a  large 
amount  of  property  on  Foundry  street,  including  the 
Smith  &,  Anthony  Company's  buildings,  and  the  Harvard 
Knitting  Mills,  and  the  only  supply  that  these  two  large 
manufacturers  have,  in  case  of  fire,  is  from  a  6-inch  pipe 
coming  down  from  Albion  street  to  a  dead  end  at  the  foot 
of  the  foundry.  Now  we  believe  that  we  are  deserving  of 
better  fire  protection  and  we  think  that  an  8-inch  pipe  lead- 
ing from  this  large  pipe  on  Broadway,  coming  up  Foundry 
street,  and  being  attached  to  the  6-inch  pipe  now  laid  in 
Foundry  street,  it  would  give  us  a  better  supply  of  water  in 
case  of  fire.  As  we  are  large  tax  payers  in  the  town  of 
Wakefield  and  represent  a  great  many  families,  we  think 
that  this  matter  ought  to  be  taken  into  consideration  by 
}rour  worthy  Board  and  attention  given  to  it. 

The  Smith  &  Anthony  Company  have  laid  out  five 
hydrants,  and  in  case  of  fire,  with  three  2^-inch  nozzles  on 
this  6-inch  hose,  would  give  us  very  poor  service  on  account 
of  the  lack  of  supply  behind  it. 
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We  hope  that  we  are  not  asking  anything  unfair  or 
unjust  in  this  matter  and  we  know  that  you  will  give  this 
matter  that  attention  which  it  deserves.  Will  you  kindly 
take  this  in  hand  and  report  to  us  if  we  can  have  the  desired 
pipe  placed  in  position.

The  following  reply  was  sent  to  the  Smith  &  Anthony 
Co.,  and  Winship,  Boit  &  Co.  : 

In  answer  to  your  communication  of  June  22,  1904,  in 
relation  to  a  water  main  on  Foundry  street  to  connect  with 
the  new  main  on  Broadway. 

We  have  delayed  action  on  this  matter  because  we  appre- 
ciate the  importance  of  providing  better  facilities  for  protec- 
tion from  fire  in  that  district,  and  desire  to  do  all  that  is  in 
our  power  in  favor  of  your  request. 

We  find  that  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  town  this 
year  will  not  be  sufficient  to  put  in  the  main,  although  we 
shall  place  a  "  tee"  in  the  16-inch  main  on  Broadway  oppo- 
site to  Foundry  street. 

We  shall  favor,  in  our  annual  report,  the  construction  of 
an  eight  or  ten-inch  main  on  Foundry  street  to  connect 
with  Broadway.

By  the  construction  of  the  sixteen-inch  main  on  Broad- 
way, the  plant  has  a  direct  pumping  connection  with  Main 
street,  which  will  be  ample  for  many  years  to  come. 

As  soon  as  possible,  a  twelve-inch  main  should  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  1100  feet  of  cement  six-inch  pipe  now  running 
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through  Main  street  from  Broadway  to  Richardson  street. 
That  would  give  to  the  centre  of  the  town,  a  supply  of 
water  running  both  ways,  from  the  stand-pipe  and  the 
pumping  plant,  through  sixteen-inch,  twelve-inch  and  ten- 
inch  pipes.  In  case  of  a  large  fire  this  would  furnish  an 
ample  supply  of  water. 

The  need  of  a  large  main  on  Foundry  street  is  apparent. 
The  welfare  of  hundreds  of  families  of  the  employees  of  the 
Smith  &  Anthony  Co.,  and  the  Harvard  Knitting  Mills, 
requires  that  the  town  should  provide  an  ample  supply  of 
water  for  fire  protection  by  the  construction  of  a  larger 
main.  In  neither  of  these  cases  can  there  be  required  a 
guarantee  of  five  per  cent,  additional  income. 

Protection  of  the  Purity  of  Water  Supply. 

This  Board,  in  order  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  Crystal 
Lake  and  its  tributaries,  asked  the  State  Board  of  Health 
for  authority  in  the  matter,  as  follows  :

WAKEFIELD  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Under  the  authority  conferred  by  the  "Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  State  Board  of  Health,"  adopted  October  6, 
1904,  under  section  113,  Chapter  75,  Revised  Laws. 

For  the  sanitary  protection  of  the  waters  of  Crystal  lake 
and  its  tributaries,  used  by  the  town  of  Wakefield  as  a 
source  of  water  supply  : 

Bathing  and  skating  in  or  upon  said  lake  is  strictly  pro- 
hibited.

No  person  shall  fish  in,  or  send,  drive  or  put  any  animal 
into  Crystal  lake,  or  any  of  its  tributaries,  and  no  person 
shall  enter  or  go  in  any  boat,  skiff,  raft,  or  other  contriv- 
ance, on  or  upon  the  water  of  said  Crystal  lake,  except 
public  officers  whose  duties  may  so  require,  nor  shall  enter 
or  go  upon,  or  drive  any  animal,  upon  the  ice  of  said  Crys- 
tal lake,  or  take  any  of  said  ice,  unless  so  permitted  by 
regulation  or  permit  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners.

Section  122,  Chapter  75,  Revised  Laws,  provides  that 
'Whoever  violates  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  made"  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health  "  shall  be  punished  for  each  of- 
fence b}r  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment." 

We  desire  to  thank  the  citizens  generally  for  their  cheer- 
ful observance  of  the  rules  and  the  young  people  in  particu- 
lar, for  giving  up  the  skating  so  long  enjoyed  on  Crystal 
Lake,  thus  co-operating  with  this  Board  in  recognizing  that 
the  public  welfare  requires  the  observance  of  the  rules,  and 
showing  the  good  public  spirit  existing  among  our  people. 

The  cutting  of  ice  is  done  under  permit  issued  by  this 
Board,  containing  conditions  required  to  protect  the  water 
supply. 

The  sanitary  conditions  existing  on  the  Hawkesworth 
property  on  Forest  street,  were  a  serious  menace  to  one  of 
the  tributaries  of  the  lake. 

By  constructing  an  eighteen-inch  cement  pipe  drain,  with 
carefully  cemented  joints,  four  feet  below  the  surface,  for  a 
distance  of  400  feet,  the  stream  was  deflected  from  a  course 
around  the  dwelling,  thus  avoiding  all  contamination  from 
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the  cesspool  and  vault,  the  drain  being  constructed  at  and 
on  a  line  with  the  street.  The  condemnation  of  the  prop- 
erty was  thus  prevented. 

We  close  this  report  with  detailed  accounts  of  the  expen- 
ditures under  the  construction  and  maintenance  appro- 
priations.

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Report  of  Municipal  Light  Board. 

The  Municipal  Light  Board  begs  to  submit  its  annual 
report  for  the  town  fiscal  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1905. 

The  board  feels  that  having  completed  its  first  ten  years 
of  service,  it  can  offer  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  at  this 
time  the  most  favorable  report  during  the  history  of  its  ex- 
istence. 

A  comparison  with  the  previous  year  shows  an  increase 
in  the  manufacturing  profit  on  the  gas  end  of  $2,653.29  or 
interest  and  depreciation  considered  $2,057.88. 

It  likewise  shows  a  reduction  in  the  manufacturing  de- 
ficiency on  the  electric  end  (which  in  reality  represents  the 
manufacturing  cost  of  the  street  lights  to  the  town)  of 
$2,344.42,  or  interest  and  depreciation  considered,  $2,580.63. 

This  results  in  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  street  lights  of 

$17.80  per  lamp,  or  a  cost  this  year  of  $73.26  each,  against 

that  of  the  previous  year  of  $91.06. 

Our  general  appropriation  this  year  differed  from  that  of 

previous  years  in  that  we  were  given  a  specific  sum  amount- 
ing to  $35,700.  To  this  is  added  a  balance  available  from 
the  previous  year  of  $723.73,  also  merchandise  credits  of 
$400.88,  or  a  total  of  $36,824.61. 

Against  this  amount  has  been  charged  the  expenditures 
for  all  purposes  (with  the  exception  of  those  for  which 
special  appropriations  had  been  made)  amounting  to  $37,- 
441.58,  showing  a  slight  overdraft  of  $616.97. 

The  true  condition,  however,  is  better  shown  by  a  com- 
parison of  the  receipts  with  the  expenditures.  The  total 
cash  receipts  from  all  sources,  as  turned  over  to  the  town 
treasurer,  amounted  to  $35,818.39,  an  increase  of  $4,119.09 
over  the  previous  year.  The  expenditures  as  above  stated 
amounted   to    $37,441.58,    which   being   in    excess    of  the 
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receipts  show  a  deficiency  of  $1,623.19.  This  amount 
added  to  the  interest  payments  represents  the  actual  cash 
outlay  of  the  town  for  street  lighting  service. 

In  the  expenditures  have  been  included  the  following 
amounts  which,  strictly  speaking,  were  neither  gas  or  electric 
maintenance  but  represented  a  source  of  income  practically 
equivalent  to  the  amount  laid  out.

There  was  also  included  a  list  of  unpaid  bills  left  over 
from  the  previous  year  amounting  to  $3,445.26. 

It  might  be  stated  at  this  time  that  the  unpaid  bills  on 
Jan.  31st,  this  year,  amounted  to  but  $111.91. 

As  the  office  facilities  have  heretofore  been  entirely  in- 
adequate for  the  requirements  and  no  opportunity  has  been 
offered  to  display  gas  stoves  and  appliances,  an  addition 
has  been  made  on  the  south  end  of  the  electric  station  which 
now  furnishes  spacious  quarters  for  both  purposes. 

The  new  office  has  been  nicely  arranged  to  suit  the 
requirements,  and  our  display  room  has  been  thoroughly 
fitted  up  with  all  the  modern  gas  appliances. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  all  to  visit  this  new 
department  where  courteous  attention  will  be  received. 

The  cost  of  this  addition,  amounting  to  about  $600,  has 
been  paid  from  the  general  appropriation,  as  has  also  the 
amount  expended  for  a  horse,  wagon  and  harness  which  it 
was  found  necessary  to  purchase. 

The  new  bench  of  6's  for  which  a  special  appropriation 
was  made,  has  been  erected  and  the  plant  is  now  benefiting 
greatly  by  it  both  from  an  increased  capacity  and  from  an 
economical  standpoint. 
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In  connection  with  this  an  up  to  date  tar  extractor  has 
been  added  which  entirely  removes  all  the  tar  and  obviates 
a  trouble  which  has  long  been  experienced  by  the  tar  carry- 
ing over  into  the  purifiers  and  clogging  them  up  and  not 
permitting  them  to  render  the  service  for  which  they  are 
designed. 

A  new  tar  well  has  also  been  added  which  fulfils  a  long 
felt  want  and  enables  us  to  carry  several  months'  accumula- 
tion of  tar  where  it  can  be  easily  handled  instead  of  keeping 
it  in  barrels  which  take  up  an  amount  of  much  needed 
room.  It  will  also  eliminate  an  element  of  loss  which  is 
bound  to  occur  when  so  handled. 

The  general  efficiency  on  the  distribution  end  of  both  the 
gas  and  electric  departments  has  also  been  maintained. 

A  good  part  of  the  larger  gas  mains  have  been  bored  or 
tested  for  leakage,  and  such  leaks  as  were  located  have 
been  repaired  as  well  as  have  those  reported  in  other 
districts . 

The   pole   lines   in    Boyntonville    have   been    thoroughl 
reconstructed  and  careful  attention  has  been  given  to  repairs 
of  lines  throughout  the  town. 

This  work  will  be  continued  during  the  coming  year,  as 
only  by  the  closest  attention  to  such  matters  can  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  plant  be  maintained. 

The  number  of  gas  consumers  has  increased  by  131,  due 
largely  to  the  Greenwood  extension  which  we  mention  more 
fully  below. 

The  liberal  policy  adopted  of  putting  in  gas  services  and 
ranges  at  less  than  cost  has  been  taken  advantage  of  by  a 
large  number  of  consumers  which  has  resulted  in  the  addi- 
tion of  110  gas  ranges  besides  several  other  heating  appli- 
ances and  two  gas  engines. 

Several  prepayment  meters  have  also  been  installed  with 
greatest  degree  of  satisfaction  both  to  the  consumer  and  to 
the  plant. 
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The  tire  alarm  system  has  been  maintained  without  serious 
interruption,  and  the  oil  lights  have  received  their  share  of 
attention. 

GREENWOOD  EXTENSION. 

One  of  the  most  profitable  properties  of  the  plant  is  the 
high  pressure  pipe  line  to  Greenwood. 

This  line  was  installed  during  the  past  year  by  the 
employment  of  citizens  only,  and  cost  about  one-half  as 
much  as  it  would  for  the  same  amount  on  the  low  pressure 
system. 

The  number  of  services  laid  in,  the  number  of  stoves  sold 
and  the  amount  of  gas  consumed  from  August  1,  1904  to 
February  1,  1905,  has  greatly  exceeded  our  expectations, 
and  as  the  best  part  of  the  gas  stove  season  had  passed 
before  the  pipe  line  was  completed  and  the  gas  turned  on, 
and  the  receipts  to  February  1  were  so  large,  it  is  very 
evident  that  the  Greenwood  extension  account  will  show  at 
the  close  of  the  first  year  of  its  existence,  a  very  creditable 
balance  above  the  manufacturing  cost  of  the  gas  and  the 
interest  on  the  notes,  toward  the  cost  of  installing  the  pipe 
line. 

As  a  great  many  feared  that  the  capacity  of  a  two-inch 
pipe  was  not  sufficient  to  properly  supply  so  large  a  num- 
ber of  consumers,  we  beg  to  announce  that  the  service 
received  in  Greenwood  has  been  perfectly  satisfactory,  and 
the  pressure  on  the  line  does  not  at  any  time  exceed  ten 
pounds. 

The  capacity  of  a  two-inch  pipe  under  twenty-five  pounds 
pressure  is  greater  than  that  of  a  six-inch  pipe  as  used  in 
the  low  pressure  system,  thus  we  are  enabled  to  not  only 
supply  a  sufficient  amount  of  gas  to  Greenwood,  but  to  also 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  low  pressure  system  in  the 
center  of  the  town. 

By  installing  a  governor  and  connection  between  the  high 
and  low  pressure  systems  at   Wakefield  Junction,   we  can 
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supply  the  low  pressure  system  with  gas  at  that  end,  and 
thus  maintain  a  uniform  and  inexhaustible  flow  of  gas  in 
the  center  of  the  town. 

A  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  to  large  consumers  in 
Wakefield  has  been  made  by  the  adoption  of  a  graded  scale 
of  discount  which  is  as  follows  :

It  is  the  disposition  of  the  Board  to  give  to  the  consumers 
every  possible  advantage  in  the  way  of  reductions  in  the 
price  of  either  gas  or  electricity,  and  in  view  of  the  favor- 
able report  for  the  past  year  this  matter  has  been  given 
careful  consideration  at  this  time. 

Under  general  conditions  it  has  been  proven  that  there  is 
an  annual  increase  in  both  the  gas  and  electric  business  of 
from  13  per  cent,  to  14  per  cent.,  and  it  is  figured  that  a 
reduction  of  10  cents  per  1,000  on  the  gas  and  10  per  cent, 
on  the  electric  would  not  affect  the  receipts  except  to 
increase  them.  This  being  true  it  has  been  decided  to 
reduce  the  price  of  both  gas  and  electricity,  and  commenc- 
ing with  the  bills  to  be  issued  March  1,  '05,  the  charges  in 
Wakefield  will  be  as  follows  : 

Gas  $1.70  per  1,000  cubic  feet.  Discount  for  prompt 
payment  30  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  or  a  net  price  of 
$1.40.  Electricity  20  cents  per  K.  W.  (1,000  watt  hours 
or  an  equivalent  of  about  1  cent  per  lamp  per  hour). 
Discount  for  prompt  payment  20  per  cent.,  or  a  net  price 
of  16  cents  per  K.  W. 

For  large  consumers  of  gas  the  discounts  for  prompt  pay- 
ment on  monthly  bills  will  be  as  follows :

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  that  a  specific  appropria- 
tion is  requested  for  street  lights  based  on  the  price  paid  for 
equal  service  by  surrounding  towns. 

This  method  has  been  adopted  to  conform  to  ideas  as  set 
forth  at  the  previous  town  meeting,  also  to  the  opinion  of 
several  of  a  voters  of  the  town  who  are  most  interested. 

It  will  further  be  noted  that  the  total  appropriation  as 
above  requested  is  $5,700  less  than  that  of  last  year.

Gentlemen : — The  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  manager, 
showing  the  operation  of  the  plant  for  the  year  ending  Jan- 
uary 3 1st,  1905,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  sales  of  gas  and  electric  current  each  show  a  gain  of 
14  per  cent,  approximately. 

The  new  bench,  tar  extractor  and  tar  well  have  been 
installed  and  are  giving  good  results. 

The  gas  main  extension  to  Greenwood  has  been  completed 
and  in  operation  since  July  16,  1904. 

A  new  horse,  wagon  for  coke,  and  harness  have  been 
purchased. 

Repairs  have  been  made  on  the  electric  lines  and  gas 
mains  to  a  greater  extent  than  in  past  years. 

An  addition  to  the  office  was  made,  and  a  show  room 
fitted  up  with  appliances,  showing  some  of  the  uses  of  gas 
and  electricity. 

Street  lights  were  operated  1,688  hours,  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  36  hours. 

Moonlight  schedule  1,215  hours. 

Incandescent  lights  were  operated  5,180  hours,  an  increase 
over  last  year  of  369  hours, 

Total  number  of  electric  consumers  connected  190,  an 
increase  of  11  over  last  year. 

Total  number  of  gas  consumers  718,  a  gain  of  131  over 
last  year. 

One  hundred  ten  gas  ranges,  five  water  heaters,  ten 
radiators,  four  gas  logs,  and  two  gas  engines — one  10-horse 
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power  and  one  2-horse  power — have  been  connected,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  456  gas  ranges  and  7  engines.

The  gas  main  extension  to  Greenwood  and  Boyntonville 
was  begun  May  15,  1904,  and  gas  was  supplied  to  twenty- 
eight  consumers  on  July  16,  following.  Since  that  time 
thirty-nine  additional  consumers  have  been  connected,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  sixty-seven  consumers,  sixty-three  of  whom 
have  stoves,  also  one  10-horse  power  engine  at  Hellen's 
coal  yard. 

The  work  was  carried  along  as  fast  as  conditions  would 
warrant,  an  average  of  fifty  men  being  employed. 

The  average  cost  of  the  pipe,  in  the  ground  and  covered, 
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including  pump,  pulsating  tank  and  every  item  of  expense, 
was  thirty  cents  per  foot. 

If  in  the  future  extensions  are  made  from  the  present 
installation,  little  in  the  way  of  anything  except  small  pipe 
and  laying  will  be  required. 

By  high  pressure  the  gas  is  pumped  in  the  works  to  any 
desired  pressure  from  five  pounds  to  thirty  pounds  and  dis- 
tributed by  means  of  suitable  governors  which  reduce  it  to 
the  usual  house  pressure.

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Report  of  Finance  Committee. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  Town  to  last  year's  tax  rate  of 
$19.60.  This  rate  would  have  been  $20.40,  had  not  the 
assessors  taken  $7,000  from  the  earnings  of  the  water  plant 
and  placed  it  to  the  credit  of  the  town's  general  expenses. 

This  year  no  such  amount  is  available.  The  amount  of 
cash  on  hand  in  the  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
1904  was  $12,000.  This  year  it  is  $9,000,  showing  a  reduc- 
tion of  available  cash  in  the  treasury  of  $3,000.  This 
amount  must  be  provided  for  this  year  and  did  not  appear 
in  last  3'ear's  tax  levy. 

The  county  tax  we  know  will  be  increased.  The  state 
tax  is  increased.  The  state  is  obliged  to  provide  for 
$400,000  each  year  for  sinking  funds  ;  this  amount  was  not 
provided  last  year,  consequently  this  year  double  the  amount, 
$800,000,  will  have  to  be  raised  by  the  state,  and  we  must 
pay  our  proportionate  part ;  this  means  about  $2,000  addi- 
tional state  tax,  adding  twenty-five  cents  per  $1,000  to  our 
tax  rate. 

The  difference  of  cash  in  the  treasury  last  year  and  the 
present  year  is  $3,000.  Increase  of  our  state  tax,  by  virtue 
of  the  state  control  of  the  insane  poor,  about  $2,400. 
Amount  taken  from  water  receipts  last  year  and  appropri- 
ated to  the  general  fund  of  the  Town's  expenses,  $7,000, 
making  a  total  of  $12,400  ;  this  represents  $1.50  per  $1,000 
on  our  tax  rate  under  our  present  system. 

Although  last  year  the  expense  of  our  Poor  Department 
was  apparently  smaller  than  in  previous  years,  our  propor- 
tionate part  of  the  state  tax  for  the  care  of  the  insane  poor 
should  be  added  to  the  expense  of  our  Poor  Department. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  all  that  the  town  (in  view  of  these 
facts  over  which  the  voters  have  no  control)  is  passing 
through  a  very  critical  financial  period.  In  the  past  we  have 
viewed  with  alarm  any  approach  to  a  $20  tax  rate. 
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We  have  no  encouragement  from  the  assessors  that  there 
will  be  any  material  increase  from  their  department,  conse- 
quently the  same  condition  of  resources  exists  this  year  as 
we  had  last  year.  Therefore,  with  increased  demands  upon 
the  town  over  last  year,  we  can  safely  point  to  the  largest 
tax  rate  in  the  history  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield. 

Our  internal  affairs,  over  which  Ave  have  direct  control, 
have  increased  all  out  of  proportion  to  the  increase  of  our 
receipts.  Practically  all  the  departments  have  presented  an 
increase  in  their  fixed  charges,  which  we  do  not  see  any  way 
of  avoiding,  and  we  do  not  doubt  that  the  money  is  actually 
necessary,  and  would  be  expended  judiciously  and  to  the 
advantage  of  the  town. 

Our  aim  has  been,  in  considering  these  appropriations,  to 
keep  the  amounts  below  last  year.  In  view  of  all  the  above, 
heroic  measures  must  be  taken  by  the  town  first,  and  by  its 
officials,  in  carrying  out  the  instructions  of  the  voters  of  the 
town. 

We  know  that  in  this  way  what  seems  to  be  the  inevitable 
trend  of  the  times,  increased  expenditures,  can  be  somewhat 
curbed,  and  this  we  can  accomplish  by  an  enlightened 
interest  on  the  part  of  our  citizens,  by  attending  the  town 
meetings  in  the  spirit  of  an  aroused  public  interest  and  a 
hearty  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  Wakefield.

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Auditors'  Final  Statement. 


The  Board  of  Auditors  herewith  present  to  the  town  their 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Feb.  1.  1905. 

From  February  1,  1904,  to  February  1,  1905,  the  select- 
men have  drawn  3135  orders  on  the  town  treasury,  amount- 
ing to  $210,057.56. 

We  have  examined  the  vouchers  for  these  payments  and 
have  also  verified  the  arithmetic  of  all  bills  coming  before 
the  board  of  selectmen  for  payment  during  the  year,  and 
our  report  upon  them  will  be  found  arranged  in  the  depart- 
ments to  which  they  belong. 

We  have  verified  the  accounts  of  such  departments  as 
pay  money  to  the  treasurer ;  we  have  examined  the  books 
of  the  collector  of  taxes,  and  of  Albert  W.  Flint,  treasurer 
of  the  library  and  leading  room,  and  find  them  correct.  We 
have  also  examined  the  accounts  of  Mr.  Flint  as  town  treas- 
urer, and  find  them  correct,  with  the  proper  vouchers  for  all 
payments  made  by  him  and  that  he  has  a  cash  balance  of 
$8,553.98  in  the  Wakefield  National  bank. 

We  also  certify  that  he  has  securities  and  deposits  repre- 
senting the  various  trust  funds  now  in  his  charge. 

The  unexpended  balance  of  Cemeteiy  Committee,  Com- 
mon and  Park,  Water  and  Railroad  street  land  damages, 
School,  Highways  and  Bridges,  Street  Sprinkling,  Public 
Libraiy,  Town  Hall,  Richardson  Light  Guard,  Bell  at  Boyn- 
tonville,  Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moths,  Markers  for  Revo- 
lutionary Graves  and  $1,598.40  of  Sewerage  Construction 
balance  are  available  for  next  year  either  on  account  of 
contracts  pending,  or  by  past  votes  of  the  town. 

The  overdraft  on  Main  street  land  damages  will  be  re- 
funded to   the  town  by  the  county,  and   the   overdraft   on 
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Municipal  Light  Plant  will  be  charged  against  next  year's 
business. 

To  avoid  either  lapsing  the  January  payment  or  over- 
drawing Soldiers'  Relief,  a  balance  of  $100  of  Military  Aid, 
and  $108.19  available  in  the  Miscellaneous  Appropriation 
was  transferred  by  Selectmen  to  Soldiers'  Relief. 

We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Municipal  Light 
Plant  and  Water  Department  and  find  them  to  be  correct. 

All  payments  made  by  this  department  are  paid  by  orders 
drawn  by  the  Selectmen  and  vouchers  for  same  are  on  file 
at  the  Town  Hall  where  they  may  be  seen  at  any  time. 

We  invite  any  citizen  who  desires  a  closer  knowledge  of 
bills  and  accounts  of  the  town  to  make  application  to  this 
board  and  same  will  be  gladly  answered. 

In  compliance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  we  have  compiled 
the  annual  town  report  and  submit  the  same.

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  and  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  was  held  on  April  13th  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Board 
of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  caused  by  the  death  of  our  es- 
teemed and  honored  fellow-citizen,  Mr.  William  A.  Cutter.

Druggists'   Licenses. 

The  board  voted  not  to  grant  any  sixth  class  druggists' 
licenses. 

Chief  of  Police  Coffin  when  appointed  was  instructed  to 
see  that  all  violations  of  law  were  properly  enforced. 

Military. 

This  much  prized  arm  of  our  municipal  life  still  enjoys 
the  distinction,  so  long  and  well  deserved,  of  being  in  the 
front  ranks  of  the  military  of  our  state.  In  times  of  peace 
it  is  hard  to  hold  the  enthusiasm  of  individual  members  to 
the  point  of  efficiency,  but  Co.  A  under  the  marked  leader- 
ship of  our  gallant  Capt.  J.  H.  McMahon  and  his  soldierly 
officers,  continues  to  hold  the  prestige  so  long  enjoyed. 

The  R.  L.  G.  has  a  warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Wakefield,  and  may  well  be  added  to  the  list  of  the 
many  attractions  our  town  so  richly  provides.  Capt.  Mc- 
Mahon thinks  there  is  nothing  too  good  for  the  boys,  and 
knows  how  to  keep  them  interested.  Entertainments  and 
social  gatherings  are  freely  mingled  with  the  sterner  duties 
of  the  soldier,  and  are  a  large  factor  in  keeping  the  ranks 
filled. 

Some  needed  repairs  khave  been  made  on  the  armory  the 
past  year.  The  new  law  of  1905,  governing,  care  and  ren- 
tal of  armories,  favorably  affects   our  town,  giving  us  an  in- 
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crease  of  $80  per  year  in  rent,  and  reimbursing  the  town  for 
cost  of  heating  and  lighting,  in  all  a  saving  of  about  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Soldiers'  Relief,  State  and  Military  Aid. 

These  are  the  sequences  from  our  great  war ;  and  are 
every  day  reminders  of  the  sacrifices  so  generously  made  in 
the  time  of  our  nation's  peril.  Many  of  our  town's  ' 'bene- 
ficiaries" realize  more  fully  as  the  years  come  and  go,  the 
value  of  the  help  so  freely  accorded  to  them.  It  is  our 
duty  and  should  be  our  pleasure  as  well,  to  make  our  soldier 
beneficiaries  feel  that  their  "services"  are  fully  appreciated, 
and  that  they  are  sure  in  their  declining  years,  of  that  care 
and  help  they  so  truly  deserve. 

Many  new  applications  for  relief  have  been  made  during 
the  past  year  and  as  far  as  possible  all  have  been  visited  and 
made  to  feel  that  their  interests  are  being  closely  looked 
after  by  the  committee  on  military  representing  the  board 
of  Selectmen.  * 

To  the  credit  of  the  soldier  or  his  widow,  there  have 
been  noted  but  a  few  instances  of  undue  selfishness  or  greed 
when  applying  for  the  town's  bounty,  and  so  far  as  possible 
an  equitable  adjustment  has  been  made  in  each  individual 
case. 

Soldiers'  Monument. 

Since  the  dedication  of  our  soldiers'  monument  it  has  oc_ 
curred  to  many  of  our  townspeople  that  a  fitting  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  the  woman  who  made  it  possible  for  us  to 
enjoy  this  beautiful  shaft  could  be  well  expressed  by  secur- 
ing from  the  government  if  possible  mementos  of  the  great 
Civil  War,  and  in  accordance  with  this  idea  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, through  their  committee  on  Military,  have  enlisted 
the   good    offices  of  our    Congressman,  Ernest  W.  Roberts, 
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and  made  application  to  the  government,  for  the  loan  or 
gift  of  4  brass  cannon  to  be  placed  one  at  each  of  the  four 
corners  of  the  monument.  Mr.  N.  E.  Cutler,  committee 
on  military,  has  been  in  active  communication  with  Con- 
gressman Roberts,  who,  after  much  delay,  finally  secured  a 
list  of  all  the  available  ordnance  at  the  several  navy  yards 
of  our  country,  and  in  a  recent  letter  writes  as  follows  : 


House  of  Representatives,  Washington,  D.  C. 
December  19,  1905. 

Mr.  N.  E.  Cutler, 

Committee  on  Military, 
Wakefield,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir : 

I  have  today  learned  from  the  Navy  Department  that  a 
number  of  20-pound  brass  Howitzers  are  now  on  the  way 
from  Mare  Island  navy  yard  to  some  point  on  the  Atlantic 
coast.  Having  in  mind  the  desire  of  W'akefield  to  secure 
four  brass  cannon  for  the  soldiers'  monument,  I  have  taken 
the  liberty  of  filing  a  request  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  that  when  the  guns  arrive,  four  of  .them  be  designa- 
ted for  use  in  your  town.  If  the  request  is  granted  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  I  will  try  to  have  the  guns  delivered 
at  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard,  in  order  to  save  the  town  as 
much  expense  as  possible.

Further  communication  with  Congressman  Roberts  throws 
a  little  doubt  upon  the  government  being  able  to  comply 
with  our  full  request,  as  the  following  letter  will  show  : 
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Washington,  D.  C,  Jan.  13,  1906. 

Mr.  Nathaniel  E.  Cutler, 

Wakefield,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir  : 

In  further  answer  to  your  favor  of  Jan.  3d,  I  beg  to 
say  the  department  can  give  me  no  assurance  at  the  present 
time  that  our  request  for  four  cannon  will  be  granted.  There 
is  an  intimation,  however,  that  you  may  get  some  out  of 
the  consignment.  The  department  cannot  now  give  me  any 
particulars  concerning  the  guns,  but  will  be  able  to  do  so 
when  they  arrive  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  As  soon  as  I  hear 
more  definite  news  I  will  communicate  it  to  you.

Perambulation  of  Town  Lines. 

The  town  lines  between  Saugus  and  Wakefield  were  per- 
ambulated by  the  Selectmen  of  the  respective  towns  on  Oct. 
17,  1905,  in  conformity  with  law,  and  all  monuments  and 
bounds  found  to  be  in  good  order  and  condition. 

Drinking  Fountain. 

The  Selectmen  have  caused  to  be  erected  on  Main  street, 
near  Oak  street,  Greenwood,  an  elevated  iron  drinking 
fountain  for  the  accommodation  of  man  and  beast,  to  replace 
the  old  town  pump,  formerly  located  at  the  intersection  of 
Main  and  Oak  streets. 

This  pump  had  served  the  public's  accommodations  for 
years. 

With  the  installing  of  the  Main  street  sewer  the  supply 
of  water  in    the  well  had  become  depleted,  and   practically 
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exhausted,  and  later  was  filled  up  and  abandoned  during  the 
Main  street  widening. 

The  town  is  indebted  to  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals  for  a  donation  of  $20.00  contributed 
toward  the  expense  of  installing  this  fountain,  the  condition 
of  the  gift  being  that  the  following  words  should  be  inscribed 
thereon,  "  Blessed  are  the  Merciful,"  which  has  been  ful- 
filled. 

The  work  of  installing  was  performed  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Water  Department,  at  cost  of  construction. 

Protection  at  Railroad  Crossings. 

Upon  complaint  of  citizens  the  Board  requested  the  offi- 
cials of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  to  maintain  a  flag- 
man, or  other  sufficient  protection,  to  safeguard  the  public 
against  danger  at  the  Lowell  street  crossing  of  the  B.  &  M. 
R.  R.,  until  after  the  departure  of  the  9  o'clock,  P.  M.  in- 
ward freight,  and  emphasizing  the  importance  and  necessity 
of  immediate  action.  As  a  result  of  our  efforts  an  electric 
bell  and  gong  has  been  installed  at  this  crossing  to  give  pro- 
per warning  of  the  approach  of  trains. 

Town  Hall. 

The  Town  Hall  remains  in  substantially  the  same  condi- 
tion as  a  year  ago. 

An  inspection  of  the  building  shows  that  the  interior  is  in 
need  of  a  thorough  renovating.  The  interior  will  need  paint- 
ing  in  the  near  future. 

Extensive  repairs  of  this  kind  cannot  be  met  from  the  reg- 
ular hall  appropriation,  which  merely  covers  the  cost  of 
running  expenses,  with  a  small  margin  allowed  for  absolutely 
needy  and  necessary  repairs.  Work  of  this  nature  should  be 
met  by  special  appropriation. 
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We  are  advised  by  the  committee  appointed  by  the  town 
to  purchase  new  seats  for  the  hall,  that  they  will  be  installed 
on  or  about  March  1st.  It  is  unnecessary  to  state  that  the 
generosity  of  the  taxpayers  in  providing  comfortable  seats 
for  our  citizens,  who  frequent  the  hall  for  social  or  other 
purposes,  will  be  highly  appreciated. 

An  electric  light  has  been  installed  over  the  south  en- 
trance  door,  which  oftbrds  a  much  better  lighted  entrance-, 
both  to  the  hall  and  the  streets  adjacent. 


Petitions  and  Hearings. 

Hawkers'  and  Pedlars'  Fees. 

Upon  petition  of  the  Wakefield  Merchants'  Association  a 
hearing  was  held  on  March  16  in  reference  to  increasing  the 
fee  for  hawkers'  and  pedlars'  licenses,  granted  to  non-resi- 
dents, and  to  consider  the  enforcement  of  the  collection  of 
the  excise  tax  on  trading  stamps. 

The  association  was  represented  by  its  president,  Mr.  F. 
E.  Cox  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Reid. 

We  find  that  the  regulation  of  fees  for  hawkers'  and  ped- 
lars' licenses  is  controlled  by  general  law,  as  provided  in 
Sect.  10,  Chap.  65  Revised  Laws,  and  is  therefore  beyond 
the  province  of  this  Board. 

As  advised  by  the  Town  Counsel  the  enforcement  of  the 
collection  of  the  excise  tax  on  trading  stamps  is  likewise  be- 
yond our  jurisdiction  and  control. 

Burnt,  Dilapidated  and  Dangerous  Buildings. 

Upon  complaint  of  citizens  two  hearings  were  ordered 
held  in  reference  to  the  removal  or  disposal  of  two  burnt,  di- 
lapidated and  dangerous  buildings. 
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One,  the  property  of  Maurice  Hayes  of  Marblehead, situa- 
ted on  the  westerly  side  of  Melvin  street.  The  other  the 
property  of  Miss  Clara  Brown,  situated  on  the  northerly  side 
of  Franklin  street. 

In  each  case  the  buildings  were  disposed  of  before  the 
date  set  for  the  hearings  had  arrived. 

The  Hayes'  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  July  4th, 
and  the  Brown  building  torn  down  and  removed  by  direc- 
tions of  the  owner. 

New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co. 

There  have  been  four  petitions  presented  by  the  New  Eng- 
land Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company  for  rights  in  our 
streets  to  locate  and  relocate  poles  for  maintaining  wires. 
Hearings  have  been  held  as  required  by  law,  after  due  notice 
to  owners  of  abutting  property.  The  petitions  have  all 
been  favorably  acted  upon.  Each  grant  containing  the  con- 
dition that  the  company  reserves  space  for  one  cross  arm  at 
the  top  of  all  poles  for  any  or  all  municipal  purposes  re- 
quired by  the  town,  poles  to  be  suitably  painted  and  set  op- 
posite the  boundary  lines  of  lots,  where  possible. 

New  Street. 

One  petition  has  been  received  for  the  laying  out  of  a 
new  town  way,  beginning  at  a  point  about  two  hundred 
feet  east  of  the  junction  of  New  Salem  and  Salem  streets, 
and  running  northerly  to  Lowell  street. 

Without  passing  upon  the  question  of  public  convenience 
and  necessity  the  Board  declined  to  recommend  to  the  town 
the  laying  out  of  this  way,  owing  to  the  large  outlay  of 
money  the  town  would  be  called  upon  to  make  to  properly 
build  the  street,  which  seems  unwarranted  at  this  time  in 
view  of  more  urgent  and  necessary  work.  Land  damages 
would  also  be  asked  by  at  least  one  abutter. 

The  petitioners  were  given  leave  to  withdraw. 
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Street  Railways. 

The  franchise  granted  to  the  Boston  &  Northern  Street 
Railway  Co.  in  the  year  1901  to  double  track,  straighten 
and  widen  Water  street  from  Main  street  to  the  Saugns 
town  line  expired  on  Oct.  3,  1904. 

The  work  was  not  carried  out  within  the  prescribed  time 
limit  contained  in  said  grant. 

The  Selectmen  of  last  year  granted  the  company  an  ex- 
tension of  one  year's  time  from  Oct.  3,  1904,  with  every  as- 
surance from  the  company  that  the  work  would  be  com- 
pleted by  Oct.  1st,  1905,  which  the  company  has  failed  to 
do. 

The  company  for  obvious  reasons  did  not  ask  for  a  second 
extension  of  time  this  year. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  valuable  right  in  our 
streets  should  remain  in  the  possession  of  the  town  until 
such  time  as  adequate,  and  substantial  assurance  is  given  the 
town  that  the  work  will  be  carried  through  to  completion. 

Hearings    for   Permission  to    Restrict  Transfers  be- 
fore Railroad  Commissioners. 

There  have  been  two  extended  hearings  on  petitions  of 
the  Boston  &  Northern  St.  Ry  Co.  to  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners for  permission  to  restrict  transfers. 

The  first  was  to  restrict  transfers  on  the  side  lines,  the 
effect  of  which,  if  granted,  as  the  commissioners  say,  would 
amount  to  discrimination,  and  for  that  reason  the  petition 
was  denied. 

The  hearings  on  this  petition  covered  several  months  and 
were  attended  by  the  members  of  the  Board.  The  citizens  of 
the  town  were  represented  by  the  Town  Counsel  and  the 
Board. 

The  second  petition  was  to  get  permission  to  restrict  the 
use  of  transfers  generally,  which  after  several  hearings  was 
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granted.  The  company  has  made  some  restrictions,  with 
which  the  public  are  familiar,  but  has  left  the  fare  from  the 
square  to  Maiden  square  unchanged. 

These  hearings  were  attended  by  the  Board  and  the  Town 
Counsel  acting  for  the  public. 

Protest   from  West    Side  Residents. 

A  petition  was  received  from  citizens  residing  in  the 
westerly  part  of  the  town  requesting  the  board  to  take  such 
action  as  would  compel  the  Boston  and  Northern  Street 
Railway  Co.,  as  successors  to  the  Reading,  Wakefield  and 
Lynnfield  Street  Railway  Co.,  to  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  their  franchise  under  date  of  October  3,  1901,  relative 
to  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  tracks  and  service 
on  what  is  now  known  as  the  Chestnut  and  Prospect  St.  line 
in  Wakefield. 

In  this  franchise  the  company  agrees  to  run  its  cars  from 
7.45  o'clock  a.  m.  to  10  o'clock  p.  m.  Sundays.  Other 
days  from  6  o'clock  a.  m.  to  10  o'clock  p.  m.,  not  less  than 
twice  each  hour  each  way. 

The  company  adopted  a  new  schedule  of  running  time, 
which  went  into  effect  on  Wednesday,  November  8,  1905, 
on  this  line,  thereby  violating  the  provisions  of  their  fran- 
chise in  two  ways.  First — Only  one  trip  each  hour,  each 
way,  is  now  run.  Second — The  service  does  not  commence 
until  7  o'clock  a.  m.  daily. 

The  protesters  contend,  in  which  contention  the  board 
strongly  concurs,  that  public   convenience   and  necessity  ro- 

quire  a  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  said  fran- 
chise. 

The  board  requested  the  Town  Counsel  to  submit  to  them 
his  written  opinion  as  to  the  legal  status  of  the  franchise 
provisions,  and  upon  receipt  of  same  the  following  letter, 
together  with  the  Town  Counsel's  opinion,  was  ordered  sent 
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to  the  officials    of   the    Boston  &   Northern  Street   Railway 
Co. 

Wakefield,  Mass,  Nov.  23,  1905. 

To  the  Boston  &  Northern  St-  Ry.  Co.,   as  successors  to    the  Read- 
ing, Wakefield  and  Lynnfield  St.  Ry.  Co. 

Boston,  Mass. 
Gentlemen  : 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  your  violation  of  that  part  of 
your  contract  with  the  town  of  Wakefield,  under  date  of  Oct.  3, 
1901,  by  which  you  agree  in  consideration  of  the  franchise  then 
granted  to  you,  to  run  your  street  railway  cars  on  the  Chestnut  and 
Prospect  St.  line,  so  called,  not  less  than  twice  each  hour  each  way 
on  week  days  from  6  o'clock  a.  m.  to  10  o'clock  p.  m.  and  on  Sun- 
days from  7.45  o'clock  a.  m.  to  10  o'clock  p.  m.  The  violation  of 
your  obligation  and  contract  causes  great  inconvenience  to  the  pub- 
lic and  has  given  rise  to  a  serious  and  general  protest  by  the  people, 
not  only  in  the  Park  section,  but  throughout  the  town,  and  we  re- 
spectfully request  that  the  rights  granted  under  the  afore  mentioned 
franchise  be  immediately  restored. 

We  herewith  call  your  attention  to  the  advice  and  ruling  of  our 
Town  Counsel,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  matter  of  this 
request. 

Opinion  of  the  Town  Counsel. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Town  of  Wakefield. 
Gentlemen  : 

Complying  with  your  vote  of  Nov.  16th,  relating  to  the  Street 
Railway  location  grants,  I  would  advise  you  that  the  condition  in- 
serted in  and  made  a  part  of  the  location  grant  to  the  Reading, 
Wakefield  and  Lynnfield  St.  Ry.  Co.,  Oct.  3,  1901,  the  successors  to 
said  company  being  the  Boston  &  Northern  St.  Ry.  Co.,  requiring 
cars  to  be  run  twice  an  hour  each  way  on  the  route  to  the  corner  of 
Prospect  St.  and  Park  Ave.,  was  authorized  by  the  Street  Railway 
company  then  existing  and  enforceable  by  application  to  the  court. 
I  consider  the  condition  to  be  in  law  and  effect  a  regulation  and  by 
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an  amendment  (Chap.  376  of  1905)  a  penalty  for  violation  is  pro- 
vided, not  exceeding  $500.00  for  each  violation. 

As  the  regulation  was  in  effect  and  legal  at  the  time  of  passage 
of  Chap.  376  of  1905,  the  present  requirement  that  regulations  be 
approved  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  does  not  effect  its  validity, 
new  regulations  will  have  to  have  their  approval. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  your  board  may  prefer  complaints 
for  past  violations,  and  by  bill  in  equity  ask  the  court  to  compel  an 
observance  of  the  conditions  referred  to.

This  company  is  satisfied  as  to  the  legality  of  its  action  in 
changing  the  schedule  on  the  streets  referred  to,  and  will  not  volun- 
tarily increase  it  unless  the  business  will  justify  such  increase.

Metropolitan  Park. 


The  apportionment  of  the  cost  and  maintenance  has  been 
fixed  for  the  next  five  years  by  a  special  commission,  who 
after  several  days  of  hearings  adopted  as  a  fair  basis,  the 
valuation  of  the  municipalities  except  in  the  case  of  boule- 
vards, in  which  case  they  placed  50  per  cent,  on  the  Com- 
monwealth, 12  1-2  per  cent,  on  the  Metropolitan  district 
and  the  remaining  37  1-2  per  cent,  on  the  municipalities  as 
per  valuation.  The  above  methods  were  contended  for  by 
Wakefield  and  other  towns. 

Mystic  River  Bridge. 

After  hearing  counsel  representing  the  municipalities  in- 
volved, the  same  Commission  made  no  special  award  against 
Wakefield,  which  therefore  will  pay  only  as  a  part  of  the 
Metropolitan  Park  District. 

Charles  River  Dam  and  Basin. 

The  same  Commission  after  hearing  the  evidence,  repott- 
ed to  the  Court  that  the  work  had  not  progressed  sufficiently 
to  enable  them  to  make  an  award. 
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Legal  Department.

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Fire  Department. 


The  department  is  managed  in  a  very  satisfactory  and 
economical  manner  by  an  able  and  efficient  chief  and  two 
assistant  engineers.  It  is  in  a  most  excellent  condition 
both  as  to  apparatus  and  stations,  and  its  members  have  at  all 
times  performed  all  that  could  be  reasonably  expected  of 
them.  No  serious  fires  have  occurred  during  the  last  year, 
yet  we  should  not  overlook  the  fact  that  the  liability  from 
year  to  year  does  not  grow  less,  and  it  is  for  the  interest 
of  the  Town  to  have  the  equipment  in  first  class  condition 
at  all  times.  The  recommendation  of  the  engineers  advis- 
ing the  purchase  of  a  combination  wagon  is  by  vote  of  the 
town  now  in  the  hands  of  a  competent  committee,  who  will 
report  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  as  to  the  advisability  of 
the  town  purchasing  one.  The  grand  success  in  towns  by  the 
large  saving  of  water  damage  by  the  use  of  the  chemical  at- 
tachment is  reason  enough  for  the  town  to  give  the  same  its 
serious  consideration. 

There  have  been  seventy-three  applications  for  building 
permits,  aggregating  an  amount  of  $157,000,  all  ot  which 
have  been  investigated,  and  on  recommendation  of  your 
committee  have  been  granted. 

The  earnings  of  the  department  horses  have  been  the  larg- 
est since  the  town  purchased  them,  and  no  small  amount  of 
credit  is  due  Supt.  Peckham  for  his  hearty  co-operation  with 
the  engineers  in  giving  at  all  times  the  town  horses  the 
preference  for  the  town  work.  The  engineers  have  by  this 
ishowing  not  only  been  able  to  keep  within  their  appropria- 
tion, but  will  be  able  to  turn  over  to  the  town  a  substantial 
unexpended  balance. 
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ENGINEERS'  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  past  years,  the  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  submit  their  annual  report, 
wherein  are  given  records  of  the  fires  which  have  occurred 
during  the  year  commencing  Feb.  1,  1905,  and  ending  Jan. 
31,  1906,  the  financial  statement  of  the  department,  and  the 
force  of  men  and  apparatus  connected  with  the  same. 

APPARATUS  AND  MEN. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one  second 
class  Silsby  Steamer,  one  Hook  and  Ladder  truck,  two  hose 
wagons  and  three  hose  reels.  In  addition  to  these  there  is  a 
jumper  at  the  Town  Farm,  which  carries  600  feet  of  cotton 
hose,  and  when  necessary  is  manned  by  persons  at  the  farm 
and  neighbors. 

Four  pungs  and  a  supply  wagon  also  constitute  a  part  of 
the  apparatus. 

The  total  number  of  men  employed  on  the  department  is 
65,  divided  as  follows  :  three  engineers,  4  permanent  driv- 
ers, 1  engineer  and  1  firemen  on  the  Steamer,  Hook  and  Lad- 
der Truck,  14  men  ;  Steamer  Hose  Wagon,  10  men  ;  Volun- 
teer Hose  Company,  10  men  ;  Carter  Hose  Company,  10 
men  ;  Greenwood  Hose  Company,  6  men  ;  Montrose  Hose 
Company,  7  men. 

FIRES. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  small  losses  this  year.  There 
have  been  several  false  alarms.  The  alarm  from  Box  9, 
Tuesday,  April  25,  was  false,  and  the  person  who  sent  it  in 
was  arrested    and  fined  $5.00.       On    Saturday,  April  29th, 
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there  were  two  false  alarms  and  one  incendiary  fire.  These 
were  the  work  of  two  young  men,  who  were  arrested,  con- 
victed and  sentenced  to  three  months'  imprisonment.

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In  Memoriam. 

A  shadow  has  fallen  over  the  department  in  the  year  that 
has  just  ended,  and  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  sadness  and  deep- 
est regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  one  of  the  most  effi- 
cient and  popular  men  that  ever  signed  the  department  pay 
roll,  William  Chamberlain  Buxton,  who  passed  away  at  the 
Greenwood  Hose  House  on  the  night  of  December  30th, 
1905. 

Mr.  Buxton  was  taken  suddenly  ill  while  on  relief  duty  at 
the  Greenwood  hose  house  and  his  condition  was  such  that  the 
physician  in  charge  deemed  it  inadvisable  to  remove  him. 
The  board  did  all  in  its  power  and  the  medical  attendance 
was  of  the  best.  He  was  tenderly  cared  for  by  members  of 
the  Greenwood  company,  but  in  hardly  more  than  a  week 
death  had  claimed  him. 

The  engineers  feel  that  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Buxton  the  de- 
partment and  the  town  has  lost  a  valuable  and  capable  man  ; 
one  who  was  always  faithful  and  capable  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  and  beloved  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him. 

In  General. 

The  earnings  from  highway  work  this  year  exceed  by  far 
those  of  any  year  since  the  town  has  owned  its  own  horses. 
This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  H.  O.  Peckham,  who  has  kept 
them  at  work,  and  we  desire  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to 
him  at  this  time. 

The  amount  raised  by  the  town  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
department  and  entering  into  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  is 
$7,500.  We  return  to  the  town  $657.37,  and  there  are  out- 
standing accounts  amounting  to  $134.19,  making  a  total  of 
$791.56.  This  amount  deducted  from  the  $7500  raised, 
shows  a  cost  to  the  town  of  $6,708.44.  When  it  is  consid- 
ered that    the    department  has  four    permanent  drivers    and 
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seven    horses,  we  believe  that  this  showing  will  compare   fa- 
vorably with  any  other  town  of  our  size  in  the  state. 


In  administering  the  affairs  of  the  department  the  board  is 
actuated  by  one  motive  only — to  protect  the  property  owners 
in  case  of  fire.  While  our  actions  may  be  censured  at  times, 
we  always  act  according  to  our  best  judgment.  A  sick  driver 
or  a  death  in  the  department  may  interfere  with  the  usual 
order  of  things,  and,  in  providing  for  such  emergencies,  we 
are  obliged  to  act  promptly.  Therefore  we  ask  for  a  suspen- 
sion of  criticism  until  our  final  action  is  taken. 

Conclusion. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  express  to  your  Honorable  Board 
and  to  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  our  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  advice  which  has  always 
been  cheerfully  given  ;  also  of  the  many  courtesies  shown  us 
and  the  interest  evinced  in  the  requirements  of  the  depart- 
ment. To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department  we 
are  especially  grateful  for  their  prompt  response  in  all  instan- 
ces and  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties.  We  also 
wish  to  tender  our  thanks  to  the  Chief  of  Police  and  his 
officers  for  services  rendered  and  to  the  Municipal  Light 
Board  for  lighting  the  streets  when  fires  have  occurred  in  the 
night.

The  figures  and  facts  sub- 
mitted give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  work  which  has 
been  done.

makes  in  regard  to  a  small  increase  in  the  regular  force,  are 
worthy  of  careful  consideration  by  our  people. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  "cases  investigated"  comprised  a 
large  number  during  the  last  year.  In  these,  more  than  in 
the  number  of  arrests  made  or  cases  tried  in  court,  lies  the 
burden  of  a  police  department's   duties  in  a  town    like  ours.

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Recommendations. 

The  town  has  year  after  year  neglected  to  provide  suitable 
police  protection  for  its  inhabitants,  and  I  want  to  simply 
repeat  what  other  chiefs  have  often  told  you,  that  is,  the 
town  should  have  at  its  command  a  police  department.  I  will 
not  enter  into  detail  in  this  matter,  but  I  will  say  this,  how- 
ever, that  no  man  who  has  the  best  interests  of  this  town  at 
heart  can  help  but  see  that  this  is  true. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  town  adopt  so  much  of  chap- 
ter 19  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of 
police  officers  under  the  civil  service,  and  that  you  have  a 
police  department  to  consist  of  live  patrolmen,  and  a  chief, 
and  that  for  the  maintaining  of  such  a  department  the  sum 
of  $5,500.00,  together  with  the  court  fines,  be  appropriated. 
I  would  also  recommend  that  not  over  six  special  police  be 
assigned  for  the  extra  police  work. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  your  honorable  board  for 
the  kindly  assistance  and  advice  given  me  during  the  year. 

To  his  Honor  Judge  Bruce,  and  his  assistants  Judges 
Libby  and  Sweetser,  and  also  to  the  Clerk  of  the  District 
Court,  William  N.  Tyler,  and  his  able  assistant,  Wilfred  B. 
Tyler,  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  kind  and 
courteous  treatment  accorded  me  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  night  watch  and  special  police  officers  who  have 
contributed  to  the  success  of  this  department,  you  have  my 
thanks.

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Highway  Department. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  voted  to  unite  in  the  ap- 
pointment of  one  engineer  to  serve  both  as  engineer  for  the 
Sewer  Department  and  Superintendent  of  Streets,  an  agree- 
ment being  made  whereby  the  work  of  the  sewer  depart- 
ment should  not  interfere  with  the  work  on  the  streets,  the 
Superintendent  to  be  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  salary  paid  by  the  Selectmen  was  the  usual  amouut, 
$900,  to  which  $600  was  added  by  the  Sjewer  Commission- 
ers for  work  in  their  department.  Inasmuch  as  the  latter 
department  had  already  asked  the  Finance  Committee  for 
$1000  for  engineer's  salary,  the  amount  required  for  that 
purpose  was  reduced  $400,  and  the  appropriations  reduped 
to  that  extent.  The  amount  of  work  anticipated  for  the 
highway  department  was  rather  less  than  usual  because  of 
the  small  appropriation  for  streets  made  at  the  March  meet- 
ing and  the  lessening  number  of  house  connections  enabled 
the  Sewer  Department  to  spare  its  engineer  a  greater  part 
of  the  day. 

On  the  whole  there  was  no  interference  to  either  depart- 
ment by  work  of  the  other  though  several  small  repairs  and 
some  cleaning  were  omitted  because  of  scarcity  of  labor  at 
the  time  of  the  unexpected  construction  of  the  Converse 
street  sewer,  other  town  departments  being  engaged  in  con- 
struction at  the  same  time. 

The  detailed  account  of  the  year's  work  in  this  depart- 
ment will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets.  Your  committee,  however,  desires  to  call  atten- 
tion to  a  few  important  facts  in  connection  with  this  de- 
partment. 
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The  increasing  heavy  teaming  and  automobiling,  espec- 
ially when  streets  are  soft,  and  the  decreasing  amount  of 
money  annually  appropriated  have  produced  an  increasing 
discrepancy  between  repair  and  deterioration. 

Short  sections  of  streets  have  been  rebuilt  by  the  town  in 
past  few  years  and  long  stretches  allowed  to  go  untouched 
from  lack  of  funds.  Vernon  street,  from  Lowell  St.  to  the 
Lynnfield  line  is  cited  as  an  example. 

So  long  as  this  increasing  discrepancy  is  permitted  the 
amount  eventually  required  increases  year  by  year,  as  is  in- 
dicated by  the  additional  appropriations  recommended  by 
successive  Boards  of  Selectmen. 

Our  limited  appropriations  for  street  watering  admits  the 
wetting  of  only  a  portion  of  our  macadam  and  the  balance 
is  in  places  unraveling  from  neglect  in  this  respect.  For 
example  upper  West  Chestnut  street  and  Bennett  near 
Traverse. 

The  natural  advantages  of  the  town  in  respect  to  drain- 
age have  not  been  developed  and  utilized,  and  should  re- 
ceive serious  attention  before  permanent  construction  of 
streets  is  extended.  Parts  of  Main  street,  especially  in 
Greenwood,  will  require  extensive  work  and  repair  before  it 
can  be  accepted  by  the  County  Commissioners,  and  neglect- 
ed problems  in  drainage  should  be  solved  before  rebuilding. 

Several  sections  of  streets  have  been  constructed  so  nar- 
row that  passing  is  difficult  for  carriages  of  ordinary  width 
of  tread.  By  reason  of  the  increased  width  of  automobile 
tread,  passing  has  become  dangerous  and  a  liability  placed 
upon  the  town.  Pine  street,  in  Cox's  woods,  so  called,  is 
cited  as  an  instance  where  immediate  widening  is  required, 
to  avoid  accidents  and  liability. 

New  sidewalks  have  been  constructed,  the  abutters  paying 
one-half  the  cost,  and  repairs  made  as  far  as  the  funds 
available  would  permit,  but  the  liability  of  the  town  in  this 
respect  is  increasing  by  deteriorations  beyond  our  resources 
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for  repair.  The  sidewalk  on  Gould  and  Converse  streets 
requires  the  expenditure  of  several  hundred  dollars  to  place 
it  in  respectable  condition. 

Before  entering  any  extensive  work  the  department  should 
have  new  and  modern  machinery  to  enable  it  to  do  its  work 
better  and  more  economically.  The  street  roller  weighs  12 
tons  and  does  only  a  part  of  its  proper  work  and  that  indif- 
ferently, causing  loss  of  time  and  added  expense  for  repair. 
The  cost  for  repairs  last  year  was  about  4  per  cent,  on  $4000 
whereas  a  new  15  ton  roller  could  have  been  obtained  in 
exchange  for  the  old  one  and  $2200  additional. 

The  town  is  sadly  in  need  of  storage  for  its  highway  ap- 
paratus, and  a  place  whereby  this  can  be  obtained  and  the 
remedy  for  the  foregoing  conditions  accomplished,  will  be 
found  in  the  recommendations  of  this  board  and  its  engi- 
neer presented  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Doubtless  some  of  the  above  committee  and  other  citi- 
zens as  well,  view  with  alarm  the  increasing  demands  of 
this  board  for  money  for  Street  Department.  It  is,  how- 
ever, the  only  possible  result  of  the  disparity  between  wear 
and  repair — deterioration  and  appropriation. 

The  time  for  balancing  this  account  may  be  postponed, 
but  cannot  be  averted.  The  town  must  eventually  pay  the 
balance  which  is  increasing  year  by  year.  I  believe  the 
county  will  be  justified  in  rebuilding  Vernon  street  from 
Salem  street  to  the  Lynnfield  line  and  assessing  the  cost  to 
the  town,  unless  soon  repaired. 

The  liability  of  the  town  increases  as  the  streets  and  side- 
walks deteriorate,  and  the  money  would  be  much  better 
expended  in  repair  than  in  paying  damages. 

State  Roads. 

In  1904-5  Town  report,  the  Selectmen  outlined  their 
efforts  to  secure    an  allotment  of  State  road  for   Wakefield, 
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Several  hearings  were  given  at  State  Highway  Commis- 
sioners' office  in  Boston.  Wakefield  was  joined  in  their 
petition,  by  the  towns  of  Lynn  field  and  Peabody  and  the  city 
of  Salem,  asking  that  a  State  road  be  built  through  the  sev- 
eral towns,  connecting  at  Salem  with  other  State  roads. 
After  due  consideration  of  the  matter  the  commissioners  de- 
cided that  in  a  view  of  this  being  in  the  nature  of  a  lateral 
line  of  road  (a  system  not  yet  inaugurated)  its  allotment 
could  not  be  considered  until  intersecting  sections  of  trunk 
lines  were  completed. 

The  present  Board  of  Selectmen  feeling  that  the  Town  of 
Wakefield  should  enjoy  a  portion  of  the  State  appropriation 
for  highways,  have  continued  their  efforts  in  that  direction, 
asking  the  State  to  complete  the  macadamizing  of  Main 
street  from  Lawrence  street  to  the  Reading  town  line.  In 
this  we  were  joined  by  the  selectmen  of  Reading,  asking  for 
a  continuance  of  the  State  road  to  Reading  square,  there  to 
connect  with  the  trunk  line  from  Boston  to  Andover  and 
northward.  Chairman  McClintock  of  the  board  of  Mass. 
Highway  Commissioners, on  the  invitation  of  our  Board  visited 
Wakefield,  and  with  them  and  the  chairman  of  the  Reading 
board  of  selectmen,  went  over  the  route,  examining  the  con- 
dition of  the  road,  its  drainage  and  other  features  that  might 
influence  the  State  in  making  an  allotment  for  us.  On  our 
return  to  Wakefield  a  conference  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall, 
and  after  a  full  and  free  discussion  of  the  whole  matter,  we 
found  our  chances  of  getting  this  allotment  from  the  State 
in  the  near  future  were  very  remote,  as  other  sections  of  the 
State  were  in  greater  need  of  an  immediate  outlay. 

Assurance  was  given  us,  however,  that  under  the  " Small 
Town  Act"  the  State  would  build  us  a  State  road  and  pay 
one-half  of  the  cost,  (approximately  $3,000),  and  give  us  as 
good  a  piece  of  road  as  they  have  built  in  any  locality.  Act- 
ing on  this  proposition  and  pledge,  an  appropriation  of  $3,000 
will  be  asked  for  at  the  coming  March  Town  Meeting. 
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Favorable  action  by  the  Town  will  insure  the  building  of 
this  much  needed  section  of  our  highway  the  present  season, 
and  save  the  outlay  of  a  large  sum  of  money  which  will 
otherwise  have  to  be  expended  for  repairs. 

This  section  of  State  road  would  be  built  under  contract, 
and  the  Town  of  Wakefield  if  properly  equipped  for  the  ser- 
vice could  enjoy  the  honor  of  building  this  road,  under  the 
State  supervision,  and  at  the  same  time  carry  out  the  decree 
of  the  County  Commissioners  made  in  1889,  wherein  they 
were  directed  to  lay  out,  and  rebuilt  that  section  of  town 
road  lying  between  Lawrence  street  and  the  Reading  town 
line,  according  to  plan  prepared  and  submitted  by  Charles 
Mills,  which  decree  as  yet  remains  uncompleted. 

The  building  of  this  road  will  open  up  a  still  larger  field 
for  the  employment  of  town  labor,  and  bean  object  lesson 
for  our  town  people  in  road  building. 

Preliminary  survey  has  been  made  by  the  State,  anticipat- 
ing favorable  action  by  our  town. 

Centre  Pond. 

The  incoming  Board  of  Selectmen  for  1905  took  up  the 
matter  of  the  drainage  of  Centre  pond,  so  called,  with  the 
full  expectation  of  relieving  the  town  of  existing  condi- 
tions, along  the  outlined  propositions  as  set  forth  in  our 
last  town  report.  Plans  have  .  been  drawn  and  estimates 
made  covering  the  cost  of  the  several  propositions  there  de- 
scribed. Several  conferences  were  held  with  the  parties  in 
interest,  and  much  time  given  to  the  consideration  of  this 
important  subject,  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  power  vested  in 
the  town  to  change  water  courses  and  establish  new  drains, 
the  work  was  suspended  until  such  time  as  a  proper  or  legal 
right  could  be  secured  from  the  Legislature. 

Accordingly  the  town  was  asked,  and  voted  at  its  Novem- 
ber town  meeting,  to  give  the  necessary  authority  to  the  Se- 
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lectmen  to  petition  the  General  Court  for  the  passage  of  an 
act  relative  to  water  courses  and  surface  drainage,  so  that 
changes  can  legally  be  made,  looking  not  only  to  the  better- 
ment of  the  drainage  of  the  Centre  district,  but  whenever 
necessary  throughout  the  town. 

With  this  right  secured  it  is  hoped  a  speedy  solution  of 
this  long  needed  improvement  will  be  secured  and  the  cause 
of  many  complaints  eliminated.  The  unsightly  and  unsani- 
tary conditions  that  have  so  long  existed  right  here  in  the 
centre  of  Wakefield  should  have  been  remedied  years  ago, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  incoming  Board  of  Selectmen  will 
carry  forward  the  improvement  herewith  outlined,  or  see 
that  proper  drainage  and  more  wholesome  conditions  are 
secured. 


SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable,    the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Wakefield  :  — 

I  herewith  submit  as  your  executive  officer  a  report  of  the 
business  of  the  Highway  Department  from  April  i,  1905  to 
Jan.  31,  1906. 

The  policy  governing  work  and  expenditures  has  been  that 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and  acquiesced  in 
by  the  Town  when  making  the  appropriation;  that  the  money 
should  be  expended  mainly  in  an  endeavor  to  keep  the  streets 
in  as  good  condition  as  they  then  were. 

The  appropriation  has  been  practically  all  spent  in  mainte- 
nance and  repairs,  doing  all  that  could  be  done  with  the 
amount  available,  with  regard  to  the  principle  of  securing  the 
greatest  degree  of  permanence,  thus  there  has  been  expended 
quite  a  sum  in  paving  gutters,  the  construction  and  repair  of 
drains,    laying  concrete  sidewalks  and  setting  edgestones,  all 
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of  which  may  be  classed  as  permanent  improvements.  It  is 
believed  that  a  larger  proportion  than  usual  has  been  spent 
for  cleaning  and  patching.

Administration  includes  expenses  of  office  and  those  for 
material  for  operation  of  plant ;  equipment,  those  of  machin- 
ery and  permanent  tools,  and  their  repair;  under  tools  are  in- 
cluded the  purchase  of  the  smaller  and  frequently  renewable 
variety,  their  repair  and  sharpening,  and  such  hardware  as  the 
department  has  used. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  an  improved  road 
machine  which  has  worked  very  satisfactorily,  and  proved  its 
worth  in  all  seasons.  Its  use  has  effected  a  material  saving 
in  labor  and  in  time  ;  being  of  stronger  construction  and  re- 
versible it  has  done  more  and  better  work  than  the  old 
machine  could  have  done. 

Repairs  to  the  steam  roller  have  exceeded  the  amount  ap- 
propriated; the  excess,  $90.22  has  been  paid  from  the  gen- 
eral appropriation. 

The  crusher  plant  has  caused  an   outlay  for  repairs;  only 
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such  as  were  necesssry  for  its  operation  have  been  made  how- 
ever. 

Four  new  street  signs  and  posts  and  eight  "Private  Way 
Dangerous"   have  been  placed. 

Greenwood  bridge  has  been  replanked  and  the  iron  work 
painted;  the  bridge  on  the  way  leading  from  Valley  street  to 
Wrigjit's  gravel  pit  has  been  replanked  and  a  new  railing  put 
up. 

The  200  feet  of  plank  sidewalk  on  Spring  street  in  Boyn- 
tonville,  has  three  times  been  temporarily  repaired;  the  plank 
forming  this  walk  also  serve  as  a  cover  for  a  culvert ;  all  the 
plank  is  in  poor  condition.  The  culvert  should  be  replaced 
with  pipe  and  a  gravel  sidewalk  made. 

Fences  have  been  built  on  Brook  street  opposite  Elm  where 
the  brook  is  close  to  the  travelled  way;  on  Nahant  street 
near  Farm  and  on  Water  street  between  Brook  avenue  and 
Farm  street,  this  last  made  necessary"  by  the  removal  of  bush 
by  the  moth  men.  Existing  fences  have  been  repaired  on 
Elm,  Church,  Broadway,  Bennett,  Main,  West  Chestnut  and 
Lowell  street. 

All  the  streets  with  one  or  two  exceptions  have  been 
cleaned  once  and  some  more  than  once,  grass  and  brush  cut, 
and  the  patrol  cart  has  been  at  work  throughout  the  season. 

Something  has  been  attempted  and  done  in  the  way  of 
patching  and  removing  loose  and  projecting  stone. 

The  bridge  or  plank  sidewalk  on  New  Salem  street  was 
found  to  be  unsafe,  and  has  been  in  part  removed  and  filled 
in.  The  sidewalk  from  said  bridge  to  near  Preston  street  has 
been  brought  up  to  grade.  A  walk  had  to  be  made  on  Val- 
ley and  Melvin  streets  in  accordance  with  vote  of  the  town. 
On  Richardson  ave.  the  walk  on  the  south  side  has  been 
raised  to  an  established  grade.  Sidewalks  on  Lake,  Byron, 
Main,  Salem,  Albion,  Warren  ave.,  West  Water,  Pleasant, 
Bennett,    Railroad,  North  ave.,    Church,  Park,  Otis,  Nahant, 
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Franklin,  Cedar,  Lowell,  Lawrence  and  several  other  streets 
have  been  repaired  and  patched.  On  nearly  all  gravel  walks 
projecting  stone  have  been  removed  and  taken  to  crusher. 

In  the  work  on  drains  there  is  included  the  cost  of  paving 
gutters  on  Park,  Main,  Stedman,  Otis,  Crescent  and  Eaton 
streets.  New  drains  have  been  put  in  on  Church,  Crescent, 
Valley,  Richardson,  Main  and  Albion  streets.  Catch  basins 
have  been  cleaned  and  repaired,  and  twelve  new  ones  built. 
Several  drains,  culverts  and  catch  basin  outlets  have  been 
cleaned  and  relaid. 

Franklin,  Park,  Valley,  Pine,  Otis,  Oak  and  Eaton  streets 
have  been  resurfaced  wholly  or  in  part.  Main  street  has  been 
extensively  patched  at  the  Junction,  Water  street  from  R.  R. 
crossing  to  bridge  has  been  re-shaped,  and  a  small  amount  of 
new  material  put  on.  Salem  st.  near  house  of  Henry  Stowell 
has  been  improved  by  rebuilding  sidewalk. 

The  amount  expended  for  engineering  is  for  work  done  in 
establishing  and  setting  grades  for  resurfacing,  gutter  work 
drains,  sidewalks,  concrete  walks  and  edgestone.  Surveys, 
plans  and  estimates  have  been  made  in  the  matter  of  improve- 
ment of  Centre  Pond.  Levels  and  cross  sections  for  estab- 
lishing grades  on  various  streets  in  preparation  for  future 
work,  and  data  for  the  design  of  a  drainage  system  have  been 
obtained. 

Concrete  sidewalks  have  been  constructed  on  West  Chest- 
nut, Albion,  Richardson,  Avon,  Gould,  Cedar,  Pleasant  and 
Richardson  ave.  Patching  has  been  done  to  walks  on  Park, 
Eaton,  Crescent,  Centre,  Salem,  Bryant,  Albion,  Gculd, 
Pleasant,  Water,  Main,  Lawrence  and  West  Chestnut.  Con- 
crete crossings  have  been  repaired  and  relaid  on  West  Chest- 
,  nut  street. 

Edgestone  has  been  set  on  White  ave.,  Main,  Avon,  Al- 
bion, Richardson  ave.,  Prospect,  Eaton  and  Pleasant,  curved 
corners  at  West  Chestnut  and  Cedar,  Salem  and  Pleasant, 
Gould  and  Cedar  and  Lawrence  and  Pleasant,

3.  For  improvement  of  conditions  due  to  defective  drainage 
on: — Main,  Greenwood,  Pitman  ave.,  Forest,  Summer,  Na- 
hant, Railroad,  Bennett,  Traverse,  Melvin,  Valley,  Vernon, 
Wave  ave.,  Sweetser,  Central,  Lawrence,  Pleasant,  West 
Water,  Richardson  ave.,  Centre,  Crescent,  Otis,  Pearl, 
Church,  Lafayette,  North  ave.,  Chestnut,  Foster,  Albion, 
Lake,  Foundry,  Gould,  Bartley,  Broadway,  Jordan  ave., 
Stedman,  Park  ave.,  Dell  ave.,  Converse,  Cedar,  Cedar  Ct., 
Prospect  and  Elm. 

All  of  the  requests  received  were  reasonable,  but  in  many 
cases  a  complete  remedy  involved  an  expenditure  beyond 
the  reach  of  the  appropriation ;  by  complete  remedy  is 
meant  going  far  enough  to  remove  or  care  for  the  source  of 
the  trouble. 

The  work  involved  in  the  above  enumeration  can  be  done 
in  two  ways  ;  repairs  may  be  made  of  a  temporary  nature 
which  would  answer  for  a  short  time,  perhaps  one  season, 
perhaps  two  ;  or  the  cause  of  the  defective  condition  may  be 
first  found  and  remedied,  and  repairs  then  made  which  will 
be  well  nigh  permanent.     In  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the  cause 
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for  defects  will  be  found  to  be  a  lack  of,  or  defective  drain- 
age ;  in  the  remaining  cases  the  cause  will  be  unsuitable 
material,  defective  grade,  or  infrequency  of  repair. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Town's  streets  is  unsatisfac- 
tory, to  say  the  least.  This  condition,  which  has  existed  for 
years,  and  is  in  a  general  way  attributed  to  such  causes  as 
large  mileage,  lack  of  money,  sewer  construction,  deficiency 
of  material,  etc.,  should  not  be  accepted  as  necessary  and  in- 
evitable. 

The  streets  of  a  municipality  are  an  index,  pointing  di- 
rectly and  unmistakably  to  its  general  character ;  by  their 
condition,  they  reflect  the  thrift,  public  spirit  and  pride  of  its 
citizens.  Good  streets  are  a  necessity;  they  promote 
growth  and  prosperity,  and  poor  streets  preclude  or  retard 
it. 

The  causes  which  have  led  to  the  present  situation  in  our 
Town  are  not  different  from  those  which  affect  all  towns  ; 
there  is  abundant  evidence  to  show  that  where  the  necessary 
investment  has  been  made,  a  sure  return  has  been  received 
from  it. 

Whether  we  are  to  continue  in  the  present  rut  or  not,  it 
will  profit  to  consider  the  question  of  improvement,  ascer- 
tain mistakes  of  the  past,  and  plan  to  avoid  .them  in  the 
future. 

The  destructive  influences  of  weather  and  travel  are  the 
streets  greatest  enemy  ;  they  cannot  be  entirely  overcome, 
but  may  be  resisted  with  success  in  just  such  measure  as  the 
construction  is  good  ;  good  construction  for  the  sake  of  econ- 
omy should  be  the  best  obtainable. 

The  "best"  will  be  extravagant  and  short  lived  unless  put 
upon  a  good  fonndation,  and  supplemented  by  thorough 
drainage  and  systematic  repair  and  maintenance. 

Good  streets  will  mean  observance  of  the  essentials,  which 
are  : 
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1.  Foundation,  which  may  or  may  not  entail  drainage  of 
the  subsoil. 

2.  Drainage  of  surface  water,  which  includes  the  laying 
of  pipe  and  building  catch  basins. 

3.  Construction  of  road,  which  should  be  of  material  best 
suited  to  withstand  the  wear  of  the  travel  coming  upon  it, 
and  at  the  same  time  satisfy  conditions  of  grade,  cleanliness, 
noise  and  cost  of  repair  and  maintenance. 

4.  Repair  and  maintenance,  which  will  be  always  neces- 
sary, and  must  be  thorough  and  unceasing. 

In  any  form  of  construction  the  foundation  as  its  name 
implies  is  of  first  importance,  it  carries  the  weight ;  the  ma- 
terial of  surfacing  resists  the  wear  ;  the  poorest  or  the  most 
expensive  material  for  a  wearing  surface  will  become  full  of 
holes  and  unfitted  for  use  in  a  very  short  time  if  the  founda- 
tion be  imperfect;  dryness  and  solidity  are  essential,  and 
these  conditions  are  only  obtained  by  perfect  drainage  of 
sub-soil  and  of  surface  water.  Water  may  reach  and  de- 
stroy a  foundation  by  percolation  through  the  road  surfacing, 
or  by  seepage  from  the  gutters  if  not  allowed  to  run  off  as 
rapidly  as  it  accumulates  ;  or  it  may,  from  the  nature  of  the 
soil  be  present  in  the  form  of  springs. 

The  accumulation  of  water  in  gutters  in  addition  to  the 
injurious  effect  as  above  noted,  allows  on  flat  grades  a  de- 
posit of  the  road  wash  which  in  turn  produces  a  fine  crop  of 
weeds,  and  the  gutter  thus  constantly  encroaches  upon  the 
road  ;  on  steep  grades  the  carrying  of  water  for  any  distance 
will  wear  away  the  surface,  and  any  temporary  obstruction 
in  the  gutter  will  so  divert  the  flow  as  to  cause  a  damage  of 
many  dollars. 

The  importance  of  drainage  therefore  cannot  be  overesti- 
mated for  it  affects  the  integrity  of  the  road  in  every  par- 
ticular, and  if  deficient  increases  the  cost  of  repair  and  main- 
tenance. 

We  have  at  the  present  time  45  miles  of  public  street,  on 
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which  there  has  been  expended  in  the  last  twenty  years  in 
round  numbers  $289,500,  an  amount  sufficient  to  build  or 
resurface  anew  an  equal  mileage,  install  a  complete  system 
of  drainage  and  still  leave  a  handsome  surplus.  For  20 
years  then  we  have  expended  annually  $14,475.  On  their 
face  these  figures  clearly  indicate  that  the  amount  of  our 
annual  expenditures  must  be  increased  if  we  are  to  hold 
what  we  now  have,  and  if  improvement  is  desired  some  means 
must  be  found  whereby  work  may  be  made  more  lasting  and 
lessened  in  cost. 

The  recommendations  which  follow  are  made  with  this 
object  of  desired  improvement  in  mind  and  are  the  result  of 
careful  consideration  and  study. 

1.  That  the  work  of  the  Department  be  organized,  and 
that  the  natural  divisions  of  the  work  be  recognized,  and 
each  receive  full  measure  of  attention. 

2.  That  a  beginning  be  made  in  the  construction  of  an 
adequate  drainage  system. 

3.  That  the  Department  be  provided  with  a  full  equip- 
ment of  labor  saving  machinery,  yard  and  buildings. 

4.  That  the  method  of  doing  a  little  here  and  there  be 
abandoned,  and  a  plan  whereby  ail  sections  of  the  town  may 
receive  their  just  proportion  of  work  be  adopted,  the  fol- 
lowing is  suggested :  That  there  be  six  districts,  North, 
Centre,  East,  West,  Junction,  and  Greenwood,  and  that  in 
every  year  there  should  be  some  work  of  construction  and 
repair  performed  in  each;  (maintenance  and  repair  should 
cover  the  whole  town)  this  work  to  be  done,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, on  the  most  travelled  streets  first,  provided  that  its 
doing  would  not  conflict  with  the  general  principle  which 
should  govern  all  work,  which  is  to  so  combine  jobs  that 
surplus  material  may  be  used  near  where  obtained  and  that 
material  when  needed  for  any  work  should  be  obtained  if 
possible  from  the  streets  themselves  by  making  advanta- 
geous changes  in  grade,  etc,

The  natural  divisions  of  the  Highway  work  above  re- 
ferred to  are,  Construction,  Repair  and  Maintenance ;  in 
effect  one  cannot   be  effective  unless  the  others  are  made  so. 

"Construction"  is  of  two  kinds,  one  of  a  permanent  na- 
ture including  drains,  paved  gutters,  sidewalk  pavement 
and  edgestone ;  the  other,  surfacing  of  roadways  and  walks, 
approaches  permanence  in  a  degree  which  is  regulated  by 
the  character  of  the  material  employed,  the  quality  of  the 
work,  amount  of  use,  and  the  efficiency  with  which  the 
work  of  maintenance  and  repair  is  performed,  In  this  di- 
vision expenditures  may  well  be  larger  for  the  permanent 
forms;  drainage  should  invariably  precede,  that  the  cost  of 
maintenance  and  repair  may  be  kept  down.  The  obser- 
vance of  the  essential  requirements  of  good  work,  which 
have  been  enumerated,  should  be  always  adhered  to. 

"Repair"  will  or  should  extend  over  the  entire  street  sys- 
tem ;  it  will  comprise  those  jobs  on  road  surface  which  are 
too  small  to  rate  as  construction  and  too  large  to  be  called 
patching;  the  patching  of  concrete  sidewalks,  the  repair 
and  cleaning  of  drains  w7here  excavation  is  necessary,  and 
such  other  work  as  does  not  properly  fall  to  the  share  of 
the  other  divisions  belongs  to  this. 

"Maintenance"  includes  cleaning,  patching,  removing 
loose  and  projecting  stone,  the  cutting  of  grass  and  brush 
and  burning  or  removal  of  leaves. 

With  regard  to  the  recommendation  concerning  a  system 
of  drainage,  sufficient  has  already  been  said  to  clearly  es- 
tablish the  fact  that  it  is  needed.  The  statement  that  nine 
out  of  every  ten  instances  of  defects  are  due  in  a  greater 
measure  to  deficient  drainage,  or  an  entire  lack  of  it,  than 
to  any  other  cause  or  causes  is  true  and  is  susceptible  of 
proof. 

An  intelligent  development  of  property  should  be  based 
on  the  requirements  of  drainage  ;  the  acceptance  of  streets 
in  the  past   has  brought  with  it,  through    inattention  to  this 
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question,  an  added  wear  and  tear  on  the  older  streets  from 
the  increased  amount  of  surface  water  thus  concentrated 
and  discharged  upon  them. 

Every  severe  storm  and  winter  season  brings  with  it  in 
justified  complaints  a  very  forcible  evidence  of  our  need  of 
drainage.  The  list  this  year,  while  the  season  has  on  the 
whole  been  a  favorable  one,  is  of  very  large  proportions. 

Concerning  the  third  recommendation  regarding  "Equip- 
ment," it  may  be  said  that  no  other  department  of  the  town 
is  so  poorly  equipped  as  this  to  do  its  work  economically  and 
well.  Doing  a  business  each  year  representing  a  capitalization 
(at  4  per  cent.)  of  over  $350,000  ;  with  the  streets  in  poor 
condition  and  the  certainty  of  their  remaining  so  if  past  and 
present  conditions  under  which  its  business  is  done  are  not 
changed  and  improved,  it  would  seem  to  be  absolutely  nec- 
essary that  every  requisite  and  aid  for  economy  of  time  and 
labor  and  the  doing  of  more  and  better  work,  for  the  same 
annual  outlay,  should  be  provided. 

This  Department  should  have  teams,  a  yard,  stable,  sheds 
and  storehouse  ;  a  portable  crushing  plant,  street  sweeper, 
new  steam  roller  and  watering  cart. 

The  recommendation  that  the  Department  have  its  own 
teams  is  not  new  ;  I  am  told  that  the  argument  has  been 
that  ownership  of  teams  would  be  unprofitable,  or  would 
effect  no  saving  ;  that  they  were  needed  but  little  in  winter 
and  that  the  expense  of  keeping,  during  that  season  would 
offset  the  saving  made  during  the  summer  or  busy  season. 
This  supposition,  for  it  can  be  nothing  else,  cannot  be  sup- 
ported. 

It  has  never  been  considered  perhaps  that  the  work  of  the 
Highway  Department  has  been  regulated  by  necessity  and 
not  by  expediency  ;  this  is  particularly  true  of  winter  work. 
The  practice  has  been  to  do  the  necessary  snow  work  only 
and  pay  no  attention  to  the  other  work,  which  might  and 
should  be    done  at   this  season  in    preparation  for   the  busy 
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season  to  follow  which,  for  best  results  should  be  devoted 
to  work  of  execution. 

There  will  be  a  large  amount  of  stone  obtained  during 
the  work  of  the  busy  season,  which  should  as  far  as  pos- 
sible be  piled  near  at  hand  and  hauled  to  the  crusher  dur- 
ing the  winter.  It  is  perfectly  practicable  to  operate  this 
during  cold  weather  and  the  stone  thus  hauled  could  be 
crushed  and  returned  in  that  condition  to  various  points,  be 
there  piled  and  left  ready  for  use  in  early  spring  patching; 
the  use  of  crushed  stone  for  patching  gravel  roads  may  be 
questioned,  but  the  quality  of  stone  obtained  as  above,  not 
being  of  the  best,  is  very  well  suited  for  this  purpose. 

The  cleaning  of  catch  basins  is  another  item  of  work  that 
should  be  done  as  far  as  possible  in  this  season,  and  it  can  be 
done  as  well  and  would  be  less  offensive  to  the  public  com- 
fort. 

For  certain  conditions  ot  travel  crushed  field  stone  makes 
excellent  road  material,  the  teams  should  be  used  during  the 
winter  in  obtaining  a  supply  of  this. 

Material  such  as  wood,  cement,  brick  and  pipe  could  be 
gotten  in  also. 

There  is  also  an  earning  capacity  which  the  teams  would 
have  to  offset  in  part  the  lost  time. 

A  great  consideration  in  favor  of  ownership  is  that  of  effi- 
ciency of  service,  that  there  is  an  undoubted  gain  and  sav- 
ing effected  in  this  direction  which  cannot  be  well  estimated 
in  dollars  goes  without  saying.  This  fact  has  been  demon- 
strated in  the  case  of  other  departments  in  the  town  which 
maintain  their  own  teams.  One  of  the  best  informed  men 
in  the  State  on  highway  work  estimates  the  value  of  teams 
owned  over  teams  hired  as  being  50  per  cent. 

For  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  some  conclusion  expressed 
in  figures  as  to  the  merits  of  the  w'Team  question  "  let  us 
make  a  comparison  of  a  year's  work  based  on  the  following 
assumptions. 
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1.  That  the  work  of  the  Highway  Dept.  be  organized  as 
before  outlined. 

2.  That  the  team  force  of  the  Maintenance  division  would 
be  2  single  teams  or  two  horses,  which  will  work  from 
about  March  20  to  about  December  1,  on  this  work  alone. 

3.  That  such  winter  work  as  can  be  done  be  performed 
from  December  1  to  March  20. 

4.  That  the  team  force  of  the  Construction  and  Repair 
divisions  will  be  2  double  and  1  single  team  or  5  horses,  on 
all  working  days  from  March  20  to  December  1.  (This 
year's  average  was  6  horses). 

5.  That  the  time  on  snow  work  will  be  18  days,  which  is 
an  average  of  the  last  20  years. 

6.  That  the  teams  will  have  some  earning  capacity. 

7.  That  there  will  be  work  for  the  regular  men  (drivers) 
when  not  employed  on  teams  as  follows  ;  on  snow  labor, 
cutting  brush,  care  of  signs,  repairs  to  tools,  painting,  work 
at  crusher  and  ledge,  making  and  repairing  concrete  forms, 
making  concrete  covers,  etc. 

8.  The  cost  of  a  hired  horse  is  $1.50  for  8  hours  (the 
amount  actually  paid).  The  cost  of  keeping  a  horse  is  esti- 
mated as  50  cents  per  day  as  follows  :

This  figure  represents  the  saving  in  one  direction  only  ;  it 
does  not  take  into  account  the  gain  in  efficiency,  nor  the 
fact  that  the  cost  of  hiring  ($1.50)  is  for  8  hours  only,  and 
that  the  cost  of  keeping  (50  cents)  is  for  24  hours.  If  the 
exigencies  of  work  made  it  necessary  to  work  overtime,  this 
difference  would  represent  an  added  saving.  The  matter  of 
efficiency  may  be  estimated  : 

Having  direct  control  will  mean  a  gain  in  time  worked 
per  day  which  may  be  safely  set  at  1-2  hour  per 
team,  which  would  mean  for  the  busy  season,  or  200 
days,

Under  a  system  of  hiring  we  can  not  obtain  equality  of 
service  ;  some  teams  are  better  than  others,  the  driv- 
ers of  them  cannot  be  expected  to  feel  the  same 
interest  in  the  work  that  regular  men  would  have, 
nor  can  a  full  measure  of  responsibility  be  exacted 
of  them  ;  the  efficiency  of  work  performed  by  men 
who  are  regularly  employed  over  that  done  by  men 
who  are  not  so  employed,  may  reach  a  large  figure, 
we  will  put  it  low  and  say,      .         .         .         .         .         150  00

It  is  fair  therefore  to  say  that  the  aggregate  saying  in 
ownership  of  7  horses  will  each  year  mean  the  accomplish- 
ment of  $1900.00  worth  of  work  which  we  now  do  not  ob- 
tain. 

The  yard  question  has  been  a  serious  and  long  felt  obsta- 
cle to  economy.  There  is  constant  use  of  material  in  large 
©r  wholesale  quantities,  which  has  to  be  bought  at  retail 
prices  ;  there  is  involved  in  this  question,  aside  from  that  of 
prices  paid,  an  excessive  amount  of  labor  and  teaming  to 
and  from  the  various  places  we  now  have  to  use  for  storage. 

The  saving  effected  by  an  adequate  yard,  store  house  and 
sheds  may  be  estimated  as  $150  yearly.  The  price  of  ce- 
ment in  car  load  lots  will  be  25  per  cent,  less  per  barrel, 
than  by  the  single  barrel  or  in  small  lots  ;  the  price  of  pipe 
will  also  range  trom  4  per  cent,  to  6  per  cent,  less,  and 
there  will  be  a  margin  worthy  of  consideration  on  all  other 
material.  The  difference  in  the  repair  and  painting 
bills  of  watering  carts,  and  other  equipment  will  be  an  ap- 
preciable amount  if  provision  is  made  for  protecting  them 
from  the  weather. 

The  steam  roller  we  now  have,  while  it  may  be  used,  can 
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not  do  good  work  ;  the  machine  is  old  and  practically  worn 
out ;  the  repair  bill  the  past  season  has  been  large,  and  there 
is  the  probability  of  a  breakdown  at  any  moment,  which 
will  cause  still  larger  bills.  The  roller  has  a  value  which 
may  be  applied  in  the  purchase  of  a  new  machine  and  this 
should  be  taken  advantage  of  this  season.  The  new  roller 
recommended  should  be  a  15  ton  machine,  3  tons  heavier 
than  the  old  one,  and  will  be  capable  of  doing  1-5  more 
work. 

Streets  kept  clean  wear  longer  and  require  less  repair ; 
there  is  an  undoubted  value  in  clean  and  well  kept  streets 
to  the  general  appearauce  of  a  town,  and  the  comfort  of  its 
people.  The  worn  out  material  if  allowed  to  accumulate  is 
detrimental,  and  destructive  to  the  road  surface  and  is  in 
the  highest  degree  a  danger  to  the  public  health.  Streets 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  require  constant  cleaning ;  if  for 
no  other  reason  than  that  of  sanitation  they  should  receive 
it.  The  ratio  of  cost  of  cleaning  by  hand  and  by  machinery 
is  as  20  to  9.  The  saving  effected  by  the  use  of  a  sweeper 
would  amount  to  $430,  the  price  of  a  sweeper  is  $250. 

Requests  for  additional  street  watering  have  assumed 
large  proportion  and  should  be  answered  ;  one  cart  in  the 
centre  of  the  town  cannot  do  more  than  is  now  done,  and  a 
new  cart  would  allow  of  extension,  and  would  be  of  mate- 
rial aid  to  this  department.  It  is  submitted,  that  the  work 
of  street  watering,  is  better  suited  to  the  horses  of  the  Fire 
Dept.  than  is  the  work  they  now  do  on  the  streets. 

In  the  sixteen  years  that  the  town  has  owned  a  crusher 
the  amount  of  macadam  street  constructed  will  not  reach  6 
miles.  That  gravel  is  costly  to  maintain  and  is  unsuitable 
for  many  of  our  streets  is  particularly  in  evidence  this  win- 
ter. Their  improvement  by  the  use  of  macadam  is  desirable 
and  will  prove  economical  in  the  end  ;  the  cost  of  doing  this 
work  will   depend    directly  upon  the    length  of  haul,  and  in 
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many  instances  it  is  evident  that  the  work  will  be  very 
eostlv  unless  means  are  provided  to  equalize  it. 

This  can  be  done  with  a  portable  crushing  plant.  For 
the  purpose  of  an  illustration  the  case  of  Albion  St.  may  be 
taken  ;  this  street  needs  macadamizing  from  Lake  to  Byron 
and  from  Jordan  Ave.  to  Stoneham  line.  The  cost  of 
crushing  may  be  taken  as  fixed  or  equal ;  the  first  mentioned 
strip  will  require  about  1000  tons ;  from  the  stationary  plant 
on  Valley  St.  the  average  haul  will  be  5300  feet,  say  1  mile, 
and  the  cost  of  hauling  (at  25c.  per  ton-mile)  will  amount 
to  $250.  With  a  portable  crushing  plant  the  stone  could  be 
obtained  in  the  vicinity;  (the  grade  of  Bartley  St.  could  be 
cut  down,  and  the  street  benefited;  so  also  on  Broadway) 
the  haul  be  reduced  to  average  1600  feet,  making  the  cost 
of  teaming  $75.75. 

The  portion  from  Jordan  Ave.  to  Stoneham  line  will  re- 
quire about  825  tons  ;  average  haul  from  Valley  St,  7800 
feet,  cost  of  hauling  that  distance  $304.78,  with  a  portable 
plant  haul  would  be  400  feet  and  would  cost  $15.63.  Gross 
saving  on  the  two  jobs  is  therefore  $463.40  ;  allowing  for 
moving  and  setting  up  machinery,  the  net  saving  will  be 
$300. 

In  like  manner  it  may  be  shown  that  a  portable  plant 
would  save  : 

On  Main,  Lawrence  line,     .  .  .        $765  00 

On  Vernon,  Wave  ave.,  line,       .  .  600  00 

In  Greenwood  the  proportion  would  be  still  larger. 

In  the  above  figures  no  account  is  taken  of  the  benefit 
which  Bartley  street  and  Broadway  would  receive  from  cut- 
ting down  the  ledge  grade  thereon,  and  thus  obtaining  ma- 
terial for  macadamizing  Albion  street,  virtually  a  thiee  fold 
result  is  obtained  for  one  cost;  as  the  cutting  down  would 
improve  their  grade,  facilitate  their  drainage,  and  at  the 
same  time  cheapen  the  work  on  Albion  street.

The  amount  asked  for  drainage  is  intended  to  provide  a 
complete  system  for  the  built  up  areas  of  the  Town.  The 
expenditure  of  this  sum  is  intended  to  extend  through  more 
than  one  season,  but  it  is  difficult  and  impracticable  to  de- 
termine what  the  exact  rate  of  expenditure  would  be.  i  The 
whole  sum  is  asked  for  that  advantage  may  be  taken  of  fav- 
orable opportunities  and  conditions  for  doing  the  work.  The 
rate  of  progress  would  be  regulated  by  the  following: 

The  use  which  could  be  made  of  the  material  obtained 
from  the  excavations;  the  cost  of  pipe,  brick  and  cement 
which  will  have  to  be  used  ;  (there  should  be  money  avail- 
able to  buy  in  large  quantities  and  at  favorable  prices,  the 
material  will  cost  nothing  to  keep  and  the  saving  may  be 
large.)     Full  advantage  should  be  taken  of  a  favorable  sea- 
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son ;  conditions  may  arise  where  the  necessary  rights  of 
easement  can  be  acquired  more  cheaply  if  the  money  is  im- 
mediately available. 

Whatever  is  undertaken  in  this  line  should  fit  in  with  the 
regular  Highway  work,  for  mutual  economy.  This  expen- 
diture if  authorized  and  made  will  return  more  than  4  per 
cent,  in  the  decreased  annual  charges  which  will  follow  its 
completion. 

The  appropriation  for  Equipment  will  return  25  per  cent, 
as  has  been  shown. 

The  appropriation  for  Main  street  will  give  us  a  mile  of 
street,  equal  in  quality  to  the  best  the  State  has  built,  at 
one  half  the  cost. 

The  appropriation  recommended  for  General  Highway 
purposes  is  put  at  the  lowest  figure  which,  from  careful  esti- 
mates, will  allow  doing  the  work  necessary  to  keep  the  bulk 
of  the  streets  from  growing  worse,  and  the  putting  in  good 
condition  of  a  very  few  which  are  dangerous  to  travel. 

Richardson  Street. 

In  September,  1905,  a  special  appropriation  was  made  for 
the  rebuilding  of  this  street ;  the  necessary  work  has  not 
been  completed  ;  the  drainage  has  been  installed,  and  the 
stone  purchased  and  crushed  ;  everything  is  in  order  for  its 
early  completion  the  coming  season.

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Insurance. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  acting  in  conjunction  with  the 
Town  Treasurer  as  a  committee  appointed  by  the  town  at 
the  March  meeting  to  reorganize  and  take  charge  of  the 
town's  insurance,  entered  upon  their  duties  soon  after  their 
appointment.  On  looking  into  the  matter  of  insurance, 
as  carried  bv  the  town  heretofore,  the  Board  found  that  the 
present  system  was  faulty  to  a  great  extent,  inasmuch,  that 
the  forms  attached  to  the  several  policies  were  non-concur- 
rent, that  the  contracts  of  one  policy  did  not  agree  with 
those  of  another,  and  that  some  buildings  were  insured  for 
more  and  others  less  than  could  be  collected  from  the  com- 
panies in  case  of  a  fire  loss. 

It  was  also  found  that  some  towns,  where  the  character 
and  construction  of  public  buildings,  and  where  the  risks  of 
fire  loss  were  similar  to  those  of  the  town  of  Wakefield, 
were  enjoying  a  much  less  rate  or  cost  of  insurance. 

The  town  of  Arlington,  having  recently  secured  a  reduc- 
tion in  its  rates  of  insurance,  was  visited  by  the  Board, 
where  Chairman  Bailey  and  other  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  that  town  extended  every  courtesy  and  con- 
ducted the  Board  on  a  tour  of  inspection  of  its  public  prop- 
erties. After  careful  consideration,  this  Board  adopted  the 
policy  of  inviting  the  co-operation  of  the  several  Agents, 
representing  the  companies  carrying  town  insurance,  in  se- 
curing a  reduction  in  rates  for  the  town  of  Wakefield.  The 
Municipal  ^departments  of  the  town  were  requested  to  sub- 
mit a  schedule  of  such  town  property  as  was  in  their  charge 
with  an  appraisal  of  same,  and  after  careful  revision,  a 
schedule  was  drawn  showing  the  property  to  be  insured, 
the  appraisal  of  same,  and  the  amount  of  insurance  desired, 
on  the  basis  of  carrying   insurance  to  the  amount  of  80  per 
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cent,  of  value  on   buildings  and    90  per  cent,  of  value   on 
contents. 

This  schedule  was  submitted  to  the  New  England  Fire 
Insurance  Exchange,  together  with  a  petition  for  a  reduc- 
tion in  rate,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

Wakefield,  Mass.,   Sept.  28,  1905. 

To  the  New  England  Ins.  Exchange,

Gentlemen  :  — 

We  hereby  make  requests  for  a  reduction  of  the  rate  of  Insurance 
now  applying  to  the  Municipal  buildings  and  their  contents  in  the  town 
of  Wakefield,  for  the  reason  that  we  deem  the  rates  excessive  con- 
sidering our  well  equipped  Fire  Department,  the  construction  and 
location  of  our  buildings,  etc.  We  desire  to  have  you  give  us  an 
average  rate  on  all  the  Town's  property,  with  a  specific  amount  on 
each  building  and  its  contents  the  same  to  carry  respectively  80  per 
cent,  and  90  per  cent,  of  their  appraised  value. 

Other  municipalities  in  Massachusetts  have  been  given  a  reduced 
rating,  and  many  are  doing  their  own  insuring,  others  in  part,  and  a 
great  number  are  establishing  municipal  insurance  funds  in  lieu  of 
paying  premiums  to  insurance  companies.  We  desire  and  feel  that 
we  are  entitled  to  a  flat  rate  not  exceeding  25  cents,  as  we  consider 
our  insurable  property  less  hazadous  than  that  of  some  of  the  towns 
enjoying  the  reduced  rates. 

We  hand  you  herewith  our  schedule  of  appraised  values  of  our 
various  properties,  showing  their  construction  and  location,  and  de- 
sire to  insure  the  same  on  the  basis  of  our  submitted  valuation,  up 
to  the  full  80  and  90  per  cent. 

You  will  notice  that  76  per  cent,  of  the  appraised  value  of  build- 
ings are  of  brick,  and  comparatively  new  in  their  construction  and 
equipment. 

We  request  also,  that  existing  policies  may  be  cancelled  pro-rata. 

In  making  this  application,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  acting  as  a 
committee  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  Treasurer,  under  authority 
of  the  town ;  are  joined  by  all  the  local  Insurance  agents  of  the  Town 
of  Wakefield  with  one  exception,  who  are  now  enjoying  the  benefits 
of  the  Town  Insurance. 
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We  ask  for  an  early  consideration  of  our  request  and  petition.

A  committee  from  the  exchange  visited  the  Town,  where 
they  were  received  and  entertained  by  this  Board,  conducted 
on  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  Town  buildings,  and  were 
given  such  other  information  as  they  desired.

(Policies  not  to  include  vacant  School  House  Building  known  as 
Old  Franklin  School,  south  side  Franklin  St.,  and  the  Municipal 
Light  Plant  on  Railroad  st ;  Rate  to  be  Buildings  and  Contents 
.45  a;  the  Bath  House  and  Contents,  Coal  Sheds  and  Storage  Build- 
ings and  Contents,  Machinery,  Tools  and  Supplies  used  by  High- 
way Department,  Stone  Crusher  Plant,  Road  Roller  House  and  Tool 
House  connected  and  contents,  Rate  to  be.  27  c  \  the  rates  not  to 
apply  unless  policies  cover  on  all  property  of  the  Town  of  Wake- 
field, with  the  exceptions  above  enumerated.) 

(Existing  policies  may  be  canceled  or  rebated  pro  rata.) 

This  shows  a  reduction  from  the  old  average  annual  rate 
of  about  46,  to  an  annual  rate  of  27.  This  reduction  in 
rate  was  based  on  the  condition  that  the  Town  carry  insur- 
ance on  its  buildings  to  the  extent  of  80  per  cent,  and  on 
contents  90  per  cent,  of  appraised  values.  In  order  that 
this  may  be  better  understood,  we  insert  the  following  ex- 
planation. 

Property  under  protection  of  a  fire  department  is  rated  with  the 
understanding  that  you  carry  upon  it  insurance  aggregating  in 
amouDt  at  least  80  per  cent,  of   the    actual  cash  value  of  the   prop- 
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erty.  You  get  a  lower  rate  and  pay  a  lesser  premium  by  reason  of 
the  80  per  cent,  clause.  You  are  not  restricted  to  just  80  per  cent. 
— you  can  carry  85  per  cent,  or  90  per  cent,  or  any  amount  up  to 
the  total  value  or  100  per  cent.  In  case  you  do  not  comply  with 
the  conditions  of  the  clause- — that  is  carry  at  least  80  per  cent  in- 
surance of  the  actual  cash  value  of  your  property,  in  the  event  of  a 
fire  loss,  the  insurance  companies  will  pay  you  for  the  loss  or  dam- 
age in  full  up  to  the  amount  of  your  insurance,  be  the  loss  total  or 
partial.  You  are  not  obliged  to  carry  80  per  cent,  insurance  by  rea- 
son of  the  clause.  You  can  carry  70  per  cent,  or  60  per  cent  or 
even  50  per  cent,  or  less,  and  in  case  of  a  total  loss  the  company 
will  pay  the  loss  up  to  the  amount  of  its  policy.  You  have  lost 
heavily  because  you  did  not  insure  high  enough. 

The  best  way  to  understand  just  how  a  partial  loss  would  affect 
you  with  less  than  80  per  cent,  insurance,  is  to  consider  yourself  an 
insurance  company  for  the  amount  between  what  you  do  insure  and 
80  per  cent,  of  the  valuation  of  the  property  insured,  and  charge 
yourself  your- pro  rata  part  of  any  loss  as  explained  by  the  following 
illustration  : 

Property  value  $1,000.  You  should  insure  it  for  $800.  You  do 
insure  it  for  $700.  You  are  an  insurance  company  for  $100.  The  com- 
pany pays  7-8  of  any  loss  up  to  the  amount  of  its  policy  and  you  yourself 
contribute  1-8.  On  an  $800  loss  or  above,  the  company  pays  you 
$700,  because  7-8  of  the  loss  is  $700  or  more,  and  takes  its  whole 
policy.  On  any  loss  less  than  $800,  the  company  pays  7-8  of  it 
and  you  stand  1-8  of  it  yourself.  If  loss  is  $400,  the  company  pays 
you  $350.  Of  course  if  you  insure  for  a  less  amount  than  70  per 
cent,  as  illustrated  above,  you  contribute  a  greater  amount  in  case  of 
loss,  but  from  above  examples  you  can  figure  out  just  what  you 
would  contribute,  by  changing  the  amounts  and  fractions. 


As  an  illustration  of  the  above  the  attention  of  the  citi- 
zens is  called  to  the  fire  loss  which  occured  at  the  Alms 
House  a  few  years  ago.  This  property  not  being  insured  up 
to  80  per  cent,  of  its  value,  the  Town  suffered  a  shrinkage 
of  several  hundred  dollars  on  the  actual  loss  incurred.  If 
the    Alms  House    had  been  insured    for  80   per  cent,  of  its 
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value  the    Town  would  have  been  reimbursed  for  the  entire 
loss. 

The  following  shows  the  new  arrangement  of  the  Town's 
Insurance,  and  is  the  schedule  upon  which  the  reduction  in 
rate  was  obtained. 

November  18,   1905. 

On  and  after  this  date,  this  policy  shall  attach  and  cover   as  follows, 
and  not  as  heretofore  :

stationery  and  office  supplies,  books  of  record  and  account  at  not 
exceeding  their  value  blank;  fire  extinguishing  and  fire  alarm  towers 
and  apparatus  and  appliances ;  safes,  town  scales,  fixtures,  tools,  im- 
plements, apparatus,  appliances ;  utensils,  fuel,  materials,  supplies 
and  equipment ;  animals,  no  one  horse  to  be  valued  exceeding 
$400.00,  and  no  other  animal  to  be  valued  exceeding  $100.00  ;  ve- 
hicles, steam  rollers  and  ambulances  and  harnesses  and  parts  of 
same ;  robes,  blankets  and  all  other  horse  and  vehicle  furnishings 
and  equipments ;  hay,  feed,  straw  and  bedding ;  .signs  and  awnings 
and  any  and  all  other  property,  except  money  and  evidences  of 
debt,  not  covered  by  the  first  division  of  this  policy,  in  or  on  prem- 
ises of  assured  or  elsewhere  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

As  shown  above  the  town  must  carry  additional  insurance 
to  the  amount  of  $116,900,  to  bring  its  total  of  insurance  to 
the  80  per  cent,  of  value  on  buildings,  and  90  per  cent,  of 
value  on  contents,  making  the  aggregate  insurance  carried 
$391,300.  Owing  to  the  reduction  in  rate  on  the  insurance 
as  a  whole,  the  town  is  enabled  to  place  the  amount  former- 
ly carried,  as  well  as  the  additional  insurance,  at  no  greater 
annual  cost  than  heretofore,  and  to  enjoy  the  protection 
against  fire  loss  that  it  should. 

The  Board  have  under  consideration  two  plans  tor  ar- 
ranging the  matter  of  insurance,  First — the  cancellation  of 
all  policies,  and  the  re- writing  of  same,  together  with  the  ad- 
ditional insurance,  under  the  new  form  and  rate  ;  Second  — 
to  attach  the   new  forms  to  all  existing  policies  as  well  as  to 
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the  policies  for   the  additional  insurance  to  be  placed,  allow- 
ing existing  policies  to  run  to  date  of  expiration. 

The  Board  is  in  favor  of  the  first  proposition,  which  will 
allow  the  re- writing  of  a  greater  number  of  the  policies 
under  an  even  date.  This  will  dispose  of  considerable  of 
the  labor  of  handling  the  insurance  of  the  town,  and  will 
also  enable  companies  carrying  more  than  one  policy  to 
combine  them  in  one,  thus  reducing  the  number  of  policies. 
Under  this  method  there  will  be  required  an  appropriation 
but  once  in  five  years,  and  while  this  will  be  large  at  the 
time  it  is  made,  the  total  cost  for  five  years  will  not  be 
greater  than  the  total  amount  annually  appropriated  for  five 
years. 

The  Board  would  also  recommend  that  as  any  loss  that 
may  occur  is  payable  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  that  all  poli- 
cies be  placed  in  his  custody. 

The  Board  extends  its  thanks  to  the  Insurance  Agents  of 
the  town  who  have  greatly  aided  them  in  securing  this  re- 
duction in  rate,  and  to  Mr.  Fred  B.  Carpenter,  who  gener- 
ously donated  the  new  forms  which  are  to  be  attached  to 
the  policies. 

The  Board  has  held  weekly  meetings  up  to  the  present 
time  and  while  their  labors  have  been  arduous,  they  feel 
that  the  results  obtained  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  town 
in  the  future,  and  that  the  town's  insurance  is  now  estab- 
lished on  a  sound  basis.

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Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk. 

For  the  Year  Ending  Jan.  31,  1906. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Wakefield,  Mass.  : 

The  Collector  of  Samples  has  delivered  to  me  for  exami- 
nation during  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-one  (121)  samples  of  milk  from  milk  wagons,  stores, 
etc.,  and  dairies. 

The  average  percentage  of  all  samples  taken  was  as  fol- 
lows :  total  milk  solids  13.036  per  cent.,  butter  fat  3.832  per 
cent. 

In  addition  to  the  milk  brought  in  by  the  Collector  many 
samples  have  been  examined  for  milk  dealers  in  order  that 
they  might  be  informed  on  the  condition  of  their  supply, 
and  be  as  far  as  possible  protected. 

No  prosecutions  have  been  made  in  court  during  the 
year,  but  in  several  instances  notices  have  been  sent  to  deal- 
ers, in  cases  where  milk  of  unsatisfactory  quality  has  been 
furnished. 

I  believe  that  the  average  quality  ot  milk  sold  in  our  mar- 
ket is  as  high  as  can  reasonably  be  expected,  and  that  if  we 
have  further  improvement,  it  must  be  looked  for  in  the  di- 
rection of  better  sanitary  conditions  in  the  production,  stor- 
age and  distribution. 

It  would  be  a  change  in  the  right  direction  to  place  the 
milk  inspection  in  the  care  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

They  have  the  authority  to  make  such  rules  as  are  neces- 
sary to  secure  the  distribution  of  milk  from  healthy  cows, 
kept  in  clean  stables,  and  distributed  in  a  cleanly  way.

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the  past 
year. 

I  have  found  that  three  horses  have  had  the  disease  known 
as  Glanders,  and  reported  the  same  to  the  State  Board.  The 
horses  were  by  order  of  the  State  Board  killed,  and  the 
stables  thoroughly  disinfected. 

,One  cow  was  shipped  into  Wakefield  from  out  of  the  State 
and  was  suspected  of  having  tuberculosis,  but  upon  due  ex- 
amination it  was  ascertained  the  cow  was  in  perfect  health. 
I  have  made  the  inspection,  and  have  found  stables  and  cat- 
tle to  be  for  the  most  part  well  taken  care  of.  There  have 
been  few  exceptions  which  have  been  remedied. 

I  am  glad  to  report  the  Town  to  be  free  from  any  cases  of 
an  infectious  nature  among  animals.      I  am  also  able  to    re- 
port that  the  stables,  barns  and  cattle  are  well  taken  care  of.

Gypsy  Moths. 

In  relation  to  gypsy  moths  I  find  that  the  town  in  com- 
parison to  those  south,  east  and  west  of  us  is  comparatively 
free  of  them,  with  the  exception  of  colonies  on  private  prop- 
erty, which  can  be  exterminated  from  those  places  by  persis- 
tant effort.  One  reason  accounting  for  this  town  not  being 
so  badly  infested  as  other  towns  was  our  thorough  burlap- 
ing  of  trees  and  killing  the  caterpillars  day  by  day,  whereby 
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great  quantities  were  destroyed.  All  gypsy  moth  nests  have 
been  painted  as  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  find  them.  One 
advantage  in  fighting  the  gypsy  moth  is  the  female  does  not 
fly,  therefore  depositing  the  eggs  in  the  location  where  the 
moth  emerges  from  the  pupa,  great  care  should  be  used  in 
examining  fences,  stone  walls,  piles  of  brush  and  stone  for 
nests.  I  would  also  recommend  all  tin  can  refuse  be  buried, 
as  great  quantities  of  nests  having  been  found  in  old  tins 
thrown  around. 

Brown  Tail  Moths. 

I  am  glad  to  report  on  the  brown  tail  moth  that  we  find 
one-half,  if  not  more  dead  in  their  nests,  but  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  there  is  no  sure  accounting  for  it. 

The  Town  property  including  the  parks  have  been  thor- 
oughly cleaned  of  them. 

In  my  judgment  spraying  the  trees  is  the  most  economi- 
cal and  effective  way  to  destroy  the  brown  tail  moths.  Last 
summer  when  spraying  was  commenced  the  moths  had  been 
out  10  days,  but  in  all  nests  I  have  examined  in  districts 
sprayed  I  did  not  find  a  live  caterpillar,  and  if  trees  are 
sprayed  before  the  eggs  are  laid,  and  up  to  the  time  of 
hatching,  I  am  satisfied  it  will  do  the  work  required.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  held  fifty-two  regular  and 
four  special  meetings  during  the  year,  and  twenty-two  spec- 
ial meetings  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  Treasurer 
as  a  special  committee  on  Town  Insurance. 

There  have  been  3,126  orders  drawn  on  the  Town  Treas- 
urer, aggregating  $202,040.75. 

Applications  for  73  building  permits  have  been  granted, 
representing  an  estimated  value  of  $157,000.  This  is  a  sub- 
stantial increase  over  last  year,  and  augurs  well  for  the  fu- 
ture growth  and  development  of  our  town. 

This  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  one  for  your 
Board.  Each  succeeding  year  witnesses  an  increasing 
volume  of  miscellaneous  business,  all  of  which  has  to  be 
carefully  investigated  and  considered. 

Matters  of  small  or  large  import  have  received  the  same 
careful  scrutiny  and  consideration,  in  the  treatment  of 
which  the  members  have  given  unstintingly  of  their  time, 
labor  and  best  efforts. 

The  special  work  assigned  the  Board  and  Town  Treas- 
urer of  rearranging  and  readjusting  the  insurance  in  force 
on  the    several   town  properties  was    necessarily  a  slow  and 
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tedious  process,  requiring  twenty-two  special  meetings,  to- 
gether with  a  vast  amount  of  outside  labor,  research  and 
investigation,  for  a  full  and  comprehensive,  and  we  are 
pleased  to  state,  beneficial  consideration  of  the  subject. 

Success  has  crowned  our  labors.  The  New  England  In- 
surance Exchange  has  under  date  of  Nov.  18,  1905,  es- 
tablished a  new  rate  of  $1.35,  5  years,  which  is  a  much 
lower  rate  than  the  town  has  heretofore  been  enjoying.  Un- 
der this  reduced  rate  the  town  is  enabled  to  carry  $116,900 
additional  insurance,  at  practically  the  same  cost  as  under 
the  old  rate.

Insurance,  Page  112. 

In  closing  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion to  the  several  boards  of  the  Town,  and  the  citizens 
generally  for  their  support  and  co-operation  throughout  the 
year.

The  work  of  the  Board  has  gone  along  with  its  usual 
smoothness  and  harmony.  A  large  number  of  nuisances 
have  been  abated,  and  those  responsible  for  them,  have  at 
all  times  cheerfully  responded  to  the  Board's  requests. 

One  of  the  largest  items  of  expense  has  been  the  drain- 
ing of  wet  lands,  principally  the  land  that  borders  on  the 
Saugus  river.  This  expense  occurs  each  year,  and  so  lono* 
as  present  conditions  exist,  will  continue. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  all  who  are  on  the  line 
of  the  public  sewer,  connect  with  same  at  their  earliest  con- 
venience ;  by  so  doing  they  will  save  the  Board  the  necessity 
of  taking  legal  measures  later. 
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There  are  matters  of  importance  the  Board  would  like  to 
recommend  this  year,  but  refrain  from  doing  so  in  view  of 
our  present  tax  rate,  and  the  many  large  demands  which 
the  town  must  meet.  The  Board  feels  however  that  it 
must  mention  one  great  need  in  our  town  which  will  soon 
be  an  absolute  necessity.

Report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  would  make  the  following  re- 
port : 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  Messrs.  Cutter,  Mason  and 
Bowman  were  elected  Overseers  of  the  Poor.  Mr.  Cutter 
being  at  the  time  critically  ill  did  not  qualify  and  died 
March  29th,  1905.  Mr.  Cutter  was  first  elected  an  Over- 
seer March  7,  1892,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  year 
served  the  town  continuously  until  his  death.  He  was  of  a 
genial,  generous  disposition  and  made  a  large  circle  of 
friends. 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  and  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  held  April  13,  Mr.  Andrew  G.  Anderson  was  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  Cutter's  death. 

The  farm  is  in  good  condition,  though  the  house  needs 
considerable  inside  repairs,  as  does  the  barn  also. 

The  farm  has  produced  about  45  tons  of  hay,  as  well  as 
the  usual  amount  of  other  produce.  The  health  of  the  in- 
mates has  been  good.  The  receipts  of  the  Dept.  have  been 
$3,759.86;  of  this  amount  $1,827.78  was  for  milk,  and 
$1,124.99  came  from  the  guardian  of  Solon  Green,  an  in- 
mate of  Dan  vers  Hospital.  For  this  reason  we  did  not  ask 
for  an  appropriation  at  the  the  November  meeting,  thinking 
we  could  get  along,  but  by  not  doing  so  we  have  run  short 
of  funds.  We  owe  bills  amounting  to  about  one  thousand 
dollars,  while  out  of  our  annual  appropriation  of  the  March 
meeting  we  had  to  pay  seven  or  eight  hundred  dollais'  worth 
of  last  year's  bills. 

The  tramp  question  has  been  settled  by  the  new  law 
passed  last  year,  and  the  Board  have  discontinued  the  use  of 
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the  tramp  house.  Very  few  persons  now  apply  to  the  po- 
lice for  assistance.  Last  year  no  wood  was  cut  upon  the 
farm,  so  we  had  to  buy  wood  for  the  outside  poor.  The 
Park  department  turned  over  to  our  Dept.  about  70  cords 
of  wood,  mostly  hard,  which  we  had  to  haul  from  Hart's 
Hill  and  elsewhere  ;  this  was  mostly  in  long  lengths  and  we 
had  to  cut  it  to  use.  About  50  cords  of  this  is  trash,  20 
cleft  wood.  The  Park  Dept.  have  our  thanks  for  the  same 
and  we  will  make  good  use  of  it. 

We    have  paid  out  $31.50    which  has    been  refunded    and 
does  not  appear  in  our  report.

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Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  : 

In  presenting  this  report  the  Commissioners  have  been 
actuated  by  the  belief  that  a  more  detailed  statement  of  the 
operations  of  the  Department  for  the  past  year,  together 
with  such  recommendations  which  they  might  offer,  would 
be  appreciated  more  than  the  usual  statement  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  heretofore  appearing  in  the  Town  reports.  The 
recent  addition  to  our  Park,  and  the  generous  action  of  for- 
mer owners  of  this  land,  seemed  of  sufficient  importance  to 
be  made  a  matter  of  public  record. 

Acquirement  or  Land*. 

By  vote  of  the  Town,  February  16,  1905,  the  Commis- 
sioners were  empowered  to  take  for  Park  purposes  all  the 
land  between  Main  street  and  Lake  Quannapowitt,  beginning 
at  the  northerly  end  of  the  then  Park  limits,  and  extending 
to  the  middle  of  the  outlet  of  the  lake.  This  has  been  ac- 
complished, and  the  Town  now  own  and  control  all  the  land 
on  the  easterly  shore  of  the  lake,  and  is  a  part  of  the  Park. 
The  taking  has  been  recorded  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  in 
Cambridge.  As  noted  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioners 
to  the  town  in  regard  to  this  land,  the  only  persons  holding 
valid  titles  to  any  portion  of  it  were  Messrs.  Thomas  Mar- 
tin and  Junius  Beebe.  Releases  have  been  obtained  from 
the  above  mentioned  people,  and  we  recommend  a  public 
recognition  of  the  appreciation  of  the  generosity  and  public 
spirit  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Martin  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Junius  Beebe. 
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No  effort  was  made  to  improve  this  land  owing  to  the 
limited  appropriation  for  the  Department.  With  the  pro- 
posed improvement  of  the  roadway  at  Lakeside  we  trust  that 
a  sufficient  amount  may  be  granted  the  Department  in  order 
to  put  this  addition  in  condition  to  correspond  with  other 
parts  of  the  Park. 

Common  and  Park. 

The  usual  care  and  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  most  at- 
tractive Park  which  the  town  possesses.  Alterations  were 
made  in  the  drinking  fountain,  discarding  the  old  unsanitary 
dippers,  and  allowing  a  constant  flow  of  filtered  water.  This 
arrangemeut  has  proved  quite  satisfactory.  Some  annoy- 
ance was  experienced  from  the  attempts  of  some  of  the 
younger  element  to  gratify  their  curiosity  regarding  the 
mechanism  of  the  fountain,  but  we  trust  there  may  be  no 
repetition  of  this  the  coming  summer.  The  flag  staff  was 
painted,  and  the  roof  of  the  pagoda  varnished.  The  usual 
amount  of  plants,  shrubs  and  bulbs  were  set  out,  which 
proved  quite  attractive,  and  evidently  appreciated  by  the 
public.  The  shrubbery  bed  between  the  Common  and 
Rockery  is  well  started,  and  is  a  decidedly  ornamental  ad- 
dition to  that  locality.  We  call  attention  to  this  bed  as  an 
object  lesson  of  what  may  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of 
improvement  of  many  vacant  plots  at  the  intersection  of 
streets.  The  entire  cost  of  this  bed  was  less  than  thirty- 
five  ($35.00)  dollars.  The  old  zinc  covered  benches  on  the 
Common,  many  of  which  are  in  poor  condition,  and  all  of 
them  decidedly  antiquated  and  uncomfortable,  should  be  re- 
placed by  modern  Park  settees.  Owing  to  the  large  ex- 
pense for  a  sufficiency  of  new  ones,  the  Commissioners  have 
requested  of  the  Selectmen  an  allotment  of  a  few  of  the  set- 
tees now  in  the  Town  Hall.  These  can  be  secured  to  posts 
driven   in   the   ground,  and  while    not    adapted  to  the  hard 
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usage  of  a  Park,    would    be  an    improvement   for  a  time  at 
least  over  the  seats  now  on  the  Common. 

Good  servicable  Park  settees  should  be  provided  for  use 
on  the  Park  near  the  lake  and  under  the  shade  of  the  elm 
and  maple  trees.  In  our  visits  to  other  localities  we  have 
been  impressed  with  the  number  of  seats  in  their  Parks. 
Wakefield  with  its  excellent  Common  and  Park  should  not 
be  behind  other  less  favored  localities.  The  trees  on  both 
the  Common  and  Park  have  suffered  from  the  ravages  of  the 
gypsy  and  brown  tail  moths.  Efforts  were  made  in  the 
early  spring  to  remove  the  nests,  and  one  hundred  ($100.) 
dollars  was  expended  for  that  purpose.  Later  in  the  season 
this  work  was  continued  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  W.  W. 
Whittredge,  who  caused  the  trees  to  be  sprayed,  and  during 
the  past  winter  many  nests  were  removed,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  these  noble  trees  may  be  saved.  Arrangements  were 
made  last  fall  with  Mr.  Peckham,  Supt.  of  Streets,  for  clear- 
ing the  snow  from  the  malls  on  the  Common,  which  proved 
a  convenience  to  persons  who  were  accustomed  to  using 
them.     No  expense  was  incurred  for  this. 

Soldier's  Monument. 

This  imposing  and  beautiful  memorial  to  the  citizen  sold- 
iery of  Wakefield,  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Park  De- 
partment has  received  the  best  of  care,  the  approaches  kept 
in  good  condition,  and  the  grass  plot  in  its  immediate  vicin- 
ity well  trimmed.  Several  suggestions  have  been  received 
as  to  its  adornment  by  setting  out  plants  and  shrubs,  but  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  its  present  surroundings  are  in  good 
taste,  and  will  not  be  improved  by  shrubs,  plants  or  bulbs. 
Some  trouble  has  been  caused  by  boys  climbing  upon  it,  and 
in  some  instances  decorating  the  figures  with  clothing.  No 
mutilation  is  yet  in  evidence,  but  we  think  it  would  be  ad- 
visable   to    erect    a  bronze    railing  or    something  of  similar 
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character  around  its  base  to  prevent  too  easy  access  for  mis- 
chievious  persons.  As  this  is  a  subject  in  which  all  our 
people  have  an  interest,  we  trust  it  will  receive  the  consid- 
eration which  its  merits  demand. 

Most  of  the  tools  are  in  good  condition,  but  facilities 
should  be  afforded  for  watering  the  plants  usually  set  out 
around  the  pagoda.  The  new  horse  lawn  mower  purchased 
early  in  the  season  proves  satisfactory.  The  town  voted  at 
its  annual  meeting  to  place  the  bath  house  in  care  of  this 
Department,  but  failed  to  provide  funds  for  itsmaintainance, 
consequently  it  was  not  opened.  The  building  is  being  de- 
stroyed, windows  and  shutters  broken  off,  and  it  would  be 
the  part  of  wisdom  for  the  town  to  provide  means  for  its 
preservation  if  not  for  its  use. 

We  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  need  of  better  police  pro- 
tection on  the  Park,  especially  evenings  during  the  summer. 
Much  complaint  has  been  received  regarding  the  disgraceful 
and  disorderly  conduct  occurring  there.  A  Park  officer, 
directly  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners,  should  be 
on  duty  there  evenings  from  7  to  10.30  or  11  o'clock.  Peo- 
ple living  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Park,  or  those 
who  wish  to  visit  it  should  not  be  subjected  to  the  insults 
and  annoyances  of  the  hoodlum  element. 

Hart's  Hill  Reservation. 

This  picturesque  and  interesting  Reservation,  containing 
23.09  acres,  largely  of  wooded  land,  which  was  acquired  by 
the  town  in  co-operation  with  the  Metropolitan  Park  Com- 
mission, is  visited  by  large  numbers  during  the  summer  and 
autumn.  The  aim  has  been  to  preserve  its  natural  condi- 
tions as  far  as  possible,  while  studying  the  best  methods  of 
development  whenever  the  town  should  decide  to  enter  upon 
the  work  of  improvement.  The  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moths 
had  infested  it  in  large    numbers,  and   in  the    fall  work  was 
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begun  by  the  local  superintendent  of  moth  extermination, 
Mr.  W.  W.  Whittredge,  in  clearing  the  reservation  of  these 
pests.  Much  cutting  of  trees  and  underbrush  was  made, 
and  a  general  cleaning  up  of  dead  and  decaying  trees,  re- 
moval of  debris,  etc.,  a  great  amount  of  which  would  not 
probably  have  been  done  under  different  conditions.  This 
work  will  continue  during  the  spring,  the  leaves  will  be 
burned  early  in  May,  after  which  the  trees  will  be  sprayed. 
When  these  pests  are  driven  from  the  reservation,  or  at 
least  gotten  under  control,  there  is  no  more  delightful  place 
for  an  outing  by  picnic  parties,  or  for  those  who  wish  to 
roam  among  its  shaded  trees,  or  climb  the  summit  of  the 
rock  and  enjoy  the  view.  A  slight  outlay  in  providing  ad- 
ditional paths  would  be  a  decided  convenience,  not  only  to 
the  public,  but  would  aid  in  preserving  attractive  vegeta- 
tion. We  recommend  that  a  wire  fence  be  built  on  the 
easterly  side  of  the  reservation,  and  as  nearly  two  hundred 
cedar  posts  have  been  retained  from  the  clearing  done  dur- 
ing the  last  winter,  the  expense  would  not  be  large.  Nearly 
seventy-five  cords  of  wood  were  turned  over  to  the  Poor 
Department. 

That  our  citizens  are  justly  proud  of  their  Parks,  and  ex- 
pect them  to  be  maintained  at  a  high  standard  of  excellence 
is  very  evident,  but  that  all  are  fully  alive  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Department  in  a  financial  way  is  not  as  appar- 
ent. We  have  no  doubt  of  the  willingness  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  citizens  to  furnish  the  necessary  funds  when  the 
matter  is  placed  before  them  in  an  intelligent  manner.  Evi- 
dence of  this  was  manifested  during  the  early  summer  when 
in  response  to  an  appeal  of  the  Daily  Item  for  subscriptions 
to  clean  the  beach  at  the  lower  end  of  the  lake  so  that  the 
children  might  enjoy  the  privileges  of  bathing,  a  generous 
and  prompt  amount  was  given  ;  nevertheless  the  opinion  was 
expressed  by  many  who  subscribed  that  it  was  the  duty  of 
the  town  to  do  this  work,  and  not  call  for  a  public  subscrip- 
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tion.  The  addition  to  the  Park  and  the  expense  of  putting 
it  in  order,  with  the  repairs  needed  on  the  pagoda  and  rock- 
ery basin,  will  require  a  larger  appropriation  than  was  made 
last  year.  The  amount  recommended  should  be  voted  at 
the  annual  meeting,  as  all  the  expenses  of  the  Department 
occur  previous  to  the  November  meeting.

What  is  a  Fish? 

In  common  parlance  a  fish  is  a  coldblooded  animal  having 
a  bony  frame,  gills,  fins  and  scales,  and  from  the  beginning 
was  one  of  the  earliest  actors  in  the  grand  drama  of  creation. 
All  fishes,  except  a  few  of  them,  live  permanently  in  the 
water.  Certain  species  in  the  East  Indies  hop  about  for 
brief  periods  on  the  land,  or  even  climb  upon  the  rocks  and 
bushes. 

Can  Fishes  Hear? 

Zoologists  differ  as  to  this  much  mooted  question,  but 
the  general  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  they  do  not. 
They  certainly  have  but  little  if  any  need  of  ears  or  audi- 
tory organs,  inasmuch  as  they  cannot  live  in  the  outer 
world.  Every  school  boy  knows  that  their  senses  of  sight 
and  touch  are  acutely  developed,  and  that  good  digestion 
waits  on  appetite,  and  health  on  both. 

Have  Fishes  Nerves? 

The  wriggling  worm  or  bug  which  we  string  on  our  hooks 
shows  signs  of  evident  pain,  but  it  is  extremely  doubtful  if 
fishes  suffer  at  all  when  pricked  by  a  hook.  Some  over  sensi- 
tive persons   are    deterred   from   fishing   by    their   sense  of 
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cruelty  to  both  fish  and  bait,  but  "  who  that  holds  the  plun- 
der heeds  the  pain?"  It  is  evident  that  the  all  wise  Creator 
prepared  the  mouth  of  a  fish  for  just  such  a  mode  of  cap- 
ture, and  gave  man  dominion  over  them.  Therefore,  let  no 
man  withhold  his  hand  nor  spare  the  rod.  "  Do  not  resist 
nature's  call  when  your  soul  longs  for  the  open,  and  your 
nostrils  for  the  smell  of  smoke  from  a  smouldering  camp 
fire,"  or  the  steam  from  a  pot  of  red  hot  Boston  beans  and 
Boston  baked  brown  bread. 

A  Better   Way. 

If  the  spear  and  the  hook  seem  cruel  and  inhuman,  there 
is  a  way  to  catch  fish  which  is  practiced  on  the  upper  reaches 
of  some  of  our  large  rivers.  Go  out  in  the  night,  take  a  flat 
bottomed  boat  and  row  slowly  over  the  shallow  places  where 
the  fish  go  for  food.  The  fish,  affrighted,  will  jump  out  of 
the  water  and  into  the  boat.  Scores  of  fine  black  bass  have 
been  caught  in  this  way  in  a  single  trip.  Fish,  when  hooked 
have  been  known  to  jump  in  the  same  wild  way. 

Are  Fishes  our   Brothers? 

Some  ancient  observers  of  nature  believed  and  taught  that 
man  was  evolved  from  a  fish.  Certain  it  is  that  a  fish  has  a 
skull,  a  brain,  a  spinal  cord,  heart,  lungs,  kidneys,  liver 
rich  with  oil,  rudimentary  arms  and  legs,  outlined  in  the 
fins,  ova,  etc.,  muscles,  and  a  nervous  system,  tho'  very 
feeble  and  of  a  low  order. 

It  is  not  strange,  therefore,  that  these  old  savants  should 
hold  such  views,  for  all  the  organs  and  functions  of  the  most 
highly  endowed  of  the  vertebrata — man — are  found  plainly 
outlined  or  suggested  at  least  in  the  first  and  oldest  of  the 
vertebrate  family — -fish. 
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Beautiful  and  Best. 

Probably  no  part  of  the  world  shows  a  greater  variety  of  ex- 
cellent food  fish,  adorned  with  brilliant  colors,  than  the  waters 
of  Bermuda  and  the  adjacent  shoals.  Already  one  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  varieties  have  been  catalogued,  the  most 
famous  of  which  is  the  exquisite  angel  fish.  Its  image 
adorns  much  of  the  jewelry  and  most  ot  the  souvenirs,  and 
many  of  the  illustrated  postcards  of  the  island.  A  large 
number  of  the  most  beautiful  Bermuda  fishes  may  be  seen  in 
the  New  York  Aquarium  in  Battery  Park.  This  is  one  of 
the  largest  and  best  organized  aquariums  in  the  world,  and 
is  open  free  to  the  public  every  day  in  the  year.  This  ex- 
hibit is  increasingly  interesting  and  valuable. 

Fresh  Fish. 

From  time  memorial  men  have  known  the  evil  conse- 
quences of  eating  fish  of  uncertain  post  mortem  age,  and  for 
this  reason,  in  England  (1638),  a  law  was  passed  legalizing 
the  transportation  and  sale  of  fish  on  the  Sabbath,  except 
during  church  services.  This  law  has  never  been  repealed. 
The  application  of  steam  and  other  engines  to  fishing  vessels, 
and  the  use  of  ice  and  refrigerator  cars,  have  enabled  the 
fishermen  to  make  quick  market  for  his  fare,  and  to  place  it 
in  the  hands  of  the  consumer  in  first  class  condition,  in  any 
part  of  the  country.  When  you  open  a  can  of  fish,  eat  what 
you  can  and  throw  the  rest  away.  Canned  fishes  when  ex- 
posed to  the  air  develope  microbes  rapidly. 

"  Every  Fish  has  Another  for  Prey." 

Human  beings  live  in  an  ocean  of  air  and  on  the  top  of  the 
earth,  and  draw  all  their  sustenance  therefrom.  The  things 
which  pass  thro  the  paths  of  the  sea,  at  all  levels,  apparent- 
ly, are  as  numerous  as  the  sands,  and  must  be  fed.       They 
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seem  to  spend  their  energies  in  mutilating  and  devouring 
one  another.  To  the  end  that  God's  providence  may  become 
known,  and  humanity  comforted  and  blessed.  It  is  no  won- 
der, therefore,  that  a  single  cod  fish  spawns  at  birth  more 
than  nine  million  eggs  ;  or  that  a  blue  fish  will  destroy  ten 
times  as  many  fish  as  it  can  eat,  and  mark  its  bloody  wake 
with  the  mangled  remains  of  its  victims.  But  then,  it  is  a 
sweet  reflection  that  a  million  blue  fish  are  caught  and  con- 
sumed each  year. 

"  Fisherman's  Luck." 

A  brief  summary  of  the  data  collected  by  the  United 
States  Fish  Commission  will  not  be  thought  out  of  place  in 
this  report,  we  trust.  It  appears  that  about  1,700,000,000 
lbs.  of  all  sorts,  including  clams,  oysters,  lobsters,  crabs  and 
shrimps,  are  caught  by  the  fishermen  of  this  country  in  a 
year,  or  about  20  lbs.  for  every  man  woman  and  child  in  the 
land.  About  one-third  of  this  vast  amount  is  taken  off  the 
New  England  coast,  and  an  equal  amount  from  the  Middle 
Atlantic  States.  The  total  catch,  as  it  comes  from  the 
water,  has  a  value  of  $47,000,000  as  stated  by  the  Saturday 
Evening  Post. 

Uncle  Sam's  Sea  Farmers. 

The  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Fisheries  performs  a  great  and  noble 
work  each  year,  at  a  total  expense  of  only  about  $550,000, 
in  stocking  the  lakes  and  rivers  with  valuable  food  fish. 
Their  efforts  with  the  shad  have  been  remarkably  successful, 
and  probably  have  saved  the  shad  fishing  from  practical  ex- 
tinction. Last  year  they  put  250  million  young  white  fish 
into  the  Great  Lakes.  They  have  also  built  up  the  cod 
fishery  by  planting  in  the  sea  hundreds  of  millions  of  arti- 
ficially hatched  "  fry."  On  the  New  England  coast  they 
propogate  lobsters  ;  in  Florida,  sponges  ;  on  the  Potomac 
they  are  fattening  oysters  by  their  own  new  process. 
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The  Massachusetts  Commission. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  some  recogni- 
tion of  the  valuable  and  intelligent  work  of  our  own  Com- 
missioners of  Fisheries  and  Game.  In  the  death  of  the  late 
chairman  Capt.  Joseph  W.  Collins,  the  nation  as  well  as  the 
state  of  Massachusetts  suffered  a  great  loss,  but  under  the 
guidance  of  the  new  chairman,  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Field,  the  work 
is  being  carried  forward  with  eminent  ability  and  success. 
Their  annual  report  as  Mark  Twain  would  say,  "  makes 
mighty  interestin  veadin"  and  is  presented  in  a  clear  and 
compact  manner.  It  may  be  obtained  at  the  State  House  in 
Boston  without  charge. 

Saugus  River  Fish  ways. 

In  answer  to  our  recent  enquiry  the  Commissioners  reply 
that  thay  "  have  had  this  matter  in  mind  for  some  time,  and 
have  been  intending  to  run  up  there  and  look  the  ground 
over,  but  have  not  been  able  to  do  so.  However,  we  will 
avail  ourselves  of  the  first  opportunity,  and  give  the  matter 
our  personal  inspection."  This  is  a  very  important  matter  as 
bearing  upon  the  continued  productiveness  of  old  Quanna- 
powitt,  which  is  a  much  frequented  fish  pond.  Furthermore, 
the  fish  have  the  right  of  way,  and  no  one  should  be  allowed 
to  prevent  their  free  passage  at  any  time  to  and  from  the 
sea. 

Some  Fish  Lines. 

"And  I  think  as  I  angle  for  fish, 

In  the  hope  that  my  hook  will  attach  'em 

It's  delightfully  easy  to  fish, 
But  harder  than  blazes  to  catch  'em." 

The  U.  S.  S.  Nero,  in  sounding  for  the  Pacific  cable  in 
1905,  brought  up  a   pelican  fish   from  a  depth  of  more  than 
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15,000  feet.  A  Mr.  Layard  of  Vancouver  Island,  claims 
that  he  holds  the  world's  record  for  one  day's  catch  with  rod 
and  reel.  He  says:  "I  took  688  salmon,  weighing  5,734 
pounds.  In  the  lot  I  had  12  of  50  pounds,  and  during  the 
year  I  caught  2  of  60  pounds  each."  This  will  do  to  lay 
alongside  of  Gesner's  pike,  19  feet  long  and  267  years  old, 
or  the  Wels,  a  European  fish,  in  some  of  the  rivers  of  Hun- 
gary, reputed  to  have  swallowed  a  baby. 

The  Tug  of  War. 

"A  three-pound  pull  and  a  five-pound  bite, 
An  eight-pound  jump,  and  a  ten-pound  fight, 
A  twelve-pound  bend  to  your  rod,  but  alas  ! 
When  you  get  him  aboard  he's  a  half-pound  bass." 

A  curious  fact  about  Lake  Quannapowitt  is,  that  although 
dozens  of  large  bass  are  caught  in  its  waters  each  season,  a 
bass  so  small  as  half  a  pound  is  seldom  if  ever  brought  to 
net.  We  have  received  reports  from  several  sportsmen 
which  we  take  pleasure  in  presenting,  together  with  our 
thanks  for  their  favors  :

65  of  the  pickerel  weighed  from  1  lb.  to  3  1-2  lbs.  each.

Robert  Randall,  350  pickerel. 

William  Matherson,  1  bass,  wt.  3  1-2  lbs;  27  pickerel 
and  12  perch. 

J.  Wesley  Gleason  of  Reading,  46  pickerel,  all  caught 
the  first  day  the  lake  opened,  and  over  200  different  kinds 
of  ducks. 
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Harry  Barr  caught  one  square  tailed  brook  Trout,  weigh- 
ing 1-2  lb.  We  have  spelled  the  word  with  a  capital  T 
and  we  have  underscored  it.  The  news  will  surprise  many, 
but  it  is  no  surprise  to  your  committee.  We  know  his 
birthplace.

Several  other  sportsmen  have  not  favored  us  with  their 
report,  or  the  roll  would  have  been  much  longer.  We  de- 
sire to  make  it  as  full  as  possible,  especially  as  to  fish. 


In  General. 

Careful  inquiry  has  been  made  as  to  fishing  in  Saugus 
river,  but  nothing  of  importance  has  been  learned.  When 
the  fishways  on  this  river  have  been  rebuilt,  Lake  Quanna- 
powitt  will  become  once  more  an  aqueous  Paradise  Regained 
and  more  than  one  kind  of  fish  will  pass  freely  to  and  fro 
from  Wakefield  to  the  sea.  Your  committee  feel  justified 
in  saying  that  in  their  opinion,  more  than  3000  pickerel  and 
10,000  perch  (besides  large  numbers  of  pouts  and  eels) 
have  been  taken  from  the  lake  this  season,  yielding  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  valuable  food  to  the  people  of  Wake- 
field and  vicinity.  The  largest  pickerel  ever  caught  here 
was  28  inches  long,  girth  12  inches,  and  weighed  6  1-2  lbs. 
Largest  bass,  7  1-4  lbs. 

From  Fishboat  to  Gunboat. 

In  the  year  1765,  Robert  Fulton  was  born  in  Fulton  town, 
ship,  Lancaster  Co.,  Pennsylvania.     At  school  he  was  called 
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a  dull  scholar,  and  was  often  reprimanded  for  neglect  of  his 
studies.  But  he  loved  to  go  a-fishing  with  his  chum,  John 
Gumpf,  and  his  father,  who  also  loved  to  fish.  The  boys 
had  to  pole  the  boat  from  place  to  place,  and  it  was  this 
hard  work  which  suggested  to  Fulton's  active  aud  inventive 
mind  the  idea  of  side  paddles.  He  made  the  model  and 
soon  had  the  improved  fishing  boat  in  operation.  This  was 
the  first  experiment  of  the  man  who  was  destined  to  change 
the  system  of  navigation,  commerce  and  warfare  :  and  who 
achieved  a  triumph  which  brought  joy  and  not  sorrow  to  the 
world,  as  evolved  from  love  of  fishing. 

Crystal  Lake. 

While  we  do  not  recognize  nor  acknowledge  any  authority 
to  regulate  fishing  in  this  lake  as  resting  in  the  local  board 
of  Water  Commissioners,  they,  nevertheless  have  issued 
permission  to  fish  there  from  the  shores  (but  have  prohibit- 
ed the  use  of  boats).  Our  report  on  this  matter,  published 
in  the  Town  Report  last  year,  is  worthy  of  careful  review 
as  it  quotes  the  decision  of  one  of  the  highest  tribunals  of 
the  state,  and  was  prepared  under  the  immediate  supervis- 
ion of  the  Massachusetts  Commissioners  of  Fisheries  and 
Game  and  with  their  approval  and  consent. 

In  this  connection,  as  stating  the  case  concisely,  we  beg 
leave  to  reproduce  some  lines  from  the  pen  of  one  of  our 
local  anglers,  published  lately  in  the  Citizen  and  Banner, 
under  the  caption  of 

''THE  LAW  AND  THE  GOSPEL." 

Lives  there  a  man  with  soul  so  dead, 
In  Wakefield  town,  who  has  not  read 
The  story  of  the  Fish  Committee  ? 
How  in  the  depths,  of  Crystal  lake 
There  lurks  the  lusty  trout — no  fake 
The  bounding  bass,  o'ergrown  and  fat, 
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The  pike  and  perch,  and  such  as  that. 

Horned  pouts  and  eels  and  shiners  too? 

Well,  all  together  they  will  do. 

How,  when  the  Lord  scooped  out  the  land, 

And  waters  fell  at  His  command, 

He  held  a  basin  full  or  two — 

Vouchsafed  each  mother's  son  of  us, 

From  grandest  duke  to  worthless  cuss, 

The  right  to  fish?     Who  then  shall  dare 

Refuse  to  us  an  honest  fare, 

A  quiet  paddle  on  the  lake, 

Along  a  rippling,  moonlit  wake  ? 

No  corporation  franchise  grand 

Can  make  us  fish  from  off  the  land. 

Nor  does  the  law's  arm  hesitate  ! 

Then  launch  the  boat,  throw  out  the  bait, 

Then  stand  your  ground — and  wait. 

The  Regulations. 

By  order  of  the  State  Fish  Commission,  Lake  Quanna- 
powitt  is  closed  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  of  each 
week  from  June  1st  to  Dec.  1st,  but  is  open  to  all  comers 
on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays.  Winter  fishing 
is  wholly  prohibited.  These  rules  have  been  posted  in  con- 
spicuous places.  It  is  unlawful  to  take  pickerel  less  than 
10  inches  long,  or  bass  less  than  8  inches  long.  There  is  no 
limit  on  bass.  There  is  no  legal  bar  to  fishing  through  the 
ice  on  Crystal  lake,  and  we  earnestly  hope  that  many  of  our 
local  anglers  will  avail  themselves  of  the  rare  opportunity 
to  secure  a  handsome  string.

To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield  : 

Your  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  sixth  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  January  31,   1906. 

FINANCES. 

Construction. 

The  balance  unexpended  as  given  in  our  last  report  was 
$1,936.31  of  which  $337.91  reverted  to  the  treasury,  and 
$1,598.40  which  was  retained  on  account  of  contract ;  this 
latter  amount  with  $400,  appropriated  in  March  1905,  and 
receipts  of  $44.55  make  the  total  of  $2,042.95  ;  there  has 
been  expended  $1,876.22,  leaving  a  balance  of  $166.73. 

Maintenance. 

Appropriation,  $960,  this  with  receipts  of  $36.00  make  a 
total  of  $996.00;  there  has  been  expended  $831.30,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $164.70. 

Converse  Street  Sewer. 

Appropriation  $2,000,  receipts  $241.18,  make  a  total  of 
$2,241.18;  expended  $2,276.10,  unpaid  bills  $73.46,  mak- 
ing an  overdraft  of  $108.38. 
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Construction. 

On  Sept.  4,  1905  the  town  voted  to  construct  a  sewer  in 
and  through  Gould  and  Converse  streets,  a  length  of  1,570 
feet,  this  work  has  been  done,  but  the  appropriation  was 
overdrawn  to  a  small  amount. 

This  overdraft  was  caused  as  follows  :  when  the  trench 
was  opened  the  nature  of  the  ground  was  such  that  it  was 
considered  necessary  to  extend  the  under  drain  for  a  dis- 
tance of  about  660  feet  in  excess  of  what  had  been  provided 
for  in  the  estimate. 

Jordan  Avenue. 

In  connection  with  the  Converse  street  sewer  one  has 
been  constructed  in  Jordan  avenue  from  a  point  opposite 
the  premises  of  Charles  N.  Winship  to  Converse  street,  a 
length  of  450  feet,  the  cost  of  which  ($500.49)  has  been 
paid  by  Mr.  Winship ;  this  sewer  is  the  property  of  the 
town. 

Claims. 

Two  claims  for  land  damage  have  been  settled  during  the 
year,  two  have  been  adjusted,  in  that  award  has  been  made, 
but  are  not  yet  accepted. 

Maintenance. 

i 

The  usual  inspections  have  been  made,  the  necessary 
flushing  and  cleaning  performed,  covers  reset,  and  such  re- 
pairs as  were  needed  to  keep  the  system  in  good  working 
condition  have  been  made. 

This  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  some  additional  work 
in  the  outfall  sewer  in  stopping  leaks  and  cleaning,  and  for 
this  purpose  a  slightly  increased  appropriation  is  asked  for.

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Report  of  the  Library  Trustees. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield  : — 

The  Trustees,  in  their  report  a  year  ago,  referred  to  the 
need  of  a  library  building  for  the  better  aceommodation  and 
enlargement  of  library  work,  and  this  need  has  still  further 
manifested  itself  during  the  past  year.  Early  in  the  year, 
the  Trustees  invited  a  member  of  the  State  Library  Com- 
mission to  visit  the  library,  in  the  hope  of  securing  advice 
which  might  be  of  benefit,  but  the  point  upon  which  he 
dwelt  was  the  necessity  for  more  room  before  any  material 
advance  could  be  effected.  The  present  quarters  could  be 
advantageously  occupied  by  departments  which  are  now 
obliged  to  seek  accommodations  outside  the  town  hall,  and 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  at  the  November  town 
meeting  to  consider  the  matter  of  bringing  all  the  town 
offices  into  the  building,  calls  renewed  attention  to  the  va- 
cating of  the  present  library  room.  While  the  town  pos- 
sesses public-spirited  citizens  who  may  have  in  mind  the 
gift  of  a  library  building,,  the  Trustees  have  no  knowledge 
on  the  subject,  and  hope  before  long  the  town  itself  may  see 
fit  to  take  action  on  the  matter. 

The  general  work  of  the  library  has  been  conducted  on 
the  usual  lines,  but  three  measures  of  special  importance 
have  been  accomplished  during  the  year: — The  completion 
of  the  card  catalogue,  the  printing  of  a  supplementary  cata- 
logue, and  the  improvement  of  the  Greenwood  delivery  . 

Card  Catalogue. 

This  was  begun  in  1900  umder  the  direction  and  supervis- 
ion of  Miss  A.  I.  x\ppleton  of  Winchester,  who  has  carried 
on  the  work  to  its  completion.  The  cards  have  been  writ- 
ten by  the  librarian  and  her  assistant,  and  the  work  has  been 
done  without  closing  the  library,  and  without  interruption  to 
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the  circulation  of  books.  The  Trustees  incorporated  in  the 
supplementary  printed  catalogue  an  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  and  conscientious  labor  of  those  who  have  accom- 
plished this  work,  from  which  they  quote  as  follows  :  "The 
trustees  have  been  most  fortunate  in  securing  for  the  super- 
vision of  the  cataloguing,  Miss  Augusta  I.  Appleton  of 
Winchester,  a  recognized  expert.  Her  love  and  devotion  to 
library  work,  and  her  kindly  and  helpful  interest  in  those 
with  whom  she  comes  in  contact,  cause  regret  that  her  work 
in  Wakefield  is  nearly  completed. 

The  cards  have  been  carefully  and  handsomely  written  by 
the  librarian,  Mrs.  Harriet  A.  Shepard,  who  has  given  much 
extra  time  to  the  work.  Although  a  mammoth  undertak- 
ing, it  has  been  accomplished  with  cheerful  and  persistent 
enthusiasm. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Beebe 
Town  Library  publicly  express  their  appreciation  of  the  ser- 
vices which  Miss  Appleton  and  Mrs.  Shepard  have  thus  ren- 
dered the  library  cause  in  Wakefield." 

The  card  catalogue  now  has  all  the  books  of  the  library 
indexed  under  the  author,  title  and  subject,  with  necessary 
cross  references  to  make  it  most  useful.  No  book  has  less 
than  two  cards  and  many  require  from  ten  to  twenty  cards 
to  properly  set  forth  their  contents.  In  addition  to  this 
complete  catalogue,  an  index  of  juvenile  books  has  been 
prepared,  also  a  duplicate  index  of  new  books,  to  serve  as 
copy  for  a  possible  future  printed  catalogue.  The  cards 
may  be  readily  adapted  to  the  re-shelving,  which  would  be 
necessary  on  the  removal  of  the  library  to  other  quarters. 
Special  appropriations,  amounting  to  $650,  have  been  made 
bv  the  town  for  this  work,  of  which  a  small  balance  remains 
unexpended,  and  has  been  turned  into  the  treasury. 

Printed  Catalogue. 
The  original    printed  catalogue  of  the  library  was  issued 
in  1887,  and  an  additional  one  in  1896.     The  card  catalogue 
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is  sufficient  for  use  at  the  library,  but  it  seemed  desirable  to 
print  for  home  use,  and  especially  since  the  establishment 
of  the  Greenwood  delivery,  a  supplementary  catalogue, 
continuing  to  date  the  previous  lists.  Such  a  one  has  been 
compiled  by  the  librarians  and  printed,  so  the  contents  of 
the  library  may  now  be  found  in  the 

Original  catalogue,  containing  books  to  1887, 
Supplementary  catalogue,  containing  books  to  June  1,  1896, 
Second     "  "  "  "       "  Oct.  1,  1905. 

The  three  catalogues  may  be  obtained  at  the  library  for 
twenty-five,  fifteen  and  ten  cents,  respectively,  and  their 
possession  will  be  found    a  great  convenience  to  its  patrons. 

The  Trustees  expected  to  ask  tor  a  special  appropriation 
for  printing  the  new  catalogue,  but  by  a  careful  use  of  the 
funds  the  expense,  $170,  has  been  met  out  of  the  general 
appropriation,  reducing,  however,  to  this  extent,  the  amount 
available  for  the  purchase  ot  books. 

Greenwood  Branch. 

The  Greenwood  Branch,  at  the  new  school  house,  has 
been  open  on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons  from  3.30 
to  5,  and  since  November  29  it  has  been  open  on  Saturday 
evenings  from  7  to  8  o'clock  ;  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
school  committee,  gas  having  been  placed  in  the  delivery 
room.  Miss  H.  Gertrude  Lee  has  had  charge  of  the  station, 
and  has  aroused  a  real  interest  among  the  citizens  of  Green- 
wood, so  that  the  delivery  of  books  has  increased  from  217 
in  January  1905,  to  689  in  January  1906,  and  during  the 
past  year  4778  books  have  been  delivered,  the  largest  num- 
ber in  any  one  clay  being  81.  The  Trustees  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  the  teachers  of  the  Greenwood  school  in  making 
the  Branch  a  success.  A  room,  or  rooms,  centrally  located, 
supplied  with  the  best  current  magazines  and  a  reasonable 
number  of  reference  books,  would  also  afford  better  facilities 
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for  the  delivery  of  books,  and  would  be  of  unmeasured  value 
in  aiding  the  better  growth  of  Greenwood.  The  Trustees 
have  under  serious  consideration  the  establishment  of  such 
a  room  in  the  future.  Looking  toward  such  a  plan,  the 
Trustees  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  number  of  reference 
books  the  coming  year  to  be  used  in  the  present  quarters. 
It  will  also  be  desirable  to  purchase  for  the  use  of  the 
Branch  duplicate  copies  of  many  of  the  more  popular  books. 

Reading  Room. 

The  Reading  Room  is  well  supplied  with  papers  and  peri- 
odicals, which  find  many  readers.  An  attendant  is  kept  in 
the  room  during  the  hours  of  its  greatest  use,  also  on  Sun- 
day afternoons,  with  good  results.  The  room  was  opened 
on  Christmas  day  for  a  few  hours,  as  an  experiment,  and  ar- 
rangements will  no  doubt  be  made  for  its  opening  on  holi- 
days hereafter. 

Appropriations  . 

For  the  Reading  Room,  the  Trustees  recommend  the  same 
appropriation  as  made  last  year.  $250.  For  the  library,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Greenwood  work  will  require  an 
increased  expenditure  the  coming  year,  especially  if  books 
are  purchased  for  use  there,  as  proposed,  and  the  further 
fact  that  not  enough  money  has  been  spent  for  new  books  in 
the  past,  the  Trustees  recommend  that  the  amount  of  the 
dog  tax  be  appropriated  and  the  sum  of  $450.  This  would 
make  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  Library  and 
Reading  Room  purposes  $700,  the  same  as  raised  hist  year, 
no  further  appropriation  now  being  necessary  for  card 
catalogue.

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Water  Commissioners'  Annual 

Report. 


The  third  annual  report  of  the  Wakefield  Water  Board 
contains  a  financial  statement  for  the  municipal  year,  from 
Feb.  1st,  1905,  to  Jan.  31st,  1906,  and  a  summary  of  con- 
struction work.  It  includes  detailed  accounts  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  all  expenditures  for  materials  and  labor.  There 
is  also  presented,  a  brief  financial  summary  of  the  plant, 
from  its  acquisition  by  the  town  to  the  present  date,  in  or- 
der that  the  citizens  may  realize  the  financial  value  of  the 
water  plant  to  the  town. 

The  tables  of  the  quantities  of  water  pumped  show  a 
large  increase  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  water 
takers  is  constantly  increasing  and  many  new  fixtures  are 
being  added  to  the  old  services,  thus  raising  the  average 
amount  of  water  consumed  per  capita  of  population.  The 
mains  have  been  extended  to  some  of  the  streets  hitherto 
without  water  supply,  and  the  fire  protection  has  been  im- 
proved by  the  installation  ot  eighteen  new  rrydrants,  in  lo- 
cations approved  by  the  Fire  Engineers. 

There  are  numerous  applications  for  further  extensions  of 
the  system,  and  the  water  board  believe  that  the  sanitary  as 
well  as  the  taxable  prosperity  of  the  town  should  be  ad- 
vanced by  complying  with  all  reasonable  demands  for 
extensions,  a  proper  water  supply  being  one  of  the  first 
considerations  in  locating  a  modern  dwelling  house. 

The  new  boilers  have  been  installed  and  are  first  class  in 
every  respect.  All  pipes  and  fittings  connected  with  the 
pumps  and  boilers,  have  been  renewed,  substituting  brass  in 
place  of  iron,  and   the    pumps  have    been   renovated,    thus 
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placing  the    pumping    plant  in    a  much    safer  condition    and 
better  able  to  perform  its  important  service. 

All  domestic  consumers  were  allowed  a  discount  of  ten 
per  cent,  on  the  last  semi-annual  bills,  if  paid  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  bills  were  due.  It  is  proposed  by  the  board, 
to  continue  this  discount  during  the  coming  year,  as  the  in- 
come appears  to  warrant  the  same.

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Report  of  Finance  Committee. 


The  following  report,  as  compared  with  last  year's  state- 
ment, must  make  it  apparent  to  all  that  our  town  is  grow- 
ing rapidly. 

The  needs  of  all  the  departments  are  necessarily  on  the 
increase  ;  we  observe  the  different  departments  bending  their 
best  efforts  to  meet  the  increased  demands  made  upon 
them. 

Our  position  is,  while  appreciating  these  efforts,  to  con- 
sider the  entire  finances  of  the  town,  and  we  endeavor  to  so 
put  the  matter  plainly  that  it  may  be  understood  by  all  who 
will  look  at  the  subject  fairly  and  give  it  their  careful  con- 
sideration. 

On  the  last  page  of  our  report  will  be  seen  the  items 
making  up  the  following  amounts.  Although  called  upon 
to  recommend  much  larger  sums  than  herein  stated,  after 
most  careful  consideration  and  exhaustive  research,  we  are 
forced  to  recommend  the  increase  of  $17,441.53  more  than 
last  year.  To  offset  a  portion  of  this  amount,  by  expiration 
of  bonds,  notes  and  reductions  in  amounts  voted  last  year 
for  the  different  departments  we  have  the  sum  of  $2,257.39 
and  an  estimated  increase  in  the  tax  revenue  from  Assessors 
of  last  year,  of  $4,000,  making  a  total  amount  to  offset  the 
first  mentioned  increase  of  $6,257.39,  leaving  a  bahmee  to 
be  raised  from  taxation  in  excess  of  1905  of  $11,194.24, 
about  $1.50  additional  on  tax  rate. 

As  to  Our  Municipal  Plants. 

After  a  long  struggle  and  liberal  appropriations  to  increase 
the  efficiency  and  capacity  of  the  Lighting  Plant,  we  begin 
to  see  our  way  clear   in  the  near  future  ;  that  the    plant  will 
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do  what  it  was  expected  to  perform  at  once,  and  that  was 
that  a  liberal  sum  would  be  turned  into  the  town  treasury, 
in  addition  to  the  street  lighting,  which  while  there  has  been 
no  appropriation  made  therefor  directly,  yet  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  interest  that  is  paid  annually  and  the  interest  on 
the  amounts  appropriated  and  met  in  previous  years'  tax 
levies,  very  nearly  offsets  a  liberal  charge  therefor*. 

Our  Water  Plant  makes  a  different  showing  and  the  re- 
quest from  the  Commission  to  make  $10,000  of  new  con- 
struction as  to  $5,000  last  year,  all  of  which  would  more 
than  net  5  per  cent,  (and  would  call  for  no  appropriation  to 
enter  tax  levy)  on  the  investment,  should  at  first  thought 
be  granted  without  question.  The  only  reason  for  question- 
ing the  amount  is  the  fact  before  stated,  the  increase  in  the 
general  expenditures  of  the  town,  and  this  seems  to  be  the 
one  ray  of  light  to  somewhat  help  out  a  difficult  problem. 
We  think  it  advisable  to  make  the  amount  $5,000. 

We  have  had  placed  before  us  propositions  of  a  meritorious 
and  economical  nature,  calling  for  large  amounts,  and  while 
these  amounts  need  not  necessarily  be  included  in  a  single- 
year's  tax  levy,  and  could  be  met  by  the  issuing  of  bonds, 
payable  in  a  series  of  years,  yet  we  have  been  obliged  to 
pass  them  over,  for  the  reason  that  we  anticipate  a  heavy 
additional  burden  of  taxation  to  be  placed  upon  the  taxpay- 
ers of  this  town  for  sewer  interest  and  payment  of  sewer 
bonds  within  a  short  time.  The  payments  for  sewer  interest 
can  be  met  for  another  year  from  the  remaining  abuttors 
assessments,  but  we  expect  that  these  will  be  exhausted  by 
this  coming  years'  payment,  and  then  the  entire  taypayers  of 
the  town  will  be  obliged  to  shoulder  the  burden  by  direct 
taxation.

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Report  of    Municipal  Light  Board. 


The  Light  Board  are  pleased  to  submit  to  the  citizens  of 
the  town  its  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January 
31st,  1906. 

The  year  just  ended  has  been  a  very  successful  and  profi- 
table one,  and  has  surpassed  the  records  of  previous  years 
in  many  respects. 

The  discounts,  for  the  prompt  payment  of  bills,  were  in- 
creased from  20  cents  to  30  cents  per  1000  cu.  ft.  on  gas, 
and  from  10  per  cent,  to  20  per  cent,  on  electricity,  thus 
making  the  net  price  of  gas  $1.40  per  1000  cu.  ft.  and  the 
net  price  of  electricity  16  cents  per  k.  w. 

Even  after  making  this  reduction,  it  is  very  gratifying  to 
note  that  the  sales  of  gas,  electricity  and  residuals  have  in- 
creased more  during  the  past  year  than  during  any  preced- 
ing year,  and  owing  to  tne  increased  amount  of  gas  and 
electricity  manufactured,  the  cost  of  manufacture  has  been 
proportionally  less  and  the  net  profit  thereon  materially  in- 
creased. 

Previous  to  the  town  buying  the  plant,  the  best  price  the 
town  could  get,  from  the  company  who  then  owned  the 
plant,  for  the  street  lights  was  $70  per  light  per  year,  on  a 
strict  moonlight  basis,  and  this,  only  on  a  contract  covering 
a  term  of  ten  years. 

As  possibly  some  of  the  citizens  do  not  realize  the  amount 
of  benefit  that  the  town  derives  from  the  plant,  we  beg  to 
submit  the  following  : 

As  the  interest  on  the  outstanding  bonds  and  notes  is  the 
only  money  appropriated  by  the  town,  which  is  not  entered 
into  an  asset  account,  the    actual  cost  to  the  town  for  street 
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lighting  for  the  past  year  is  determined  as  follows  : 
The  total  receipts  of  the   plant,  as  shown  in   the

This  amount  divided  by  145  (the  number  of  arc  lights  iu 
the  town)  shows  an  actual  cost  to  the  town  of  $33.34  per 
arc  light  per  year.  In  1895  the  cost,  figured  on  tne  above 
basis,  was  $73.37.  In  1900  it  was  $66.95  and  in  1905  it 
was  $33.34  per  arc  light  per  year. 

In  1895  and  1900  the  price  of  gas  was  $2.00  per  1000  cu. 
ft.,  and  no  discount  was  allowed  for  less  than  1000  cu.  ft. 
and  the  price  of  electric  current  was  20  cents  per  k.  w. 
and  no  discounts  were  allowed. 

In  1895  there  was  a  loss  of  $3,479.16,  in  the  operation  of 
the  plant,  and  in  1900,  a  loss  of  $3,147.38,  and  in  1905, 
after  making  two  reductions  in  the  price  ot  gas  and  elec- 
tricity, there  was  a  profit  of  $1,630  and  the  town  therefore 
received  its  street  lights  at  a  less  cost  than  ever  before,  and 
the  consumers  are  equally  benefited  by  the  reductions  in 
the  prices. 

The  above  comparisons  show  that  the  plant  is  rapidly  re- 
covering from  its  burden  of  an  extremely  heavy  bond  in- 
terest, and  also  that  its  growth  of  business  and  its  judicious 
management  will  soon  make   it  a  valuable  asset  to  the  town. 
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As  there  has  been  some  demand  from  time  to  time  for 
electric  current  during  the  day  time,  the  Board  deemed  the 
subject  worthy  of  consideration,  and  after  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation decided  upon  a  course,  whereby  it  was  practical 
to  furnish  a   constant  supply  of  current,  both  day  and  night. 

As  it  is  impossible,  with  the  present  equipment,  to  gene- 
rate a  constant  supply  of  current,  a  contract  was  entered 
into  with  the  Maiden  Electric  Co.,  who  at  a  very  little  ex- 
pense to  the  town,  installed  the  necessary  lines  and  appara- 
tus for  delivering  the  current  at  trie  plant,  and  from  there  it 
is  distributed  over  the  regular  commercial  lines  to  the  con- 
sumers. 

From  the  start,  the  minimum  amount,  according  to  the 
contract,  has  been  consumed,  so  that  while  there  is  but  very 
little  profit  upon  this  business  at  present,  it  places  us  in  the 
position  where  we  can  furnish  current  for  both  lighting 
and  power,  and  thereby  open  a  practical  inducement  for 
small  manufactures  to  locate  in  the  town. 

The  town  of  Stoneham  is  again  receiving  its  supply  of 
gas  from  the  plant,  and  we  hope  to  make  arrangements  with 
them  for  their  continued  patronage. 

The  principal  increase  in  the  sales  of  gas  and  electricity, 
has  been  from  the  new  extensions,  and  the  great  sale  of  gas 
stoves  and  heaters  ;  over  100  gas  stoves  having  been  sold 
during  the  year,  and  there  are  at  present  over  1,000  con- 
sumers upon  the  books. 

The  high  pressure  pipe  line  to  Greenwood  and  Boynton- 
vi lie  gives  very  satisfactory  service  and  profitable  returns; 
and  by  connecting  this  line  with  the  low  pressure  line  at  the 
Junction,  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  a  uniform  pressure 
in  that  section  of  the  town  ;  the  srrowth  of  business  in  that 
section  demanded  more  gas  than  the  low  pressure  main 
could  supply. 

The  boilers  at  the  plant  were  condemned  by  the  insur- 
ance inspectors ;  this  necessitated  the  immediate    installation 
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of  new  ones,  and  much  of  the  old  piping  had  to  be  taken 
out  and  new  piping  and  fittings  put  in.  This  places  the 
steam  plant   in  first  class  condition. 

There  has  also  been  added  a  water  tank  of  8,000  gallons 
capacity  ;  this  gives  the  plant  better  fire  protection,  a  con- 
stant supply  of  good  water  for  the  boilers,  and  as  the  supply 
from  the  well  is  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the 
plant,  it  is  unnecessary  to  use  water  from  the  street  mains, 
and  thereby  making  a  saving  of  $150  per  year. 

The  cellar  under  the  purifying  room  has  been  excavated 
four  feet  deeper,  thereby  making  storage  room  for  gas  puri- 
fying material. 

It  will  be  necessary,  however,  during  the  coming  year  to 
greatly  increase  the  capacity  of  the  condensing  and  purifi- 
cation facilities,  in  order  to  handle  the  increased  amount  of 
gas  manufactured  and  consumed. 

One  of  the  benches  of  6s  has  been  repaired  by  putting  in 
six  new  retorts  and  new  furnaces,  and  general  repairs  have 
been  made,  during  the  year,  to  the  amount  of  about  $3,000 
all  of  which  have  been  charged  against  the  general    account. 

The  clock  connected  with  the  fire  alarm  system  has  been 
so  arranged  that  a  single  stroke  is  given  at  9  a.  m.,  and  an- 
other at  9  p.  m.  This  gives  the  fire  alarm  system  two  tests 
each  day,  and  also  records  the  standard  time. 

There  have  been  constant  requests  from  all  parts  of  the 
town  for  additional  street  lights,  and  as  the  capacity  of  the 
electric  department  was  already  overloaded,  the  board  de- 
cided to  take  steps  to  better  the  conditions,  if  possible. 

A  thorough  inspection,  upon  cloudy  nights,  of  all  of  the 
streets  of  the  town,  convinced  the  Board,  that  the  method 
of  lighting,  upon  the  streets  already  lighted,  could  be  greatly 
improved,  and  also  that  it  was  necessary  to  extend  the  lines, 
and  light  a  great  many  sections  of  the  town,  which  had 
never  been  lighted  at  all. 
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A  list  of  proposed  changes  and  new  locations  of  lights 
was  published,  and  an  article  placed  in  the  town  warrant  for 
the  town  meeting  in  Nov.  1905  ;  at  that  meeting,  an  appro- 
priation of  $6,000.00  was  voted  to  carry  out  the  recommen- 
dations of  this  Board. 

Owing  to  the  open  winter,  the  necessary  poles,  for  the  ex- 
tensions of  the  lines,  have  been  purchased  and  erected,  the 
work  where  there  are  existing  lines,  has  been  nearly  com- 
pleted, a  50  K.  W.  generator  and  the  station  fixtures  have 
been  purchased,  and  are  being  installed,  and  all  other  ma- 
terial and  apparatus,  excepting  wire,  has  been  contracted 
for,  and  will  be  delivered  soon. 

About  20  miles  of  copper  wire  will  be  used  on  this  work, 
and  it  will  be  purchased  as  soon  as  possible ;  the  present 
price  being  so  high,  it  seemed  advisable  to  wait  for  a  better 
price,  as  the  market  shows  an  inclination  to  drop  in  the  near 
future. 

By  removing  some  of  the  arc  lights  and  putting  two  or 
three  incandescent  lights  in  their  places,  and  by  extending 
the  lines  and  adding  to  the  capacity  at  the  plant,  we  are 
enabled  to  light  the  town  in  a  much  better  manner. 

The  increased  cost  of  maintaining  the  additional  lights 
will  be  very  small,  as  the  present  oil  lights  will  be  entirely 
eliminated. 

Section  4  of  Chapter  410  of  the  Acts  of  1905,  refers  to 
new  legislation  concerning  municipal  lighting  plants.  It 
prescribes  that  prior  to  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year  the 
manager  of  the  plant  shall  furnish  to  the  municipal  light 
board  an  estimate  of  the  income,  from  the  sales  of  gas  and 
eleetricity  to  private  consumers  during  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year,  and  the  gross  expense  of  operation,  maintenance  and 
repairs,  the  interest  on  the  bonds  and  notes  issued  to  pay  for 
the  plant,  an  amount  for  depreciation  equal  to  five  per  cent, 
of  the  cost  of  the  plant,  or  such  smaller  or  larger  amount  as 
the  State  Board  of  Gas   and  Electric   Light    Commissioners 
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may  approve,  the  requirements  of  the  sinking  fund  of  debt 
incurred  for  the  plant,  and  the  loss,  if  any,  in  the  operation 
of  the  plant  during  the  preceding  year.  The  excess  of  the 
expense,  thus  defined  and  estimated,  over  the  estimated  in- 
come from  the  sales  to  private  consumers  shall  be  included 
by  the  city  or  town  in  its  annual  appropriations  and  in  its 
tax  levy. 

The  State  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commission- 
ers have  given  to  us  their  written  permission  to  figure  the 
amount  of  depreciation  at  three  per  cent,  instead  of  at  five 
per  cent,  and  their  interpretation  of  the  Act  is  such  that  we 
can  use  this  depreciation  amount  for  renewals,  extensions, 
reconstruction,  enlargements  and  additions. 

Therefore  we  do  not  ask  for  any  other  appropriation  for 
extensions,  but  we  do  ask,  for  the  ensuing  year,  appropria- 
tions as  follows  :

The  creditable  showing  of  the  plant,  as  herein  reported, 
is  chiefly  due  to  the  energetic  efforts  and  the  judicious  ad- 
vertising of  our  enterprising  manager.  We  submit  here- 
with his  detailed  report,  together  with  the  financial  state- 
ment, showing  the  character  and  cost  of  the  work  performed, 
and  information  relating  to  the  repairs,  operation  and  main- 
tenance under  his  efficient  management.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Commissioners 


The  Cemetery  Commissioners  herewith  respectfully  pre- 
sent their  third  annual  report. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  have  been  disappointingly  small. 

This  fact  is,  in  a  large  part,  owing  to  the  undeveloped 
condition  of  the  grounds,  which  we  were  unable  to  improve 
because  of  a  failure  to  provide  a  suitable  appropriation  for 
the  same. 

Sentiment  exerts  a  strong  influence  in  the  determination 
of  a  suitable  place  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  the  public 
in  selecting  a  cemetery  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  in  a  few 
years  this  cemetery  will  be  one  of  the  most  desirable  places 
for  the  disposition  of  the  dead  in  Middlesex  County. 

We  cannot  urge  it  too  strongly  upon  the  towns  people 
that  every  family  who  can  afford  it,  should  own  a  lot  in  this 
cemetery  as  the  prices  are  exceedingly  low,  and  the  money 
paid  for  same  will  no  doubt  be  expended  to  beautify  the  en- 
tire cemetery. 

Perhaps  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  suggest  the  un- 
desirability  of  lots  near  any  body  of  water  which  some  day 
will  become  a  source  of  water  supply.

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Auditors'  Final  Statement. 


The  Board  of  Auditors  herewith  present  to  the  town  their 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Feb.  1,  1906. 

From  February  1,  1905,  to  February  1,  1906,  the  select- 
men have  drawn  3126  orders  on  the  town  treasury,  amount- 
ing to  $202,040.75. 

We  have  examined  the  vouchers  for  these  payments  and 
have  also  verified  the  arithmetic  of  all  bills  coming  before 
the  board  of  selectmen  for  payment  during  the  year,  and 
our  report  upon  them  will  be  found  arranged  in  the  depart- 
ments to  which  they  belong. 

We  have  verified  the  accounts  of  such  departments  as 
pay  money  to  the  treasurer ;  we  have  examined  the  books 
of  the  collector  of  taxes,  and  of  Albert  W.  Flint,  treasurer 
of  the  library  and  reading  room,  and  find  them  correct.  We 
have  also  examined  the  accounts  of  Mr.  Flint  as  town  treas- 
urer, and  find  them  correct,  with  the  proper  vouchers  for  all 
payments  made  by  him  and  that  he  has  a  cash  balance  of 
$7,600.48  in  the  Wakefield  National  bank. 

We  also  certify  that  he  has  securities  and  deposits  repre- 
senting the  various  trust  funds  now  in  his  charge. 

The  unexpended  balances  of  Cemetery  Committee,  Com- 
mon and  Park,  Water  and  Railroad  street  land  damages, 
School,  Highways  and  Bridges,  Richardson  street,  Public 
Library,  Town  Hall,  Richardson  Light  Guard,  Bell  at  Boyn- 
tonville,  Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moths,  Markers  for  Revo- 
lutionary Graves,  Municipal  Light  Plant,  Salaries,  Insur- 
ance, Interest  and  New  Seats  Town  Hall,  are  available  for 
next  year  either  on  account  of  contracts  pending,  or  by 
past  votes  of  the  town. 

The  overdraft  on  Main  street  land  damages  will  be  re- 
funded  to    the  town    by  the   county,  and    the  overdraft   ou 
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Highway  and    Bridges  will    be  charged    against  next    year's 
business. 

To  avoid  either  lapsing  the  January  payment  or  over- 
drawing Soldiers'  Relief,  a  balance  of  $301.44  available  in 
the  Miscellaneous  Appropriation  was  transferred  by  Select- 
men to  Soldiers'  Relief. 

We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Municipal  Light 
Plant  and  Water  Department  and  find  them  to  be  correct. 

All  payments  made  by  this  department  are  paid  by  orders 
drawn  by  the  Selectmen  and  vouchers  for  same  are  on  tile 
at  the  town  hall  where  they  may  be  seen  at  any  time. 

We  invite  any  citizen  who  desires  a  closer  knowledge  of 
bills  and  accounts  of  the  town  to  make  application  to  this 
board  and  same  will  be  gladly  answered. 

In  compliance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  we  have  compiled 
the  annual  town  report  and  submit  the  same.

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Report    of    School    Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield  : 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year,  Mr.  Alfred  C. 
Thompson,  who  had  served  us  faithfully  as  Superintendent 
for  three  years,  received  a  very  nattering  offer  to  assume  a 
similar  position  in  the  city  of  Auburn,  New  York.  It  was 
with  great  regret  on  the  part  of  the  Committee,  and  we  be- 
lieve on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  the  townspeople  gener- 
ally, that  we  were  obliged  to  accept  his  resignation.  During 
his  administration  there  was  a  splendid  spirit  shown,  both 
by  pupils  and  teachers,  and  we  believe  a  material  advance 
was  made  in  the  educational  methods  of  our  schools,  and 
the  general  administration  of  the  department.  The  selec- 
tion of  a  Superintendent  is  of  vital  interest  to  every  citizen 
of  the  town  and  of  peculiar  interest  to  every  person  directly 
connected  with  the  schools.  With  that,  thought  in  mind 
your  Committee  carefully  examined  the  credentials  of  a  large 
number  of  applicants,  and  after  searching  inquiry  and  per- 
sonal investigation  extending;  over  several  weeks,  selected 
Mr.  Jacob  H.  Carfrey  of  Northampton.  A  new  Superin- 
tendent is  severely  handicapped.  There  are  so  many  threads 
in  the  warp  and  woof  of  an  educational  system  of  seventy 
teachers  and  twenty-two  hundred  scholars  that  it  requires 
time  to  pick  up  all  of  them.  In  this  instance  Mr.  Thompson 
kindly  gave  what  assistance  he  could,  and  Mr.  Carfrey  has 
been  able  to  take  up  the  work  with  very  little  break. 

Office  of  the  Superintendent. 

For  the  past  three  or  four  years  one  of  the  teachers  in  the 
Commercial  Course  of  the  High  School  has  assisted  in  the 
Superintendent's  office  from  three  to  five  in  the  afternoon. 
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She  writes'letters  for  the  Superintendent,  keeps  the  accounts, 
under  his  direction,  has  charge  of  the  Stamp  Savings  ac- 
counts, and  is  generally  useful.  This  arrangement  was 
begun  when  she  was  needed  only  part  of  the  time  at  the 
High  School.  Her  duties  at  the  High  School  have  increased 
with  the  increase  in  the  Commercial  Department  so  that  she 
now  works  full  time.  There  has  been  also  a  great  increase 
in  the  office  work  of  the  Superintendent,  partly  due  to  the 
growth  of  the  schools,  but  largely  by  reason  of  the  great 
improvement  in  the  methods  of  keeping  accounts  and  rec- 
ords. A  further  extension  of  methods  is  planned  in  certain 
directions.  The  time  will  come  in  the  not  distant  fu- 
ture when  a  permanent  clerk  in  the  office  will  be  neces- 
sary. This  is,  we  believe,  a  matter  of  economy  as  well,  for 
at  present  a  considerable  portion  of  the  time  of  the  Superin- 
tendent is  used  up  in  doing  office  work  which  could  be  done 
just  as  well  by  a  clerk,  while  the  Superintendent  should 
have  much  more  time  for  his  particular  work  of  directing 
the  teachers  from  personal  class  room  observation  as  well  as 
more  opportunity  for  the  consideration  of  educational  mat- 
ters in  general. 

School  Buildings. 

The  buildings  as  a  whole  are  in  good  repair. 

Theoretically  new  modern  brick  buildings  ought  not  to 
need  any  money  at  all  spent  in  repairs.  Practically  they  do 
need  a  good  deal  every  year,  mostly  on  roofs,  furnaces  and 
plumbing.  This  year  the  cost  of  repairs  to  furnaces  and 
plumbing  was  about  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  This 
was  somewhat  more  than  the  average.  At  the  Warren 
School  the  walls  have  been  tinted  throughout  the  building. 
This  was  made  necessary  by  the  mortar  spattered  upon  them 
when  the  ceilings  were  plastered  last  year.  At  the  West 
Ward  School  new  water  pipe  has  been  laid,  a  new  cesspool 
constructed,  and  almost  an  entirely  new  job  of  plumbing 
'put  in,  at  a  cost  of  about  $150.     This  work  was  an  absolute 
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necessity.  At  Greenwood  the  concrete  walks  have  been  put 
down  at  a  cost  slightly  more  than  the  special  appropriation 
for  that  purpose,  which  amount  was  drawn  from  the  contin- 
gent appropriation.  At  the  High  School  the  walls  and  ceil- 
ings of  four  rooms  have  been  tinted.  These  were  very  black 
and  smoky  as  a  result  of  the  soft  coal  burned  on  the  year  of 
the  coal  strike.  This  is  the  case  also  in  several  of  the  other 
buildings,  particularly  in  the  old  part  at  Greenwood.  New 
school  furniture  has  been  bought  for  one  room  at  the  High 
School.  The  old  in  this  room,  which  was  poor,  has  been 
removed  to  the  upper  large  room  and  is  in  use  there.  New 
furniture  has  been  bought  for  another  room  at  the  Warren. 
This  room  was  furnished' originally,  but  it  was  removed  to 
the  Franklin  three  years  ago.  This  room  will  be  needed  in 
September,  and  may  be  this  spring.  The  cost  of  furnishing 
the  two  rooms  was  about  $350. 

We  again  call  attention  to  the  need  of  plumbing  and  sewer 
connections  for  the  Lincoln  and  Hamilton  Schools,  and  to 
the  condition  of  the  concrete  in  front  of  the  Lincoln  School. 
The  Woodville  School  has  no  suitable  supply  of  water  for 
drinking.  For  the  past  year  water  for  that  purpose  has 
been  carried  in  pails  from  the  Town  Farm.  Pipe  should  be 
laid  on  Farm  Street  so  that  town  water  can  be  supplied. 

The  need  of  some  practical  man  to  assist  the  committee 
both  in  the  plans  for  repairs  and  the  actual  work  has  been 
felt  for  several  years,  but  we  have  hesitated  on  account  of 
the  extra  expense.  This  year  an  arrangement  has  been 
made  with  Mr.  Harvey  G.  Brockbank  whereby  he  becomes 
janitor  of  the  High  School  and  curator  of  buildings.  He  has 
been  able  already  to  do  a  good  many  minor  repairs  and 
assist  the  committee  materially.  He  is  to  devote  the  sum- 
mer vacation  to  the  usual  summer  repairs.  It  seems  proba- 
ble that  this  arrangement  will  result  in  economy,  as  well  as 
in  a  more  careful  attention  to  the  details  of  minor  repairs. 
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School  Accommodations. 

We  again  call  attention  to  the  crowded  state  of  the  Lin- 
coln School,  particularly  in  the  lower  grades,  and  to  the 
probbaility  of  steady  increase  in  that  condition.  We  are 
now  sending  children  to  the  Hurd  School,  to  Woodville  and 
to  the  Franklin  that  really  should  go  to  the  Lincoln  ;  and 
holding  what  is  practically  half  day  sessions  in  the  first 
grade  ;  but  these  limits  of  relief  are  reached.  The  only 
solution  is  some  additional  building  in  the  centre  of  the 
town.  Were  it  not  for  our  already  large  financial  burden 
for  new  schoolhouses  and  our  high  tax  rate,  we  should  urge 
immediate  action.  At  the  most  this  cannot  be  long  deferred. 
At  the  Franklin  there  is  an  unexpectedly  small  class  in  the 
first  grade.     Also  at  Greenwood. 

Teachers. 

The  personality  of  the  teacher  makes  the  school. 

In  these  days  of  Normal  Schools  and  modern  methods  and 
supervisors  and  superintendents,  the  individuality  of  the 
teacher  is  sometimes  obscured  by  the  preponderance  of  the 
school  "system."  That  has  never  been  done  in  Wakefield. 
The  school  system  is  well  organized  with  a  corps  of  efficient 
individual  teachers.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  committee 
to  select  carefully  trained  men  and  women  who  have  demon- 
strated that  they  possess  the  qualities  of  successful  teachers. 
We  hesitate  to  give  a  school  of  forty  boys  and  girls  into  the 
hands  of  a  novice.  In  other  words,  successful  experience  is 
demanded  first  of  all.  Other  things  being  equal,  residents 
of  Wakefield  have  been  given  the  preference.  A  careful 
perusal  of  the  list  of  teachers  shows  that  of  the  sixty-three 
regular  teachers  thirty-two  are  residents  of  Wakefield.  The 
stability  of  our  teaching  force  is  greatly  affected  by  our 
proximity  to  so  many  cities  and  towns  that  can  offer  a 
larger  salary.  Our  aim  is  to  secure  teachers  so  good  that 
some  one  else  wants  them.     This  results  in  a  good   many 
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changes  yearly,  but  short  services  of  first  class  teachers  is 
better  than  a  long  service  of  an  ordinary  or  poorer  one. 

Reading  Books. 

After  careful  consideration,  and  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Superintendent,  the  course  in  reading  above  the 
fifth  grade  has  been  systematized,  so  that  all  the  scholars  in 
the  same  grade  will ]  read  the  same  books  each  year.  This 
has  been  essentially  true  of  the  main  text  books  in  the  past 
but  not  of  the  so-called  supplementary f reading.  We  believe 
this  an  educational  step  in  the  right  direction  and  that  it  will 
result  in  economy  as  well.  It  has  been  brought  about  with 
practically  no  increase  in.  expense  this  year.

It  is  not  expected  that  the  appropriation  asked  for  is  suf- 
ficient in  any  case,  except  for  fuel,  but  it  is  estimated  that 
$2,000  will  be  received  from  tuition,  and  we  recommend 
that  this  be  added  to  the  appropriation.  The  law  requires 
that  this  be  spent  for  support  of  schools.  A  detailed  state- 
ment of  expenditures  for  fuel,  for  books  and  supplies,    and 
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for  contingent  expenses,  also  the  salary  list,  follows  the  re- 
port of  the  Superintendent.  There  are  so  many  wants  for 
the  school  financially  that  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  decide 
where  necessity  and  expediency  meet.  For  example,  the 
beautifying  of  school  buildings  and  school  grounds  is  en- 
tirely neglected,  and  some  educators  contend  with  quite  a 
show  of  reason  that  this  is  a  very  important  educational 
feature.  There  are  some  school  rooms  in  which  the  walls 
are  not  clean  and  attractive,  and  the  desks  not  what  they 
should  be.  Some  books  are  being  used  that  are  worn  and 
soiled.  Maps  and  charts  and  books  of  reference  are  needed 
and  a  multitude  of  things  that  would  contribute  to  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  schools-.  Some  of  the  salaries  are  pretty 
low.  There  are  too  many  scholars  in  some  of  the  rooms. 
In  fact  there  are  calls  all  alon<y  the  line  that  are  reasonable 
and  many  of  them  urgent.  With  all  these  problems  in 
mind  your  committee  have  endeavored  to  conduct  the 
schools  economically  and  efficiently,  having  in  mind  on  the 
one  hand  the  burden  upon  the  taxpayers,  and  upon  the 
other  the  needs  of  the  children,  believing  that  a  moderately 
liberal  expenditure  for  schools  is  the  truest  economy. 

The  schools  of  Wakefield  compare  favorably  with  any  in 
the  state.  Wakefield  is  known,  at  least  among  the  superin- 
tendents of  the  state,  as  a  good  school  town.  In  other 
words  a  town  of  good  schools. 

School   Policy. 

No  radical  change  in  school  policy  or  administration  is 
recommended.  Our  schools  have  not  lost  sio-ht  of  the  funda- 
mental  principles  of  education,  and  no  effort  is  spared  to  in- 
crease their  efficiency  in  that  direction.  Our  schools  are 
mindful  also  that  the  true  aim  of  all  education  is  to  fit 
young  men  and  women  for  citizenship,  and  those  schools 
are  best  which  best  succeed  in  this. 

The  report  of  the    Superintendent,    that  of   the  Principal 
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of  the  High  School,  and  those  of  the  special  instructors  fol- 
low this  report.  They  disclose  the  every  day  working  of 
the  schools.  We  commend  them  to  vour  most  careful  con- 
sideration.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


Members  of  the  School  Committee  : 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  first  report,  it  being  the  thir- 
teenth in  the  series  of  reports  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  this  town.  In  submitting  this  report  I  can  say 
but  little  concerning  the  work  accomplished,  as  my  acquaint- 
ance with  the  schools  covers  only  a  period  of  a  few  months. 
My  time  thus  far  has  been  consumed  in  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  conditions  of  the  schools,  the  work  of  the  teachers, 
and  forming  plans  for  future  work.  Permit  me  to  say  in 
this  connection  that  I  found  the  schools  and  surroundings  in 
a  condition  which  reflects  much  credit  upon  the  teachers, 
the  committee,  and  the  good  judgment  of  my  predecessor 
in  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  schools  and  in  the  selec- 
tion of  teachers. 

This  report  can  deal  only  with  the  condition  of  the  schools 
— the  work  within,  the  general  equipment  and  environment, 
and  some  recommendations  for  the  future. 

A  system  of  schools  cannot  be  carried  on  year  after  year 
in  the  same  way;  this  means  stagnation,  and  stagnation  in 
a  system  of  schools  is  expensive  at  any  price.  Expenditure 
of  money  for  school  purposes  carefully  planned,  which  will 
produce  good  results — intelligent,  moral  and  upright  citi- 
zens— is  not  extravagance,  although  the  amount  spent  is 
large  in  comparison  with  the  whole  municipal  expenditure 
of  a  single  town  or  city.  This  is  a  growing  town  and 
the  increasing  population  necessarily  increases  the  school 
population.  To  increase  the  school  population,  of  course, 
there  must  follow  an  increase  in  school  accommodations, 
equipment  and  teaching  force.     This  brings  to  our  attention 
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School  Accommodation  and  Equipment. 

On  the  whole  the  general  condition  of  our  school  build- 
ings  is  good.  There  may  be  one  or  two  exceptions,  and 
some  changes  might  well  be  made.  At  the  Hamilton  build- 
ing there  should  be  connection  made  with  the  sewer,  in  order 
to  dispense  with  the  unsanitary  closets  as  now  exist.  This 
building,  in  such  close  proximity  to  the  factory  located  on 
the  next  lot,  is  at  best  in  a  poor  position  for  good  sanita- 
tion. Therefore  it  is  quite  wise  to  take  every  precaution  to 
produce  satisfactory  sanitary  conditions. 

The  Prospect  street  building  and  the  building  at  Montrose 
are  yet  provided  with  stoves  for  heating  purposes.  In  both 
cases  better  results  as  to  heatins:  and  ventilating  mi^ht  be 
obtained  if  the  stoves  were  jacketed.  This  could  be  done 
at  a  small  cost,  and  both  teachers  and  pupils  benefitted  there- 
by. Another  method,  of  course,  would  be  to  place  a  furnace 
in  each  building  and  put  in  a  system  of  modern  ventilation. 
The  latter  plan  is  the  better  but  more  expensive ;  however, 
one  or  the  other  should  be  done  to  get  rid  of  foul  air  without 
subjecting  the  children  to  cold  drafts.  Over-heated  rooms 
especially  those  heated  by  stoves,  are  more  than  injurious  to 
the  children.  It  is  impossible  to  ventilate  these  rooms  without 
opening  doors  or  windows.  By  this  method  some  of  the 
children  are  cold  and  necessarily  in  a  draft,  while  others  may 
be  too  warm.  Whatever  the  teacher  may  do  she  cannot 
distribute  the  heat  evenly  in  the  room  and  at  the  same  time 
have  good  ventilation.     This  matter  needs  your  attention. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  crowded  condition 

of  the  Lincoln  school.     At  present  every  room  is  full    and 

three  or  four  are  overcrowded.     It  will  be  a  question  at  the 

opening  of  schools  next  September  how  to  accommodate  the 

pupils  in  the  lower  grades  of    this    building.     At    present 

there  are : 

1st  grades  71 

2d         "  58 
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3d   grades         58 

4th       "  75 

5th       "  67 

6th       "  50 

The  numbers  here  given  are  all  the  building  can  seat  com- 
fortably, and  at  the  same  time  give  accommodations  to  the 
7th,  8th  and  9th  grades.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  regular 
order  of  promotions  we  shall  have  no  room  large  enough  to 
seat  the  pupils  who  will  necessarily  become  members  of  the 
6th  grade.  The  grades  below  will  be  no  smaller.  The  only 
alternative  is  to  fit  up  a  certain  room  on  the  second  floor 
which  is  not  very  well  adapted  for  school  work,  owing  to  the 
poor  light.  At  best  this  will  accommodate  but  a  small  number. 
Making  this  arrangement  gives  accommodation,  poor  though 
it  may  be,  for  one  year  only.  It  certainly  will  be  necessary 
to  enlarge  the  building,  or  build  anew  for  the  following 
year. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September  last  it  was  neces- 
sary to  transfer  several  pupils  from  grade  5  at  the  H.  M. 
Warren  School  to  the  Hamilton,  owing  to  the  overflow. 
Another  room  has  been  furnished  in  the  Warren  building  to 
care  for  extra  pupils  next  year  in  this  part  of  the  town. 

At  the  High  School  our  building  is  tested  to  its  fullest 
capacity.  Every  available  space  is  now  utilized,  although 
some  of  the  rooms  are  anything  but  suitable  for  recitation 
purposes.  It  is  only  a  question  of  a  few  years  when  larger 
quarters  must  be  provided.  The  entering  class  for  next 
year  will  number  about  125  ;  this  number  is  not  likely  to 
decrease,  but  rather  to  increase  from  year  to  year.  En- 
couragement in  the  upper  grades,  bringing  the  High  School 
and  grammar  school  closer  together,  and  broadening  the 
High  School  courses  have  contributed  to  the  increased  at- 
tendance in  our  high  schools,  and  has  therefore  given  oppor- 
tunity to  many  who  would  never  have  taken  it ;  it  has  come 
to  be  realized    by  the    masses    that   the  High    School    is  as

much  a  part  of  the  public  school  system  as  is  the  grammar 
school,  and  therefore  the  legitimate  end  of  a  public  school 
course;  "consequently,  more  and  more  it  is  demanded  by 
employers  that  those  whom  they  would  employ  must  have 
had  at  least  the  High  School  training.  We  must  therefore, 
soon  look  to  the  building  of  a  new  High  School  in  order  to 
meet  this  demand. 

A  law  was  enacted  during  last  session  of  the  legislature 
which  states  that  no  schooling  certificate  shall  be  approved 
by  any  person  for  a  minor  under  16  years  of  age  who  in- 
tends to  be  employed  in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercan- 
tile establishment,  unless  the  said  minor  can  read  at  sight 
and  can  write  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language 
and  every  such  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  who  cannot 
read  at  sight  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the  English  lan- 
guage shall  attend  some  public  day  school  in  the  city  or  town 
in  which  he  resides  during  the  entire  time  the  public  day  schools 
are  in  session.  This  law  took  effect  Jan.  1,  1906.  It  was 
found  that  eight  persons  in  Wakefield  were  affected ;  in 
order  to  give  them  every  advantage  to  learn  the  English 
language  as  required  by  law,  a  room  was  provided  and  a 
teacher  assigned  who  gives  her  whole  time  to  this  class. 
The  progress  made  by  these  pupils  justifies  the  plan. 

During  the  fall  about  December  1st,  Miss  Jessie  E.  West 
teacher  of  grades  1,  2  and  3  at  the  Montrose  School  re- 
signed to  accept  a  position  in  Chelsea  at  a  much  larger  sal- 
ary. The  Committee  concluded,  owing  to  the  small  num- 
ber in  each  room,  to  close  one  room,  send  the  seven  child- 
ren of  6th  grade  to  the  Centre,  and  place  the  remaining 
grades  under  one  teacher.  This  plan,  while  it  may  be  less 
expensive,  may  not  accomplish  for  the  pupils  all  that  we 
desire.  In  my  opinion  it  would  be  wise  to  open  both  rooms 
next  September.  There  will  be  about  fifty  pupils  in  the 
first  eight  grades  from  this  section  of  the  town  at  the  open- 
ing of  school  next  year.     Arranging  the  pupils  so  that  four 
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grades  may  be  in  each  room,  and  securing  a  strong  teacher 
for  the  upper  grades,  the  pupils  in  this  section  would  re- 
ceive satisfactory  instruction,  and  none  be  required  to  walk 
a  great  distance  as  at-  present.  It  would  be  preferable  for 
the  ninth  grade  pupils  to  attend  the  Lincoln,  owing  to  the 
extra  opportunity  offered  as  a  preparation  for  the  High 
School.     I  recommend  that  this  arrangement  be  considered. 

Stamp  Savings  Society. 

The  Stamp  Savings  Society  established  in  our  schools 
April  12,  1902,  continues  to  show  good  results,  and  has 
justified  the  wisdom  of  its  introduction.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  it  has  exerted  an  influence  for  saving  that  is  in- 
deed valuable.  Not  only  does  the  school  savings  bank  teach 
habits  of  saving,  but  also  the  habit  of  judicious  expenditure  of 
money.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  spirit  and  conscien- 
tious care  with  which  the  teachers  have  served  as  cashiers. 
Below  is  given  the  amounts  collected  and  deposited  :

Medical   Inspection. 

The  question  of  medical  inspection  in  the  schools  has  been 
brought  to  your  attention  by  my  predecessor  in  the  last  two 
reports,  and  the  necessity  of  such  a  system  quite  fully  set 
forth.  I  can  heartily  endorse  all  that  has  been  said,  and 
again  make  the  recommendation  for  your  consideration.  A 
number  of  the  cities  and   towns  in  the    Commonwealth  have 
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already  adopted  such  a  system;  the  state  of  Connecticut  has 
passed  a  law  requiring  that  the  examination  be  made  for  de- 
fective eyesight  and  hearing.  There  are  many  cases  on  rec- 
ord where  the  discovery  of  defective  eyesight  or  hearing  has 
resulted  in  giving  such  relief  that  the  pupils  who,  once 
thought  to  be  dull  or  deficient,  have  shown  capabilities  equal 
to  any  in  the  class.  But  medical  inspection  should  go  further 
than  the  test  for  defective  eyesight  and  hearing,  although 
this  is  of  inestimable  value.  Many  parents  are  slow  to  per- 
ceive the  abnormal  condition  of  their  children  ;  others  are 
•slow  to  act,  although  the  condition  is  apparent ;  the  medical 
examination  reveals  the  ailment  and  the  child  is  started  to 
the  physician  or  a  specialist  in  the  discovered  disease. 
Furthermore,  medical  inspection  checks  the  spread  of  conta- 
gious diseases  and  reduces  the  mortality  among  school  chil- 
dren. A  school  room  as  generally  exists  is  a  medium  espec- 
ially adapted  to  the  diffusion  of  diseases.  Unless  the  great- 
est care  is  used  a  disease  originating  in  one  family  may 
spread  through  all  the  rooms  of  a  building.  It  is  not  ex- 
pected that  teachers  are  expert  enough  to  detect  the  first 
symptoms  of  a  disease  that  attacks  the  children,  while  a 
medical  inspector  properly  clothed  with  authority,  by 
promptly  isolating  all  children  who  show  symptoms  of  a 
contagious  disease  can  do  much  in  the  way  of  keeping  the 
schools  free  from  these  diseases.  Not  only  would  such  a 
course  save  the  lives  of  many  but  also  do  valuable  service 
in  increasing  the  regularity  of  attendance  and  of  course  en- 
hance the  rapid  advancement  of  pupils.  In  Marlborough  a 
city  but  little  larger  than  the  town  of  Wakefield  where  medi- 
cal inspection  has  been  adopted,  I  quote  from  last  year's 
report  of  the  Supt.,  showing  the  good  effects  of  the  system  • 
"At  each  visit  the  inspector  has  examined  those  children 
who  have  been  referred  to  him  by  the  teachers,  and  his  ad- 
vice has  been  given  to  both  the  teachers  and  the  children's 
parents ;  and  if  any  child    has  shown    symptoms  of  a  conta- 
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gious  disease,  he  and  all  other  members  of  his  family  have 
been  promptly  excluded  from  school  under  the  rules  of  the 
Board  of  Health. 

Soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  work  of  the  Medical  In- 
spector, the  teachers  were  requested  to  refer  to  him  for  his 
examination  all  children  who  were  suspected  of  having  de- 
fective eyesight.  Seventy-nine  such  cases  were  examined, 
and  nineteen  of  these  children  have  been  provided  with 
glasses  by  their  parents.  Children  have  been  examined  for 
other  diseases  as  follows  :  For  diseases  of  the  ear,  seven  ; 
of  the  throat,  thirty-one;  of  the  nose,  four;  of  the  skin, 
sixteen  ;  persistent  headache,  three  ;  with  reference  to  vacci- 
nation, thirty-four;  various  other  diseases,  forty-eight; 
found  in  good  health,  twelve.  This  makes  a  total  of  two 
hundred  and  thirty-four  cases  examined  in  the  nine  school 
months  beginning  in  February."  While  we  can  not  estab- 
lish an  elaborate  system  of  medical  inspection  as  is  followed 
in  large  cities,  it  is  possible  for  us  to  give  the  matter  serious 
consideration  and  at  least  have  a  visitation  of  the  schools 
twice  a  week  by  an  inspector  to  examine  all  cases  reported 
by  the  teachers.  I  recommend  that  such  a  course  be  pur- 
sued ;  also  that  measures  be  adopted  for  detecting  defective 
eyesight  and  hearing. 

In  this  connection  I  would  recommend  in  the  interest  of 
the  health  of  the  children  that  occasionally  all  books  in  use 
be  disinfected  ;  also  to  make  it  possible  that  the  school  rooms 
be  swept  and  mopped  more  often  than  they  now  are. 

Evening  Schools. 

Laws  of  1898,  Chap.  496,  Sec.  5. 

"Any  town  may,  and  every  city  or  town  of  ten  thousand 
or  more  inhabitants  shall,  maintain  annually  evening  schools 
for  the  instruction  of  persons  over  fourteen  years  of  age  in 
orthography,  reading,  writing,  the  English  language  and 
grammar,    geography,  arithmetic,    industrial    drawing,  both 
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free  hand  and  mechanical,  the  history  of  the  United  States, 
physiology  and  hygiene,  and  good  behavior.  Such  other 
subjects  may  be  taught  in  such  schools  as  the  school  com- 
mittee consider  expedient." 

According  to  the  last  census  we  are  reminded  that  Wake- 
field comes  under  the  above  law.  It  will  be  necessary 
therefore  for  the  town  to  make  some  provisions  toward  car- 
rying out  this  requirement.  The  law  further  provides,  Chap. 
183,  Acts  of  1902,  that  all  illiterate  minors  over  16  shall  not 
be  employed  in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  estab- 
lishment unless  they  are  regular  attendants  at  the  evening 
school.  It  is  thus  seen  that  we  shall  be  required  to  make 
some  provision  for  ^evening  schools.  The  amount  of  money 
necessary  will  depend  upon  the  number  of  illiterates  now 
employed,  and  the  number  of  nights  determined  upon  that 
the  school  shall  be  held.  It  is  customary  to  make  the  ses- 
sion 60  nights,  holding  the  school  3  nights  per  week,  and 
opening  the  same  about  October  1st.  The  number  of  teach- 
ers averages  one  for  every  10  or  12  pupils.  Regular  attend- 
ance is  interpreted  by  the  state  authorities  to  mean,  every 
night  the  school  is  in  session. 

Teachers. 
It  is  desired  in  this  connection  to  speak  of  the  excellent 
work  being  done  by  our  corps  of  teachers.  The  faithful- 
ness with  which  they  have  performed  their  duties  is  com- 
mendable indeed.  Teaching  is  a  business,  and  the  fact  that 
the  teacher  bears  a  certain  vital  relation  to  her  pupils  has 
come  to  be  realized  more  and  more  by  the  profession  ;  that 
these  pupils  are  human  beings  with  aspirations  and  emo- 
tions ;  that  they  are  not  a  hopeless  set ;  that  each  has  possi- 
bilities and  must  be  given  inspiration  and  ideals — all  these 
are  realized  more  and  more  each  year.  The  teacher  is  not 
a  .  taskmaster,  should  not  be  an  antagonist  to  the  buoyant 
spirit  of  the  pupil,  but  a  helper,  a  guide,  a  real  being  filled 
with  a  desire  to  lift  up  and  to  inspire  her  pupils  with  eager- 
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ness  for  knowledge.  The  teacher's  profession  does  not  stop 
at  her  desk,  or  end  with  the  book  ;  she  is  not  simply  the 
drillmaster,  placed  before  her  class  to  show  her  superior 
knowledge  ;  she  is  the  one  who  develops  the  whole  child, 
helps  him  to  develop  his  power,  and  makes  him  better  able 
to  grapple  with  the  real  problems  of  life.  Real  teaching  is 
no  different  today  than  formerly,  yet  there  is  today  a 
broader  conception  of  the  real  meaning  of  the  term,  and 
consequently  broader  and  more  comprehensive  work  is  done 
in  the  schools.  The  teacher  who  is  willing  to  study  not  only 
subject  matter  of  class  work,  but  also  the  pupils  that  she 
may  present  the  subject  to  the  class  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  dullest  as  well  as  the  brightest  pupils  may  understand, 
has  caught  the  true  spirit.  This  is  the  individual  who  is 
found  ready  to  accept  criticism  and  suggestion.  To  teach  a 
child  is  the  most  sacred  calling  on  earth,  and  unless  we  as 
teachers  fully  realize  this  and  bend  every  energy  to  make 
ourselves  in  some  measure  equal  to  the  task  we  should  not 
attempt  the  work. 

Moral  Instruction. 

The  pupils  in  our  schools  are  to  become  the  men  and  wo- 
men of  the  future.  The  every  day  life  of  the  teacher,  her 
conduct  in  the  school  and  out,  her  personal  contact  with  the 
boys  and  girls  whom  she  would  instruct  mean  more  than  is 
often  realized.  Moral  instruction,  then,  does  not  come  from 
long  lectures  upon  principles  of  ethics.  The  attitude  toward 
daily  requirements,  the  habit  of  allowing  an  inaccurate  or 
poorly  learned  lesson  to  pass  by  unnoticed,  the  inability  to 
hold  pupils  to  a  full  responsibility  for  their  work  whatever  it 
may  be  ;  habits  of  carelessness  in  manner  on  the  part  of 
pupils  both  as  to  their  relation  to  the  teacher  and  to  other 
pupils;  permitting  extravagance  and  carelessness  with  books 
and  other  public  property.  All  these  tend  to  lower  the 
standard  of  morals.  Pupils  who  go  from  our  schools  with 
these  habits  of  carelessness  and  extravagance  as  well  as  dis-

respect  for  authority  and  for  the  rights  of  others  have  not 
by  any  means  a  proper  sense  of  their  moral  obligations  to 
society. 

Changes  and  Salaries. 

Some  teachers  place  too  little  consideration  on  their  obli- 
gations to  the  school  by  continually  changing.  This  not 
only  works  injury  to  the  school  but  also  to  the  teacher  her- 
self. The  one  who  will  change  at  a  moment's  notice  estab- 
lishes a  reputation  for  inefficient  service.  While  this  is  true 
and  teachers  have  their  reputations  to  sustain,  still  they  are 
not  wholly  to  blame  for  repeated  changes  so  long  as  a  greater 
remuneration  for  services  is  secured  by  a  change  of  place. 
The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,  and  when  communities 
fully  realize  the  importance  ot  this  fact  fewer  changes  will 
occur.  Teachers  ought  to  be  able  to  live  as  their  position 
demands.  We  demand  that  they  shall  have  certain  qualifi- 
cations educationally,  also  professional  training  and  experi- 
ence as  well  as  culture  and  refinement — these  demands  are 
none  too  great,  but  it  should  then  follow  that  their  services 
be  given  ample  consideration.  The  teacher  should  be  able 
to  secure  good  board,  suitable  clothing,  necessary  books  and 
other  helps,  she  should  attend  an  occasional  concert  or  other 
entertainment,  able  to  spend  a  season  in  summer  school,  or 
travel  during  the  long  vacation  for  pleasure  and  profit, — all 
these  will  better  fit  her  for  work  and  give  to  the  schools  a 
service  that  would  be  highly  appreciated.  This  is  not  a 
philanthropic  idea,  but  simple  justice.  The  average  salary 
with  us  is  about  $475  or  less  per  year  of  10  months.  De- 
duct from  this  the  price  for  board  and  other  necessary  ex- 
penses for  the  ten  months  and  we  find  considerably  less  than 
$75  for  expenses  during  two  months  when  she  is  earning 
nothing.  A  full  realization  of  this  on  the  part  of  every 
community  would  place  teaching  on  a  higher  plane  and 
would  render  greater  service  to  the  schools  and,  without 
question,  better  the  community. 
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Schools  in  General. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  first  primary  at  the  Lin- 
coln School  demanded  immediate  relief  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year.  The  grade  was  therefore  separated  into 
two  divisions  A  and  B  ;  the  B  division  assembles  at  open- 
ing of  the  morning  session  and  remains  until  10.15  ;  at  this 
time  the  A  division  comes  and  remains  until  noon.  The 
teachers  therefore  have  the  opportunity  to  concentrate  all 
their  efforts  upon  a  few  at  each  period  and  give  instruction 
in  Reading  and  Language  with  busy  work.  At  the  opening 
of  the  afternoon  session  the  whole  grade  assembles,  number- 
ing 71,  and  remains  one  hour.  During  this  session  general 
work,  such  as  drawing,  writing,  etc.,  is  the  order.  There 
have  been  no  complaints  from  patrons  in  regard  to  the  prog- 
ress of  the  children,  and  it  is  found  that  quite  as  much  has 
been  accomplished  and  can  be,  as  under  the  plan  of  a  longer 
session  for  all.  It  seems  to  be  conclusive  evidence  that 
shorter  sessions,  with  concentration  of  effort,  and  a  longer 
period  during  the  day  for  the  children  to  be  out  of  doors 
and  at  play  will  accomplish  quite  enough,  and  the  measure 
of  progress  will  be  as  great  if  not  greater  than  it  is  with  a 
long  session. 

In  the  same  building  it  was  found  necessary  to  relieve  the 
pressure  in  some  way  in  grades  5,  6  and^7  owing  to  the 
increased  registration.  Instead  of  forming  new  schools,  one 
extra  teacher  was  provided  whose  duties  are  to  assist  back- 
ward pupils  in  each  of  the  three  grades.  This  is  a  system 
of  individual  instruction.  The  regular  teacher  devotes  the 
greater  part  of  her  time  to  class  teaching,  noting  the  differ- 
ent pupils  who  need  special  help  in  the  different  subjects — 
especially  in  Arithmetic,  English,  Geography  or  Reading. 
These  pupils  are  helped  by  the  extra  teacher  either  at  their 
seats  or  in  groups  of  three  or  four  at  the  desk,  while  the 
regular  teacher  is  continuing  her  work  with  another  division. 
No  confusion  is  noticed,  and   much  good  has  been  accom- 
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plished.  Pupils,  thought  to  be  at  first  dull,  have  shown  a 
marked  improvement,  and  interest  in  their  work  is  increas- 
ing. They  are  showing  that  this  individual  help,  is  just  the 
thing  needed  to  bring  them  up  to  grade.  I  am  convinced 
that  more  individual  instruction  is  needed  in  our  system 
that  every  program  should  be  arranged  so  that  one  period 
at  least  is  set  apart  to  give  pupils  individual  help. 

In  the  Greenwood  School,  the  8th  and  9th  grades  are  in 
the  same  room,  and  in  charge  of  the  Principal.  Owing  to 
the  increased  attendance  in  these  grades  it  w7as  impossible 
for  the  Principal  to  conduct  the  work  and  still  assume  the 
duties  of  Principal  of  the  building.  The  Committee  there- 
fore secured  a  teacher  who  is  responsible  for  certain  classes, 
which  relieves  the  strain  upon  the  Principal.  Careful  con- 
sideration of  the  matter  evolved  the  plan  of  allowing  this 
teacher  to  be  responsible  also  for  certain  classes  in  the 
Franklin  School.  Thus  plan  gives  full  time  to  the  teacher, 
and  divides  the  work  between  the  twro  buildings  ;  also  gives 
to  the  Principal  of  each  building  an  opportunity  to  perform 
some  of  the  legitimate  duties  of  the  position.  Every  Prin- 
cipal of  a  building  of  eight  rooms  or  more  should  have 
opportunity  to  supervise  the  work  of  the  building.  The 
duties  of  a  Principal  do  not  stop  or  should  not  stop  with 
supervision  of  grounds  and  building  and  the  general  discipline. 

Reading. 

It  has  been  thought  wise  to  place  the  system  of  reading  on 
a  different  basis.  This  arrangement  establishes  one  or  two 
series  of  readers  which  is  carried  throughout  the  grades  ; 
to  this  is  added  a  list  of  supplementary  reading  for  every 
grade.  The  plan,  however,  prescribes  the  list  which  shall 
be  read  ;  in  each  room  of  the  same  grade  and  opportunity 
wTill  be  given  to  read  at  least  five  books  during  the  year. 
The  supplementary  reading  will  be  arranged  so  as  to  sup- 
plement the  English  work  continued  in  the  High  School. 
The  variety  of  the  reading  matter  is  intended  to  give  inter- 
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est  to  the  subject,  according  to  the  grade.  The  Committee 
has  voted  to  adopt  the  plan,  and  already  the  work  has  been 
arranged  for  the  6th  to  the  9th  inclusive,  and  the  remaining 
grades  will  be  arranged  for  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

High  School. 
This  department  of  our  public  school  system  is  in  a  most 
healthy  condition.  Under  the  management  of  our  efficient 
Principal,  Mr.  Howe,  the  school  has  attained  a  standing 
among  others  in  the  state  of  which  we  may  justly  feel 
proud.  The  present  enrollment  is  320,  and  in  a  community 
of  less  than  12000  inhabitants  this  is  indeed  remarkable.  It 
shows  that  the  people  are  awake  to  the  fact  that  a  higher 
educational  training  is  demanded.  Nearly  3  per  cent  of  the 
population  are  to  be  found  in  the  High  School,  and  nearly 
16  per  cent  of  the  present  school  enrollment.  One  reason 
for  this  large  attendance,  and  it  is  none  too  large,  is  the  fact 
that  our  High  School  is  aiming  to  fit  the  work  to  the  needs 
of  the  pupils.  In  the  former  high  school  the  pupil  was 
made  to  fit  the  school,  which  tendency  stunted  the  growth 
intellectually  of  a  majority  of  those  who  entered,  conse- 
quently many  fell  by  the  wayside  and  the  school  became 
merelr  a  fitting  school  for  the  few.  The  Hio-h  School  is 
recognized  today  as  the  natural  goal  for  all  who  enter  the 
public  schools.  It  therefore  should  be  so  arranged  that  no 
bov  or  girl  will  feel  that  he  has  done  his  duty  to  himself 
and  to  the  Commonwealth  until  he  has  at  least  completed  a 
High  School  course.  Every  course  offered  in  this  department 
then  should  be  of  such  a  nature  as  to  give  the  pupil  that 
educational  training  and  development  which  will  fit  him  to 
continue  his  education  in  some  higher  institution  of  learning, 
and  at  the  same  time  should  he  be  compelled  to  stop  at  any 
point,  his  education  will  be  such  that  he  can  easily  adapt 
himself  to  his  environment  and  become  a  useful  citizen. 
No  system  of  education  fulfills  its  true  mission  unless  there 
is  a  natural  easy  step  from  the   grammar  school  into  the 
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High  School,  and  from  the  High  School  into  the  higher  in- 
stitutions of  learning.  The  present  condition  of  the  trades 
and  professions  demands  stronger  intellectual  training  than 
in  by  gone  days,  therefore  our  high  schools  must  be  equal 
to  the  demands.  Encouragement  and  opportunity  then 
should  be  given  to  all.  Furthermore  it  seems  to  me  that  a 
high  school  the  size  of  ours  needs  the  constant  care  of  the 
Principal.  His  duties  should  be  largely  that  of  supervision 
and  direct  consultation  with  pupils  regarding  their  needs, 
and  in  this  his  services  are  of  untold  value.  His  person- 
ality must  be  felt  in  every  part  of  the  school,  therefore, 
but  a  small  part  of  his  time  should  be  given  over  to  teach- 
ing ;  if  this  be  the  order  he  is  able  to  attend  to  the  needs  of 
many  pupils,  who  otherwise  would  suffer.  While  it  is 
proper  and  wise  for  him  to  do  some  teaching,  still  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  school  he  should  not  be  responsible  for 
more  than  one  period  a  day  in  the  class  room.  His  close 
contact  with  the  school  throughout,  an  immediate  and  direct 
knowledge  of  each  teacher's  work,  a  personal  acquaintance 
with  parents  and  pupils — these  are  worth  much  more  to  the 
community  than  it  is  for  him  to  give  his  whole  time  to 
teaching. 

In  regard  to  the  immediate  work  as  carried  on  in  the  High 
School  and  the  specific  needs  of  the  department  I  commend 
to  your  careful  consideration  the  able  report  of  the  Princi- 
pal, Mr.  Howe,  which  follows.  In  this  report  Mr.  Howe 
calls  attention  to  matters  which  need  your  immediate  atten- 
tion. 
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High  School  Principal's  Report. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Sir : — Following  is  my  eleventh  annual  report  and  the 
fourteenth  in  the  series  of  High  School  principal's  reports. 

Graduation  Expenses. 

An  earnest  effort  was.  made  by  the  class  graduating  last 
June  to  reduce  the  expenses  attendant  upon  the  exercises  of 
graduation  and  reception.  The  attempt  was  attended  by  a 
good  degree  of  success,  the  amount  required  in  the  way  of 
class  dues  bein^  reduced  much  below  that  of  the  last  half 
dozen  years.  The  authorities  of  the  school  have  done  all 
that  they  can  rightfully  do  in  the  way  of  reducing  the  ex- 
penses of  graduation,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  par- 
ents of  the  members  of  the  graduating  classes  may  now  in- 
terest themselves  actively,  and  see  to  it  that  no  undue  and 
unnecessary  burden  is  laid  upon  them. 

Drawing. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  anew  to  my  remarks  upon 
this  subject  in  my  report  of  last  year.  The  number  electing 
drawing  this  year  is  nearly  one  hundred,  or  approximately 
one  third  of  the  entire  school.  To  compress  the  work  of 
this  number  into  two-thirds  of  a  day  as  is  necessary  at 
present  is  a  difficult  undertaking.  There  seems  to  be  no 
reason  for  thinking  that  the  number  electing  this  subject  will 
be  smaller  in  the  future.  On  the  contrary,  the  indications 
are  that  the    demands  upon   this    department  will    increase. 

Our  pupils  who  enter  the  Normal  and  Technical  Schools 
and  the  Scientific    departments  of   the  colleges  are    required 
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to  be  proficient  in  drawing.  It  is  my  conviction  that  the 
services  of  a  teacher  for  a  full  day,  at  least,  each  week  are 
necessary,  if  this  department  is  to  meet  adequately  the  de- 
mands upon  it. 

Football. 

In  view  of  the  unsettled    status  of   the   game   throughout 
the  country,  the  informal  vote    in  a    meeting  of  representa- 
tive boys  of  the  Athletic  Association,  to  the  effect  that  it  is 
wise  to  discontinue  football  for  a  year  at  least,  is    conserva- 
tive.    For  some    reason  the    game  is  not  of  such  public    in- 
terest in  Wakefield  as  baseball.       To  support  it,  entails  such 
a  drain  upon  the  treasury  of  the  Association,  that   baseball, 
in  which  we  manifestly  excel,  suffers.       From  the  financial 
standpoint,  the  action  foreshadowed  in  the  informal  vote    is 
wise.     In  this  connection  I  desire  to  express   briefly  my  at- 
titude towards  this  game  in  particular  and  athletics  in   gen- 
eral.       It    is  my  opinion    that  football  is  not  a  high  school 
boy's    game.        For    a   rapidly  growing    boy  of    sixteen  or 
seventeen  undergoing  the    change,  mental  and  physical,    in- 
cident to  this  period  of  life,  to  submit  himself  to  the  abnor- 
mally   severe    strain  attended  upon    the  game  is,  to  say  the 
least,      hazardous.       As    to     school    athletics    in    general, 
while  I  heartily  believe    in  them,  at  the  same  time,  I  depre- 
cate the  nearly  exclusive    attention  paid  them    by  too  many 
students  to  the  great  harm  of  their  legitimate  work.       It  is 
well  to  bear  in  mind  that  athletics,  debating  societies,  school 
papers,  and  the  like  are  incidental  only,   and  must  not  be  al- 
lowed to  crowd,  in  the  slightest  degree,  the  work  for  which 
the  school  is    maintained.       The  moment  they  do,  they  be- 
come   injurious  to    the    life   of   the  school.       Watchful  and 
sympathetic  oversight  of  those  who  take  part  in  athletics  on 
the  part  of  all  concerned,   parents  and  teachers  alike,  to  de- 
tect any  falling  off    in  lessons  is  necessary,    and  on  the  first 
appearance   of    failure,    steps  should  be    taken  to  withdraw 
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such  pupils  from  participation  in  school  games.  Athletics 
must  help  the  school  in  its  work,  or  their  existence  is  not 
justified. 

Comparative  Membership. 

The  chart  below  exhibits  the  comparative  membership  of 
the  school  from  year  to  year,  from  1880  to  June  of  last 
year.  The  membership  of  this  year,  June  1905-6  is  not  in- 
cluded as  the  year  is  incomplete.  The  figures  will  undoubt- 
edly show  an  increase  as  the  enrollment  since  September  is 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  chart  also 
shows,  by  means  of  the  broken  line,  the  cost  per  pupil  for 
instruction  each  year.  I  would  call  your  attention  to  one 
or  two  facts  brought  out  clearly  by  the  chart.  First,  as  the 
school  has  grown  in  numbers,  the  cost  per  pupil  has  shown 
a  tendency  to  become  more  nearly  uniform.  Second,  the 
cost  per  pupil  for  the  last  twelve  years,  during  which  growth 
in  numbers  has  been  most  rapid,  has  been  lower  than  pre- 
viously and  below  the  average  of  the  27  years.

Miscellaneous  . 

In  the  department  of  Music  the  work  is  being  done  with 
the  same  enthusiasm  as  in  former  years.  Mr.  Wilson,  long 
identified  with  the  schools,  has  won  a  large  place  in  the 
hearts  of  teachers  and  pupils.  The  spirit  shown  toward  the 
work  is  commendable,  and  compares  favorably  with  that 
done  in  surrounding  towns. 

The  report  of  the  supervisor,  Mr.  Wilson,  which  follows, 
is  certainly  worthy  of  careful  reading  and  consideration. 
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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Carfrey,   Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir  :  —  In  the  department  of  Music  no  radical 
changes  have  been  made  during  the  past  year.  The  music 
course,  as  arranged  and  adopted  a  few  years  ago,  has  proven 
very  satisfactory,  and  as  the  teachers  have  become  familiar 
with  the  work  good  progress  has  been  made. 

In  the  first  grade  the  training  of  the  ear,  the  perception 
of  tone,  tone  progression,  tone  matching,  the  relation  of 
each  tone  of  the  scale  to  the  whole  scale,  the  cultivation  of 
a  pure,  sweet  tone,  studying  scale  pictures  from  the  scale 
ladder,  the  hand  signs  for  the  scale,  and  later  in  the  year 
the  scale  and  scale  melodies  from  the  staff,  together  with 
twenty-eight  or  more  rote  songs  (each  one  having  some 
definite  object  as  to  rhythm,  interval  or  scale)  have  been 
faithfully  and  carefully  taught,  with  good  results. 

As  the  work  of  the  teacher  in  the  first  grades  in  language 
is  to  increase  the  word  vocabulary  of  the  child  so  that  he 
may  more  intelligently  express  his  thoughts  in  sentences  ;  so 
it  should  be  the  aim  of  the  music  teacher  to  so  increase  the 
pupil's  tonal  vocabulary  that  he  can  express  in  melody  his 
comprehension  of  melodies  upon  the  written  page  and  also 
write  what  he  hears  in  notation  upon  the  staff.  This  is  the 
object  of  ear  training  and  tone  relations. 

In  grade  two,  the  first  year's  work  has  been  carefully  re- 
viewed and  exercises  from  the  chart  in  all  the  keys  have 
been  studied. 

The  staff,  clef,  notes,  rests,  bars,  measures,  and  short 
melodic  exercises  have  been  written.  The  first  time  form 
in  two,  three  and  four  part  measure,  and  twenty  or  more 
rote  songs  have  been  learned.  Individual  singing  from  the 
chart,  or  by  tone  matching  exercises  and  dictation  is  prac- 
ticed at  each  lesson. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  grades  proficiency  has  been  at- 
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tained  in  reading  and  singing  exercises  written  in  nine  keys, 
writing  the  signatures  and  placing  the  keynotes  in  their 
proper  places.  Chromatic  tones  (sharp  four  and  flat  seven) 
have  been  studied  and  their  relation  to  the  scale  tones  estab- 
lished, sight  reading  practiced  at  each  lesson.  The  first, 
second  and  third  time  form  in  two,  three  and  four  part 
measure  written  and  practiced,  ear  training  exercises,  two 
part  singing  in  all  keys,  and  songs  by  note  and  rote  from 
good  composers  have  been  learned,  so  that  the  children  may 
have  high  ideals  of  the  best  in  music.  Great  care  is  taken 
<:o  make  the  voices  flexible  and  sweet  by  proper  exercises. 

I  am  pleased  with  the  work  of  the  teachers  in  these  grades 
in  tone  and  time. 

In  grades  five  and  six  more  difficult  exercises  in  time  and 
tune  have  been  studied  as  to  rhythm  and  melody.  The 
chromatic  scale  as  a  whole  and  the  tone  relations  of  each 
sharp  or  flat  to  the  scale  have  been  taught.  All  time  forms 
are  taught  in  these  grades.  Exercises  in  two  and  three 
parts,  containing  more  difficult  intervals,  in  every  key, 
have  been  suno-  and  voice  and  ear  training  have  been  an 
important  part  of  the  work. 

Grades  seven,  eight  and  nine  have  accomplished  the 
usual  amount  of  work  arranged  for  them  for  the  year,  con- 
sisting of  a  review  of  the  chromatic  scale,  the  major  and 
three  forms  of  the  minor  scale  in  all  keys.  Intervals,  triads 
and  their  inversions  have  been  sung  and  written.  Also 
three  and  four  part  exercises  and  songs,  and  the  F  clef 
established,  thus  fitting  the  pupils  for  advanced  choral  or 
harmony  work  in  the  High  school. 

Excellent  work  has  been  done  in  these  grades. 

In  the  High  school  the  pupils  are  enthusiastic  in  the 
music,  no  pupils  are  excused,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  good 
interest  in  the  work.  The  selections  used  are  from  the  best 
composers  and  a  taste  for  good  music  is  cultivated.

A  girls'  glee  club  has  been  formed  and  they  hold  weekly 
rehearsals  with  good  results. 

A  boys'  glee  club  is  soon  to  be  formed. 

A  Cantata  is  about]  to  be  rehearsed  the  proceeds  being  to 
furnish  a  Pianola  to  be  used  to  illustrate  the  work  of  the 
great  masters,  in  connection  with  a  brief  history  of  their 
lives. 

A  new  Book  must  be  furnished  this  school,  and  if  seats 
are  put  in  the  upper  hall  160  copies  would  be  enough  to  fur- 
nish the  whole  school.  I  recommend  the  Laurel  Song  Book 
for  that  purpose. 

It  is  my  desire  to  introduce  into  our  music  course  The 
Individual  sight  singing  and  reading  course.  I  hope  it  may 
be  adopted  next  year. 

The  teachers  have  at  all  times  supplemented  my  work 
with  their  best  efforts  to  make  the  study  of  music  a  success. 

The  music  in  our  schools  for  the  past  year  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  The  pupils  are  enthusiastic  andj~enjoy  the 
work  most  heartily.  As  I  visit  the  different  rooms j  I  am 
delighted  with  the  spirit  shown  and  with  the  attention  and 
interest  which  prevails  and  the  progress  that  has  bees 
made. 

Thanking  you  for  your  words  of  encouragement  and  the 
committee  for  their  hearty  support,  I  respectfully  submit 
this  report.

Drawing. 


The  work  in  drawing  moves  steadily  on,  and  with  the 
time  given  and  the  facilities  for  work  is  making  commend- 
able progress.  However,  the  subject  might  be  of  greater 
value  to  the  schools,  and  to  the  community  if  we  could  have 
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more  of  the  time  of  our  supervisor.  At  present  we  have 
the  supervisor  hut  two  and  one-half  days  per  week,  and  of 
this  time  she  ogives  one  entire  morning  to  the  High  School. 
Owing  to  the  size  of  our  High  School  the  number  of  pupils 
preparing  for  technical  schools  requiring  a  knowledge  of 
drawing,  and  others  having  a  talent  for  drawing  who  pursue 
the  subject  further  than  the  grammar  schools,  more  time 
should  be  given  the  subject  in  this  department.  In  fact  the 
work  is  much  cramped  here,  and  should  require  the  time  of 
a  teacher  at  least  one  day  a  week.  This  would  leave  us 
only  one  and  one-half  days  of  the  supervisor's  time.  In  or- 
der to  get  the  required  results  in  the  lower  schools  each 
room  should  be  visited  as  often  as  once  in  two  weeks. 
There  are  fifty  rooms  to  be  visited,  and  an  average  of  one- 
half  hour  to  a  room,  together  with  the  necessary  work  in  the 
High  School,  would  easily  require  the  whole  time  of  the 
supervisor,  and  give  to  the  Wakefield  schools  what  is 
needed. 

I  would  therefore  advise  that  the  Committee  take  this 
matter  into  consideration.  The  report  of  the  Drawing  Su- 
pervisor, Miss  Parker,  needs  your  careful  attention.  Miss 
Parker's  work  with  the  time  at  her  disposal  has  been  very 
successful,  and  the  recommendations  she  makes  are  worthy 
of  attention. 


Report  of  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Carfrey,   Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir : — The  fundamentals  of  a  course  in  drawing- 
must  necessarily  remain  the  same  from  year  to  year.  The 
amount  of  time  devoted  to  freehand  and  mechanical  drawing, 
to  design  and  nature  drawing  is  also  practically  the  same  as 
last  year,  but  the  exercises  vary  in  character,  different  med- 
iums are  used  in  execution,   principles  of  design  are  applied 
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in  different  ways  to  a  variety  of    subjects,  and  these    insure 
continued  interest  and  increased  facility. 

The  conditions  of  high  school  work  are  less  satisfactory 
than  in  primary  or  grammar  grades.  Two  or  more  classes 
are  obliged  to  work  at  the  same  time  on  entirely  different 
lines  of  work,  solving  diverse  problems,  with  different  med- 
iums, thus  forming  a  complexity  which  is  detrimental  to 
progress  and  to  a  high  standard  of  accomplishment.  Owing 
to  the  increased  size  of  the  school,  the  room  previously  used 
for  drawing  alone  has  been  reseated  and  is  permanently  oc- 
cupied by  a  class.  This  has  added  several  problems  to  the 
already  confused  program,  and  make  the  conditions  still 
more  difficult.  More  time  for  instruction,  a  room  suitably 
lighted  and  furnished  for  drawing,  with  running  water  and 
abundant  closet  room  for  storage  of  materials,  are  most  de- 
sirable and  long  needed  improvements  in  the  high  school 
drawing  course. 

Several  of  the  schools  have  increased  the  number  of  pic- 
tures in  their  rooms  this  year. 

Specimens  of  the  drawing  and  art  work  of  different  grades 
have  been  offered  in  the  competitions  conducted  by  the 
"  School  Arts  Book,"  a  magazine  devoted  to  the  service  of 
those  who  teach  drawing,  and  which  stands  for  beauty  in 
school  work.  Several  prizes,  many  "  honorable  mentions'" 
and  special  words  of  commendation  in  the  publication  were 
gratifying  results.

Manual  Training  and  Sewing. 

The  value  of  Manual  Training  work  in  our  schools    was 
ably  set  forth  by  my  predecessor  in  his  last  report,  and  I  am 
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in  full  accord  with  what  was  said.  This  subject  is  none  the 
less  valuable  today,  and  the  results  show  its  usefulness. 
However,  it  might  well  be  said  that  its  continuance  as  a  sub- 
ject in  the  High  School  course  would  be  a  distinct  advantage 
to  the  community.  I  trust  the  time  may  come  when  this 
can  be  done. 

The  value  of  sewing  to  the  girls  has  been  clearly  demon- 
strated in  the  years  past.  The  fact  that  the  girls  are  taught 
the  various  kinds  of  stitches,  patching,  darning,  cutting, 
fitting  and  making  garments  for  wear  is  certainly  a  feature 
not  to  be  overlooked.  There  is  indeed  a  practical  side  of 
this  instruction  which  is  exceedingly  useful,  the  satisfaction 
of  making  something  useful,  and  the  pleasure  of  accomplish- 
ing something  which  is  real  teaches  the  importance  of 
patience,  accuracy  and  self  control.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the 
near  future  it  may  be  considered  feasible  to  give  the  girls 
instruction  in  cooking  and  the  care  of  the  home. 

Reports  of  Manual  Training  and  Sewing  are  herewith 
given. 


Report  of  Supervisor  of  Manual  Training. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Carfrey,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  second  annual 
report  as  supervisor  of  Manual  Training. 

There  are  two  hundred  forty  pupils  registered  in  this  de- 
partment, an  increase  of  thirty  over  last  year's  attendance. 

During  the  year  there  were  twenty-three  applications  from 
High  School  pupils  to  take  manual  training. 

In  making  the  program  it  was  found  difficult  to  make  pro- 
vision for  these  pupils  without  serious  detriment  to  the 
work  of  the  lower  grades. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  characterized  by  intense 
enthusiasm  and  interest ;    this,    coupled  with    perseverance

and  hard  work  along  with  habits  of  carefulness,  patience  and 
accuracy  is  accomplishing  good  results. 

In  justice  to  the  pupils  both  boys  and  girls,  it  is  only  fair 
to  say  that  in  manual  training  they  do  the  work  they  love 
to  do. 

The  highest  faculties  are  not  developed  by  distasteful 
work.  The  friction  is  too  great.  Work  in  harmony  with 
the  boy's  nature,  co-operate  with  his  desires,  and  you  have 
his  interest  and  will  power  to  help  you. 

"  Hand  and  brain,   body  and  mind,  says  the  new    educa- 
tion.    All  must  work  in  harmony  to  produce  the    normal, 
healthful,  useful  individual."

Report  of   Supervisor  of  Sewing. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Carfrey,   Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir : — Five  grades,  commencing  with  the  fifth,  re- 
ceive instruction  in  sewing.  Each  class  averages  a  fifty 
minute  period  excepting  four  classes,  which  it  is  necessary 
to  alternate,  causing  them  to  receive  but  one  period  in  two 
weeks,  while  the  other  twenty  classes  receive  one  period 
every  week.  It  would  be  well  if  some  plan  could  be  ar- 
ranged that  would  obviate  the  necessity  of  this  alternating, 
and  give  each  class  the  same  amount  of  instruction. 

The  plan  of  work  includes  all  the  varieties  of  plain  sew- 
ing, and  in  the  upper  grades  some  fancy  stitches.  Last 
year  applied  design  was  tried  with  good  success ;  the  girls 
in  the  ninth  ^rade  desio'nin<r  collars  and  cuffs,  and  then 
working  the  design  on  linen,  thus  correlating  the  drawing 
with  their  sewing.  All  stitches  taught  are  applied  in  a  prac- 
tical way,  as  the  articles   made  in   our  schools  are  such  as 
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can  be  worn  when  finished.  As  sewing  is  taught  by  accu- 
rate rules,  the  pupils  efforts  to  follow  directions  in  prepar- 
ing, beginning  and  finishing  their  work  necessarily  give 
training  in  self  reliance  as  well  as  in  patience  and  persever- 
ance. 

I  would  surest  that  a  svstem  of  marking  be  introduced 
that  will  place  sewing  on  a  par  with  the  other  branches  of 
school  work.

Attendance. 


The  attendance  is  kept  up  to  a  high  standard  in  the  dif- 
ferent schools,  and  reflects  much  credit,  not  only  upon  the 
interest  of  the  pupils,  but  also  upon  the  teachers,  principals 
and  truant  o  fficer  for  the  attention  s>iven  to  the  oreat  im_ 
portance  of  regular  attendance  at  school  on  the  part  of  the 
children. 

However,  in  many  cases  according  to  the  report  of  the 
Truant  Officer  which  is  given  below,  parents  fail  to  recognize 
what  the  laws  of  the  state  demand.  In  the  majority  of  cases 
of  absence  and  truancy  the  fault  can  be  traced  to  the  pa- 
rents.    For  their  benefit  extracts  from  the  laws  are  aiven. 

Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  shall 
attend  some  public  day  school  in  the  city  or  town  in  which 
he  resides  during  the  entire  time  the  public  day  schools  are 
in  session,  subject  to  such  exceptions  as  to  children,  places 
of  attendance,  and  schools  as  are  provided  for  in  Section  3 
of  Chapter  42,  and  Sections  3,  5  and  (3  of  this  Chapter: 
provided,  that     *      *     *     teachers    acting  under    authority 
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of  said  superintendent  of  schools  or  school  committee  may 
excuse  cases  of  necessary  absence. — Sec.  1  of  Revised  .Laws, 
Chap.  44. 

A  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  who  wil- 
fully and  habitually  absents  himself  from  school  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  Sec.  1  of  Chapter  44,  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  an  habitual  truant,  and  upon  complaint  by  a  truant  offi- 
cer and  conviction  thereof,  may,  if  a  boy,  be  committed  to 
a  county  truant  school  for  not  more  than  two  years,  and  if  a 
girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls,  unless  such  child 
is  placed  on  probation  as  provided  in  Sec.  7  of  this  Chap- 
ter.— Sec.  3  of  Revised  Laws,  Chap.  46. 

Every  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  between 
seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  shall  cause  him  to  attend 
school  as  herein  required,  and  if  he  fails  for  five  days  ses- 
sions or  ten  half-day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six 
months  while  under  such  control,  to  cause  such  child  whose 
physical  or  mental  condition  is  not  such  as  to  render  his  at- 
tendance at  school  harmful  or  impracticable,  so  to  attend 
school,  he  shall,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant  officer,  and 
conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  no  more  than 
twenty  dollars. 

Whoever  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  a  child  to  absent 
himself  unlawfully  from  school,  or  employs  or  harbors  a 
child  who,  while  school  is  in  session,  is  absent  unlawfully 
from  school,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars. — Sec.  1  of  Revised  Laws,    Chap.  44. 

A  child  between  seven  and  sixteen  years  of  age  who  may 
be  found  wandering  about  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of 
any  town  or  city  of  the  Commonwealth,  having  no  lawful 
occupation,  habitually  not  attending  school,  and  growing  up 
in  idleness  and  ignorance,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant  offi- 
cer or  any  other  person,  and  conviction  thereof,  may  be 
committed,   if  a  boy,   at  the  discretion   of  the  court,  to  a 
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county  truant  school  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years, 
or  to  the  Lyman  school  for  boys,  and  if  a  girl,  to  the  State 
industrial  school  for  girls. — Sec.  4,  Revised  Laics,  Chcq)  46.

Truant  Officer's   Report. 

Superintendent  of  Schools,  J.  H.  Carfrey  : 

Dear  Sir  :  —  I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Truant 
Officer  for  the  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1906  : 

Whole  namber  of  cases  investigated  127,  of  which  23 
wTere  cases  of  truancy,  56  cases  of  negligence  of  parents, 
11  cases  of  sickness  and  37  miscellaneous  cases. 

Once  more  I  wish  to  thank  the  Sweetser  Charity  for  the 
favorable  responses  received  from  my  appeals  for  shoes, 
rubbers  and  clothing  for  needy  children. 

One  case  of  parents  neglecting  to  send  their  child  to 
school  was  taken  before  the  court ;  this  case  was  placed  on 
file  by  parents  agreeing  to  place  the  child  in  school. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Superintendent,  and  also  the 
teachers,  for  many  courtesies  shown  me  during  the  year.

During  the  fall  term  the  Franklin  School  held  an  Art  Ex- 
hibition in  conjunction  with  the  Horace  K.  Turner  Art  Loan 
Association.  From  this  exhibition  $63  was  realized.  With 
this  amount  the  following  pictures  have  been  purchased  and 
hung : 

Two  Lovers,  by  E.  Munier. 

Cat  and  Kittens  at  Play,  by  Wm.  Verplank  Birney. 
The  Shepardess,  by  Jean  Francois  Millet. 
On  the  Alert,  by  Rosa  Bonheur.

John  Trumbull. 

This  is  a  good  beginning  and  worth  the  effort  put  forth 
by  teachers  and  pupils.     The  interest  taken  by  the  citizens 
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and  patrons  of  the  school  in  this  exhibition  was  commend- 
able indeed.  May  the  interest  continue,  and  beautiful 
school  rooms  and  attractive  grounds  at  this  school  be 
thought  of  as  they  really  are,  a  necessity. 

The  pupils  and  teachers  of  the  Greenwood  School  recently 
held  a  candy  sale  and  realized  the  sum  of  $59.55  toward 
the  purchase  of  a  piano.  Knowing  of  their  efforts  Mrs. 
Etta  Fish  Tingley  came  forward  unsolicited  and  presented 
her  check  for  the  balance  necessary  to  purchase  the  desired 
instrument.  By-this  generous  gift  the  school  will  be  able 
to  secure  the  piano  at  once.  It  is  desired  in  this  connection 
to  thank  the  donor  in  behalf  of  the  school  and  the  School 
Committee. 

It  certainly  shows  that  by  the  gifts  as  above  mentioned 
people  of  the  community  are  much  interested  in  the  schools  ; 
that  the  public  school  is  an  institution  very  close  to  all,  and 
that  nothing  is  too  good  to  be  used  in  the  education  of  boys 
and  girls  for  the  development  of  character  and  the  training 
for  citizenship. 

It  would  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction  were  it  made  pos- 
sible to  enlarge  and  beautify  our  school  grounds.  It  is 
hoped  that  Arbor  Day  may  see  a  beginning  of  tree  planting, 
and  landscape  gardening.  There  is  not  only  the  possibility 
of  cultivating  the  art  sense  of  the  pupils  in  such  a  step,  but 
there  is  also  a  wholesome  moral  effect.  Attractive  school- 
rooms and  grounds  have  their  effect  upon  the  homes  of  the 
children,  just  as  certainly  as  the  education  received  from 
books.  A  beautiful  building  with  attractive  grounds  will 
transform  the  appearance  of  the  entire  surrounding  com- 
munity. 

In  regard  to  playgrounds  it  seems  to  me  they  should  be 
arranged  and  enlarged,  so  that  all  will  have  opportunity  for 
play,  at  all  times  of  the  year.  There  is  certainly  no  substi- 
tute for  the  outdoor  recess  ;  but  a  playground  in  cramped 
quarters  is  at   best  a   poor  place    even  when    dry  ;    then,  to 
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have  it  muddy  after  a  frost  or  a  slight  shower  is  still  worse 
and  no  place  for  pupils  to  get  recreation.  I  would  advise  a 
careful  consideration  of  this  matte*r  in  connection  with  some 
of  our  large  buildings. 

The  Public  Library. 

This  report  will  not  be  complete  without  recognition  of 
the  valuable  services  rendered  the  schools  by  the  trustees  of 
the  Beebe  Town  Library.  There  are  so  many  ways  that  the 
public  library  may  aid  the  teachers  and  pupils,  and  our  own 
library  is  putting  forth  such  an  effort  to  meet  the  demands 
that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  give  my  testimony  in  behalf  of  this 
effort.  Reference  books  on  different  subjects  to  be  loaned 
to  different  buildings  during  the  time  the  pupil  may  be 
studying  certain  topics  is  a  great  help  ;  it  would  be  well 
were  there  several  duplicates.  Money  could  be  expended 
wisely  in  securing  pictures — copies  of  the  great  masters — 
and  others  representing  various  subjects,  and  loaned  to  the 
schools  for  a  given  length  of  time.  A  children's  room  with 
a  graded  list  of  books  with  several  duplicates  would  add  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  library ;  this  would  supplement  the 
reading  course  in  the  schools.  A  teacher's  pedagogical 
library,  well  selected,  would  be  exceedingly  helpful.  A  full 
and  complete  list  of  reference  books  on  History  and  Litera- 
ture— English,  French  and  German — would  aid  the  work  in 
the  High  School  and  be  generally  useful  to  the  citizens.  I 
am  fully  aware  that  whatever  the  demands  the  Trustees  will 
be  only  too  glad  to  do  all  their  income  will  allow. 

Conclusion. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  confidence  and  hearty  support  of  the  Committee,  for  the 
cordial  co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  for  the  help  and 
encouragement  received  from  the  community.
